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PREFACE. 


The ^ Diary of the Eight Honourable Wilham Windham’ 
was given to me by my brother Wilham Windham, a 
short time before his death, in December, 1854. 

It is III {ruth chiefly a record of Mr. Windham’s health 
and feehngs, made for himself alone, which can hardly 
be supposed to possess much general interest ; but there 
are many passages interspersed in it, strongly indicative of 
his character, which I trust I shaU be forgiven for wishing 
to rescue from obhvion. 

No portion of tliis Journal of any consequence has ever 
been made pubhc, whth the exception of that wliich re- 
lates to the last moments of Dr. Johnson, which Mr. 
Croker included m his edition of Boswell s account of his 
life. The records of ^veral years are wanting, having 
been unfortunately mislaid long since. A life of Mr. 
Windham, prefixed to his speeches, was published by 
Mr. Amyot in 1821. 

The pohtical career of Mr. Windham is part of the 
history of his country, nor is it my purpose to discuss itr 
ft brought him ultimately into connection with both the 
great parties of the State during many eventful yeaxs^ 
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but even m the heat of those times, no one ever doubted 
for ft moment that hib com^e ^\ab guided by llic liighest

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It tij'>pears that the task which I Imve miclertiiken wafc 
at one lime committed to the able hands of the laie- Mn 
(tcoi l^* IdliN, and it is indeed much to be regretted that 
It A\as not })erfin’m('d 1)^ ^ ontimate a friend of Kr. 
AVindham, and ^o accomplished scholar. Mr Elfi^^ad 
written a ])iela<‘e to his intended publi'-ation, whic'h forms 
])art of tli(^ pre-enl volume, but he had gone VQry little 
va} in airangjiig the extract" for ])ubli('ation. 

From i1i(‘ brevity with which every (‘Veiit is n^corded, 
and the length of time which has clapscnl since their 
ocninenei*, allii"i<Hi" wilh no doubt, be found to ])ersons 
now forgotten, and to incidents which the Editor is unable 
to L‘X])lain; but it i" ])os-ible that, by a compansoii with 
otlier memoirs nt tli(‘ time, these ])a}>'‘rs may contribute to 
elucidate soiiK' of the im})oi‘laiit tran''a(‘tions of the age 
in vhicli Air AAdndham li\ed 
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It may well to attach to thiH memorial some history of the 
uiieestrv of the Windham familv. Soon after the Norman Con- 
ijueHt, Alwardue, an emim-nt Sa\on, became possessed of laildB 
in tlie county of Norfolk, and resided at Crownethorpe Castle, 
in the parish of Wymondliam, and assumed liis surname from 
that place. 

Felbrigo purchased in 1461, by John Wyndham, of the 
trustees of Sir ►Simon de Felbngg, (dias ‘ Bigod,' who was a 
descendant of a younger biaiich of the Earls of Norfolk. Sir 
Simon was standard-bearer to Kichard II. ; and his brass, one 
of the finest in England, is now in the church at Felbrigg. He 
was one of the firsl Knights of the G-arter John Wyndham 
was at the battle of Stoke, m-ar Newark, in 1487, and was 
knighted tor Ins valiant behavioui Ho was a correspondent of 
Pfwton. 

He became afterwards engaged in the interests of the House 
of York. Lord Bacon, in his ‘ History of Henry VII.’ gives the 
account of the King's jealousy of Edinuud de la Pole, Earl of 
Suffolk ; whereupon he says, ‘ W. Courtenay, Earl of Devon- 
shire, and Sir John Wyndham, were taken into custody, and Sir 
John was beheaded on Tower Hill, 6th of May, 1503. Sir John 
Wyndham was page to the first Howard, Duke of Norfolk, and 
married his daughter. Their motto, au bon droit^ was assumed 
at this time. 
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Mis (le-apeiulruitK weiv men ot enerf^^y and cnnsideration^ one

Earl of Surrey : and others in tlie next ^(Uieration robe to 
eijiinenee at tin' h.ai.

In the days ot (^Mi< en Elizabeth the< Ide'^t, or Aortolk, branch 
of the Windhanus became extinct, and the ]*roptrtv of (fiowiit'- 
tjior])e and I'clbiie^ wt nt into possession ,.t a second son ot Sir 
d'homas Wyndham, settled in Sonn i-«'tshir('. He was Sii dohn

Sir John Wyndhani, of ( n chard, sm'ceeded, therefore, to the es- 
tat(' of FelliriL^g. His sons, dining the Civil Wars, w^ere attached 
to the Koyal cause, and ('oloiiel Frcincis Wyndham, his fourth son, 
IS memorable for conducting Charles 11. to his seat at Trent, 
after the battle of Worcestei, when he entertained the King 
witli the tollowdiig remarkable passage of his father, 8ir John 
Wyndham, calling hn sons togethei before his death and saying 
to them: *I coinmend you to honour and obey our gracious 
Sovereign, and in all things t<» adhere to the Ci own, and though

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the Cirown Bhould hang upon a bush, I charge you, forsake it

It may be well to say, after tint somewhat long digression, 
that Thomtih YVyndhani, "sybo married the daughter of Sir Joliu 
Lyttou, of Knebworth, was the dtrect ancestor of the last Bight 
Honourable William Windham, from father to son. William 
married the daughiei of Sir Joseph Ai^ie, of Twickenham, a 
staunch Itoyalist. His jiortrait, and that of his wife, are at 
Kelbrigg. MiSb A-he, sister to Mrs. Windharn, married the 
( Rtstoratioii ) Lord Towiislieml. Ashe Windham was born in the 
family co:uh on the high road, but although he came haetilv 
into the World ln' remained in it to the age of 77. He represented 
the county ol Norfolk in the days of t,{ueeu Anne, and died in 
1749. His ^on Will lain was a very remarkable man, and took 
more after his iimde ( 'harles, a handsome, dashing naval offi- 
cei, caiitain of the "Kent,’ one <4' the finest 74'h of that day. 
He fought a good action off the coast of Barbary, the picture of 
which IS in the north diawing-room at P'elhrigir, and his own 
portrait is m the dining-room. 

Colonel Windham quarielled in eaily life with his father, and 
lived much abroad, having entered the Hungaiian hussars in the 
da\ s of Mane Theresa. 

He w^as a beautiful horseiuan and Kwmrdsman ; very handsome 
in person, slightly made, but athletic ; fond of adventures, 
and in company wdth Pococke, in 1741, penetrated some of the 
higher valleys of the Alps, and ascended Mont Blanc. He de- 
lighted in theatricals ; Garrick and others w'ere his constant 
guests. He was a very good classical scliolar, besides being 
well acquainted with French, German, and Spanish. 

There is now at FAdbrigg, or there ought to be, a MS. of his 
upon the art of war, which proves that he had studied the theory, 
both ancient and modern, to good effect. 

He hunted the hounds from Felbrigg to London, and married 
Sarah Hicks, the widow of Robert Lukin^ of Dunmow, who was

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possessed of great beauty, good Hense, and deterinniiiUuLi, may 
be judged from the fact of her having been able, at the age ot 
41, to captivate one of the most admired Cavaliers of his day. 

She came of a good family, but was left by her husband in 
very reduced circumstances. 

From these parents sprang William Wdndham, the autboi ol 
this ‘ Diary,’ and the last of his branch of the Windham family 
He was born in Golden Square, London, on the 3rd of May, 
1750, and died 3rd of June, 1810. 

From great personal love to the late Admiral Lukin, his 
nephew by half blood through his motlier, he left him the whole 
of his property, on the condition of hm taking the name of 
Windham, and then left the property, m remaindoi, to the head 
of his family, the late Geoige (’)'Brieii, Earl of Egreraont. 
Admiral Windham had six s<»ns: the eldest married Sojthia, 
youngest daughter of the first Marquis of Bristol. They had one 
son, by whom the property lia,M been sold. 
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The })ublie life of Mr. Wmdham may be considered a.s 
having coijuncnced iii the year 1783, wiien he undertook 
tlie uflice of ITincijial Secretary to Lord Northington, 
a])pointed Lord-Lieulenant of Ireland, and it happened 
by a fortunate, though, probably, accidental coincidence, 
that he began, in the same year, that series of Diaries 
which will furnish the most amusing and interesting part 
of this narrative. It was not, indeed, without much 
hesitation, that the writer of that narrative was induced to 
abstain from the publication of the original documents, in 
the exact state in which they have been left by their 
author, with the suppression only of the very few passages 
which it might be deeined imprudent to draw from their 
concealment 

But it appeared, on a careful examination, that merely 
to suppress what was only interesting to Mr. Windham 
himself would by no means be sufficient ; that many 
things which, at the moment they were consigned to paper, 
might have been well worth noting, had, by the lapse of 
time, been rendered wholly unimportant ; that much 
which was once clear had become obscure ; that some 
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jnode of illustration would, therefore, be absolutely.neces- 
mry ; and that the chain of events being frequently nn- 
perfect, the mterinediate links must, after all, be supplied 
by the biograjiher. fhi these grounds it was thougJit 
more convenuait to employ the materials furnished by 
Mr. Windliam in the shape of extracts, so as to be con- 
nected, but not confounded, with the texts, than to fatigiK- 
the reader by an irksome relerence to occasional notes, 
the eflect of which would be to multiply the cnlls on his 
attention at those moment^ wlaai, fi-oin the barrenness 
of the story, it was most exhausted and toipid. Whether 
this opinion be justly formed vill be^t ap})ear fiom a shoit 
account of the rnotnes by A\hich the Journal in (juestion 
seems to have been dictated, of tin* jiuqio^e which it was 
intended to answer, and of tlie mode m which it was 
conducted 

It is not improbable that tlie })ro)ect of midertel^jiig 
this troublesome task may have been suggested to Mr. 
Windham by his friend, Dr Johnson, to whose advice he 
always listened with reverence, and whose auimple be 
was ever disposed to follow. Tlie reader wilT have fre- 
quent occasion to remark that the specie^ Of mental 
disciphne to which Mr. W was so anatoufi to subject 
himself was, even in many minute particoftffs, exactly 
conformable to the practice of Dr. Johnson, establish 
the empire of reason over imagination common 

object ; and with a \new to acqiure the power-^ continued 
thought undisturbed by the intension of ’fitncy, they im- 
posed on themselves the same exercises ; accustoming 
themselves to occasional composition in the learned lan- 
guages, converting Greek into Latin epigrame, and taxing 
the memory by long mental calculation An English 
translation of Thuanus was, as Mr. Bosi^l relates, fre- 
quently meditated by Dr. Johnson, and has been partly 
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executed by ^Ir. Windham, AVith that sort of reluctant 
diligence 'vvhich would be almost unaccountable if, in 
un<lurtaking the task, he had been solely guided by his 
own pivddecUun for the v<)lumm/»u«: hi-torian. Dr. John- 
son wrote, in two quni'to volumes, a diary of his own 
])ri\a((' life, and stiongly recommended lo his friends the 
adoption of llii^ ])raelice 

‘ Tlu' great thing to be recorded (said he) is the state 
of ''0)111' own niiiid, and you diould write down everything 
that \ou leiiK'inber , for you cannot judge at first what is 
good or bad : and v rite inmiediately, while tlie impression 
l^ frc'di. foi it will not be tlu* same a wei'k afterwards.’ 

Theie 1^, inde(‘d, an apparent allusion to this advdce 
tmiong^t the minuter of a eoiiveisation with Dr Johnson, 
w'hieh l\Lr Windham ha^ ])ieser\ed, and which took place, 
a^ Mr Dosw'ell relates, when Mr Windham, ‘before he 
set out I'or lieland, as seeretaiy to Lord Northington, then 
Loril-Lieiiteiiant of Ireland, exjaessed to the sage some 
modest and viituous doubts, wdiether he ('ould bring him- 
self to practise those arts which, it is supjiosed, a person in 
that situation ha^ occasion to employ. 'f The heads of 
l)r Johnson s aiisw’er w'eie, as appears by Mr. Windham’s 
notes, ‘I have no great timidity in my ow'ii disposition, 

and am no encourager of it in others Never 

be afiaid to think yourself fit for anything for w'hich your 
friends tlimk you fit. 

‘You will become an able negotiator; a very pretty 
rascal 

‘No one in Ireland wx^ars even the mask of incorniption. 
No one prol'esses to do for sixpence w'hat he can get a 
shilling for doing.

It may, ])eiha|)s, be considered as some cenlinnation of 
the conjecture here advancetl, and as a ])ri)()f of Mr 
Windham’s deference to liis friend’^ admonition, that lie 
actually b(;jfan his ^ TUary ' in July ITSI, the <*< aiversation 
just cited havmij taken ])lace in the beLunnine of June 

The work itsdf is also, a^ tlie leader amII presently 
observe, exactly conformable to Ih\ Johnson's ad\icc. It 
is wholly devoti'd to the purpose^ of self-examination. The 
em])loyment of time is punctually brou<iht to account, 
and severely scrutinized : and many jiaues are filled with 
cx])ressions of regret for the valuable hours unprofitably 
wasted ; with lamentations over those habits of indolence 
from wlmJi neither the bustle of business nor the tranquil- 
lity of solitude was found to be a sullicieiit preservative; 
and with resolutions of future amendment; Tesolutions, 
however, which, when recorded, only served to awaken 
new remorse, because they were constantly succeeded by 
fresh avowals of repeated nepdigence. 

The seventy of self-reproach with which Mr. Windham 
accustomed himself to contemplate his own omissions, 
though such as the generality of Inankind are in the habit 
of considering as most venial, was probably encouraged 
by the example or precepts of his friend ; and it affords a 
curious instance of practical coincidence between two 
])ersons wdiose dispositions wmre, in many respects, ex- 
tremely dissimilar, and even opposite- i^^But the habit 
certainly originated in a strong imprgdlB^ made on Mr. 
Windham's mmd during his illness in the year 

1780 , and wdnch appears to have prodrtc^ a considerable 
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efrec't'On his character and conduct during the whole 
remainder of hib life. 

Tliat a man in the bloom and vigour of life, already 
distinguished by lii^ vMrious attamiVlents, ambitious of 
every kind of distinction, and conscious that all were 
witlnn Ills reach, sln'mld contemplate, with no common 
alaim, llie ])ros]iect of being arrested in his career by a 
disease winch, ^Ylthout much hastening his death, might 
(h‘])nve lit'e of all its enjoyments, is piafectly natural. It 
1'- not les^ natural that, feeling himself responsible for the 
due Use of his talents, and ])eisuaded that the jireservation 
of them de})(mded on regular and active exertion, he 
should de])loie, with sincere contrition, the frequent m- 
stances in which he had inadvertently resigned them to 
intervals of dangerous maetion. The corroding anxiety 
whieli had thus fastened on his mind, explains that sudden 
air of dejeetion which was sometimes observable even in 
his gayest moments, that "dread of competition, and 
habitual distrust of his own abilities,’ of which he often 
expresses his consciousness, and that hesitating indecision 
which fonued such a singular contrast with the general 
firmness of his manly and intrepid character. 

It will also sufficiently account for a peculiarity in the 
Dianes, which, for the purpose of guarding the reader 
against any future disappointment, it may now be proper 
to notice. 

Mr. Windham was in the habit of registering, day by 
day, the names of all the persons whom he met at the 
tables of his friends and acquaintances, as well as of the 
guests whom he invited to his own ; and, indeed, there 
€Lre many volumes of his Journal which contain very little 
else. He has thus furnished us with a muster-roll of his 
contemporaries^ comprehending, probably, every individual 

a2 
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with whom he associated during a Lw scries of years ;^but 
a muster-roll unaccompanied, m almost any instance, by 
the slightest comment Such a list, it is true, was a suffi- 
cient aid to his memory, since the names of ])ersons who 
were familiarly known to him could require no further 
designation. Yet it may seem strange that he, who, 
tliough shrinking from disjiute and contro\ersy, was par- 
ticularly fond of rational discussion, and who, at the hours 
of study, deliglit(‘d to unra\el ^^hate\er aj)[>eared most 
entangled in fcub|ects of science or (.)f literature, should 
suddenly dismiss from his mind the topies with winch it 
had been so strongly occupied in soeu'ty. It may be 
thought odd that, whilst employed m committing to pa[)er 
much that was certainly trivral, la* should, in scarcely any 
instance, attempt to jierjietuate the scenes m which he liad 
received both amusement and instruction. It may excite 
some surprise that. wliiKt many of his intimates were 
dropping into the gra\e, he was not induced to sketch, for 
his owm satisfaction, s(niie memorial of those whom he had 
been accustomed to meet with pleasure, but could hope to 
meet no more The answer is, that the daily toil which 
he had imposed u})on himself \vas a dmly conflict with all 
Ins natural pro})ensities 'WliiYt occupied in tracing the 
waste of a iite wlmdi lie considered as unusually preca- 
rious, dissatisfied wdth his past exertions, and looking with 
melancholy forebodings to the fukire ; it was not likely 
that his iniiid sJiould bediiected to any extrinsic objects, 
or that his feelings should be much awakened to s}mi- 
pathy. 

But, although the following extracts from the ‘ Diar}^ 
may possibly fail to satisfy all the expecta^ns which the 
public may have formed, they ‘wiH at le^t be found to 
exhibit such a minute and impartial description of the 
writer as no otlier pen could possibly furnish. 
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Unexceptionaljle materials for biography must be of 
rare oceurreiice ; because few persons are di-^posed to ex- 
amine their own conscience, and fewer still are, like Mr 
Wiiidluiin, aware tliat to dra>Y up a faithful and dis- 
j)assionate n^jord of Mieli an exaiiiif>atioip require^) no 
comnioii ])ortiou of (‘aiidour and sagac.w. 

' Wiiat a y)]ty it is ("ays he, in an artiele of his ‘Adver- 
saria ' ) tliat a mail cannot, for a 'v\hile, stanch at a die- 
tanet' from himself, and beliold his own person, manner, 
lM‘lia\iour, and character, with tlie eyes of a stranger! 
What a pity tliat no om* can see himself as he is seen by 
eveiyone (‘ls(^ ' It is fiom this inipov"ibility that one meets 
])eo])hj ever} day, who are as y)erfeet strangers to their 
own ( haract('^^ a^ a man would be to his own countenance 
\\ho laid never seen the reflection of it m a mirror. In 
this latter ])redieament few can be found; art, incited by 
vanity, haMiig furmdied iis with such ready ni(*aiis of 
Mewiiig our own yierstais. But there is no mirror that can, 
at one Mew, gne us a distinct image of our characters. 
That image i" only to be formed like the map of some of 
the planets, from the result of observations made with 
])ain and dillieulty, and at various times. For this reason 
few peoyile ever form it at all, but remain m such total 
ignorance of the ap})eaiance of their own characters, as 
seen from without, that nothing is more common than to 
liear a man arraigning hi others tlie very failings for which 
he is himself most notorious, and treating his own favourite 
follies, the ver}" vices of his own bosom, with as much 
severity as if he had not the smallest kindred or relation 
with them !’ 

It was such an image of his own mind that Mr. Wind- 
ham was desirous of delineating for his own improvement ; 
and if that image be, as it certainly is, extremely different 
from the idea of him impressed upon the' memory of his 
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friends, it is because he was able to discover, artd ^dis- 
posed to exaggerate, deiects winch were invisible to any 
other observer. 

The first entr\’ in the ^ Diary’ informs us, that having 
left Dublin on the Slh of July, 178J, he arrived in London 
on the 1 3th Ills return from Ireland was rendered ne- 
cessary by the ill state cJ Ins health ; and tlii^ compulsory 
abandonment of his ])ost was tlie moni di^ti e^'SHig, because 
he was awaie tliat the state of ])ubli(‘ aflairs did not admit 
of delay, and that hi^ protradcal comalesceiice Avould be 
likely, at that busy moment, to occasion much iimonve- 
nience to Lo^jd Northington. Whibt thus harassed by 
disease and anxiety, he seems to have b<‘en utterly inca- 
pable of any mental exeition ; but having fortunately found 
in his friend ^Ir. IVlliam (the ])resent Earl of Chichester) 
a successor to whom he could safely delegate the duties 
from which he had withdrawn Inmwlf, he soon began to 
regain his health and sjurits, and to revert to his usual 
cupations. He complains, ind<*ed, in his Jourai^*— which 
lie seems to have resumed as soon as he "wafi aUe' to hold 
a pen — tliat Ins powers of bodily exertion still very 
imperfect ; that a drowsinc'-s ylnch he was Unable to over- 
come often interfered with the ])rogreS8 of^lds studies ; 
and that to complete a (anninon letter of busiuess required 
a succe>si(m of the mo^t strenuous «fforU. But the tran- 
quillity of his residence at C)xford-*-a place which he alw^ays 
visited with delight ; the gaiety, of the air, or the waters 
of Tunbiidge Wells ; gentle exerdse, and frequent change 
of air and of company, had, before the end of the year, 
completely restored his strength, and enabled him to 
encounter the fatigues of an election. He set off for 
Norwich on the 19th of having then learned 

the dismissal of the Coalition Mmidtry, and commenced an 
active canvass with a \dew to the dissolution of Parliament, 
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'which was expected to follow almost immediately. That 
measure, however, the new” Mimsters deferred till the 
24th of March, 17 84, during wdiich mterval, though unable 
eflectually to resist the tw ”0 great parties united against 
them in the House of Commons, they rapidly ^fcquired an 
ur]exam])led ascendency In the affections of the people. A 
large nia]ority of the nation declared their determination 
t')su})port the legitimate ])rerogative of the Crown, against 
wdiat they dei*med the unjust and arrogant claims of then* 
own ro])resciitati\es ; and Mr. Windham tells us on the 
21st of January, that ‘ the Corporation of Norwich have 
been \otmg an addled's to the King on the appointment of 
the new' Mmi>try, and the freedom of their city to Mr. Pitt.’ 
Yet he WTite^ till‘d m London, to wdneh place he liad 
retmned on the last day of the preceding year, and wdiicli 
he did not qtut till tlu‘ end of Februaiw', so confident W'as 
he that the favour attached to his private cliaraetcr w'ould 
Cf)unterbalance tlie unj)opulanty of his political principles.* 
The events recorded in tlie 'Diaiy’ at this time are, in 
general, such as every man must have to tell wLo mixes 
m the extensive society of London ; and consequently 
stipulates to accommodate his ow’ii habiU and occupations, 
and modes of life, to those w'hich he finds estabhshed by 
fashion. But a regular commentary on the moral and 
physical effects of this state of hurried existence, consigned 
to paper at tlie moment, could scarcely fail to amuse by 
its novelty, even if it w'ere not rendered interesting by the 
talents and character of the writer ; and this consideration 
has led to the selection of the following extracts.

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MATHEMATICAL NOTES BY MR. WINDHAM, 

EXTRACTED BY MR. LLLIS. 

To explain the reason of tlu^ common optn’atjons resj)ectin‘j: 
numbers, — in other A\orJs, to the common rule-^ of aritli- 
metic, — a beginning mmt be made liy ex])Liiiiing the ])nii- 
ciple of tlie notation of numbers acenidiiie to tlu^ methods 
now in use; the coniu^elion between whuli and the lules 
of anthmetie is so direcM. tliat those rule^ liave, for tlie 
most ])art, msthing m view than to exhibit, in tliat 
notation, nuinl^ers which are already known and delined 
Wlien it is proposed to multijily oi <iivide any number 
by anotlua’, notliiiig more is re(juire<l tlian to exhibit the 
product or quotient of those numbers accoiding to the 
notation now m use ; for, in hict, the (piotieiit^'TO-pfliftd^iCt 
required is just asmucli delined, and often as ^tisfi^totily 
so, by being the quotient or jiroduct (»f tke given nun^bers, 
ae it can be ylien exhibited many other form. Five times 
seven is as good a deMTijition of thirty-five aa three tens 
and live, and so of any other operation. It here, as 

in many other cases, that you are wanting^ ascertain 
whether the number m question is, ojr isuot, givem 

To judge of rules, therefore, ihatr hi^^e for their dbject 
the exhibiting of numbers according to a certain form of 
notation, we must consider what that form of notation is, 
and how it is effected that, by means oi nine simple marks, 
and one to denote the absence of all marks, the power is 
possessed of expressing all possible number. 

To begin with the most general conception. If there be 
a senes of cells or places, each of them capable of con- 
taining a certain number, no matter what, of units ; if this 
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series may be extended without end, it is m 

sucli a senes, beginning at one extremity and adding places 
or cells us occasion may require, any possible number may 
be disj)osed of 

It ill ( )bvi()iisly make no difTerence as to this possibility, 
ilioiieh tile c,i])aeity of these cells, and the number of umts 
ea])abl(‘ of beine eoiitained in ea< h, «hould have any pro- 
])ortion oiK^ to the other, that may be tliought proper. 

L« t It l)e sujjpo^rd, then, tliat each succeeding cell, pro- 
< eLnliii;^ from (»n(‘ end, "hoiild be capable of containing 
jii^t ten liitK'^ tlie units t ap.ible of being eontaiiied in the 
one ])tece<lliig It 

If to ilm you add tin* eondition that, in distributing 
yau nuii\lu‘i> thiough the>e eells or pla(‘es, ii? soon as any 
cell is tilled, and that a nuinbei equal to a ninth part of 
vhat It eoiitains n furllu-r colleeted, you discharge the 
whole into th(‘ eel! next behind it. you have the principle 
that will guide to the exhilntion of any number according 
to the notiitioii now in ii^e. 

Fo] , lu'piiining \\ith a Ih^t or lower place, as soon as^ten 
are eollectcul, which m all that tlu* first place can contain, 
and a ninth ])art beslde^, you discharge the whole into the 
])lace next followdng, maiking the Avhole so discharged as 
one 111 the second ]duce. You repeat this operation till you 
have hik'd the second })lace, that is, till the number of 
these wdioles discharge^ into it is nine, marked as nine 
units of the second place ; and till you have collected one 
whole more ; then, agreeably to the principle laid down 
wuth respect to all j)laces generally, you discharge the 
whole of what you have collected into the next or third 
place. 

The tw'o former places are then empty, and capable of 
admitting a repetition of the w^hole of w^hat is above 
described ; winch may, accordingly, be repeated till the 
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third in hke manner overflow by the collection 

of one unit of the third place more than the third canton- 
tain ; when the whole ten umts of the third place bhall be 
transferred to the fourth as one unit of the fourth place. 

It will not fiul to be observed that these successive 
whuk's or muty of the several j)laces, and successive dis- 
ci larges, all arise from the continued accumulation of units 
m the first place. It is the addition of one that completes 
the bupemumerar}" or tenth unit of tlie second })lace, and 
thus produces a necessity of transferring the \shole to the 
tliird place. The same accumulation of one in tlie first 
place again filk the second pku'e, and causes tlie nece^'Sity 
of a new transfer to the fouith ])lace. In general, the con- 
tinued accumulation of units in the first place jiroduees 
the units (»f the second place ; these again jiroduct* the 
units of the third place; the units of the third place those 
of the fourth, and so on through aU possible numbers; 
there being no reason why the operation should ever stop 
while there is the jawer of adding indefinitely new places 
behind 

Conceive, as an ilhistraticm of this, that all the places 
up to a certain extent are completely filled. Tlie addition 
of one ill the place of units, or the next one added to % 
number already so collected, will have the effect of emptjif 
ing all these places, and transfemiig their contents, with 
the one added, to count as a unit in the place next behind. 

For since the place of units has, by the supposition, as 
many as it can contain, tlie addition of one forms, wijth 
the number so collected, what is to be transferred as a unit 
to the second place ; and since the second is, in hke man- 
ner, supposed to be full, the addition of w^hat is a unit of 
that second place produces a number that must, in like 
manner, be transferred as a unit to the third, and so on 
till you get to the place first beyond those at first supposed, 
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and which, being wholly unoccupied, can receive and 
retain all that it id wanted to put into it ; which is the 
thing that was to be shown. 

All tile preceding^ ] daces of course remain empty, and 
are ready to recei\ whatever intermediitte numbers shall 
be added, till they are again filled, and that the addition 
of one beyond what sliall be necessary to fill th^m shall 
occasion tlu^ saiiK' operation to be repeated, and transfer 
anotiier unit (of the new and higher denomination) to the 
])[a(‘e next beyond those originally supposed. 

It was above obserxed, tliat the law regulating the 
])roportion of tlie capacity of these places with respect to 
one anotiier, made no dilleronce as to the possibility of 
dis])osing in them all jiossible numbers; sup]josing the 
miinbci of these ])laces to be caj)able of being increased 
without hmitation, it will stdl less make any difierence 
whether, when the size or capacity of these places is 
supposed continually to increase, it increases by one 
proportion or by anotiier. 

In tlie notation now in use they increase in a decuple 
pro]X)rtion ; so as that each place will contain just ten 
times what is capable of being contained m the one pre- 
ceding, the progress being always from right to left : or 
that each unit m the succeeding place should be equal, 
precisely, to ten units of the preceding ; or, w’hat is obvi- 
ously the same thing, should be equal to the nine umts 
already contained in that preceding place, with one unit 
of the same value added to them, in which way we have 
spoken of these comparative values in some of the para- 
graphs preceding. 

But it is plain that the principle of the notation, and iia 
fitness to express all numbers, could be the same, though 
the proportion between the capacity of the contiguous 
places, or the value of the units contained in them, was 
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different, as a sextuple, for instance, or any other ; only 
it must be observed that, in this case, viz. of a sextuple 
proportion between the value of the units, the number of 
units capable of being set down in each place must be 
five : and generally, that whatever be the proportion 
settled between the capacities of the contiguous places (the 
proportion being throughout the same), or the \alue of 
their respective units, the number of unit^. ciij)able of 
being set down in each place, must be one les-^ than the 
number expressing that proj)ortion. 

E.canipic . — Where the pio]>ortiou is ten, the number of 
units eaj)able of being j)Ut m each place inu^t b(‘ ten, oik*, 
or nine ; wliere the jn'oportion is nine, must 1)0 eight, 
vhere six, must be five 

The reason of which is tliat. m order to ensure the ])Ower 
of expressing all numbers by means of a few marks ha\ing 
certain relative values, according to the places in which 
they are ])Ut. the addition uf a unit in each place (having 
the value which belongs iL> it in that place) to the units 
already put there, sup])osmg the])lace full, must constitute 
a unit such as belongs to the place following : this of 
course it can only do when the number of the units, ca- 
pable of being eontained in each jilaee, is one less than those 
that would constitute a unit of the value of those in the 
place next following ; so as that the addition of one shall 
make the whole equal to one of tjiose of the place follow- 
ing, {. e. counting from right to left. 

Were no recourse to be had to the expedient of express- 
ing the numbers in each place by the same marks having 
different values, the above restriction would not be neces- 
sary ; whatever the proportion was of the capacity of the 
places, nothing w^ould be required but to go on to the 
succeeding places after you ha^ filled those that vrent 
before. 
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But, for the sake of the above contrivance, by which, 
through the means of only a few marks, all jx)ssible num- 
bers may be exprcs'^ed m a manner to make them known 
with jieifect case and precision, it is necessary, as was lye- 
fore said, that no more units should be contained in each 
place than with the addition of one more will constitute a 
unit of the jilace succreding. 

That a scTies, such ns those above descrilied — such, 
namely, as that the value of a unit increases according to 
a stated proportion in eai'h '^ucceedmg place ; and that the 
number of units capable of being put in each place is one 
less than the number expressing that pro[)ortion, is cap- 
able of expressing all possible numbers, may be otherwise 
shown, thu^ — 

Since the value of the units in the assigned proportion, 
l)y taking more and more terms or jilaces, may be increased 
without limitation, a place may always be found the unit 
of which shall be greater than the number assigned, what- 
ever that number may be. Find the ])lace next below it 
in which the unit shall not be greater than the assigned 
number, and calhng this place A, deduct the unit of A from 
the assigned number as often as it shall be contained in 
it. The numbers of times of its being so contained cannot 
be greater than nine, otherwise A would not be the high- 
est place (or the first in descending) in which the unit was 
not greater than the supposed number 

If it measures the proposed number, or is contained in 
it a certain number of times exactly, nothing is necessary 
but to set down the figure denoting that number of times, 
which, by the observ’ations just made, can always be done; 
and the whole of the proposed number will be expressed 
in the place A. If there be a remainder, that remainder 
must be less than the unit in A, and an enquiry mast be 
again made in the places below A, for the first in which 
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the unii snau not be crroater than the number now remain- 
ing : let that place be called B, which may be the next 
below A, or not, as it may hapjien, and the same process 
will bo again to be repeated with a less numlKT, and with 
fewer remaining places; that is to say, it must l^e consi- 
dered how many times tiie unit B is contamc'd in the 
number now under consideration* the figure expres^ing 
that number of times must l)e set down m tin* place If 
and an enquiry must be made wliat jdace next below will 
contain a unit not greater than this new remaimh'r. 

As it IS ])lain tliat the number of ])laces to whieli these 
successive enquiries relate is limiteil, and is continually 
decreasing, if the operation does not previously stop, by 
the occurrence ol' some remainder that is ini'aMired exactly 
by the unit of a term or ])laee preceding the last, you 
must come, ultimately, to the la>t, or jilai'e of units ; that 
is to say, you must liave a remainder which is meaaered 
only by units ; and by being less than the unit in the next 
place above, or ten, must contain not more than mn<" 
units, and wliich can, of conscipience, be exjireased in the 
kst place. Tills, therefore, being tlie only Remaining jiart 
of the proposed number, has been expressed, which is 
what was required to be shown. 

It IS to be observed that, by an inadvertenee, what is 
here said has been accommodated only to the case of the 
decuple notation, though capaWc of being easily trans- 
ferred to any other. 

Otherwise, as it is plain that this process can never stop 
while there is a remainder, and while a tenn can be found? 
the unity of which is not greater than that remainder, and 
as such a tenn must always be found in the last term or 
place of units, it follows that, if the process is not pre- 
viously stopped by the complujfcion of the work, and the 
entire expressing of the number ]iropo8ed, such comple- 
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tion must take place when the qdJj term, the unity of 
which IS not greater than the remainder, is the place of 
unity itself. For the remainder, then, being less than ten, 
or, in the case of any other proportion, less than the unity 
of the last place hut one, must be capable of being ex- 
pressed in the last yilace ; which last jilace, by the prin- 
ciple liefore described of the senes, may attain any 
number that is not equal to the unit of the last but one. 

Thus we are led, equally, to the same conclusion, viz. 
that m a series such as has been desenbed, any proposed 
number whatever may be expressed. 

BcTore we proceed to apply the consideration of this 
series to the explanation of the operations of anthmetic, it 
may be well to make one or two general remarks; the 
first of which may he that, the form of the lines being 
everywhere the same, that is to say, each term ha\’ing 
exactly the same relation to the term preceding it, the rela- 
tion will be the same between all terms. Taking two and 
two, which are equivalent, from each other ; for each rela- 
tion will consist of an equal repetition of the relation sub- 
sisting between contiguous terms, which we have just 
observed is everywhere the same. Whatever the relation 
is between one and ten, the same will be the relation be- 
tween 1,000 and the term next above it ; that is, between 
1,000 and 10,000. And, therefore, whatever relation 
there is between one ai^ the next term but one, that is, 
between one and 100, the same will be between 1,000 
and 100,000. 

The lowest term, therefore, of any two, in whatever part 
of the series taken, may always be considered as one ; and 
is, in fact, one with respect to the terms above it. For 
one is anything that we choose to consider, without refer- 
ence to any quantity leatifiian it ; and which' is cemtained 
in it a certain number of times. Thus, with respect to 
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10,000 or 100,000, 1,000 i? one. Though, with respect 
to a quantity contained in it a thousand times, it is a 
thousand. In considering, therefore, the terms of a senes 
such as lias been desciibed, whenever I am looking only 
to the relations winch any term chosen has to those above 
it, I may consider im^self as at the be^ginning of the 
senes, and proceed ]ust as I should if the term chosen 
were actually the lirst. Thus, if the term wdnch jiresents 
itself m the (‘ourse of an operation In* the lifth from the 
boU/)Tn, or that of which tlu' unils aie each equal to 
^^y,0()0, and that I am iiKTely coimdering it'- relation to 
any term ort<*rms abo\e it , 1 ha\e no occasion to consider 
it otherwise than its one, and may throw^ out of my mind 
Its cliaiacter of ]O,b00, winch it ])o---esses only with re- 
feicnce to the lirst of the s<a’i<‘s. or fifth term below’ it 
With these obseiwatmns in mind, let us ]>roeeed now 
to the consideration of the several rules oi' arithftietic, 
describing the nature of each operation as it o(‘eurs. 

The first and simplest is Addition ; the objed of w'hich 
is, to express in a prescribed form of notation, viz, ip 
w’hich we have been eonddering, the number wincli 
from adding together any tw’oor more projio&ed numbers, 
exhibited each m the same form of notation in whiclf it 
is required that the wiiole should be exjiressecL^ 

The first step for this purpose is to arrange "the senes 
in which those are severally expressed in such aianaimor 
as that like parts may be under like ; that done^ and begin- 
ning with tlic column containing the lowest places, you 
arrange in your mind the sum of the units, there found, 
ac'cording to the proposed method of flotation; settmg 
down, as the result of your operations so far, whatever 
figure may be found in that sum in the of units. The 
figure so set down, with the remainder the sum, which 
you cany in your mind, makes the" 'whole of the first 
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column ; and as tijc remainder, wliich you carry, contains 
no place uf a lower denomination than tens (for whatever 
Acas found in tlu' place of units has been set down), add 
tins nanamder to wliatcver is contained in the second 
column, wliK'Ii 1 ^, HI fact, a column of tens, but winch you 
have no occasion to consider m performing tlie operation 
(»tlierAMse tliaii as a column of units; tlnit is (ngrrr*eal )ly to 
tlie observation made some time since), otherwise than 
witli U'liition to the column^ that follow it to the left 
liand, takiiiLT <‘arc only that the lowest figure (0, or other- 
vNe) (t1 tln^ niimbei so e< )ll(*cted, diall be set down in the 
pl:iec‘ wliK'li will ;jiv(‘ it its ])roper \alut‘, that is, in the 
second eolunin. In tlii^ niannei you will have oot rid of 
the s(H‘()n(l as well the lirst column ; that is to say, the 
set down Avith the remamder, winch you are to 
carry, wall be the amount of th(‘se tw^o columns, and, 
beiipLt addl'd to the lemaming columns, wall give the 
anioiint of the w h< >le. 

The same' ])roc-<^'^ tlien recurs, you add the remainder, 
if tluTe has been one, to the third column, and set dowai 
the ainoiint, if it c.an be done, under the third column ; 
otherwise, so much of it as can be set dowai, and add the 
r('mainder when you take the sum of the fourtli column, 
]f there is no remainder, you take tlie sum of the fourth 
column by itself, and set dowai the wdiole, or as much of it 
as can be ; that is, the last figure of it, if it has more than 
one ])laee, under the fourth ; and so on, for as many 
columns as there are. Should the sum of the last column, 
wath or wathout cmy remainder that may have been 
carried to it, amount to more than one place, the last 
place IS that which wall correspond in denomination to the 
last column ; and the others must, accordingly, be placed 
below It, 

In general, beginning w:ith the lowest column, you take 
b 
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the sum of each column, sottincr down, underneath, the 
figure of the sum tliat is in the place of units The 
figure of the sum that remains, and comes next, if there 
is any other figure, is a unit of the next column, to whicli 
next column the whole remainder of this sum may be 
added, considering it as a number, the lowest term of 
which is of the same denomination with the second 
column ; and the last figure of tlie sum resulting is, m 
like mamiei as liefore, to be set down under the thud 
column. The process ■will be repeated for as many 
columns as there are : setting di'wn, .is,^efore, the* last 
figure of the sum formed jrom the uert eoTimin ^jiider the 
last column, and any otliei figures t»f ^^lluh That sum may

Here, the amount of the first, or lowest' column, is 19^ 
when thrown into the fonn of the establrtfead notation, of 
which I set down 9 in tlie place of umls, and carry^he 
remainder 10, which may be considered as one in the 
place of tens, to tlie next cohimn, which, with the one 
60 carried, produces 103, i.e. 103 tens. Setting do'wn, 
then, the B in the place of tens, I carry the 10 to the 
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column of hundreds ; the amount of whicli is 15, winch,

Here, the same condition 
js to b(^ observed of putt nig like jiarts under like, the num- 
ber to be subtracted, and whicli is, of consequence, the 
least number, being ])iit underneath. 

Jn this state, weie all the parts of the upper number to 
b(‘ subtra('ted, nothing would be uccessaiy but to subtract 
these latter [larts from those above them , and the sum of 
these remainders, oaeli by the place it was put in having 
its proper value, would be the remaindei of the whole 
taken fromtln^ whole. 

The QfXy difficulty arises from tins, that while the num- 
ber above IS, upon the wdiole, greater than the number 
below, some of its parts may not be greater than the 
jiarts of the lower number corres]>ondmg to them. To 
understand tlu^ mode of proeeeding m this ease it must be 
recollected that one, m any jilace, is, by the very formation 
of the senes, greater than the whole collection of units 
that ciin be disposed m all the places below it ; conse- 
quently, that if one number is, upon the whole, gi^eater 
than another, it must be greater in the highest place ; 
moreover, that one, in any place, is equal to the whole of 
what can be contained m any number of places below it, 
viz. to the result of nine, put in each of those places, 
together with the unit of the last of those places. 

Supposing, therefore, that in subtmeting one number 
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from another, I find that tlie subtracted, though necessarily 
less upon the wliole, greater iii that })arti(‘uluT- j)lii('e 
which I am about to Mibtra(’t, than tlie u])j)er number, 1 
borrow one' from tlie next ])laee al)o\e in tlie ujijier num-

MISCELLANEOUS EXTRACTS. 

One does not understand how anger ebould enter the 
mind, except through the medium of pai^ O^^pp|tiion. A 
certain degree of anger, however inatiou*^ may thus arise 
towai'ds ainUhmg by winch we arc hurt*: as a child will 
show a desire of beating an object against which it has 
struck its foot. But if no pain be felt nothing can be a 
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just occasion of anuer, but tlie conviction of certain 
qualities and depositions existing in the object of our 
anuer. No one, tlierefore, could naturally feel anbury 
a^uiinst thiujis not ufiecting him witli uneasiness, and of 
the nature of which he wa^ eiitirc'ly i^niorant ; yet instances 
of anger, ^o a])phed, eveiy day o<‘eur ; and, in fact, all tluit 
liostility l)y whicli chese^ of men are incited acfaiiet eauh 
other e, in tlie greater ])art of tlio^e who feel it, of that 
sort l)Ut the Ninio is ol)^er\ed in imai standing singly; 
and in tli(‘>e ('innity is found to operate so capriciously 
that one would su[>pose that peojile had the power of 
cieating to tlieiiiseKes objects of resentment out of any- 
thing they thought ])roper, without the h*a^t natural 
coniii'ction lu'tween the object and the })a^sion As <!omo 
soiiiab are natuially sjgnilicant of the tilings wdiich they 
exp^'^^ and others vignjlicant only by compact, so some 
things may be said to be naturally objects of resentment, 
and others to be<‘oine so only by arbitrar}^ association. 
'When such an association is once established men wall 
grow’ angry at the mention of particular subjects, as they 
would grow liuiigi y at the sound of a dirmer-l>elL On 
some minds, even willioiit siu'li an fussociatloii, particular 
subjects seem foimed to jiroduce suidi efleets : as, on the 
minds of many Tones, the mention of WTiiggism wall 
ojierate like the sight of any tiling red upon a turkey- 
cock 


‘God has made the intellectual world harmonious and 
beautiful wnthout us ; but it wall never come into our 
heads all at once ; we must bring it home piecemeal, and 
there set it up by our owm industry, &c.’* 

It seems as if great knowdedge of the system of things 


Locke, * Conduct of the UnderriUndiog,^ 
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was never the efTect of Miigle views, or intuitive and 
simultaneous perce})tion. The ])ortion that can be seen 
at once is never suflieient to determine the general law. 
The laws of nature, therefore, seem to be known to our 
minds only as a curve is, by the assignment of its points ; 
the assignment of which points, in nature, is a matter of 
painful investigation and subtle invention, of nice and 
difficult examination, and ojierose comjiarison of minute 
jiarticulars. 

Every important discovery of tke nature of tilings has 
been the result of deduction following deductions, of which 
the several jiarts have been perfoimc-l by minds jiot coin- 
'inunicating with one another, and of which no one has 
seen ift^re than the part immediately b(d’ore him. 


It appears sufficiently in the orations of Demosthenes to 
what a lionnd pitch the jiractice was carried, among the 
Atheinans, of ajiplymg torture, as a means of discovering 
truth. It seems to have been the oi dinary firoc'css when- 
o\er a slave was to be ex.imined, and to ha\e bc*en af)])hed 
at the instance of c'lther party ijf the dreadful cruelty 
and injustic(' of such a ])ractice nothing need be said; tlic 
wonder is. how a jiractice should have become so geaeral 
that seems foundeil in absolute absurdity. How is it that 
suffiermg is connected witli sjieakmg truth ? Why must 
those declarations be true that are made m moment^ of 
extreme pain ? Pam and truth of declaration have cer- 
tainly no physical and necessary connection, so as to make 
it true of every being that, at a certain degHw of pain, he 
must speak truth. Tlie connection betweeti pain and truth 
is established on no other principle than between pain and 
any other act in the power of the person suffering, namely, 
that which will subsist whenever the performance of the 
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act can be made tlie condition on which the pain shall 
cease. If, therefore, tortuie is iiiHicted in order to extort 
confession of a truth, winch would be known for such as 
soon as confes.sed : as if, for example, a man were required 
to discover wheie he had hidden his treasure, or such 
other fact as earned its own proof alonjr with itf, whatever 
other objections there niip’ht be to the use of sfich means, 
they would, at least, answer their ]aiq)ose. The condition 
above stated may then be a])])lied ; because the sufferer, 
knowin;i tliat the truth, when (h^elared, will produce a 
cessation of toniient, ^Mll be ur^md by Ins sulferings to 
declare it. Lut why should a man under torture, either 
greater or less, l>e inclined to speak truth rather than 
falsehood, if he has no leason to suppose speaking truth 
to be a readier way of quitting an ^^nd to his pain ? The 
operation of the torture must be to make him speak, not 
that which n true, but that which he conceives most likely 
to be taken for truth; and, as in innumerable cases, those 
two may be very different, it will, of consequence, liappen, 
in innumerable crises, that the application of torture will 
produce the very reverse of what is intended. 


In reading anything mathematical, particularly any 
enunciation or definition, I think I have obser\’ed it to be 
the best way to examifle completely every step ns you 
advance, and not to endeavour at getting a general idea of 
the whole previous to the consideration of parts. There 
is danger in the last method of getting an erroneous idea 
which may mislead you throughout. 


One is seldom aware of the number of arrangements 
that may be made upon a few words. Let the following 
sentence be taken as an example : — 
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‘One mii^t roii'^idi'r, thrnvfore, tile knowledge of tliis 
as most useful in all situations of life.’

It might be useluL as well as curious, to examine tlie 
extent of the benefit which may be derived fioiii ab- 
breviations of expression in mattcis of reasoning. Tlie 
ad\aiitages of the language of infinitesimals in mathema- 
tics, and of teclmical exiiressioiis iii all arts, are insUnot's 
in })oint Whoe\ er attends to tlie work of ratiocination 
will percen e ( if what ad\antage it is to the mind to express 
its leasoiiings in least terms, and to ivMew them in their 
most succinct foiin. A great jiart ol’ tlie i^ration of 
reasoning is directed to no other juirpose, and ifuo more 
than a skilful abiidumeot.

In fact, that knowledge which it ia 
disgraceful not to have, must from the very conditlbxt of 
it be easily got. How foolish, then, to n^lect, much 
more to decline, such knowledge I yef; such has been 
my practice all my life. In fact, I seem to have treated 
knowledge like commodities subjected to a duty, which 
can only be permitted to land at certain places regnlariy 
appointed. Thus my informatioD goes no further than 
my studies, and all that knowledge which is floating in the 
world, and which to a mind properly prepared affords 
its chief nourishment, has been wholly 1^ to me ; kept 
oS by negligence on the one hand, and a perv^se &Dcy on 
the other ; and leaving me, like some exotic in a green- 
hcuuie, to the precarious and imperfect supply of art

• Tuesday^ 7 ^.^Ten minutes past two, p.m. After Wiiit- 
ing some short time in the adjoining room, I was admitted 
to Br. Johnson in his bedchamber, where, after placing 
me next him on the chair, he sitting in his usual place 
on the east side of the room (and I on his right hand), 
ha. put into my hands two small volumes (an edition of 
the New Testament), as he afterwards told me, saying, 
^ hoc munus morientis habeto' He then pro- 

ceeded to observe that I was entering upon a life which 
would lead me deeply into all the business of the world ; 
that he did not condemn civil employment, but that it 
was a state of great danger ; and that he had therefore 
one piece of advice earnestly to impress upon 'me — that I 
would set apart every seventh day for the care of my 
soul ; that one day, the seventh, should be employed in 
repenting what was amiss in the six preceding, and for 
fortifying my virtue for the si^ to come ; thy^t such a 
portion of time was surely little enough for tfle medita- 
tion of eternity. He then told me that he had a request 
to make to me, namely, that I would allow hb seri^apt 
Frank to look up to me as hb friend, adviser, and pro- 
tector in all difficulties which hb own weakness and im- 
prudence, or the force or fraud of others, might bring 
him into. He said that he had left him what be con- 
8id«*ed an ample provision, viz. 70t per annum ; but 
that even that mm mig^t not place bim above the want 
of a protector, and to me ther^ore recommended him^ 
as to one who had will, and poweVf and acdyfly to pror 
tecthiim Having dbteiimd my absent to this, he proposed 
that Frank should be called iiv and dapring me to take 
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him by the hand in token of the fffomlse, repea;ted be-- 
fore him the recommetkdation he had just made of him, 
and the promise I had given to attend to it. I thc» to<A 
occasion to say how much I felt, what I had long foreseen 
that I should feel, regret at having spent so little of my 
life in his company. I stated this as an inat^ce where 
resolutions are deferred till the occasions are pdst. 
some time past I liad determined that such an occaaon 
of self-reproach should no longer subsist, and had built 
upon the hope of passing in his society the chief part of 
my time, at the moment when it was to be apprehended 
we were about to lose him for ever I I had no diffiq|^ty 
of speaking to him thus of my apprehensions ; I could 
not help, on the other hand, entertaining hopes ; but with 
these I did not like to trouble him, lest he should conceive 
that I thought it necessary to flatter him. He answered 
hastily that he was sure I would not ; and proceeded to 
make a compliment to the manliness of my mind, which, 
whether deserved or not, ought to be remembered that 
it may be deserved, I then stated that, among other 
neglects, was the omission of introducing, of all others, the 
most important, the consequence of which particulBiiy 
hlled my mind at that moment, and on which 1 had often 
been desirous to know his opinions. The subjects I 
meant were, I said, * natural and reveal^ religion.* The 
wish thus generally stated was in part gratified on the 
instant. For revealed rdigion, he said, there was such 
historical evidence as, upon any subject not religious, 
would have left no doubt. Had the recorded in the 
New Testament been mere civil occurrences, no cme wetdft 
have called in quesfion the teetimony by which th^ 
are established. But the importanoe atme^red to th c nn^ 
amounting to uothk^ less fean the sadvatkai of 
kind, ra^ed a doud in our minds, and emted doid^ nm 
knom \xpon any other sublet Of proefa to be 
from hkt^, one of the iwit oaga^t^ to 1hiiafe«. 
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waf'^ie opinion so well authenticated and so long enter- 
ta&ed, of a Dehverer that was to appear about that time. 
AinoBg the typical representationB, the sacrifice of the 
padclud lamb, in which no bone was to be broken, had 
struck his mind For the immediate bfe and miracles 
of Christ, such attestation as that of the apostles, who 
all, except St. John, confirmed their testimony by their 
blood ; such behef as their witness procured from a people 
best furnished with the means of judging, and least dis- 
posed to judge favourably ; such an extension afterwards 
of that behef over all the nations of the earth, though 
onginatmg fi-om a nation of all others the most despised, 
would leave no doubt that the things witnessed were true, 
and were ijita nature more than human With respect 
to evidences, J^ohnson observed, we had not such evi- 
dence that CJaesar €ied in the Capitol, as that Christ died 
in the maimer related.

DoAi Sib, — After every eiproBsion of dislike and reluctanc^f 
the bitter draught is at length swallowed, and His Majesty has 
submitted to the hard pecessity of taking for his Minister the 
moat virtuous set perhaps of public that ever appeared m 
this country. About four o'clock to*dii|p3lr. Dunning announced 
to ^e Houlip of CgmmoQS, rdom of Lord North, who did 

not chooee to come down, that the arrangement known to have 
heen proposed the eveoing before, was accepted, and that it 
would be signified in form to the House on Wednesday next. 
The apwigement is as follows: — First Lord of the Treasury, 
lyoni Rockingham ; Chancellor of the Exchequex, Lord John 
Cavendish ; President of the Couicil, Lord Camden ; Privy 
Seal, Duke of Grafton ; Coramander-in-Chief, Greneral Con- 
way; Qrdnance, Duke of Richmond; Admiralty, Admiral 
Keppel ; Secretaries of State, Lord Shelburne, Mr. Fox. 
Other appointments are left for further consideration. Every 
art of evasion and negotiation was put in practice to the last, 
and it was hardly known what was determined upon till the 
moment Mr. Dunning came to the House, his message coming to 
him, as I understood, from Shelburne, to whom it was signified 
by the King. Lord Rockingham’s conduct has been as great in 
the latter part of this negotiation as in the former. He refused 
absolutely to abate one jot of his first declaration ; at the same 
time be was willing to sacrifice every private punctilio by wbieb 
the ]$ 4 ng hoped to have created a jealou^ between him and 
Lord ilbelbutne. The first-fhiits of this administratioQ will be 
an exeiumcm firom Parliament of all those who have fiittaiied an 
the ruins d the country by jobs and oontraots, and the destrao- 
tlon of one souroe of undue infiuenoe wfthout doors in 
exclusion of the votes of revenue oifioeia. Seoondlj, the great 
aitkka of reform proposed in Mr. Burke’e Hfe,' wUl go on wil^ 
aR deqwtdi. With what fiaoe will people oppose the appoint*- 
ment of a Mbistfy, oompoaad of i^en who have 
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Buppprted the cause of the country for near twenty years, and 
who make it the condition of their entering into office, that they 
should deprive themselves of the means of corrupt influences ? 

Those who declare themselves enemies to this administration 
must declare themselves the friends of corruption and enemies 
of reform.

he same room that I was in on my return from Ireland. 
U Woodstock I accepted the invitation of King, and 
lept for the night, passing the evening not unpleasantly, 
hough feeling for the first time after a long mterval a 
eturn of sensation. Mention was made of Knight,® and 
►f liis proficiency in the study of Greek, though taken 
ip late. 

The conversation impressed me deeply a sense

Part of our conversation at Dr. Scott’s was on I he 
case in which lie was concerned, of the smuggler, who 
Ixjing himself on shore, had shot a man in the water. I 
had settled my own mind on the case, and the principles 
on which it must be determined, viz. that in reality the

14M. — From Aylsham in the morning ; Adey and I rode 
in most plea.sant weather to Holt, this being the day of 
the annual meeting of the trustees. Duiing the ride home 
with G. Wyndham,* Ac , the fineness of the night and 
the freshness of tlie air gave me a feel of youthful spirits 
not often experienced, even in youthful times. 

From this time to tlie remainder of the month, I 
continued constantly at Felbrigg ; so that here may be 
concluded the Journal of the year 1785. 


G. WyBdham, of Cromer Hall. 
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January 11 /A. — Left Felbrigg, after having been there, 
with little interruption, since December 8rd. The weather 
during the greater j)art of the time severe and bad ; tlie 
ground deep in snow and tlie sky often not clear : the 
cold in the house such as to make me restless and uncom- 
fortable. 

Of the manner in which my time was spent there some 
more particular account shoidd be found than in the pre- 
ceding journal : upon the whole, it was very diligently 
employed, and very successfully. As usual, the amount 
of what was done did not equal what was proposed ; but 
1 cannot much charge the deficiency upon any failure of 
my own pains or powers. The part most omitted was 
translation. I tried for the interval before my going to 
Norwich, viz. for about ten days, the disposition of my 
time by rule, part of which was that I would be in my 
room by eight, and open the dav. exceptiag in a few 
cases, with mathematics 

The success, both of my adherence to -tlio’lrttie and of 
the rule itself, was such as to encourage a repetition of 
the metliod. There was a difficulty in the management 
of the evenings. If I went to the Parsonage after dinner, 
which was the time least advantj^geously spent at home, 
I did not willingly return to 4)tifc,.,]priiich w'as the time to 
be spent at home with most ^ifiWBtage. I got into a 
method at last, to be adopted,i^TOk future occasions, 
particularly in winter, of goiag tO-i^ Parsonage to sleep. 
Though the pleasure is loet ljy;,#!^ means, of that idle 
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reading which may succeed the studies of the day, yet 
company, perhaps, never comes so seasonably as at the 
close of an evening, either for the enjoyment it produces, 
or for its effect on the mind, both before and after. 

13/A. — What happened during my stay at NiiiVkh, 
don’t particularly recollect. I lodged at Mr. Taylor’s. 

RainJiam, IthA. — Company at Itaiuham, besides Miss 
Montgomery, Paxton, Mr. Perceval* and Mr. Chute. 
Pen'eval a young lawyer, and from his quickness and 
acuUmess likely, I should think, to be some time or other 
a distinguished man 

18M. — Set out for Holkham. Dnve not unpleasant; 
feel of great satisfaction on my^ai rival, which was not 
lendered less by the circumstance of arrivmg in tlie midst 
of the audit 

Duriug tlic wliole of my stay here I enjoyed myself 
very much ; in this enjoyment the liouse itself had no 
small share. Of the inodes (if existence that vary from 
day to day, none is to me more pleasing than liabitation 
in a lai’ge house. Besidcjs the pleasure it afifords from the 
contemplation of elegance and magnificenoe, the objects 
it presents, and the images- it gives birtli to, there is no 
other situation in which the enjoyment of comi>any is 
united with such complete retirement A cell in a con- 
vent is not a place of greater retirement than a remote 
apartment in such a house as Holkham. 

Accordingly, during my stay there, I have read more 
than I have done in the same number of days m places 
to which I have retired to read. The easy transition from 
company to study gained to employment many hours 
which, by coming in portions t<x> email to admit of any 
reduction, must in other eituatione have been thrown 
aside as .useless. 

The pond at the back of the house was frozen for two

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days 80 as to bear, and the ice was bo clear and the 
weather so pleasant, that all the pleasures which suliUiry 
skating can gi\e existed in great jierfectiori. 

21, s/. — Ih)de after breakfast, and on one of lloste’s 
horses, to Eainliam. Before I set out, went for the fii'st 
time into the library on the top, which I had heard of 
when I was last there, and forgot again. The room and the 
collection answered fully to my ex[>ectatK)n, and give a 
pleasing impression of the use that might be made of it, 
and the comfort enjoyed m it, by any literar}' chaphun 
belonging to the family. 

At Itamham, in the room of Mr. Chute and Mr. Per- 
cevaJ, there was a Captain Beaueham]), of Ijord To^vn- 
sheiid’s regiment, a bn^ther of i:^ir T. Beauchamp and 
an acquaintance of Syinmons. 

22nd . — Set off before breakfast with Frinlerick Town- 
shend, who was going, like myself, though on a different 
footing, to Cambridge. Journey not un|)leusant. I read 
a good deal ; among other things, part of Keill’s ‘ Treatise 
on Trigonometry,* which Towiisheud was taking with him 
to Cambridge. 

23rd. — Spent with Symnions, in Canibndgt'. Went to 
800 Clare Hall Cliapel and Trinity Librar}' : the former 
newly fitted up, and in wrong tiistc*, in my opinion. Sat 
a quarter of an hour with the Bishop of Peterborough. 
In the evening Symmons had to tea witl|^ him three 
gownsmen, one was of Clare Hall, an intelligent man and 
competitor of Dr. Pretty man, wdien the latter was junior 
optima, I was ti’oublcd during the evening with some- 
thing of fever. 

24di. — Went to London by the Barkway Eoad ; dined 
at Ware. 

Tliis was the day of Parliament Doubted be- 

tween going to the House or to Brooklis’s; determined, after 
a little dehberation, both as a commencement of good 
and a departure from former habito, to spend the evening 
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at home. What my empicyment wafl, I don^t for certain 
recollect, but I thiuk it was mathematical ; I know, not 
ULwatisfactor}". 

London^ ^^th . — On the day before, but I think on the 
28th, went to Horsley’s. This was tlie time of Horsley s 
showing me his argument, drawn uj) in the form of a de- 
monstration, to [)rove that motion cannot originate in an 
extended substance. Tlie former jiart, on which he did 
not prof(‘ss to lay much stress, seemed to me completely 
incoiidusive, even m the form of it ; the other part, whuJi 
he seemed to tlimk conclusive, I did not cxanune with 
equal attention, but suspc'ct that, like other arguments of 
the same sort, its cogency would be foimd, on a close in- 
spection, to amount to very little. An argument intro- 
du('(*d in tile course of it, agiunst an iniiuitc series, as a 
thing mrniitely impossible, beciiuse each succession was 
impossible, being an effect without a cause, seemed to 
me completely sojdnstical : it is sufficient to show its 
inaccuracy, that it admits the idea of a gradation of im- 
possibility. In all these reasonings, people ^eem to forget 
that the demonstration will never be produced by die 
mere form of tlie reasoning. If the matter be brass, 
though you mould it for ever, it will never become gold. 

Durmg one of the mornings of my stay, I had a plea- 
sant walk over the encampment. 

February — Of the whole of this month I can give no 
other account than that it was passed in town, and that it 
was probably during this period that I said what little I 
have said this session in the-House. The instances of such 
exertions have been as few in number as the exertions 
themselves have been inconsiderable. That on the Ord- 
nance was the principal, both in the quantity produced, 
and still more in what was prepared. Besides that, I don’t 
recollect that I opened my bps, except on three occasions : 
the seconding Francis’s motion ;,the reply to what Wilber- 
force said in answer to Burke ; and, the other night, on 
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Major Marsack’s evidence on the Ordnance business. 
When Sheridan made a motion, I said half a dozen words 
in Bccondmg the motion. This has been the extent of 
my oratory in this my third sesvsion. 

March — The chief event that I recollect of this month 
is my going to Pytchley. I set off on Sunday, having 
keen the night before to the opera, for the first time this 
year. The King was there, after a long interval ; and 
the house being uncommonly full, the gaiety of the scene 
struck me forcibly. I went to sup at the Belhnghanis’ : 
stayed till late, in good sjnrits, but distressed rather from 
not having determined positively to go. The ni'xt 
morning I set off ; arrived at Pytchley about eight 
o’clock. 

The company tliere, Lord Winehelsea, Lord Spencer, 
Darner, Conyers, and Lord Cathcart, who came down 
the same day ; Isted, Assheton Smith, Harry Churchill, 
and afterwards Northey. Doughty did not come till the 
next day. The weather was xery dehghtful, and we hunted 
the next morning. I rode Doughty’s liorse, Nobbs, and 
when we went out in the morning, and for some time 
afterwards, was foolish enough to entertain doubts of the 
sufficiency of my horsemanship. We had a day delight- 
ful for the weather, and sport sufficient for my powers 
and wishes. Littleton Powys was in the field, and Han- 
bury, with whom I renewed my acquaintance. 

The next day I went to Lord John Cavendish’s, whom 
I had met the day before. Tlie morning following, I had 
determined upon returning to town, in order to attend the 
motion of Dundas for the alteration of the India Bill ; 
on which occasion I had made up my mind to speak. 
The beauty of the morning, and the distrust of my reso- 
lution (should I return) to fulfil what was the purpose of 
my returning, determined me to accept Lord John’s 
offer and go out a hunting. I continued during every 
part of the day to think that I had decided rightly, and 
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the event, though it added nothing to the rectitude of the 
determination, gave me still further reason to be satisfied 
with myself. 

The next day I left him, later perhaps tlian was 
necessary and fancied therefore that I could not conve- 
niently get further than St. Albans, where, alter some 
deliberation previous to my amval, I resolved upon stay- 
ing for the night. The next morning I rose early, and 
breakfasting at Barnet, got to town about twelve. 

May l-s'^ — Elliot* came in time to partake of my dm- 
ncr and wc set off, after some small delay only, about 
SIX o’clock. At Epping Place we drank tea. At Hockrill 
the people were not gone to bed and we stepped, while the 
cliaise was prejmring, into the kitchen. I don’t think we 
began to sleep till towards Chesterford. % felt myself 
little disposed to sleep at all, partly in consequence of 
the benefit found from tlie air, and partly from being 
amused with tlie topics we had talked upon : we had a 
great deal of foreign wars and foreign pohtics. It was 
about tliree or four, I apprehend, when we reached New- 
market ; and a good deal after, before we had contrived, 
by the aid of chaise, cushions, and horsecloths, to make 
our beds 

2?id , — The circumstances of the fight, which was the 
object of our excursion, need not be recorded. The 
winner’s name was Humphries (Richard, I think) ; and 
the butcher’s, Sam Martin. The man, by the way, of 
whom I won my bet, but of whom I probably may not 
get payment, was Young. The spectacle was upon the 
whole very interesting, by the qualities, both of mind and 
body, which it exhibited. Nothing could alTord a finer 
display of character than the conduct and demeanour of 
Humphries, and the skill discovered far exceeded what I 
had conceived the art to possess. The mischief done could

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not. have affected the most tender humanity. After the 
battle we proceeded to the race, and from thence to Cam- 
bridge Symmons spent the eveiimg witli us. 

May Vlth — Went late m the evening with Lawrence 
to Burke’s. By a very foolish detennination of mine, 
stopped to sleep at Uxbridge, though I might have known, 
and it proved afterwards, that eveiytliing wa^ prepared 
lor our reception tliat night. 

— Beturned to town in order to dine with Chol- 
mondeley, Lord and Lady Ilareourt, Lady Anne* and Lady 
Margaret,! Mm. Siddons, Stonehew(‘r, and E. ]k)otli])y. 
Went afterwiirds with Lady Aim(‘ and Lad} Margin et to 
Miss Monckton's, where it was expected Mrs Joidan 
w^ould have come. Felt, when going home, in a particular 
good disjiosition to study 

‘dO^/c — Lined with Ciewe and Mrs. Crewe. Present, 
Pelham, L. Long, Munday, U. Cri’eville, Lord Edward 
Fitzgerald. 

dl.sA — Wont to Mr. Burke’s, in order to meet Messrs. 
Dillon, sons of the Archbishop, Lady Jerningham's uncle. 
The elder was an ecclesiastic ; the othm*, tliongh i^ot 
more than twenty-two, had served during the greater 
part of the AmiTican War. The younger spoke Eii^ish 
with great facility, and the older \ery remarkably fjjr a 
man wdio had never been m Englmi^^JWc^ I w^nt 
down in my phaeton / ^ P 

22ncZ. — Went with Pelham an(F Harrison to thfe House, 
where the business was the concla^^n of Middleton’s 
evidence. Findmg there w^ai! no wrangling, and therefore 
no necessity for sta}ung, came home. 

23rci. — Stayed at home till House to 

attend the Carlisle Committed. nMM^Wber I was not

25M. — Some Lish tunes, from an organ which we had 
at the door, gave me tliose sensations of happiness which 
music sometimes inspires me with, and which I hardly 
know from anytliing else. 

June 1 xt — Day of motion on the Rohilla War. Ordered 
my sc'rvaiit to meet me at the House of Commons, mean- 
ing to proceed from thence to Fulham Luckily, just 
before I stepjied into tlie carriage, I considered whether 
It W( 3 ul(l not be bettei to pass the night in town, for the 
sake of information I might gain at Brookess on the 
bu^ines-> of the next day. 

I theie got from Long the report of the Secret Com- 
mittee. in which I found great advantage, and settled to 
come the next morning to Francis to breakfast. I have 
seldom found myself more clear than during my visit to 
him, and afterwards, till I went to the House : but some- 
how, by the time I got there, my mind had got into some 
disorder, and my spirits into some agitation ; and by the 
time Burke had finished, I found myself in no good state 
to speak. The same state continued, though with a little 
amendment, till the time of my rising : yet I contrived 
somehow to steady and recover myself in the course of 
speaking, and so far executed what I had prepared, that I 
conceive it to be fashion to talk of what I did as rather a 
capital peiformance. Tis a strong proof on what cheap 
terms reputation for speaking is acquired, or how capri- 
cious the world is of its allotment of it to different people. 
There is not a speech of mine which, in comparison of one 
of Francis’s, would, either for language or matter, bear 
examination for one moment ; yet about my performances 
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jig that way a great fuss is made, while of his nobody 
B^aks "ft word.* 

Souse adjourned about three o'clock. Burke took 
nfe to walk in the Park ; not much against my will, though 
I was more disposed, and it would have been better for 
me, U) have gone home.

’6th — I lined at home. In the evening went to the Duke 
of Bolton’s and Lady Howe’s : did not come home till near 
four. The light let in at Lady Howe’s windows, and the 
sight of Hyde Park, destroyed all the inebriation of a 
midnight amusement. 

2'6rd. — Bartlet Gurney had called in the morning about 
the Bill on Stamps affecting the country bankers. The bill 
being withdrawn, I was in time to dine with Langton.

26tA. — Went to the House of Colnmous, where the 
business was such as very little justified the summons that 
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oocafiioned my atteadance. It was issued, I presume, for 
the purpose of procuring an audience for vSheridan. After 
loitering with gr(?at impatience in and about the House, 
went Fitzpatrick into tlie (*ourt to attend poor

ord . — Set off about twelve jfor ^ horseback. 

Ride to Tedsworth ; spu’itn idle. 

Dined comfortably at Tedswor3w3i®ft<^*^ have arrived 
at Oxford pleasant!^ enough, up Shotover to 

ease the horses m the carriagjs^piflW^SsjTBe had not taken 
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me by surprise, and turning violently round, and kicking 
upon being struck with the spur, thrown me off with a 
good deal of force Though I was bruised a little, and 
made ver}" sick, I should not have found myself so uncom- 
fortable as I did, if I had not in some measure charged 
the fall as my own fault I certainly fell at last from 
consenting to fall ; yet I am not sure that 1 did unwisely 
and think, I am sure enough, that I w^as not frightened. 
What, jierhaps, made me most uncomfortable w^as, the 
feehng tliat if I liad been hurt as much by a blow and 
fall in boxing, — which w'as a subject one had been talk- 
ing of not long before, with the same apprehension, too, 
of possible serious hurt, — Ikwv little mchnation at heart 
I should have felt to continue the combat. I felt that if 
I liad stood uj), it w'onld merely have been from fear of 
shame, and that all the ardour of combat 'would liave left 
me. I aigued, tliat if such could be tlie elfects uf pam 
so slight and danger so unlikely, what might happen m 
trials ready severe ? I hope m tins, as in other cases, one 
should do Ix'tter than, by inference from smaller things, 
one should suppose. The impression, however, destroyed 
the pleasure I should have had in arnving at Oxford. At 
the Star, I found Knight, who, m a conversation with 
Burgess, who supped wnth us, sho^ved a knowdedge of 
Greek literature, chiefly in what related to the antiquities 
of the language, that reminded me of my own deficiencies. 
In the course of conversation afterwards, his general 
powers did not seem to correspond to his particular 
attainments. 

4:th . — Called in the morning on Burgess, and spent some 
time in Corpus Library, the first tmie of my being there. 
At twelve we set off, Knight and I, to Woodstock, where 
we were disappointed in our hopes of meeting King, but 
passed some time not unpleasantly in seeing the grounds 
at Blenheim. I supped, at my return, in the common 
room at University, where was Dr, Croft and one or two

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young men. Slept at the lodging which I had directed 
to be tak(.‘ii for me at St. Giles’s. 

— Went into Fisher’s rooms. The difference of 
comfort not to be mistaken Though I had resisted man- 
fully, during my stay in lodgings, the effect of phu'e not 
combined with disturbance, yet it soon appeared tliat sueli 
circumstances as a small diflerence in quu't, an (‘X])osure 
somewhat great it to the sight of moving objects, some- 
thing les^ of piiva(‘y, and the geiieial character of the 
objects around, le^s connci'ted with tin' ideas of study 
and comfort, had an effect too important to be overlooked 
or neglected, both upon the temper of my mind and the 
disposition of my time 

\lth -The morning before last rosi* earlier than my 
usual time, after a night not re^th's^ hut ratlier wakeful, 
and all morning felt an unusual flow of sjnrits and acti- 
vity of faculties. Yesterday morning I lay Liter than 
usual, and, instead of the fec'hng above mentioned, was 
troubled with a slight headache. This morning, after a 
night much like that described abovcs I rose very.<&ariy, 
and, after struggling for three-quarters of an hour v\dth 
languor and imcomfortableness, siitfercd myself to ho down 
again, and sh'pt toleiably comfortably and witjiqut mu(*h 
interruption for two hours. Upon my riaii^ I felt cer- 
tainly more vegetuf^ and active, than Hafere, and con- 
tinue pretty much so at present. These observations are 
detailed for the purjiose of settling, by k collection of 
such instances, what that management of sleep is, that 
most suits one’s constitution, and is, of consequence, most 
conducive to health and spirits. 

18 ^A. — Loft Oxford. The last week^ since my coming 
into Fisher’s rooms was on© of tW ’most comfortable I 
remember to have passed for a long while. When one 
considers what the effect might have beOn of a month 
spent at that rate, it is a satisfaction to think that the 
experiment was hardly in my power. 
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Surtees was in college, and Dr Croft, who had come 
there to print his ‘ Bampton Sermons.’ 

In the morning I breakfasted with Eoyd, who had come 
the night before, and joine<l us in the common room, 
where I was supjiing as a sort of leave-taking ; in gen§E‘ral 
I had been m tli*^ })ractice of supping in my own room. 
Before 1 set out, I bought of Fletcher a little treatise just 
published by Ludlam, which I read ^vlth considerable 
diligence till my arrival at Caversham a little before 
dinner. Ben ^ud Miss Hiehes were out. There wore m 
the house I)r Lo\eday and Mr. Bagshaw. Company 
to dinner. Mi. Bowinw, whom I had never seen before : 
he has an odd sort of humour that I was far from dis- 
pleased witli. The effect of time spent in solitary appli- 
cation was perceivable upon this occasion, and I felt in 
myself considerable difficulty of talking. 

2i)th. — Arrived at Fulham by dinner. Had nearly 
finished, duiing tlie dri\e, the treatise ascribed to Demetr. 
Bhalereus, of which Burgess had furnished me with a 
copy mnvly pub] idled m Holland or Germany. Few in- 
stances where I have read so long and so attentively. For 
tlie last stage, took to the treatise above mentioned of 
Ludlam. Hifficult to repel regret for former waste of 
time, in which so much might have been done. 

M erit in the mormng to town, having reason to 
think that Sir Harbord* had obtained his peerage. 

22nd . — From this time I remained constantly at Fulham, 
excepting two days, as appears by migrations, till the 8th 
of August. One of the times I dined at Serle’s, and the 
other when I dined at Lord Frederick Cavendish’s. At 
the former dinner were present, Phipps, the Attorney- 
General, Mr. Atherton, a Mr. Trail, and Woodcock ; at 
the other. Lord Bessborough, Lord G. Cavendish, jun., 
D. Long and his brother, and Baker.

Anotier day I had been absent, having gone to dine 
with Sir Joshua at Fulham. This was the Sunday preced- 
ing thcf’Eton Speeches, at which, probably, I should have 
done more wisely to have been present, Tlie days that I 
particularly remember to have been in town were the 
21st and 22nd, as mentioned. The day of my going to 
the Custom House, viz. the let of August, the day on 
which I was to have dined at Malone’s, but went instead 
to a boxing-match. — ^N.B. Walked that day a great deal, 
in 'Weather more than commonly hot, and found in myself, 
in the evemng, unusual clearness of faculties and activity 
of spirits 

The morning in which I went with Sheldon to town by 
water, and m my way to the Comiiiuns, if I recollect, 
called in at Elmsley's, and spent some time very satis- 
factorily in looking into Condorcet, and Berriouilli's com- 
parison, I think, of the reasoning by syllogism and by 
equation. 

Auijmt %th . — Instead of going to town early, as I had 
proposed, stayed till near three. Tlie lateness of tlie liour 
created the necessity of a new road, by going acrSls to 
Paddington without passing through London. My path 
led me close to Holland House, and afterwards, by a 
slight deflection, through Kensington Gardens. The walk 
aflbrded much of that pleasure winch results from fami- 
liar objects seen under new appearjuic^ After a fort- 
night’s absence, one begins again to of these pl^sae 

with complacency. 

9<A. — Dined with Sir Joshua. I did not feel disposed 
to talk much till after tea. Subject^^tft^ted about cliance, 
on which Sir Joshua was teachingfhis grandmother to 
suck eggs, by beginning himl^ iNth an addled one. 

Walked to Burke’s, and in way thought of the 
question : under the 8 timuluB^j| 5 jdi»pute, incited to think 
with effect of that which, far 'Wtani^of such an incentive, 
had been presented a thousand tallies before my thoughts 
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withoiit ever being brought to a decision. Remained to 
supper, where were onij Malone, Courtenay,, Bosw^ell, and 
myself. After I home, faculties »o clear and active, 
that I did not for some time go to sleep, but ^ntinued 
thinking with cotisiderable power and good effect on the 
question, Eeftectkm on the advantages of good society. 
Oh ! where is Dr. Johnson ? 

lOrt — Sir Joshua, Courtenay, and Malone dined with 
me Too much dispute, but pleasant, resulting in some 
slia])e, and t.* some degree, from forbearance causes 
which hfld rendered me Je.ss pleasant the day before. 

— After a inonimg of much mixed employment of 
mind and liands, set off reading a book I had just pur- 
chased, Alarllej on Mind.’ My destination was Horsleys. 

Jot/i . — WJiat little I read was m Robins’* ‘ Treatise on 
Fluxnnis’ Rrad, too, Wilson s ‘History of Navigation,’ 
prelixed to ‘ Rolieitsoiis Works,’ from which I learnt, 
among other things that I have forgot, that Willis and 
Bnggs were ongmally of Cambridge; so that it would 
seem that Halley was the only eminent mathematician 
grown from tlie seed m Oxford. Keill had probably 
laid the foundation of his mathematics in Scotland. 

IhM — Drive from Bury to Thetford in the dark : very 
pleasant, Tliought closely and successfully on the prin- 
ciple which Sir JoshuR fancies himself to have made out 
of the beauty of a circle : causes, certain or possible, 
numerous ; that which he supposes he does not under- 
stand, end amounts to little when it is 'Understood. Aftei’ 
arrival at Thetford, wrote tolerably long letter, and satis- 
factory one, to Sir W. Jemmgham. What an acermnt of 
myself I How inexplicable to anyone not in the secrets 
of my mind, that the power of writing such a letter in 
reasonable time, and with tolerable facility, should be 
new, find matter to be recorded !

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17^^. — Journey pleasant, though observation employed 
a good deal on objects about me ; faculties clear. After 
dining at Holt, arrived at Felbngg about seven, I appre- 
hend, when I found a letter to be answered from Nor- 
gate : wrote a few lines to Itepton also, whu'h I aftenvards 
burnt. In Gresham Field* I got out of the cliaise, and 
walk(^d tlu' remainder of the way, much pleased with the 
appearance of objects, and viewing them with the eye of 
a stranger 

Septe7)iher Stay at Felbngg commences. 

After some consideration, it appears to me that a period 
such as the present, in wlmdi events are too lew to kee]) 
a journal constantly going, and what is noted is more 
matter of reHeciion than of fact, the account is best kept 
by entering articles as they occur, without regarding 
much the order of time. The inconvenience of the con- 
trary" method is, that articles cannot be entered as they 
occur, for fear of others that may remain of a prior date, 
and claiming of consequence to be entered first. Ibis 
will oftener happen in proportion as the journal is resumed 
at longer interv’als, and includes facta less distinguished by 
consideration of their dates. It doesn’t appear either, that 
to the method now recommended much objection will 
arise from the want of tliat, which is the jiriiicipal advan- 
tage of the chronological method — the readiness, namely, 
of finding any fact required, since it is proposed only 
to follow this way, in penods certainly defined, and not 
widely extended. 

2nd . — From half-past eight, when I came into my own 
room, till tweb^e, employed (except during the time of 
breakfast, when I looked into Y^dla and Yoss’s ‘ Etymo- 
logy’) in translation ; my attention not quite steady nor 
my progress great. Dined by myself, and read with much

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satisfaction some extracts in an old Eeview of ’64, I 
think, from a Life of Sextus Fifth. At live, came into 
my room, and, thoug^h ratlier tired, wrote a longish letter 
to Mrs. Byng. Drank tea at Doughtys'. Came home with 
them. Biding a little lu the park by moonlight. Wrote 
a long letter to Norgate on Custom Iloase business. 

{)th — Cromer sittings on Friday; Sliernngham on 
kSatuiday. At the Aylshani Assembly was Lady Bel- 
more* who had just leturiied from along residence at 
B.iiis I am uoAv resuming Maseres, after an intermission 
of, 1 believe, very near a week. Dined at Djrd bullield’s ; 
came straight home. 

lOi/e. — From employment and tlic lightness of the atmo- 
sphere, felt languid C-tulloped about the park. Interrupted 
by a messenger from Norwich : formal requisition for my 
atLeiidance ; answer, an indirect refusal, expressed pretty 
mui'h to my satisfaction. 'Tis curious that those who are 
thus loiwaid to make use of me are the very persons who, 
m defiance of their own express assumiices, would not 
advance a six[)eiice toward the exjieiise of my election, 
thougli the object of it was infinitely more tlieirs than the 
})reseiLt one is mine. I think this traiLsaction determines 
})retty much what I should do about going ; and I will go 
oil the morning of tlie lltb, and not before. 

Vlth.- — From eight till nine, closely employed on Ma- 
seres ; from nine to past ten, in like manner with Valla ; 
from that tune till now (one) not less closely with Maseres. 
I have not read m<'>re than two papers, if so mucli, of the 
^ Eambler ’ since my being down here. Dined at Wolter- 
ton on my return : found Kent in the steward’s room, and 
a messenger from Norwich, by whom I was obliged to 
send a few hues, which cost me too much trouble. 

13M. — Had another messenger, my auswers by whom, 
joined to some businevss in the steward s room, took me

The only observation for this place is, that I did not keep 
my own thoughts under such control during the tune as 
I might have done, nor preserve sufficient attention to 
what was proper at every moment to say or do. Had I 
so done, I should have quitted Norwich sooner by several 
hours, and by those means have put myself still furtlier 
from the suspicion of having had any share m the man- 
oDuvre of putting uj) Mr Buxton * I do not apprehend, 
indeed, that anyoiu* will impute it to me. 

1 8^/i. — Since my return from Norwich yesterday, have 
read in Plutarch the life of Aristides, the only' work I 
have done. I must now (ten o’clock) dress, to set offifor 
Norwich again. 

20M. — Came from Aylsham, where I had slept. Day 
uncommonly line, and spirits uncommonly good. I had a 
song 111 my head, which I had heard at the dinner of the 
day before, descriptive of a fox-c’hase at some place near 
Anglesea, as I conceived, and which earned my thoughts 
into that part of the world, attended with a feel of en- 
joyment which I seldom know. As these momeats of 
happiness depend often on causes subject to oujlr own 
direction, it is worth while to enquire what diqr aie, and 
take such means as may bring them into On my 

arrival at home, I did what was most proper, and sat 
down to Thuauus, but was interrupted before lon^, and 
not unpleasantly, by Lady BuckingjBim«jii^ driving 
through the park, with whom I rode and con-

in 1809. ^ ‘ 
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tinued to attend till half-past three. Well employed^tSl 
sleep obliged me to go to bed. It occurs tp me upon this 
occasion, that that foolish feel or notion by which (me part 
of a day used to be sacrificed to another, and all power 
lost of temiinating a neglect once begun, has for a long 
time ceased to operate. I don’t recollect that for many 
times back of my being at Felbrigg, I have ever loitered 
away a whole evening as I used to do at Hanworth or 
the Farsoua^e. 

25t/i. — Vi.v'it in the morning from the Bishop, who rode 
over with Mr. Gooch. Bead after they were gone two 
stones in Boccaccio, with my mind greatly engaged. At 
twelve o’clock I ordered my hoi-ses, to ride to Cromer. 
Bay uncommoidy pleasant. Eeturned about one : sat 
down to translation. After that, went vjth Kent to 
settle things in the park. Just as we were about to return 
to dinner, saw Legge s chaise coming down Alymerton 
Common 

20 — Instances of days, passed like the two last, incline 
one to look with great admiration at those, who in situa- 
tions not afFonlmg them, to all appearance, a moment to 
themselves, are able to produce all the works of retire- 
ment. L^iiice the arrival of Legge, yesterday till now, 
past nine in the evening, what opportunity appears to 
have been lost ! yet what step has been taken in study of 
any kind ? I have neither had time to fix in my mind any 
mathematical question, to sit down to translation, nor to 
read ten pages of any book I have in hand. Something, 
however, might yet have been done, and, in fact, has not 
been altogether omitted, that something which is the 
cause of the phenomenon above alluded to, which is one 
of the main desiderata in the management of the mind. 
It will be well when such advance shall have been 
made in the discipline of thought, that times, spent as I 
have described these to be, shall not be lost in improve- 
ment. It is some evidence of the good habite in which 
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my life has been passed lately, that an interruption to 
study such the present, does not occur without be- 
coming a subject of observation. 

21th . — After breakfast I went to dress, having been too 
late to do so before. By the time that was over, 1 liad a 
summons from Kent to attend the cutting some wood. 
From thence till dinner was einjdoyed in walking and 
riding with Legge. All the time since hits been passed in 
the library, partly in talk, partly in meditation, neither 
verj" instructive, yet not wholly without amusement. I 
now feel rather impatient of three days wholly lost to any 
useful pursuit. 

28M. — Went with Legge to Norwich. We rode by 
Hanworth, Wolterton, and Blicklmg; and fiom Aylsham 
proceeded in a chaise. Very jileasmt. Saw some of the 
families at each place : at Blicklmg, Lady Belmore, Lady 
Caroline,* and Lady Sophia,t dancing. 

I am surprised often and shockial at my deficiency in 
computatorj’ habits. I might console myself, possibly, li' 
I could have before me all the time, employed in any jiart 
of my life, in acquiring those halnts. I can now believe, 
what it i^ my interest to believe, that notwithsUuiding 
the attention, which I have always paid indirectly ip those 
subjects, the real time spent in the exercise of them, would 
make but a poor figure, in comparison of that* of any 
pupil in hiB third year at an academy 

30t/i. — The time passed at the Bishop’a^ where I had 
a bed for the first time, was veiy^ pleaaanti/ I^read the 
greater part of one morning in Eeid s ‘ Inquiry^’ and ac* 
quired several new idc^s. Ills idea of wliat fae calls the 
‘ geometry of visibles ’ seems to me ingqoioiM, but in some 
respects requires examination as t 9 k#d 3 ^^^th» particularly 
in the supposition that persons the sense of

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seeing could know only two dimensions : that is, stating 
the question generally whether reflection alone might not,

October 1st — Wednesday, went to Norwich to the Ses- 
sions. Heard from Bran th way te, in the court, that there 
had been talk about the intended camp. Don’t know 
whether to be glad or sorry that the matter w^as not 
brought up. I should have made, I think, a good argu- 
ment for the thing, and a good philippic against the op- 
p( )sers, — but should have said something, perhaps, harsher 
than 1 should have thought creditable. 

7 /A. — The Camp. I forgot to get from Hicks a hst of 
the names. 

{Hh , — Blickling Ball. During my ride to Alley’s, where 
I dined with G. Wyndham, Musgrave, Hyde, and Munro, 
(See., suflered myself to think on idle things, camping, <&:c,, 
and thought I was the worse for it. While I "was dress- 
ing, however, added a line or two to the Latin poem I 
was meditating, and which, by the way, if I do not com- 
mit to pap(*r I shall forget. I must not forget, some time 
before leaving this, to take an exact account of the 
quantity done since my arnval, and to make some cal- 
culations and rellections thereupon. 

IG^A. — Dined at Wolterton, and stayed the night. The 
Han worth party dined and supped there. Lord John 
came about ten o’clock. Particular feel of satisfaction 
while sitting in tlje drawing-room. 

2\st — Pace in the park. The day not good enough for 
any ladies except Miss Wyndham. 

2?>rd . — Dined at Cromer. Had G. Wyndham and P, 
Johnsonf to dine with me. Sat late, talking of nothing but 
hunting ; part of the time not unpleasant, as I found my

2hth . — Got ready to go to Norwich. Was obliged to 
ride fast to Aylsham ; ride not so plea«iant as the fineness 
of the day should have made it. The dinner was at 
William Herring’s, the sheriff — twenty present. L(^e 
took me from thence to the Bishop’s, where I accepted 
their offer of a bed. The pleasant feelings 1 have had for 
the two times I have been at the Bishoji’s will, on the 
simplest principles of association, become a cause (')f my 
being ])leasant tliere again. The Bishop told me, upon 
coming in, of the curious sermon of Prettyman. 

— 1 stayed at the I’alacc till past eleven. Very 
pleasant. Tlie Bishop and T had some talk about mathe- 
matics, on which I Ibund him an advocate for the Newton 
opinion about the attention due to geometry. He talked 
of Cotes as a man wdio had read Newton t(.)o liastily ; 
that IS, as projecting new things on old prminples, 
without first considering how far those principles should 
go of themselves. I have borrowed of him Sim- 
son’s posthumous work.s in order to read the treatise ‘ De 
Limitibus,’ wTnch is a subject I have reverted to of late, 
and on which I hope to find my ideas clearer and more 
certain by this ti'eatise. 

November 'dth . — Dined with Sir K<;bert Laurio, Came 
home ; went on with my thoughts closely ajSplied to 
Simson’s ‘ De Limitibus.’ Alarming acoouat of the 
Duke of Portland. 

14^A. — Set out forSwaffliam me^ogp Wto to Holt in 
my chaise, thence in hack to feetfce on horse- 
back to Rainhara. Company. only Paxton. 

Slept in a room at the hi ilhillfTyWhlfirrn stairs, very 
comfortable. 
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Ibth . — Waked by times in the morning, and thought 
with good effect of tliat which had employed me during 
part of the way, and the day before, — the old question 
of negative quantity. I should have mentioned, that 
111 my pocket, besides the volume of Livy T had been 
readinrr, I took with me the collections of Greek epi- 
grams with translations, and began a version with happy 
success. After breakfast I retired into my rofim with the 
second volume of Sanderson, and went through some that 
I had read before rif the Diaphantine problems, Ibfcing in 
my mind more clearly, I think, than before, the nature of 
that kind of proposition. I rode out for a short time, 
and afterwards found myself engaged to a walk with Lord 
Townshend to one of his plantations. 

1(3 — Went with the ladies — viz Lady Townshend, 
Miss Tanneck, and Miss Montgomerie — to Hougliton, for 
the lirst time since tlie pictures have been gone.* 

17 th — Coursing at Westacre. The second ’time of my 
attending such a meeting. I cannot recollect in what year 
tlie first was, nor assist myself by recollection of the horse 
I had. 

Vdth . — Having settled in the morning to go home, sent 
forward my horses, and was obhged, therefore, to adhere 
to my purpose, wLich the bad weather that came would 
have disposed me otherwise to change. It was a fall of 
ram and snow, with a south-east wind, which continued 
the whole way, and made my ride, both from the cold 
and uneasiness of the storm against my face, as unpleasant 
as any I recollect to have had. I continued, notwithstand- 
ing, to keep my mind tolerably ^vell abstracted, and con- 
cluded a verse or two in some epigrams I was translating 
and settled a question about the increments of logarithms, 
from Sanderson, which had rather puzzled me. Arrived 
at home about four, having set off at a quarter before one.

Tlie evening was spent in a manner particularly satis- 
factory. 

227id . — At three, when I was preparing to go to 
Wolterton, Lord John and Walpole came, with wliom I 
returned to dinner. Came away in tln^ evening, and 
supped in Han worth. 

20^4. — For some time past I haw bc^en in the practice 
of Efttting for a considerable time after I have gone into 
my bedroom, and generally of reading in the "Recess,’ 
which I have done with unusual satisfaction. 

27 t/i — Interrupted at tweha* by justice busim^ss Exer- 
cised my horse in tlie riding-ground, and a htth^ cudgel- 
Lmg with young George. Resolved to leave off Plutarch, 
which I have been reading, sometimes more diligiaitly, at 
others less so, for nearly the whole time of my being 
down. I leave off at the end of the life of Lucullus 

28</i.— ‘ Organum,’ for two or three hours. The morn- 
ing being apparently line, and George * calling, I agreed to 
ride out and join him some time after m the wood, where 
he was going to shoot woodcocks As I found my incli- 
nation not strong to go out, and the comfort considerable 
where I was, I congratulated myself on an arrangement 
which gave me near an hour more in my own room, and 
debated within myself the wisdom of going out at all. I 
decided at last, perhaps not very improperly, ^to go, and 
after walking my horse an hour in the riding-ground, went 
with the gardener and settled some things proper enough 
to be considered. 

SOth . — Yesterday the Doughtys here, previous 

to their setting off to-morrow to ^^trirStimptonshire. Felt

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myself in greater spirits than ordinary : I had indeed, in 
the morning, a special e^use of satisfaction — -the ha\dng 
made out a problem, not certainly of great moment, but 
in a manner that was satisfactory to myself. 

December — To go on with the effect of riding, or 
not riding ? To-day, between two and three, went out 
with my brother, and continued chofiping and walking till 
half-past four. L'j)on the whole, I am of opinion that 
at this tinm of tlie year, and at smh times probably in a 
gieat degnv, the sv^^em of staying at home, is, for tie day 
]ts(‘lf inue]i the best ; but whethtT the same proportion of 
time spent m the house that would be good for a smaller 
period, would be good also for a longer, is ob\dously a 
different question. 

oM. — Went t(j Norwich : slept at Taylors. 

7M — Kode home from Aylsham. Day pai'ticularly 
fine Employed during ride in translating Greek epigrams. 
Went to l‘ars()nage, and, finding the weather so fnie and 
the horse so much improved, proposed to Mrs. Lukin to 
ride 

8M. — Employed in various things preparatory to de- 
jiarture A good while spent in the steward’s room. 
Young George came over after dinner, but I too 
sleepy to hear him with effect. ISpent all the evening at 
home : employed chiefly m writing out 'Adversaria’ and 
Diatribes on the law, relative to the business of Colby. 

9th , — Eodc over in great haste, and in a vile morning, 
to Woltcrton, fearing to be too late for my appointment — 
namely, the examination of the man from Colby. Not 
so possessed of myself, or so handy in drawing up his 
examination, as I ought to have been, but pretty well. 

ISth . — Eeturned to town. Finch (Seymour), who is 
going to the Mediterranean in the ‘ Pearl,’ rode with me 
as far as the turning to Battersea. 

19th . — Of the ten days remaining of the year, I can 
recall but little in addition to what is preserved under 
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migrations. I dined once at Sir Joshua’s, and once at 
Malone’s, to meet Lord Sunderlin and Lord Caiysfort. 
On a comparison of the time passed since my return, with 
time spent at Felbngg, some striking facts present them- 
selves. Li the whole time I have written but about three 
pages of translation. I have never, that I recollect, sat down 
two hours together to mathematics. If after this I feel 
in myself a great diminution of power, if my faculties are 
perceptibly less active, my comprehension less clear, and 
the command of my thoughts less certain ; if the confi- 
dence and alacrity with which 1 engage m any work are 
greatly decreased, and a proportionate tendency is felt to 
relapse into my old distrust of myself, and fear of compe- 
tition ; It may seem unreasonable to cliargL* the alteration 
to the effects of London air. 

I am of opinion that the presence of Mrs. Lukm, how- 
ever pleasant in maiw respects, and in some conducive 
even to the purpose of study, by promoting general spirits, 
and rendering home more attractive, did, notwithstand- 
ing, contnbute to retard my progress in different works, 
and to produce some of the effects above atated : with 
another person in the room apphcatioii cannot b^ quite 
unbroken : something will perpetually happen to create 
the necessity of speaking, and still oftener to provoke the 
desire, wdich, whether indulged or resisted, wiH equally 
operate as interruption. Two consequences will there- 
fore follow : first, that instances of thought, contnved 
uninterruptedly to a certain extent, will be less frequent, 
inasmuch as many that would happen will be prevented 
by the way described ; and, secondly, that the prospect 
of such interruption will both itself ^erate as a :tiis- 
turbance, and will likewise discourage prosecution of 
employment to which continuity iajieoessary.

19^/^ — It was loii^ a (loul)l wliutlior I sliouLl go to 
Ilatli : tli(* ludiictaiH'iil of taking in my way a battlo that 
was to be bt*t\\oon Ward and Johnson ddcrinniod me to 
go, and tile event gave no leason to leirret mydoteimimi- 
tion. It was not then foreseen that we were to liave tlie 
company of Cecy * I)urmg tlie greater ])art of tlie wa\ 
I was emjdoyed m some matliematical s])eculations, m 
whicli I met with good success, and from Ikwizes to 
Bath, in working out with great jiams the recollection of 
some things read lately in Petraich. I don’t know when 
1 have exorcised my mind in a manner to call for greater 
exertion, or to be attended with more salutai^^ eflects : I 
mean, in the work last mentioned. We got out at the 
Bear, and proceeded from thence — Mt's. Li&iji in a chair, 

I on foot — to After long difficulty on the part of 

Mrs. Lukin, I prevailed upon lier to renmin behind, and 
came away about ten. Tlicre had been a considerable 
fall of enow and tlie roads threatened to be ver}" bad, but 
as we retired from Bath the road became better and the 
day delightful. I proceeded with great gaiety and in 
bright dayhght to Marlboro’, where I dined ; and thence, 
with equal comfort in a clear qeSlF^fang, to Newbury^ \^ere 
I slept.

— L(')ndon — The first place T went to was 
Brookes’s; the liist time of my going there since my 
leaving Norfolk. Burke, Francis, Fox, Ac. 

Felfruanj — All my attention was now fixed on the 
question next to come on — of the Begums The morn- 
ing after the first debate, 1 rode before breakfaiit to 
Fulham, and returned, if I recollect, with Hisbrowe and 
Hayes: no opportunity given me for speaking. 1 con- 
tinued after that reading pretty diligently the Charges, 
with a view of making choice of one : by this tune 
attention to these had supplanted nearly all other 
re^^ing. 

— I went to Salt Hill, in order to meet Mrs. 
Lukin, who was to come that evening in the coach from 
Bath. Much deliberation before I resolved to go and 
many doubts as to the expediency of it : these were all 
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done away with before I liad ‘jone three mile‘s, by the 
etnnig feeliiiji' I liad of the efiect constantly expeiieiiced 
fi’Oin n jouiney Tlie day was line and 1 felt, during the 
whole of my absence, an alaeiity and \ igoui of mind 
cleaily dibtinguibhal)le from anything known since 1 liad 
parsed that way tliree weeks belore. Not many days 
befoie, I had gone to the pit to bca* the 'Count ol‘ Nai- 
boiine it was one of the pleasantest evenings of the 

sort I recollect to have passed. 

It ^vas some time before this and in tliis iiiontli, that 
there was the question on the Commercial 'J’ieaty,f on 
winch I s])oke, and which gave occasion to the dispute I 
have been invohed in with the meeting id' the manu- 
factuna’s of Norwich Whetlier they decnh' or not upon 
an address, winch is the measure they ha\e ])]o])osed, ni 
order to do away an impression sujqiosed to liave been 
made by my sjn'cch, the conclusion cannot, T think, be to 
me a cause of any dissatisfaction : 1 ha\e m my own 
opinion so defended nyyself as to stand unconvicted of 
having done any wrong. 

March — The inter\al from my return from Bath 

to the date last mentioned, I may add to the j)re'?ent time

Hardly a page of Greek has been read since my leaving 
Felbrigg : the only exception is, I believe, a short oration 
of Demosthem.'s.

pended my intereourse with such subjects. By decrees, 
li(A\ev(^i, the feeliu^^ wore ofl^; the use of mathematical 
books discontinued, till tlie prospect of resuinmg them 
faded from the sight, oi was followed at hist by none of 
those ieelnigs or purposes which it was accustomed to 
excile This was strongly exeinplitie^i in the iiLstance of 
Deseuites' ^(-Teoinetry,' and of Iluygeii's ' De Ludis Aleoi ’ 
and Condorcet ; which I bought soon after my return 
and I'or some time felt so eager about as to take them 
AMlli me ocea-ioiudly when I went to Fulham, llow 
long ha\e tliev now’ stood on the sheli'. not distingmshed 
lioni any of the volumes that rest undisturbed by their 
side'-' If one considers generally the length of time, one 
w’onders how so littk* can have been done; if one coii- 
sidem the se\erai jiortions as they pass, none seems to 
be lost. 

Among the work done must be reckoned a portion of 
Faley, lead with suiricient care, and of wdiich I felt the im- 
mediiite benefit in jiait of the argument on FyzuUa Khan. 

1 cannot at ])U'sent recollect any particular facts tliat 
have hapjiened , but it seems to me tliat I have oftener 
had conijiany to dinner — ha\e been oftener, though not 
often, to see Mi's. ISiddoiis, and ha\e to a great degree 
abated the frequency (>1 my visits to Legge’s. My calls on 
Burke have been more frequent, both m mornings and 
evenings ; at Horsley’s, I think less. The Club in Essex 
kStreet I have never attended, nor have I dined this year 
Avith Hr. -Scott. At Hover Street I have been very con- 
stant The places at which I can recollect to have 
dined have been Langton’s, Sir Joshua Ileynolds’s, Ma- 
lones, Sliendan’s, BosAvell’s, Burkes, Francis's, Mills’, 
Legge’s, Sir G. Cornewall’s, Long’s, Crewe’s, Dover 
Street, Serle’s, Onslow^’s, IMajor Grjnnes’s, and Adah's. 
What a great proporthm of dinners must have been at 
home or at the House of Commons! Balls or parties, 
except Lady Harcourt’s and Miss Adair’s, with a Sunday 
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evening or two at Francis’s, I have been at none The 
Opera, too, I liave not yet been at. The period consi- 
dered three months, bating thirteen days. It would seem 
that good management and vigorous exertion miglit in 
that time liave produced more to literature, without 
deducting anytliing from amusement or business. 

April -ith . — I have a notion that this was tlie day T 
moved the Cliarge The manner in which my tune laid 
been spent for ten days jirecedmg I may well remembei. 
Let me recollect that my relh‘ction coiivStantly was, how 
much might have been done in every branch of study, 
how much hapjuer my life might have* been, had I exerted 
in general the same diligeiK'e as 1 now did for this special 
purjiose The reason I had for this relle('tion, and the 
strong conviction I felt of the truth of it, ought to be 
deeply impressed on my mind. A thousand inabilities 
which I have admitted to ojierate against geneial study, 
were overruled by the stioiig nece^'Sity under v\hu*h I 
then acted 

The ex})erien('e of the ten days, oi mon', spent m pre- 
paration for that Charge, proved very clearly how much 
of what one imputes to corporal mca])acity, is caused 
merely by the want of some principle to urge one strongly 
forward How often the body is taxed when the mind 
is 111 fault! How mucli of tliat obstruction which health 
seems t<j ojipose will slinnk away before a resolute deter- 
mination ! 

1 th . — Our attendance began, if I recollect light, at the 
India House, on the committee for the impeachment of 
Hastings. It is observable that the penod of my attend- 
ance there was a very happy one. The causes which made 
it so must, one would think, be rq^j^tal ; for during tlie 
whole of the time, as for some dayrt^tfore and after, there 
was a continued decided easterly wh>d. Notwithstanding 
this, whether from the advantage of going out often before 
breakfast, the gaiety of the streets in the City, the novelty 
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of the situation, or the share I took in part of tlie busi- 
ness, it is certain tliat iny mind was, for the greater part 
of the time, unusually gay and clear. 

<S^/i — For some time past I have projiosed to myself to 
r<‘vert to a system, discontinued for a long while, of early 
rising. Tli(‘ dilficullv is not so much m the ejStecution, as in 
the satisfying myselt tliat it ouglittobe executed. It has 
seemed to me that, after a p<jrtiou of sleep, something more 
than ordinary, cind extending beyond the hoiirwhicdi would 
be calK'd \ ery cwrh , I rise with more freslniess and gaiety, 
with bettei spirits and gi eater alacrity, than at a period 
such as would be requiied on the ])lan aboye mentioned. 
The (juestion is whether the ebseryatiou b(* true, and then 
how far the fact dejieiids on causes likely to ceas(‘ by habit, 
or remoyeuble by my own effort To rise without a quan- 
tity of sleep such as the constitution reqmn's, will cer- 
tainly not be good, in tlu‘ long run, for study any more 
tlian lor health But sup])osuig the same quantity of 
sk‘(*p to be takim, will the etRnjts described be connected 
more Ayitli its termination at one time than at another? 
I rather think not, tlmugh the fact may undoubtedly l>e 
so ; beeause there are reasons, not depending mther on 
use or efibrt, that apply to the one and not to the other ; 
such as the state of tlie air at one period of the morning 
and at another, the appearance of things, and the con- 
sciousness of the relation to which one stands to the busi- 
ness of the day The experience of to-day and yesterday 
would determine me to the opinion, that wdth respect even 
to the /kd/ at rising and for some time after, and indepen- 
dent of other considerations, the earlier hour was to be 
preferred to the later ; for though I felt yesterday, having 
risen at half-past six, that something of that vigour was 
wanting which ought to follow sleep, and that a fit of 
drowsiness overtook me in different parts of the day, yet 
to-day, when an opposite course was tried and when I 
did not rise till nine, that languor was perceived, I think 
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ill a greater degivc, and t^xtended its effects for a longer 
penod Had thi^ even been t)t]ier\vi^e, there is tlie gieat 
coiisuhaaitioii ot time gamed, b) \vlii<‘h it will not be easy 
to o])|)o>e advantages of any other sort by which weight 
can be eoniiterbalanced. I am oi opinion, tlica’el’ore, that, 
from this day for some time to e(nne, I should ii^e e\en 
moriniig at seven o’clock, and ioi that jiurjiosc* be in bed 
by tw'ehe. There is a dilliculty always in di^jKisiiig ol 
the time gained by eaily rising, previously to lireakiasl, 
as the liours so obtained aie wanted foi opposite ])ur- 
])ose3 — for study, to whiicli they aie esp(^eially luted, and 
for cxei'cue, which agUMJs avilIi meat that tune bettei than 
at any other. I think the jiractiee, ujion tlu' whole, must 
be nearly such as I have jiroposed, — tliat to rides oi walks 
for tlie sake of health more cannot be allowed than two 
or three times in a w^eek.

Tlie e\eniiig preceding 
Avas Jephson’s jilay of Mulia,’ to Avhich I A\eiit AMth a 
party from Boswell's Tins is ascei tamed by the circum- 
stance of my having met KaAvrence tlu' next nionung at 
Adam’s, Avhere I stayed till near four, emjiloyed usefully 
on Fyzulla Klian. After the play Aveiit to Bui ke’s. 

Ifg/i. — At Mrs. CreAse’s Avere present — Sheridan and 
Mrs. S., Tickell and l^lrs. T., Dr I’arr, and Ellis. I arrived 
just as dinner Avas going on tal>le Great eiijoyment, and 
conversation pleasuint, till late m the evening, when they 
involved eveiy thing, as usual, m noisy dispute. They so 
stunncal and confounded, Avitli their clamour and alterca- 
tion, faculties A\dnch could not natural^ be wtU turned to 
reasoning, that after incessant debate, in which I hoAv^ever 
took no part, they came to a decision, not contradicted 
but confirmed by their cooler judgment next morning, 
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tluit it was no consequence ; ‘ that if persons having the 
clearest conceptions were sometimes the least clear in 
comniiimcatiiig their conceptions, then the persons the 
inot^t clear m comiimiiicatmg, would s^mietimes liave the 
lea'-t clear cniK’cptK ’ The wolds taken down were, 
ludeec],* ‘ laid not always tfn (jredter power of Otmmuni- 
catiiig 111 wliu'li case, as 1 desired them to note at the 
time, the coioeisation did not, m strictness, hold, but that 
distinction had no shaie m their objection. Parr was 
among the liercest, and brought down all the powers of 
Aiisloile to show, that between those pro}>ositions there 
was no consequence. I applied to them at tlie beginning 
the story of the sujiposed contradiction in the witness 
who depised first that the man had one leg shorter than 
the other, and then that he had one leg longer.

We agreed to go, 
for which I was sorry by the time I got home, but did 
nc)t like to send a message to put it ofil In the morning 
we discovered, fortunately before we set out, that each 
was going in compliment to the other. Some time, I con- 
ceive, in this 'week — the night I knew of Mrs, Jordan’s 
benefit — I had company at dinner, namely, Adam, Tickell,

Eruin 
thence I was proceeding straight home, but bring iiidu(X*d 
to go into th^ House, in order to jiroeure admission foi 
Crome of Norwich, I stayed therelore. — lirst, from desiie 
to hear Pitt and iShendaii, an<l then in order to b(‘ jiiescmt 
wdien Burke gave some explauation on tlie ])ap(T, thraight 
to be iinpro})erly looked into by the Committee 

2^th — Tuesdai/ — I rode out. after calling on Frederick 
Montague. Met Lady Buckingham and Lady Emily,'* with 
whom I continued walking till it was time to return 
straight home. This was the day of the Salt A.sli Petition, 
for which, by the fault of the ser\aint^, and [lartly of my 
own, I w^as just too late. The business in the House was 
Sir Gilbert Elliot’s notice, and the Shop Tax. 

2bth. — Burke, Sir G. Elliot, and I dined wdth Wilber- 
force ; the day sufficiently pleasant, except that we talked 
more than I could have wished about India, though not 
m any way that was improper.

meV-J^bserv^ed, at a rate somewhat lower perhaps than 
.my " Ordinary (me, twenty mirmte^s. One of my errands 
was, if I recfdlect, to order from Nourse the new editii^n 
of the ^Tatler,’ of which I have since read a volume, and 
tfcink rather of running through the whole. 

This day is to be remarked as having been the found- 
ation, probably, of an Eton Anniversary, never before 
held, and not unlikely to be continued from this time. 
Dodwell has, I think, the honour of being the ])rime 
mover. The persons present, as far as I can recollect, 
were as follows: Johnes, Poyntz, Sir Gregory Turner, 
Sir — Layton, L Lamer, Winnington, Sir G Thomas, 
T. Windsor, G. Wliite, Townshend, Xevjlle, Ticki'll, Gliol- 
mondeiey, Mundy, Grey, Dodwell, rultemw, A Smith. 
The presence of so many persons, all imparting tlie ideas 
of a particular period, and many of them um‘onnected in 
one's mind with any other, produced m a consideuible 
degree the effect that one would suppose : it would have 
done so in a degree still greater if 1 liad ncU liappened to 
be in a state unfavourable rather to such impressions. As 
it was, I felt at some periods during the course of the 
evening sensations of enjoyment, such as one has not often 
known since hfe was in the spring, and which contributed 
in their turn to recall and im]irefls the images by which 
they W(ire produced, I remained there, rather enjoying 
ones own feelings than the conversation, winch, for its 
merits as conversation, though not perhaps its effect in 
recalling past scenes, approached full near that of a party 
at the ‘ White llart,’ till near twelve, when I went with 
Mundy to Mrs. Crewe’s.

After the Op>era, I con- 
tniued talking to her till she went, which prevented my 
arn\ing at Marlay’s, with whom I waa to sup, till near 
twelve. Mrs. Lrewe, Mrs. Sheridan, Lady Palmerston, H. 
Pelham, and Crewe. 

2/e/. — Met Lady Buckinghamshire and Jjady Caroline, 
and walked with tJieni in Kensington Gardens. Had called 
in my way on Kady Cornewall, whom 1 have hardly seen 
five timeN tins Avinter. Air very delightful and refreshing. 
Had inteiid('d to think of something to say on the Fost- 
litArse Tax, but, for want of time in the morning to turn 
it in my mind, had pretty much given up the idea. 
On tinding inystdf alone in tlie House, sufficiently fresh 
and clear, resumed iny purpose, and offered my8<llf to the 
bpeaki ‘1 mmiediately as Pitt sat down. Some one else 
having been pointed to, and my next offer proving m hke

t George Harding was brought up to the bur. He bed some re]mtatioi 
as a speaker, but never rose abo\e naediocrity. He timdly became a Welsh 
judge. 
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Went into the Park before breakfast, where two 
ofe regiments of the Guards were exercising, and from 
proceeded and breakfasted with Palmer. Dined 
ift^bome ; and though I ate only some minced veal, some 
spinach, and eggs, in moderate quantity, felt myself 
greatly oppressed, so' as to afford a strong instance in 
confirmation of the opinion, that a sohtary dinner, for 
TK'hatever reason, does not so soon pass away as one ate 
in company. The reason first occurring Avould be, that 
for a dinner ate in company some time was taken ; but 
the fact does not seem to correspond ; for I have made, 
if I am not mistaken, as many intervals in dining alone, 
and have yc't found that digestion does not take ])lace so 
quickly. Besides tlie efiect that company may have on 
the mind, much, I apjireliend, is to Ik* ascribed to the 
action given to the lungs and stomacli by talking.

Signs' till past eleven and 
continued empl->yed on that and some small logarithmic 
operations, the firit mathematics I have read, I should 
suspect, for full two months. I took to it more readily 
and with bettor success than I had reason to apprehend 
after such long disuse, 'though still with such sense of 
deficiency as showed what is sometimes gained by what 
appeared now to be wanting.

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7M. — Brettingham came ; though the business on which 
he cainu, viz. to assist mo in some alterations in the 
liousc, and tlie connection he has witli places and times 
which I reflect on with pleasure, might well occasion 
some satisfaction in his arrival ; yet there was an effect 
from Ins comjiany of putting one’s mind into a state of 
ch(^erfulness and activity, above its ordinary" rate at this 
])]ace, which seems to show that tlie solitude here is more 
than 13 salutary. 

9M — Brettingham went away, and has answered per- 
fectly th(j pur])o3e of his coming down, having settled 
what IS necessary for the alteration and repair of the 
drawing-loom, and reduced the question of the hall and 
the library to a state m which it must soon be decided.

Lead, in 
the intervals of business, Q. Curtius, which I brought 
for the purpose from the Parsonage. Drank tea at home, 
meaning to continue there all the evening ; but Mr?. Lukin 
tempted me to drive her in the phaeton, which I did, going 
the gap way to Cromer, and driving a considerable dis- 
tance below’ clilT.

All mathematics cannot, howeii^||^^t)e said to have 
stopped for that time. I must nS omit, also, what is 
continually going forward in teaching George ; perhaps, 
in hearing him his propositions, which have generally 
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taken an hour, and sometimes much more, my faculties 
are as much exerted and as highly taxed as in any em- 
ployment I have. I have always accustomed myself a 
good deal to demonstrate propositions without the scheme 
before me, but believe the practice to be of great use, not 
only as an exercise to the mind, but for the truer con- 
ception of the proj)Obition.

It IS curious to observe how this principle applies in 
various subjects, and the use that architects make of it m 
accommodaung to each other the ornaments of the sevc^ 
ral parts of a building. Brettingham, the other day, while 
he Avas contriving alterations for the library, furnished 
an instance of this. 

26tA. — Passed the whole of the day at home and alone, 
except three-quarters of an hour in the evening, when I 
heard George his Euclid (the same proposition, by the 
way, in the 12th book, about the section of a pyramid into 
two pyramids, which was the subject of a dispute so 
many years ago between me and Cholmondeley), and half 
an hour m the morning, when I was hearing Eobert* his 

• Ro>>ert Lukin, third son of the Dean, secretary to the Tennis Club, and 
one of the finest tennis players of the time. He was a moat amiable man, 
and a very respectable s^olar. 
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Horace and Greek grammar. This is tne nrst day passed 
wholly at home since my coming down. Wliat is the 
opinion to be fonned respecting the passing more days in 
the same way from the experiment made in tins instance? 
Certainly very favourable. After dinner I was not quite 
able to keep myself awake, and was very near going over (iii 
despair of working to any effect) to the Parsonage. After 
tea I grew into spiiits more than ordmar}% so as to make 
me dance and sing about tlie rcnim (effects now very nire), 
and have continued till now (twelve o'clock) with great 
clearness and alertness uf faculties, which I have emjiloyed 
with grand success m tillmir the two or tliree last leaves 
of the ‘Adversaria.’ I will now go to bed with no other 
apprehension than that the actiMty of mind that I still 
feel may prevent me from sleeping The balance between 
the benelit of houis passed alone and lioui’s passed in 
company is perjietually changing, as the* enjoyment from 
the latter grows greater continually by their infrequency, 
and the others by too long coiitmuance may part with 
much of their advantage 

2StJi. — Norwich. Breakfasted at the Bowling Green. 
Just time was left to get to Kamliam, by what 1 supposed 
their dinner. Pleasant ride, and pleasant state of mind at 
dinner : Lord Towiisliend, Money, Sir Edmund and Lady 
Bacon, Bilhiigham, young Bedmghekl and his wife, itc. 
Settled to go m the evening to Yarmouth, under the 
guidance of young Suckhng, whom I remember » lout at 
Dereham, but is now a fine oflicer- looking mau. Set off 
across the marshes ; ride very pleasant, when we were 
relieved from the apprehension of losing our way. 

July Zrd . — Great folly. After sitting at home till six, 
suffered myself, without any necessity or any temptation, 
to be absent till half-past eleven at thfe Parsonage What 
have I gained by this ? What I have lost I know. 

6t/i , — Eeceived a letter, to my great mirprise, from 
Wdberforce, saying he should be the day at Nor- 
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wich, and if he found a letter from me should come on 
to Felbrigg. As I was going this day to Norwich, it was 
not necessar}’ to answer his letter. Had the mortifica- 
tion to find that Wilberforce had been gone about half 
an liour. 

7th . — On finding it market-day, wished I had gone 
home. No room ut tlie Angel to breakfast in. Went to 
the Maid’s Head, to attend the meeting relative to the 
sending for Mara to sing at the Cathedral. One of my 
purposes of going there was to meet Sir W. Jerningham, 
with whom 1 settled I should go in the evening to Cossey 
for the purpose of writing my letters. 

Sth — Set oir on return homo, and for the first time 
came by Cawston and Uennghani. I was employed, 
I liave a notion, for part of the way, in the translation of 
an epigram, viz. from Gn^ek into Latin, and for part, I 
remember, in settling anew the question about the ad- 
vantage of blackening or whitening fniit-walls. 

\\th . — Went to Norwich for the sessions. Particularly 
obhged to attend, as it was exjiected that Barbers 
cause would C( )me on, and some occasion might be taken 
by the wisdom of tlie magistrates to make some observa- 
tions or propose some resolutions against camping. Slept 
at Taylor’s. 

12^^. — After dining with the Justices, rode to Cossey, 
drinking tea by the way at Earlham widi Mrs. Gurney, 
where I stayed some time. Edward Jerningham at 
Cossey. 

13^. — Eode over to Aylsham before breakfast to meet 
Burney, in order to go to the Blickling Library. While 
we were waiting in the hall, heard Lady Buckingham- 
shire’s voice in the passage, and could not resist the incli- 
nation to speak to her, though the consequence was, what 
I foresaw, yet did not wish, that I should lose so much 
time to the inspection of the library. I had not above 
half an hour with Burney, when a message from Lady B. 
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obliged us to depart, in a manner sufficiently whimsical in 
'appearance, the reason given being that Lord B. was 
expected, and the message arriving unfortunately at the 
moment of a violent ram. It turned out that we departed 
just in good time, though it might have been the very 
worst, for in our way to Ayl'^ham we met Lord B. By 
the greatest good luck, it was in a pait of the road which 
enabled us to escape unseen into Holley’s stables, where 
we remained till he was past In the library at Blickling, 
the most remarkable thing that I saw, was a manuscript 
lexicon of Suicer, m seven volumes and upwards in folio, 
which appears to have been copied from a printed copy 
published in 1G82, and, by a note at tlie end, to have 
been concluded in 1784. It is difficult to conceive, how 
so large a work could have been written out in the time, 
as it did not appear clear to me that more than one hand 
had been employed ; and it must have been copied from 
the printed edition, as the additions were incorporated in 
the text. If no edition has been publishe<.l since that in 
1682 including the additions of this manusenpt, what is 
here preserved would be a valuable assistance to any 
future compiler of a Greek lexicon. Suicer was a native 
of, and a professor, I think, of Zurich, and died, I believe, 
in the year when this manuscript was finished. 

18tA. — Set off after breakfast to ride to Cossey, in order 
to proceed from thence to Mr Ives’, at Catton. The day 
hot, and the fatigue of the latter part of my ride so much 
that I could maintain no scries ot thought. 

20fA. — Cossey. Before dinner had some talk with a 
friar of Calabria, who had come over to collect charity fijr 
the rebuilding of his convent, destroyed in the late^^aarAr 
quakes. He spoke no English, so I conversed w«41 
as I could in Italian. The evening, i. e. the jwgiper, 
at Cossey pleasant as before. The whole of my stay at 
Cossey has been very pleasant. Of the remainder of my 
stay at Felbrigg I can give but little account, having 
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neglected to make any memorandum till now, a month 
from the time. The day of dining at Sir Robert Laune’s 
was the same as that of G. Wyiidham’d return from 
Yarmouth by water. 

Au{imt . — TiU tlie 4th, continued at Norwich or at 
Cossey ; the assizes having commenced on the morning 
of the 31st ult , and a meeting having been called in coo- 
sequence of the jiroclamation. After the meeting, for the 
debate of winch, such as there was reason to apprehend, 
I found myself less prepared than I ought, I set out for 
London, going from Thetford to Bur\% where I expected 
to gain intelligcnc'c of a man whoib I had been applied 
to. to endeavour to save. 

— Fell in, fortunately, with a dinner at Malone's. 
Found much satisfaction in such a restoration to l>etter 
society, ^Mth the health of the country to qualify me to 
enjoy it. Proceeded to Nepean. Detained between his 
house and the office till near five o’clock, when I found a set 
of peojilo going to a battle m Tothill Fields. Got some 
dinner at the tavern m Palace Yard, and proceeded thence 
to the scene of action, where, between six and seven, saw 
very commiKhously from a dray, a smart battle between 
Jack Joseph, a soldier who showed upon his back floggings 
whicli he had received to a distinguished amount, and 
one Hardy, I think, a carpenter. Joseph was bulky, but 
old and corpulent, and not a match for the other in acti- 
vity, but ho fought most courageously, and after eleven 
times being either thrown or struck down, gave me a 
great persuasion that he would win, even if his antagonist 
had not given out suddenly, in a way very discreditable 
either to liis courage or his honesty. The opinion was, 
as I heard from Hanger and Ayton afterwards, that he 
fought booty. 

2\8t — Day of return fromBeaconsfield. Had company 
to dinner ; that is to say, Sir Joshua, Malone, Courtenay, 
who came from Bath, and with him, not unwelcomdy. 
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. old Mounsey,* at the age of ninety-three. I don’t know 
iiat he improved the conversation much, but it was not 
. for want of spirits to talk, nor from any cause that might 
not equally have existed forty years ago. To me his 
presence was a satisfaction, independent from what he 
might add or take from the society. 

2ith . — Dined by appointment at Francis’s, to [iroceed 
from thence to the play at Richmond. 

27 tA. — ^Went w'lth Mrs. Legge to Straw'berry ILll, and 
afterwards to dine at Kemptou Park Silent during 
the greater part of the day, not from w'ant of pe>wa.T to 
talk, whicli I felt in an uncoininon degree, but from w^ant 
of inclination, founded on ill-huniour On our return in 
the evening, I got out at Haminersmitli, and liad a plea- 
sant ^valk by moonlight home I was consideiing with 
myself as 1 came along, wdiether my wudk there wuis not 
preferable to such, as I should ha\e been taking probably 
at the same time at Felbngg. Nothing entered except 
migrations and some letters from tune to time above- 
mentioned till now% September 7th. I shall sc‘t dowm 
such particulars as I can remember under the month, and 
as nearly as I can under the dates to which they belong. 

In general my progress m all kmd of useful work during 
my stay in London this time was supenor to wdiat it had 
ever been before, and nearly equal, if not quite, to some 
of tlie best tiuies at Felbngg. My spirits w^ere accordingly 
gay, and ray thoughts pleasant, notwithstanding some 
periods of languor. I think I may, upon the ^kole, 
reckon the month passed this time in London amongst 
those cretd notandos. 

September lOfA. — Day of going to St. Paul’s ; 
in all its circumstances. 

• Dr. Msiaei^rer Mouniey a phyBician j he was bom in Norfolk 
and died at CheUea College in 17^ at the age of mnety-tive. Waa iqted 
as a humourist, and numerooa anecdotes are record^ which show his 
great eccentriaty. 
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l\th . — Determined before I went to sleep that I would 
stay at home next day ; did not go out farther than 
Steeyens’ garden. Bead Petrarch : much dispute, ending 
pleasantly. 

* 12^/z — At Sal thill, where I breakfasted. Douglas came 
in, unluckily not till just before I was going away ; he 
wa.s returning from the circuit and a short tour he had 
made afterward^. If an unexpected rene’wal of acquaint- 
ance i> numbered justly by Dr. Johnson among the pleasing 
incidents of life, a meeting such as the present, without 
a prior intermission of acquaintance, may be numbered 
among the pleasing incidents of a journey. I passed on 
gaily to Oxford, when* I dined. 

I3th , — Set off early. On my way through Cheltenham 
saw Walsh, Leblanc, Travel, and Lane the counsel. Had 
been employed chiefly in thinking on some mathematical 
matters, and continued to be so, particularly on the ques- 
tion agitated between Wallis and Barrow relative to pro- 
portion iL«i aT^plied to number or quantity. The discus- 
sion — begun now and not ended till during my stay at 
Gloucester — resulted m a change of my former opinions and 
a return to the side of Wallis, namely, that proportion is 
a comparison of parts « id est^n, comparison of numbers. 
I anived at Gloucester iii time to hear part of the music, 
and 111 consequence ti) dine with Horsley at the ordinary. 
The time spent at Gloucester has not much in it to be 
recorded ; it answered very httle in the way I intended, 
any more than visits perhaps to Horsley are in general 
likely to do. His habits are not of a sort to indiiie him 
to talk much ; no conversation can arise the sociaty 
in which he lives. His studies are remote from the sub- 
jects on which I wish to hear him, and his thoughts still 
more remote, being intent wholly on prospects of Church 
preferment. All the work I did during my stay was the 
discussion in my mind of the question before mentioned, 
the working some questions in Dodson, and the reading 
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is mentioned in Hist and Lit. of Plutarch. Though 
mucii could probably not have been done, nor much 
profit made of Horsley’s society, tlie chief failure in the 
satisfaction of my stay is jierhaps Ui be ascribed to my 
paving been unwell. 

19th . — Ixft Gloucester. Had set (mt with tlie purpose 
of dining with the Duke of Norfolk, but finding myself 
much too late, was glad to arnye ju^t in time for a dinner 
at Stoke. 

20th. — R<3de with Foley and Lord Wentworth, who had 
arrived overnight, about the grounds. View grand and 
beautiful. The whole of my stay at Moccas* uncomfort- 
able from illness 

2bth. — Went away, proceeding to Knight’s at Downton 
Castle; stayed with Knight; iny sore throat getting a 
great deal better Peadj)art of tlie preface* to Dufresne’s 
‘ Glossary,’ and to the ‘ Histor}^ of Anna Comnena,’ and 
collected from books and conversation many useful parti- 
culars, part of which fire probably lost by this time by 
want of the precaution in making notes. Knight was 
employed in reading Homer, with a view to the doctrit^ 
of the Digamma. 

2Sth . — Set off before breakfast ; had pleasant journfejr 
to Crewe Hall, where I arrived in good time before dinner. 
In the house Mrs, Greville, Mrs. Sheridan, Mias Lipdley, 
Wilbraham. Charles Greville, Bridgeman, and SherJiM 
came the next day. Thomas Grenville was there tl|M|by 
of my arrival, but went away to Chats worth the day after. 

October 1th . — Went to Capesthorne — Mr. Davenport’s; 
several there, but none whose names I recollect, except 
two of Mrs. Davenport’s brothers. The only lady was, I 
think, Mrs. D.’s sister. 

8/A, — Came from Oongleton on Sheridan’s horses, and 
found my ride pleasant. During the whole of my stay 
at Crewe I was not so well as I ought to have been. 


Sir G. Comewall'*. 
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which I ascribe almost entirely to my own miemanage- 
merit of myself I did not suffer my time to pass wholly 
without profit, having found opportunities of reading, par- 
ticularly in some matlieiiiatical parts of the ‘ Philosophical 
Transactions ’ On what day we went to Chestea: I don’t 
recolle<'t ; it was before my going to Oapesthome. Our 
party was Mrs. Crewe, Mrs. Greville, and Mrs. Sheridan ; 
Mrs Lane must have gone before ; Greville and Bridge- 
man were to join us there. A visit to Chester was one 
of tho things I had looked forward to whenever the time 
should come of fulfilling my intentions with respect to 
Crewe Hall It is sufficient to say of a thing so long 
expected, that the event did not disappoint me. Both in 
going and returning I found my faculties paiticularly 
ciear and my spirits good ; and during the evening and 
the morning — which w^as all that w^e passed there — 
enjoyed as much as I could expect of those reflective 
satisfactions wliicli I hoped the sight of the place would 
inspire. 

\0th . — We werjj: to Stafford. I had deliberated whether 
I should leave Crewe before, in time to go round by 
London, or leaving it before, should gain so much time 
in my stay at Felbrigg^ or should do, as I finally decided, 
comply with Sheridan’s earnest, though not very author- 
ised wishes, and attend the party to Stafford. The course 
upon which I decided was, upon the whole, right, both 
with resp^t to my own satisfaction, and still more clearly 
with respect to tlie difference of satisfaction or discontent 
occasioned to Sheridan. 

16<A. — Arrived at Felbrigg. My thoughts, for part of 
the way, were employed dntwing up resolutions fbt a 
society which Sheridan and I had projected, for 
couragement of ancient games. 

Of the particulars of my stay at Felbrigg* I can reooL 
lect but little, but I know, upon the whole, very 
tory. Though my professed work (Masires) wmt on but 
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slowly, the business of expiEiining to Gwrge the doctrine 
of logarithms has so settled my notions on the funda- 
mentals of that doctrine as to require, I trust, nothing to 
be corrected or added m future. 

November 2ith . — As it appears, I left Felbrigg. Of my 
stay in London little can now be said, except tliat it was 
satisfactory, both in respect of the habits in which I lived 
and the state in which 1 found myself ; I went more into 
company, and engaged myself more there, and at tlie 
same time did more at home than any preceding period of 
equal extent, except probably the months spent in London 
at the end of the summer. 

December — Amongst the events 'of this time I must 
not forget the speech about Francis, which seemed clearly 
to have been the best I ever made, and which, by the 
credit given to it, entitles me to pronounce with greater 
confidence on the degree of admiration due to public 
speaking. In the whole of that speech nothing w^as 
found that I had not on various oci'asiims said before 
in company, without exciting any particular observ^ation 
in those who heard mo, or appearing to myself particu^ 
larly to have observed it. For some time before my leaving 
town Mrs. Lukin had been wdth me ; she w'os in town ftt 
the time when the speech above mentioned was made, and 
had suggested, in talking upon the subjects, one of the 
points which I afterw^ards made use of, and which was 
just as good, for aught I know, as any of those with which 
it was associated. Our journey was delayed a day for the 
sake of the battle, at Staines, ^tween Ryan and Johnsop, 
which I went to see. Next morning Mrs. Lukiri^ mys^, 
and Robert set off for Felbrigg. 

Neither my time nor my thoughts were employed in 
this visit to Felbrigg in the same manner as upon other 
oocasiona. *1 bad now the business of preparing for 
minster Hall, and my purpose in coming down was to 
make that my prineij^ en^loyitfeent, keeping other studies 
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in the same subordination as that in which I had usually 
kept articles of business to other studies. I am afraid to 
say or to think how little I acted up to that purpose. Let 
me only set down, tliat after the excuse of not being fiir- 
lushed with my brief was removed, I did go to work, at 
first languidly, but, for the last week or so, with sufficient 
vigour My regrets might be less if the neglect of one 
bii<in(‘'S liad made \Kay for a diligent prosecution of 
another ; but, the fact was, T fear, quite the contrary ; the 
time gamed by neglect is seldom ap])lied to any useful 
purpose and relaxation, once admitted, is apt to extend 
its mlluenee tliroiiglioiit. Of the bftoks I used, or tlie em- 
})loyment I followed, my recollection is ni-t perfect. De 
Lolme’s work on the ‘Constitution’ was one whicli T read 
through, all but a few chapters, with considerable atten- 
tion, prolit and fileasuro ; it is surely a work that, by the 
matter and styl(‘ of it, as well as by the circumstances in 
which it was produced, manifests uncommon powers.

March 2Zrd . — There is no estimate so fallacious, as tliat 
which is made of the duration of neglect. Till the inter- 
val was actually noted, could I have conceived, that near 
three montlis were elapsed, without the journal of this year 
having been begun I The neglect, of which this is part, 
had not its origin even within the year ; much of the 
journal of last year, was not completed till after the com- 
mencement of the present and much even yet remains 
undone. 

April Let me now go on after an interval of thr^n , 

weeks, added to the neglect before noted, to give 
a summary’ as can be made out, of the part of the- 
already past ; that I may get at length into the regular 
train of journal, and endeavour, by future diligence^ to 
make up for what has hitherto been omitted. The period 
of these omissions certainly confirms a remark, whifh I 
have often before made, that whatever the connection 
may be, whichever of the two is cause, or wh^^thef 'both 
result from some common principles, the punctual continu- 
ance of my Jounial, and a diligent prosecution of other 
business, always go together, so that I think I may pro- 
nounce safely of any period, m the one has been 

neglected, that the other ha» not been well maintained. I 
have accordingly been clearly hf a w^axation in 

many parts of study and discipline, Airing the time above 
stated, in which I find this blank journal. I may 

likewise, I think, perceive sotnetlB^^^lrirelj^ation of 
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power, to be traced directly to the neglect of my Journal, 
as a cause. 

There is perhaps no practice, that keeps so much alive 
in me tlie habit of writing, that preserves so much the 
di'^positioii t( > take readily t(^ ray pen, or improves so much 
the power of using it with facility. The observation made 
by Biwle on the use of writing meditations, that the 
variety of matter, conduces eminently to a promptness of 
expression on all occasions, may be applied with equal 
truth t\) the practice, as I have used it, of jounial 
writing. It IS whimsical to recollect the state of my pur- 
poses and feelings, compared with their state at present 
on tlie business which I am to bring on ih Westminster 
Hall ; I was then full of anxiety, full of rc^olutioas of 
diligence, impressed with the conviction that no time was 
to be lost ; not without a reasonable regret of the neglect 
already incurred. Three months have now elapsed, being a 
much longer jicriod than I then foresaw would be allowed 
me It IS very [lossible, I fear even probable, that the 
business will ci me cn in a month, yet I have added no 
great sum to my preparation and I feel less of all those 
convictions, than before. My former state was certainly 
tliat most consistent with reason and my present com- 
posure has more of insensibility, than of rational confi- 
dence. I perceive already the beneficial effects of jour- 
nal writing, when it brings so strongly into my mind, the 
sense of ray folly and the necessity of better conduct in 
future. 

On my arrival m town, conformably to the state of 
mind above described, I got out, I remember, in 
Holborn and proceeded in quest of Adam, Douglas 
and others, who might inform me the course of our 
business and concert measures for the assistance to be 
given to my part of it. I had then an idea that the quee- 
tion about Sir Elijah Impey, was to come on the 4^ of 
next month ; that question, namely, for which I now thmk 
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it will be time to prepare myself, in the course of the 
next three or four days. Douglas was going to Mrs 
Legge’s, and took me home in his carriage. In the course 
of our drive, we talked upon Sir Elijah, and I then con- 
ceived that idea on the argument about discretion, winch 
I think the true one and with which I hope to clear away, 
some of the confusion, which has gathered upon that ques- 
tion. The trial itself, however, removed any ill effects, and 
restored my mind to its full tone. I went do^\^l the first 
day, viz. the 10th, with Sheiidan ; the weather was fine, 
the scene unusual and the occasion, among the grandest, 
that ciin arise in society ; my companion, a man qualified 
to act in great concerns, ev('rythmg around carried 
evidence's of the general attention and interest, and contii- 
buted to raise the mind above itself, to confer upon it 
new capacities of enjoyment and new jKjwers of action. 
Till these impressions had become fainter by repetition 
and the business m tlie Hall grew to lie less Lnterei^g, 
nothing perhaps was lost of that \igour alalSrity, 
which I had brought with me, to town and Which, when 
afterwards impaired, the commencement of the trial had 
restored. But, by degrees, fatigue and interruption 
came to prevail and before the recess took place, em- 
ployment of all kinds was fallen in arrear, and the balance 
of the account seemed to be considerably against me. 

Felbrigg . — The two days of the journey were far from 
being better than any of those, that had preceded. Though 
the air was so genial and tlie aspect of things so gay, as 
forced one into something of enjoyment, I had a feeling of 
impediment upon my mind^ more than is now frequent 
with me. 

^tk . — We arrived at Baiton Milb about nine o’clock. 
I had determined to proceed -on another stage to New- 
market, notwithstanding its being the time of the meet- 
ing. Luckily, when the horses were actually put to, 
Mrs. Lukin sucrcrested somethmar. which recalled to mv 
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mind what I ]iad myself known, of the difficulty of pro- 
curing beds, in the instance when I came down there 
once with Lord Derby 

DM — The next moining we breakfasted at Newmarket, 
between winch and the chaise being ready, I sat with 
Fox, wliile lie was dressing and talked about horses 
and the opinions entertained aliout them at different 
times. Fox conceived long ears to be a merit, and 
was suipii^ed at my telling luni the judgment given 
both by Xenophon and Op})ian, m favour of short ones, 
lie di<l not seem to think either, that the liead afforded 
much ground for judging of the quabties of a horse, 
id though he kM)k notice, that it was generally mentioned 
as a commiMidatioii and instanced the ' Argutum caput ’ 
oC Virgil, without being satisfied, what the precise mean- 
ing was, affixed to that term. 1 felt to regret at that 
moment, the neglect one is apt to live in of all one’s 
purposes, which prevented my being able to say, both 
wdiat the meaniug was of argutum m that passage and 
what the result of the judgment was, given by all the 
ancients on the subject. It was a question I have often 
thought of satisfying myself upon, and would easily be 
made out. Upon looking since into Gessner and lieyne, 
ad locum^ they seem to consider it as relating wholly to 
the size. When I returned to the inn we set off, having 
no purpose of staying for the race ; but upon Mrs, Lukin 
saying, as we went by the course, that she had never seen 
a race, neither at Newmarket nor anywhere else — there 
being reason too to think, that the first was over the Bea- 
con course, and would soon take place — we agreed to stop, 
which I was particularly glad afterwards that we did, the 
fineness of the day having shown the course to its best 
advantage, and Mrs. L.’s enjoyment of the whole having 
been, as great as I could have expected. At Hockerill, 
where we got some dinner, we found Lord Townshend, 
who would introduce Mrs. Lukin to Lady T. and Lady 
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Elizabeth. At Epping Place we joined again and they 
c^e in to tea to us We again came together at Islington, 
where we drank porter with them, Lord T. having 8toj)ped 
the carriage opjiosite the public houge at the comer. Our 
stopping at Epping was further distinguished by the cir- 
cumstance of Mi\ O’Bnen, the Irish giant, being there, 
t(3 whom I introduced Mrs. L., in a way to produce upon 
her the full effect of the wonder. 

May (jtJi . — I have in the first place no complaints to 
make of myself, on the score of having accepted too many 
invitations, or of having gone too much to Brookes’s. To 
the Club I have gone ev^ery time, I believe, of its luiving 
been held. I was at the dinner, also, of the Royal Aca- 
demy, which I enj(>yed U) a great degree Among iny 
dirmers at private houses, I must not forget that at Chol- 
mond^ley ’s, the women bemg Mrs Lukin and Mrs, Byng, 
and the men Assheton Smitli, Neville (no one else) and 
Delancey, wdiom I had never seen before since tlie time 
of our bemg at Eton. Such meetings, when known be- 
forehand, are apt to produce disappointment, by promis- 
ing a satisfaction which a thousand circumstances may 
hap[)en to defeat Being fully aware of the probability of 
such disappointment, I indulged no expectation, or, rather, 
had prepared my mind in a way to make the absence of 
painful reflections a source, to a certain degree, of enjoy- 
ment. The dinner— compared with what I had happened 
to find dinners at Cholmondeley’s on former occasions and 
with what I had expected from this — was rather pleasant. 

Ever smce my leaving town, that is now near five 
months, I have been employed slowly and at intervals, on 
Fyzulla Khan; and latterly, OB tto Wool business, on 
which I cannot charge myself to expended so much 
time, nor to have sacrificed ihw tO 90 little purpose. The 
busmese on which I have tny pains to have been 

thrown away is that of Sir ffl^ftlLlnipey. I have looked 
forward for the period above mentioned, on which, 
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negligent as I have been, I had prepared myself in a way 
to have ap])Oiired, I think, to good advantage and which 
I have now suffered to pass by, without any use made of 
It. The debate lasted till half-past seven. In our way 
from the House wm were boyish enough to amuse our- 
selves with throwing stones at each other during our 
})rogresh through the Park and oranges when we came in 
!St. James’s Street. Since the decision of this question, 
consider ing myself released from all further care about the 
business of the sessions, I have felt my mind more airy 
and excursive and turned my thoughts with considerable 
enjoyment to the pros[)ects of literary pursuits. 

12/A.--I)ine‘<l at Twickenham with Sir Francis Bassett. 
Fox drove me down m his phaeton, according to an ar- 
rangement winch 1 had settleil prudently in the morn- 
ing and which turned out as pleasantly as I could wish. 
The party at dinner was not so well chosen as it might 
have been; the only peisons wdiom I should have much 
wished U) meet being Fox, Hare, and Lord Eobert, 
amidst many who had little pleasantness of their own to 
contribute or couid much aid that of others. Captain 
Morns, who was of the number, was not here in his 
element and afforded to me a strong proof how much 
particular performances depend for their effect on circum- 
stances. Captain Morris’s obstreporous merriment did 
not accord well, any more than tlie persons and manners 
of many of the guests with the elegance of a Twicken- 
ham villa The beauty of the scene however, the fineness 
of the weather and the first sight of tlie country in its 
spring attire, affected the mind very agreeably and made 
the party abundantly pleasant. To this enjoyment nor 
interruption was given, when, agreeably to an engage- 
ment settled with G. North in the morning, I proceeded 
to Bushey. Fox set me down, and stayed long enough to 
get some tea. The next day being 13th I went to Bea- 
consfield. 
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14M. — We returned to town, Burke taking Elliot and 
myself in the coach to Bulstrode, which I saw for the first 
time, and iSii Gilbert joining us afterw^ards with the horses 
gate. 

Vith — Eton meeting; the first large and formal one at 
the Festino. I sat there till ten , veiy^ pleasant. The person 
I had been next at dinner was Sir Peter Burrell. 

19^/i. — I was to have dined 'vvitli Lord Slieffield, where 
I should have met Gibbon, Lord North, Burke, and Fox ; 
but it was the third reading of the Wool Bill, winch it 
was necessary for me to attend, and on ^\hleh I puqio^ed, 
and ought, to have spoken. Enough matter was m my 
mind, and no particular impediment was felt to prevent 
my making use of it ; but the disposition ot the House to 
terminate the debate furnished a pietence for remaining 
silent, and before the value of this pretence could be 
estimated the question was put. I rather regiet I did iipt 
speak. 

2Mi . — In the House the business was Burgess’s moUbn,' 
relative to the expenses of the trial, on which if I haS, 
been practised to speaking, as I ought to have been, it 
W'ould have been liglit to have said something; but not 
being so practised, I was riglit, perhaps, to remain silent. 

I went to the Club and got some dinner on a side table. 
There were present Lord Ossory, Sir Joshua, Malone, 
Lord Spencer, and Steeveiis. We had a good deal of 
pleasant conversation. About 9 o'clock I went to the 
play, where I expected to meet Ml*.

2\8t . — I went frornWestminatwHafitO Hatton Garden; 
but having met Ives, wIk^ I liltd called upon, walked 
wdth him, talking on HotsirSyt pqIM^s, till it was time to 
turn home. 

‘dSrd. — Went out in the evening to see Lady Anne and 
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Lady Margaret before their going to the Duke of York’s 
ball. 

24^A. — JuNt time to get ready for our party, with Lady 
Anne and Lady Margaret, out of town ; took things with 
us, and dined on mount in Itiehmond Park. Lady Cun- 
liffe, the person who so civilly gave up her place, re- 
turned from Kiehinond to Putney by water ; very plea- 
sant. Full ten wlien we landed. 

25f/i — Went after dinner to KeiLsmgton Gardens, I 
think rather to my loss. Proceeded to Francis’s, thence 
to Manchester Square again. How fairly may such 
evenings be called lost when no duty is fulfilled, no im- 
provement made, no enjoyment felt. I had in my mind 
the question agitated by Priestley, about the impenetra- 
bility of matter, but was too much upon the confines of 
sleep to be able to carry it on.

Four o’clock, ThurscUy Moming, May 29, 1788. 

Mr DEAR Sir, — 1 t.'ike the earliest opportunity to thank you 
for your very' obliging letter, and I eliould certainly put your 
kindness to the test were I not obliged to leave town to-morrow 
morning, not without some regrets at having seen bo little of 
you during my stay. I take my leave of you, my dear Sir, 
wishing you all the good you deserve, and above all things 
health of body and mind, for I think the languor of one en- 
feebles the other. It is lucky for me, however, that I have so 
pleeisant an employment to beguile this tedious night as writing 
to you. ‘ Past four o’clock,’ says the watch, and I have been 
unable to close my eyes to shut out the day, or to stop my ears 
to shut out the noise of my own terrible cough, which has tor- 
mented me four nights in the same way. I have thiw moment 
taken the resolution of getting all the business of the day done 
in an hour or two, and then taking a tolerable quantity of 
laudanum to procure a little sleep, for, though ‘"Macbeth shall 
sleep no more,’ I fancy a little will be necessary to enable his 
lady to get through her bloody business to-night. I bag ten 
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thousand pardons for troubling you with this history, but when

Jmie 9th . — I liad been that morning with Fullerton 
and Palmer to Croydon, to a boxing match, and after 
dinner went before cofiee with Elliot and Cholmondeley 
to the pliilosophical fireworks. The boxing match was, 
in consequence of a purse collected by subscription, under 
the direction of II. Aston, G. Hunger, Ac. The com- 
batants, Fewtrill and Jacks<.)n, both ol them large ; one of 
them, Jackson, a man of uncommon strength and activity, 
but neither of them of any skill, or likely, so far as appeared 
upon that occasion, ever to become distinguishcnj. The 
fight, which lastt‘d an hour and ten minutes, was wholly 
uninteresting, it being evident from the beginning which 
was to prevail, and no pcuvers or qualities bmiig displayed 
to make the prevalence of one or the other a matter of 
anxiety. The fight which succeeded this between Crabb, 
a Jew, and Watson, a butcher from Bristol, under 21, 
was of a different character ; so much skill, activity, and 
fine make, my experience in these matters has not 
shown me.

the Common Pleas. The third morning, the day on which 
tlie business broke off, contained in the parts given none 
of those bnlliont passages which made such impressions 
on the others From the time of my feeling fUj^ured 
that there was no hkehhood of the charges of Fyzulla 
Khan being brought on this year, I found my mind much 
hgh tolled and many inlets of enjoyment opened that had 
for some time been closed uji. Ideas of study began now 
to repossess my thoughts, and to produce an effect on the 
disposition of my time. The chief interruption was the 
having Mis. Lukin with me, which certainly operates in that 
w ay, wdiaXever comjieiisation it may brmg in the pleasure 
of hei company. IIow' it is that her presence, so little 
restraint as it imposcb, should be a hindrance to employ- 
ment, IS not (hscoverable at first siglit ; nor need perhaps 
be ill fact so, if there was nothing wrong m tlie habits of 
my owm mind. Put as the case is, I have very little 
doubt of its having tliat effect. The great desideratum with 
me IS continuity of thought : whatever touches me in that 
part, 13 liable to leave a wound that is long in curing ; the 
ethereal substance wuth me does not soon close, but long 
divisible. There w^ere several parcels of books which 
had been w^aitmg unpacked, for a time of leisure to 
examine them ; one was, Euler on ‘ Sounds,’ which I 
bouglit in February^ and w^hich seems to contain just 
such a treatise of the elements of music as I have so 
long wished for. At different times I read with Mrs, 
Lukin some passages and parts of authors. 

I find the same question applying to this period as to 
many others, wdth equal difficulty for furmshing an answer. 
. . . IIow it is possible to have passed so many days 

and weeks with so little visible occupation, and yet to 
have done so little ? I have dined out less often, and still 
less often have had any company to dinner. I blame 
myself for this, because I think parties of that sort far 
from injurious, even to the application of time. The 
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thought necessary to combine such a party, the choice of 
the persons, uncertainty about the day, the trouble of 
writing the invitations, and in the present instance, I 
beheve, a circumstance so tiifling as the delay of setting 
my room to rights, are the causes that for a winter 
together keep me from the enjoyments of conviviality in 
the society of jdeasant friends. Against dining out, tlie 
lateness of the hour is with me a principal objection : 
before five o'clock, if I have stayed at home, I get weary 
and exhausted and want the relief of diiiner ; if I liave 
gone out, I am tired m another way, and having done 
nothing by way of employment dm mg the morning, I am 
impatient of the prospect of suffering the evening to 
escape in the same manner. My inclination, I believe, 
m each instance, is for staying at home, but it is veiy far 
from being certain that the iiichnation in each instance is 
the rule of happiness upon the wdiole ; and such is often 
the perv^erseness of one’s will, that one's inclination is for 
staymg at home merely because one is obliged to go 
abroad. Though it be true, therefore, in general, that 
both when I do dine at home, I do so by choice, and 
that when I do not, my wish is notwithstanding to do so, 
I am still far from certain that more frequent dirmers 
abroad would not be of advantage to me ; certainly, in 
such companies as a little thouglit and decision would 
provide. I have omitted, in the enumeration of dkmers^ 
one at the Duke of I’ortland’s, wdiere were Buike* Fox, 
Mr. Elhs, G. Nortli, Lord Stormont, Lord Loughborough, 
Pelham. It was a ver^^ pleasant oue. At the Club I 
never failed when it was in my power. I believe the 
party with Lady Anne and Lady Margarot to Bidbm<9ild 
must have been quite at the beginning Wewl 

out about two. Dined in Bichmond 
spot where I had dined once before witirl 
Bisters, and came home from Bichmond b » 
by water.

One throws always at 
anch play, with a certain advantage on one’s side in the 
circumstances of its being out of town, and confening all 
the benefit of fre^^h air, the effects of which I felt as 
usual, and must consider, probably, as a principal source 
of my enjoyment I must not forget, in the mention of 
tins ])arty, the civility of Lady Ounhffe, who, having been 
in possession at our arrival of the spot where we were 
to (line, resigii(‘(l it vith great good humour and courtesy 
in our favour 

'2ord — Stayed at Cossey. Lead in the morning some 
portion of ditlerent French books, among others, for the 
first time, some of Madame de S(!‘Vign^’s ‘ Letters.’ The 
quantity I read was not sufficient to enable mo to form 
any judgment about them, except that they seem to be 
conversant, chiefly as lettem ought, about such little circum- 
stances and (X'currences as people object to in the letters of 
Dr. Johnson. That they do not contain remarks so acute, 
and rellec'tion^ S(^ fine, I may venture to conjecture, with- 
out having read (aiough to assert. I will read more when 
I next go there, that is probably in the course of this week, 
in order to oppose this instancM^, if the fact should sup- 
port me, to tiie petty and malignant cavils of those who 
object to the genuine and familiar (xurespondence of Dr. 
Johnson; that it does not recite important facts, nor 
abound in learned disquisitions. 

24M. — Set off before breakfast in a chaise, and had 
a drive, not unpleasant, to Aylsham. There is such a 
dearth of objects, and poverty of ideas, in the ride from 
Cossey hither, as makes me always think of it with dissa- 
tisfaction, though it has happened generally, in fact, that 
I have found it tolerably cheerful. It has been the thought 
of what I was going to, or the impression of what I have 
left, that has protected me from the mean associations 
which pightels • and gorse commons, Stratton and Fel-

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ihorpe, naturally draw with them. The parts are, per- 
haps, not numerous, in which twenty miles could be taken 
producing so few objects worthy of attention, or so little 
chance of meeting anything not connected with the spot 
on which it is found. 

Since that time — and it is from then that my residence 
here (Felbrigg) may be most properly dated — I have 
dined almost every day at home, and by myself, and have 
not very often been betrayed afterwards into sleep. The 
Eed Eoom lias been the one inliabitcd, and some of the 
hours passed there after dinner, reading either Chbbon, or 
some accounts of Switzerland, with a view to our tour 
(these are the books which I have chiefly read at tliose 
times), have been nearly as pleasant as those which I re- 
collect to have passed one spring at Fulham — I think that 
of ’85. 

Jxdy \bth . — Went to the Assizes; G. Wyndhara took 
me in his chaise ; arrived just in time to be on the Grand 
Jury. I had a lodging at Sharp s, the back of the inns. 
Of persons at the assizes, besides those usually there, were 
Lord Townshend and his son. Lord Charles, Coke, Coiboun, 
and Galway. Lord Townshend came there for the pur- 
pose of establishing his society for the protection of game, 
in which he has found, I believe, but little encouragement. 
On Friday we went to the Gardens, and on the way back 
to Cossey I thought of some matters relative to tbe wn- 
Btruction of logarithms. 

2bth. — By the post yesterday I received a summona 
from the Duke of Portland to attend the Westmiwter Sec- 
tion, and during a ride afterwards, which I 
Lukin, determined to set off immediately/^,* Xt 
pened that, for the first time 

Lukin and I have not been separated near 

six months, and the concern she feels at of 

separation now, is such, as does great 
of hCT heart, and claims a strong return of Icmmess and 
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gratitude from me. I have promised her to-night that 
my absence will not make me forget her, and certainly 
if I forget her, whom shall I remember ? Where shall I 
ever find one so amiable, so worthy, of understanding so 
acute, of integrity so confirmed, of disposition so pure, 
and attached to me from feelings of such genuine 
affection ? 

26^/i. — At my return from the Parsonage last night, I 
had settled to go this evening to Ipswich, and set off, in 
con^^c^quenoe, immediately after breakfast. I have since 
new-cast my journey, partly that I might settle at greater 
leisuie what remiims to be done here, partly that I might 
have the enjoyment of some time spent here with the 
consciousness of having completed all my business, and 
partly tliat I might not leave the country without a visit 
to Cossey, Something now, if I had time, I should like to 
say of the character of my stay this time. I must con- 
fine myself to the observation made, in part, I believe, 
before, that tliough the amount of what I have done, is 
certainly very small, I cannot complain either of delibe- 
rate misapplication of time or defect of power. The 
summer is perhaps, upon the whole, less favourable to 
application than the autumn or winter, and at Felbrigg 
possibly more than at other places, yet this disadvantage 
has been better repaired in the present than in any 
preceding summer. On the 26 th I took my leave of 
Felbrigg. I had received a letter announcing the exer- 
tions made on the part of the Ministry, and soliciting 

the attendance of all friends, to support Lord • the 

Thursday preceding, viz. 24th, and hiui determined in 
the course of that evening that I must go. The debate 
with myself continued to the last on the course I should 
take ; I made up my mind therefore to going by JTew- 
market, and sleeping on the road. 

27 th . — At my arrival at Newmarket* just Rs I waa

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giving ordera for something for dinner, and in JBi to 
want some relief from my own thoughts, aft^ an eacec- 
tion of them continued with little intermission during the 
journey, I was surprised agreeably with a message from 
Colliouu and Galway, who were in the house, and at that 
moment at dinner. Upon comparing notes we found that 
w^e w^ere going upon the same errand, and had tlie same 
purpose of stopping for the night at Hockerill. We 
agreed therefore to go on for tlie remainder of the journey 
together. 

Au^u&i — What follow^ed for the next month must be 
entered very shortly, having been omitted at the ])roper 
time, and delayed now to a time, perfectly im])ro])er, 
namely, tlie moniing of my arrival at Calais. During th6 
continuance of the election I sacnliced, far too much tune, 
to the business of canvass, by which I lost hours, wdiicli 
might have been employed to great advantage, and with 
great comfort, and obtained nothing either in service, 
credit, or amusement, tliat compensated me for that loss. 

^rd . — The Sunday before the poll closed I dined and 
slept at Shene, coming up the next morning with Burke 
and Francis, in Burke’s chaise 

bth . — The day following the election, I introduce<l 
myself, foolishly, or perhaps rather unluckily, into a 
party at the Duke of Portland’s, having found that Fox 
was to dine there ; the business of which proved to be 
one in which it was not in my power to have any concern, 
namely, the settling the application to be made for the 
payment of the elections. 

6th . — I set off on my way to see Mrs. H. 

at Bristol. I omitted the visit whk^ and 

should, notwithstanding the abiettoe of ^^Hibave been 
glad to have made to Caversham. 

Bristol . — After a few hours was infax>duc 0 d upstairs 
to Mrs. Hippisley, from whom I found a reception such 
I had no right to expect, €md has endeared her to me 
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beyond meaaure. The first and only time my having been 
that road before was in a journey from Oxford to Bath, 
with Stanhope, I should think in the year 1780 or ’71. 

H. and I parted at Stoke Church Hill, he going to 

and I straight on to town without stopping, as 1 had at first 
proposed at Burke’s. The occasion of my hunying on so 
much was, that I might write a letter to be inserted in 
one of tlie pajiers, to take off', as far as one could, the 
effect of tile accident at Brighton,* of the death of a man 
111 a hoxiiig match. I finished this, contrary to my usual 
practice m the execution of anything requiring any degree 
of thouglit, the next evening, and the next morning, I 
think, sent it to the ‘ Morning Chromcle.’ 

Ylth , — I went the next mormng to Wmdsor, to see my 
mother, from whence I proceeded for my first visit to 
Bulstrode. Burke came m consequence of a note from 
tlie I )uke, left to be delivered to him in liis way from 
London, where he liad been sacrificing himself as usual 
to the public service, and attending a dinner of Queen 
Anne’s parish. 

22nd — I called upon Erskme, at Paddington — the first 
time of my having seen him there, or seen any of his 
children, which are now not less than four ; it was six 
years, perhaps near eight, since I have fairly made him a 
visit. As a habit of preparing for events known before- 
hand, and requiring measures to be previously taken, is 
one of those in which I have been all my life dreadfriUy 
deficient, but for some time less so than before ; it may 
be as well to note, with respect to that habit, what the 
character was of the present instance. I think it never 
happened to me before to be so well prepared and with 
so httle effort, proportionably to the nature of the journey. 
Notwithstanding the lateness of my going to bed, I was

way, and with some delay, from places that I called at. 

Adam called just before we set out, which was xkot JtjSl 

near nine. I felt, as I had done for some 

that I should have been glad if the journey had tK)t takeil 

place. 

Calais, 24:th. — Strong recollection of the place ; same 
in going after dinner to St. Omer. Went to Comedy; en- 
quired for Paston, jun. ; saw old Paston, who expressed 
a most affeotmg joy. The uncle, who has spent his life m 
the French service, came to sup with us ; the invitation 
rather too much of his own seeking. 

2bth. — We dined at Arras. Town well-built, not infenor 
to St Omer, but different m some respects, ha\nng in the 
houses a greater mixture of mat(^nals. The church which 
they are building, magnificent work ; and the College of 
Benedictines adjoining, an edifice not unlike the new part 
of Magdalen College, but ufion a much greater scale. As 
we jiassed out the town, we saw a vast number of people, 
well dressed, and with great appearance of gaiety, enjoy- 
ing themselves on a sort of public walk The women 
very remarkable for the neatness of their dress about the 
legs, and the linenes.s and clearness of theu' caps ; their 
caps were all nearly of the, same sort, and no woman 
seemed to be so poor as not to be provided with one. I 
cannot think that such a collection of well and properly- 
dressed women, is to be seen among the same class in any 
part of England. 

Cambrai. — Arrived at Cambrai not till late; obliged to 
wait a considerable time for adnrittanoe. * , 

2%tk , — Walked for some time about tbe town ; listened 
to a man singing upon a stage the history of a male&ctor, 
drawn up in the way of the ‘ Bake’s or Harlot's Progreaa’ 

St Dizier'a, — I first saw the preparation for frogs; Doug- 
las saew afterwards more of the process, beginning with 
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the cutting off half their heads with scissors. They catch 
them with nets, I understand, and only fricassee the hind 
part ; the fore parts are used for soups. Here the road 
to Nancy and to Langres separate. Near here is a seat of 
the heir of the Due de ChoiseuL From CliAlons we had 
observed the trees on the side of the road cut down- They 
liave got everv’where much into the use of Lombardy 
popJai's When grenvn to a sufficient height, and planted 
close enough, they ha\e a grand effect in closing the roads 
as between wall> I never knew before what tliey were 
good for. 

Nancy — The wood near Nancy is the most extensive 1 
evei saw anywheie, no trees but elm and poplar and 
V alnut, by the side of the road. Where there were woods 
there appeared to be oak and beech, but the woods, till 
we cam(^ to Lorraine, were very rare ; and until we came 
to Laon, hardly any at all. Except one oak, that was 
carrying to Cambrai, 1 saw’ no oak of any magnitude, till 
we readied the forest above Saverne. The commandant 
had an Englisli groom and Enghsh horses, whicli he very 
foolishly was riding also in the English manner ; his 
groom liad about as much notion of riding, as English 
grooms commonly have. 

Sl.st — out by a little past five, or earlier. Did not 
stop until we reached Saverne, where we viewed the 
palace, building by the Cardinal de Eohan, a magnificent 
pile, and I think of very good architecture. The descent 
to Saverne the most beautiful scene in itself, and present 
ing the most beautiful view, that we have seen ; the grand 
woods of oak through which you descend, the romantic 
situation of the town, the richness and beauty of the plain 
beyond Strasburg steeple, and the view of the Ehine at 
the end, and the mountains of the Black Forest terminating 
the whole. 

S^msburgy September 1st — Ascended to the hjgliest 
part of the steeple as before, and though with some anxiety 
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befopehand, with little at the time. I thought myself out 
of it ! The appearance of objects much the same as when 
we thought ourselves in the ballooir quite low. 

ScJuijfhaiLsen . — The true river presented itself to view 
in all its original greatness. Douglas agrees with me, that 
it IS wider than the Thames at Westminster Bridge, and 
thinks what we saw first, as wide as the Thames at Eich- 
mond. We had hardly set our foot on the other side 
before we were struck, I at least, with the different ap- 
pearance of things from any we had seen before. Though 
the houses were of matenals inferior to most of those we 
had seen, being of wood and plaster instead of stone, and 
the architecture certainly not more regular, there was 
nevertheless an air of neatness, m whatever it consisted, 
that gave to my eye a decided supenonty over any build- 
ings of the same rank in France. The country was be- 
sides of a sort, that 1 always think of with pleasure, a rich 
flat, extending from between high mountains and a great 
river ; everything had a look of comfort, population, and 
industry. The mixture of great trees and orchards with 
the houses gave a great resemblance to villages in Here- 
fordshire, but, with the advantage, I thmk, on the side of 
these. After Offenburg you begin to enter the hills, the 
appearance of which has long been as beautiful, as most 
I have ever seen : they rise with sufficient abruptness, in 
forms beautifully varied, to a height well entitlmg them 
to the appellation of mountains, and everywhere covered 
with woods or vines. The entry to them is by the river 
Kinzig, which runs mto the Ehine, four leagues to the south 
of Strasburg, and is taken notice of in the geographical 
books. A little on this side Offenburg we passed through 
a village, where there was a fair, sind on going into the 
house, saw the peasants dressed in red jackets, and the 
women in their common habit, dancing two and two, the 
sort of dance, which!, upon sight of, I recollect to have seen 
formerly, traveling with Erskine betweeii Lucerne and 
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Beme, and which consists principally as to figure, in turn- 
ing round. They have, like the planets, a double motion, 
each couple turning round half, and the whole in succes- 
sion iuo\ung in a circle. Nothing can be niore remote 
from beauty than the countenances of the women through 
the whole of the Foret Noire. We hardly saw one that 
had the least pretensions to be called pretty ; we have 
observed, indeed, a regular decrease of beauty, from the 
tiiiit' of oui setting off to the present moment. The women 
of Flanders were handsomer than those further in France, 
those in Fianci.' better than the Strasburgooises, those 
better iii a greater degree than the Foret Noire. A 
woman, m one of the couples I saw dancing as above, was 
the only one that might be called an exception U) these 
observations 

Donneschin^en, ?>rd . — The residence of the Prince of 
Furstenburg, and further remarkable as being the source of 
the Danube. Beyond is a village on the summit of a bare 
and pointed hill, formerly the cajutal of the principality,

from some anecdotes mentioned by our landlord of his 
civility to Enghsli travellers, of great courtesy and hospi- 
tality. From the information of our host, that a courier 
must be s^nt forward to Schaffhausen in order to secure 
admission to the gates, Douglas had proposed, that Meyers 
should go on from the next stage wiUiout waiting for our 
coming. I was of a different opinion, not wishing so long 
beforehand, to deprive ourselves of an option. After much 
discussion, part of it not very amicable, and the imper- 
tinence of the last postboy, who wished that we might be 
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overturned, it became as much my opinion as it was 
Douglas 8, that wo should go forward. It soon appeared 
that the road was as bad as the f>eople had declared. I 
walked on, and had rather intended to liave walked the 
whole way, though said to be at least twelve miles ; but 
coming to a hill where tlie road appealed to be so bad as 
to make it probable some assistance might be wanted to 
support the carriage, I sat down waiting its anival. It 
was so long in coming that 1 conceived, notwithstanding 
the care I had%taken, that I must have missed the way, 
and under that idea set oil’ across the iields, iollowmg iny 
ear, and making out iny way as well as I could in the 
dark,* meaning, if possible, to keep ni resei ve tin* })owei 
of returning in time, sujiposing the sound 1 had heard not 
to be that of tlie carnage Luckily tins purpose 1 was 
able to effect. While 1 was tryinu the sound which 1 had 

• Thi^ adventure, vhich Mr Wiiidhani regret* M haMn^ occaaioued the 
poflfflble loss of a pro'<]>ert, was a matter of inor^ feHoiiB alaim to the coui- 
pamon of his journey, as appears by tho following ’«i3to|ct from a little diary 
kept by Lord Glenbemo during this tour, and klafily oommunicated by him 
to Mr Ellis : — 

‘ Windham walked on before the carnage ISrttBi tho ZoU-haus, from 
whence the road vor^' soon sMoends a steep hill, and peujses through the 
Black Fort'flt As Mr Windham walks very jSiwt, I had proceeded a mile 
or two without seeing him, but without anxiety.

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gone in pursuit of, and doubting whether it could proceed 
from the OArriage, I heard wh^it soon proved to be the 
sound of Douglas’s voice coming from the road which I had 
left. At a house where we stopped, a little short of the 
town, we liad the sativsfaction to hear that our admission 
need not be doubted At a little before twelve 'we arrived 
at the inn where I had been in the yeai' 1780. Some 
fruit, a good bottle of Burgundy, made me forget my 
fatigueo 

4th . — Tlie bridge is divided into twc^arches of very 
unequal length, not of very regular form, as they make 
together one arch. Each of these is supported below 
at each end by about five oblique timbers terminating 
nearly in the same centre, and the innermost of which 
does not reach to more than a fifth of the arch to 
which It belongs. The roof of each arch is supported 
much m the same manner, except that the oblique pieces 
do not actually terminate in the same centre, but abut, 
one after another, on the periphery of the bridge, and that 
the two interii.)!' meet tlie roof at a distance from each 
other of less tlian 3 feet ; w hether, if produced, they 
w^ould meet in the same point, I was not able, with such 
observation as I could give it, to ascertain. Precautions 
were used at the foot of each, to prevent tliem from forcing 
themselves outwards, by pieces of timber, nailed on where 
they abutted upon the penphery. 

The only part of our passage which was not abundantly 
pleasant, was that which succeeded our leaving Lauffen- 
burg, where the extreme heat of the sun, acting upon us 
without ^he intervention even of an umbrella, and at a 
time, when our stomachs were full, may well be supposed 
inconsistent with any great enjo^nnent ; notwithstanding, 
I resisted sleep, and, between reading and looking about, 
kept my thoughts going p^tty well. The short ^rest we 
had at Numph, and the fruit aid wine I got there, while I 
lay stretched on the grass in the diade, was in itaelf 
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relief. By what we supposed the ignorance or obstinacy 
of the boatmen, w’e were kept an irksome three quarters 
of an hour waiting at a little door at the east end of the 
bridge for admittance. 

Basle, Gth . — In the evening, Douglas and I went to 
see the ‘Dance of Death,’ thence to the Librar}% which, 
though a gi’eat object in my imagination when I 
stopped before at Basic, I had never seen, we now saw 
very much at length. The professor of tlieology, tlie 
person to show^t, was very civil and patient, and we 
tried both to their full extent. After the cabinet of 
pictures, in wdiich, besides many excellent and curious 
pictures of Holbein, there are two portraits, which I saw 
with much pleasure, of Bernouilli and Euler We went 
to the room of manuscripts, where we saw a MS in liter is 
uncialihus of theO. T., the date ascribed to winch I don’t 
recollect ; another small copy of later date, by which it ap- 
pears by the privaU^ marks, corresponding to those of the 
printed one, that Erasmus took his edition ; and a thin}^ 
considered by the professors, of the 13th contufy. It was 
from this last that we copied live passage at the banning 
of St. John’s Gospel ‘There was a curious coliGrtion of 
letters of Erasmus in Ins own hand, whiqji waa'a fair and 
flowing character, such as might be expectoiij!^om him. 
Supped at the t<ible d'hote wuth the two Amw ; curious 
mixture of ignorance and information afiairs in 

England, and exhibition of French con versaficSt, which 'did 
not render me better aflTected towards it, though perhaps 
not worse in itself than what might be m0t with from 
persons of the same rank in England, 

The natural timber of the country ^^Bja^^'l^hich I have 
passed since nay leading Basle, as in the jToire, as per- 

haps between Basle and Scfcaffhausai; seems to be fir, and 
of the spruce kind. In oae place only» and that in the 
For^t Noire, I recollect to have seen a silver fir, though I 
am far from saying that there may not have been a great

many. None of them that I have seen^ or hardly any, 
have been of a great size, the reason of which seems to be 
the want of care and culture, and their being oppressed in 
consequence by their own numbers. What reason is there 
to think tliat in the production of trees nature should just 
take that course which would produce them separately 
for the greatest size ? Yet tins, I remember, was one of the 
< )pinions of Mr. Stillingfieet Wlien I say that I have seen 
no larger ones, I mean now growmg, for of the trees cut 
down, of the fir kind, I saw some at S^aflThausen, larger 
than any I remember to have seen, except those at 
Fl( )rence 

1th . — Sot off rather before eleven, ^Douglas in the 
chaise, for Zurich and Lucerne ; I m an open chaise’, with 
M<Ters on liorseback and Morton m the carriage, for 
B(*rne On the way I met an English carnage, with 
a person whom, till I came quite near, I took for Fox. 
The places hitherto m ^Switzerland, w'hcre I have seen the 
largest and greatest numbers of oaks, was in the great 
wH)()d, on this side Basle. Before the separation of the 
road between tins and Berne, there was a veiy^ large oak 
oil the to{) of the hill from Soleure. I do not think, 
how^ever, that I have seen yet anyfcoak tree so large as the 
oaks at Eaiiihain, Kedleston, or perhaps as one or two at 
Felbngg. 

9iA. — I rose early, and c-ontinued in my room, making 
calculations upon some of the results given in Dutens, till 
dinner was ready at the table d^hdte., where were two 
friars of Boleure, who spoke nothing but German. I deter- 
mined, upon a just estimate of probabilities, to proceed 
straight to Bienne, conceiving that I had in that way the 
best way of meeting Fox, I supped at the table where 

there were many people, few of them of very decent cemdi- 
tion. The man I chose as the person to sit next,' was a native 
of Biame, whom, ftxira his drees and ixunma*, I ^Kmld 
have taken for a rider, and who perhaps might be one,

but who had, as he informed me, been an advocate. He 
wore his hair tied, without powder, had boots, and a large 
cutlass, which I conceived to be intended for the defence 
of his property.

lOi^. — Dmed, according to engagement, with Woodruff 
and Bruce. While we were sitting after dinner, and talk- 
ing about Eton, received a message that Fox was in the 
house, and desired to see me. 

llth . — Almost the whole day spent with Fox, that is, 
from after breakfast till .supper 

12th^Friday. — To-moriowwill be tlireo weeks since my 
leaving England, ten days of which will ha\e been passed 
in Switzerland. For these last two days and a half, 1 have 
been living with Fox. We have talked a great dt^al, but 
I think not much upon anything but what we have seen, 
or about to see. We w'ent this evening to the walk over 
the nver, where the fir hedges are, and whlre I remember 
to have gone with Erskine, and afterwards tcsjk a long 
drive. In the morning I sat at home till near one*; em- 
ployed, with considerable exertion, nearly the whole time 
with some matters out (if Dcxlson. When I went to dii^- 
ner, I felt rather tired and exhausted. I ha\T not been 
idle; with the help of JJutens’ Tables and Dodson lijav’e 
given myself something m mathematical ei*plojBttttit, 
which I have pursued, perhaps, once or twicj^s^ with as 
much dihgence, as at times here most appropriate to such 
purposes. Among the observ’ations Fox was making, one 
was the extreme mildness of the government of this can- 
ton, and at the same time the great power lodged in an 
aristocracy, and again, the example given here lately of 
the greater prudence Bometimes, of people in the adnunia- 
tration of public money, than in that of their own, so 
contrary to the position aBsumed in the 4ttcufl8ionB, that 
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took place on the India Bill ; the Government herfe 
having always placed their money in the English funds, 
while individuals, luretl by the temptation of greater in- 
terest, risked all theirs in the French. ^ 

13^A.— In the morning, before 1 went to Colonel Brown, 
I had seen Lavater, who gave, as Fox informed me after- 
wards, an opinion of me, which from its peculiarity and 
agreement with what many have said of me, seemed 
an extraonliiiar}' efldrt of his art, viz. that I was a man 
who did not choose to do anything which I was not 
conscious o( doing well ; but the whole mystery of this is 
perhaps done away, by supposing that he took his opinion 
only troiii observing that i did not speak French, and yet, 
judging from my manner m pronouncing a few words, that 
1 (ymld have doiu^ it tolerably well had I been willing. We 
all set oil’ after dinner for Thun, I leaving a letter written 
in haste, ^ but expressing all I wanted for Douglas,' who 
ariued ten minutes after I was gone. Fox and Mrs. 
Armitage set ofi' before, Hare and I followed m his 
carnage, their servants coming in the one I had hired 
Slept at mil o\er the water and above the bridge, not the 
same I was in the time before. Saw in the morning the 
old man, whose teeth Erskine had knocked out. Thought 
to have reminded him of the fact, and have given him 
some money, but was deterred from the aulkmess of his 
look ; was sorry afterwards that I had been so. Memory 
of lake hardly so correct as it ought to have been. In 
passing before, I recollect I had been, for part of the 
way, calculating in my head, I doubt, whether so actively 
employed this time. We were four hours in crossing 
(lake of Thun). Inn the same as before. Went before 
dinner into the churchyard, and it being Sunday, thought 
of Dr. Johnson, and for once, happily, did not think in 
vain. I prayed with some fervour, and feel at this xno* 
ment the effect of having done so,andof thei^^ote, of wJbkh 
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I am ncrw taking of it. Notking can be more beautiful 
than the valley, separated rather from the rest, at the end 
of which Meyrmgen is. 

2hih . — Quitted Lausanne 'with Douglas. Everj^thing 
had been arranged the night before for my setting off by 
mysnlf by way of Besan^on, but upon his coming into my 
room, and seeming unwilling we should part, I agreed to 
stay and proceed with him to Geneva. Violent repentance 
of this, which continued all the next day and the morning 
following, till Douglas himself, perceiving probably that 
I was grudging every moment of delay, expressed his 
opinion that each had better go his own way 

October Is/. — It was ten o’clock though I had risen at six, 
before I set off in a two-wheel French chaise for Paris, by 
way of the Jura and Dijou, A letter I got in the raoming 
from Mrs. Lukin assisted the effect of a tine day, and made 
me very gay. I am sorry to say that tlie pleasantest mo- 
ments of my tour have been tho.se which I have passed by 
myself. Something of uncomfortablene.ss hung upon my 
mind, as it does perhaps still, from apprehension of ridieu* 
lous and vexatious distresses, in which I might be involve^ 
for want of speaking and understanding suffidentJy the 
language, but that was over[)owered by the other sources 
of satisfaction which I had ; the consciousnefit eWiaving 
fulfilled my purjxises, and the prosjiect of beii^ apeedily 
in England, and the feel of being loft at to tlie 

government of my own motions, and thG i^J^yment of 
my own thoughts. I travelled on therefor^ with great 
gaiety, walking generally before the chaise^ the country 
being perfectly wild and mountainous, tiU ^jUbUt^ien, when 
I reached at length La MaLson Neuve. 

ith . — We are now at Fontainebleani*' Weilawe seen the 
palace, not quite as I could have wi8}ieji|^^;]igbt having 
failed us, and, in consequence, the seen it, 

however, with great satis&ctioD. chamber 

and dressing room are fitted up in style, with 
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great neatness, as it seems to me, in workmanship, and 
elegance of taste. The other apartments were magni- 
ficent and costly, which I thought less eluant. The whole 
effect from the outside, from the extent of the build- 
ing, variety both as to form and parts, and style of archi- 
tecture, was very grand and princely. I am dehghted, 
too, with the nature of the couiitiy, and of its fitness 
for the purpose for which it is mtended. There is art 
enough to remind one always of the neighbourhood of 
greatness ; but not so much as to destroy the enjoyment 
of wildness and sohtude. The morning was delight- 
ful, and gave the prospect of a fine day for entering into 
Paris ; this failed us, howTver ; the air, instead of clearing 
up, and giving way, as we expected, to a bright sun, 
continued so thick that nothing could be seen at a dis- 
tance of half a mile. The Faubourgs, as I was prepared 
to find, were mean and duty ; but the town itself, even 
m what I have yet seen of it, surpassed my expectations, 
and is in various respects superior to London, though in 
others much inferior to it, and perhaps inferior on the 
whole : the comparison is very difficult to be made. I 
have been since to the Italian Comedy, where I found no 
one that I knew but St, Leger, who had been at the camp 
at St. Omer. Young Broadhead was also there, and 
Captain or Colonel Leigh, and two other English, whom I 
did not know. Leigh’s opinion of the French troops was 
that they were larger men than the Enghah ; and the 
Swiss regiments were the finest he ever saw. He had 
understood that their war manoeuvres were very slow ; 
and, from his own view, he was of opinion that, in. respect 
of their camps, they were very ill-appointed and provided. 
He mentioned a curious anecdote of one of their colonels, 
who, in conversation with St. Leger, on the present dis- 
putes, expressed his doubts of the troops’ acting. From 
the theatre I came home, and feeling now, ‘as I have 
done ever since my arrival," much impressed with the 
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idea of Joeing in Paris, Rome certainly was a finer sen- 
sation ; Wut this comes next.

^th . — Douglas and I went to Versailles ; the gran- 
deur of Versailles passing my expectations. Nothing 
more pnncely than the great gallery, which is open, I 
understood, to all persons of decent appearance. We saw 
the King and the Comte d’Artois. Both Doughis and Mr. 
Dovrun confirmed -strongly my idea of the resemblance 
of the King to poor L<.)rd Northmgton. Tlie Uiieen, un- 
luckily, had not either gone to mas> with the King, nor 
gone to the Comedy. By tlie aid of Mr. Dovrun, we 
obtained admission to see the Little Trianon, whicli I 
really thought verj^ pretty. This made us so late in 
returning, that instead of going, as w^e talked, to the 
w^hich I bad not seen, we took a tour only 
in the gardens of the Palais Royal. Douglas kept me 
talkiiig till past one. There was a difficulty also aboufr 
my passport. Particulars of the journey not worth re- 
cording. It may be of more consequence to observe of 
my stay in Paris, that much of the pleasure of it was lost, 
by careless intemperance and neglect of preserving that 
degree of high health, which I had enjoyed 
journey. In an evening I was tempted to eat 
grapes, and to drink proportionately of an 
gundy, which they sold at two livres a bottle

For my rooms I paid six livres per dim ; they consisted 
of bedroom, sitting-room ; ditto, ditto, ibr servant ; they 
struck me at first as superb, but afterwards as mean, such 
is the force of companson. For ray carnage I paid fifteen 
livres per diem, two livres for coachman, lacqufds-de-plaoe 
two livres Traiteuf, for dinner, fqnr bvres. Breakfast, 
coffee and bread, but I think not butter, fourteen sola. 
For grapes I paid, ac(‘ording to the charge of the lacquais- 
de-louage, whose name was Thomasin, eight sola per 
pound.

One of them, of whom I 
made the enquiry, was the man who struck me with such 
a resemblance of the countenance in Hogarth’s print of 
the preparation for vrar My arrival at Boulogne was 
very pleasant, as was my whole journey It was at some 
distance from Boulogne, I think, in the stage but one be- 
fore, that I got the first view of the sea. Pleasure of the 
same sort as that of the Ten Thousand. The room and 
reception at Payne’s were uncomfortable ; a pleasant feel^ 
however, at the consciousness of being at home : much 
struck with the appearance of things the next morning. 
One of the circumstances most striking, a look of confi- 
dence and alacrity in the people, the same as I remember 
to have remarked the first time of having gone into 
France €uid St. Omer. An air of neatness too in every- 
thing, which I had in like manner remarked. 

November \iik . — I went to Sir Joshua Eeynolds’, and 
from thence home, where I heard, for the first time, of the 
death of my late footman, poor James, whose long conti- 
nuance in my service had enough impTinted hm on my 
memory and whose good qualities enough reGommeiHi^ 
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Jiim to my regards to make the news of his death an occa- 
sion of'iendemess, which does not fail to return whenever 
the |flbject passes through my mind. 

How I passed tlie five days till my lea\ing London 
(19th) I don’t particularly recollect; but I remember, lu 
general, that little of them was spent at home, not so 
much from impatience of being there as fr(.)m habit of 
vagrancy, and satisfaction more than ordinary, wliicli I 
found in moving about the streets. The impression of 
London as a new place was not worn off m those few 
days, nor the habit lost of fixing my attention on objects 
around me, and keeping my mind steady while my body 
was in motion. ()f my stay at Felbngg I must speak m 
the lump. From the moment of my arrnal m England I 
had left reading French, and from the time of my leaving 
London had taken to reading Greek. 
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Fchruarij 4M. — If I have again failed of making the 
eommonceinent of my account coincide with the beginning 
of the year, I have gained at least on the account of the 
year jireceding. Let me hope that these advantages may 
be an omen of the superior diligence with which this 
Journal will be earned on ; for I have no reason to alter 
the judgment, given in the outset of the last volume, that 
this piactice of journal writing leads one insensibly into a 
habit of composition, strengthens the powers of recollec- 
tion, and by showing how one’s time is actually disposed 
of, suggests the means and excites the desire, of disposing 
of it to greater advantage. 

It must have been in the preceding month that I ^oke 
upon the Prince’s right All that I have done besides in 
that way, since the present meeting of Parliament, and 
previous to' the present month, was in that short discussion 
oil the Ui^rpretatioii of the Address to the Prince, in 
which flie^nly merit I could pretend to, was, that I took 
tile lead^ And pointed out first the unfairness of that pro- 
ceeduji^.

Zrd . — I dined at Malone's against my wishes, it being 
the day of tlie Club I suffered myself to go to Ih^ckett’s 
principally with a \icnv to see wdiat had been said by the 
‘ Gazetteer ’ of my speech the Monday preceding, a curi- 
osity I have seldom felt before and still hess often indulged. 

Tlie next day w'as much the same sort. I rose late ; 
was tempted to go out ; met Lord Porchester at Burlington 
House, wdio gave me such an invitation from La^y P, to 
go to an assembly wdiich she had in the evening, afl“€Ould 
not be declined. I wxait there accordingly awl hfeving 
been invited to stay to supper, did not get home till 
betw’een tw^o and three. On Friday, which was the day 
following, I rather suspect w^as the (hgr (iSiing with 
Miss Adair, her father and brotheiv .expectation of

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meeting Mrs. vSiddons. What I did on Saturday I don’t 
reeollect ; on Sunday, I conceive, I dined with Lord Stor- 
mont, calling in the evening at Francis’s. 

It was perhaps the Monday after that I made another 
little exertKJii in the House, not on any previous intention, 
but })retty mui'h at the desire of Burke, who, upon Dun- 
das's g(‘tting up, deMred me -to Avait upon him.. What I 
did, answered the purpose sutriciently well. It was immo- 
diatelv an answer to Hawkins Browne ; the matter relative 
to a nnjtion oi Tjord North’s, for appointing by office, in- 
stead of by name, ('ertain of the Queen’s Council, on which 
the principle was stat(*d, winch directed one or other 
mod(‘ ot ap])oiiitinent, and the suspicion tQ which Parlia- 
ment would expos(' itself, hy adhering so tenaciously-^ 
one of thes(\ Mention was likewise made of the nature 
of this second office, which Parliament had to perform, 
and tlu' iinjiortanee shown to be not less than that of the 
first. P(M-)})le schemed to think the observations impi:>rtant 
ami well laid down. The reeollection of it now produ(‘ed 
by these remaiks, makes me know, that the observations 
were not well laid down, and far from powerfully urged. 

I think, the day after, went to the battle between John- 
son and Pyan at Eickmansworth The party were Crewe, 
Fitzpatrick, Grey and George. We had set off in time : 
the day was fine ; the company pleasant. We had an 
object before us ; the country air did its duty by me and 
I felt all those spirits, which such a concurrence of causes, 
was likely to produce. The delay that took place after- 
wards With the change of weather and vexation at being 
made too late for the debate, took off all satisfaction and 
made me well disposed to have gone away without seeing 
what we came for. 

The battle at length took place and was certainly a 
very grand one. Yet upon the whole I both- blame and 
am sorry for my going. The occasion was one those 
on which not to have gone would have been 'as muefi 
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matter of remark as the going. And I am not sure that 
if I had stayed I might not have taken part m the debate. 

19M -Tr\\^ent to Winds()r The objects of Eton, seen 
in company with an Eton boy, produced upon my mind 
more than their usual impression, and by disengaging my 
thoughts from present associations gave me for a while 
a new view of life * We lodged at tlu* Castle In the 
morning, A\e took before breakfast a short walk on the 
Terrace, and after brcaikfast saw the Castle In our \\ ay 
through Eton, stopj)e<l at Mr. Ib^thermgton's (Domine 
Newman, that was), walk<Ml through the school-yard, the 
cloisters and jdaying holds, and so to the chaise at the 
end of the Long Walk 

22nd. — Called, I remmnber, on Lady Howe, and meet- 
ing Fitzpatrick near Hay Hill, went back with him to 
Burlington House to see Fox Lost time in deliberating 
whether I should dirie at Lord tSpencer’s or not; deter- 
mined at last for dining and found in the event, that I 
had determined very rightly. It was just six when I 
went there. From the time of my going to that of my 
returning, was just three hours. What was I likely to 
have done in those three hours had I remained at home ? 
At dinner, were Sloper, George Conway, Bingham, 
Charles Greville, Mrs. Howe, old Lord^ George, and

Monday, 2?ird, was the night of my going to Mrs.

MtHih 1,"/— Went out at two to attend a meeting at 
Lurlingtoii House. J)ined at Lord Spencer’s, with Dele- 
gates, lYince, and Duke of York. 

'Ind . — Dined at Ad.'>ir’s Mi’s. Siddons, Burke, 

L. Adaii.f 

'Lv/ — At home all morning, I think. Dined at Club. 
Xunu-roiis meeting , JIinIio]) of Killaloe, Lord Palmerston, 
Lord Elliot, Sir Joseph Banks, d:e I had felt during the 
morning, what continued there, something of languor, 
which made me adopt finally a purpose, before conceived, 
of going to Mrs Byng at Drury Lane, where Mrs. Siddons 
was to a[)pear in ‘ Coriolanus.’ By the delay of the ser- 
vants and negligence of tlie waiters, I did not arrive till 
her part wuas linished. To accommodate Mrs. B., I stayed 
part of the farce, ‘The Waterman,’ so as to take her 
home. 

4^/i. —Dinner, I think, at home. In the evening, Mrs. 
Sheridan’s, with supper for the Delegates. 

bth. — Dinner, 1 have a notion, in like manner at home. 
Duchess of Devonshire’s ball ; stayed till four. 

— Employed, I conceive, for part of the morning,

1th. — Emi)l()ycd again about Sudbury. Great self-re- 
proach foi having neglected till then, what I had intended 
so long ago, on my leaving the country in Norwich. Dined 
at Lord Porchester’s ; Thomas Grenville, Lord Pobeit 
Spencer, Ciawford, Sir Gilbert Elbot, Pelham, Lady 
Almeria Carpenter Dozing in my own room, till it was 
time to go to Mis Crewe's. t<) a su])per prepared for the 
Delegates, to which I went witli a great deal of reluctance, 
ftut where I found myM‘lf very comfortable. 

8M. — S[)ent the whole of the morning at honn*, but 
was far from being, during the Avhole ol‘ it, jirofitably 
emjdoyed. The great employiueiit, which should have 
engaged me from some time back, viz. the prejiaratiou 
of myself for saying sometliing on the King's Message,* 
I had wholly neglected. Pai t of the morniug was lost in 
idle talk wnth Mrs. Lukin and part in deliberation wdiat 
I sliould do respecting dinner. One of my visits in tlie 
morning had been to the Bishop of St. David’s, an invita- 
tion to stay and dine there not firndy and skilfully re- 
fused, involved me in a sort of promise to go there in the 
evening. I drank tea, therefore, with him. 

10//o — The want of good prejiaration and tlio dis- 
couragement arising m every quarter to the intention of 
my saying anything, furnislied a pretext for silence, abun- 
dantly sufiicient for the moment, and that moment once 
past, nothimr was left but to condemn my own want of 
resolution, and to regret an opportunity which might 
have been improved greatly to my own ttp^it, and per- 
haps in some degree to the advantage of cause. 

After the House I w^ent m very bad 'spirits to dine wdth 
FuUarton, About 10 the coach came, and we went to

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see the ‘ Illuminations ; ’ Lady Margaret and Lady Anne, 
and Louglas, whom we took up at Lord North’s, but from 
the crowd of coaches 'sve could not get into any of tl^ 
best streets. 

— Notice to attend the Delegates at Carlton House, 
to receive the rriiice s answer ; went punctually at the 
time, M/. one o’clock Journey not unpleiisant except to 
Mrs Lukin, wIjo wiis low-spirited and aflecU'd with some- 
thiiiii wliuh 1 luid said beyond Avhat she ought. The drive 
fiom Lothian’s to Carlton House was the time of Burke’s 
intem]>eiale attack on me, for a dilTereiice, which he had 
foiced me to d(‘clare, on the aflairs of Jjaretfi* I must 
endeavoLii to obliterate from my mind, the impression, 
uhicli ])a^Mon so urireiusonable and manners so rude would 
])e apt to leave 

IVith — Entry into Sudbury. 

lOM — AftiT a good deal of business done m Norwich, 
in tile way of calling, <*aine away at half past twelve. 
Erom some accounts winch 1 lieaid, cannot help enter- 
taining doubts of the security of my seat. Will it not Ix^ 
advisable to ])ut the que-tion to people by a species of se- 
lect canvass? It is very fair to say, that they now know 
enough of mt* to be able to make up their minds, and 
that I may reasonably expect, tliey should declare tlieir 
minds, while time is yet left to me to IcKik out for other 
situations. We armed at Eelbngg about half jxist four 
and went to the Parsonage for some dinner, where we 
found George Wyndham 

18^A —Set out for the purpose of being at Norwich 
to-night, to be present at the illuminations on the King’s 
recovery ; and at Thetford to-morrow to meet Coke, who 
expects something to be said on the candidates for the 
county. 

\^th . — After 'walking about the to-wn the preceding 
evemng, supped at Tuck’s Coffee House in tlie large room

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above stairs. The two Crowes, Herring (John), Buckle, 
Bolton, James Beevor, &c. Felt as gay and happy, as m 
better company. Slept at Taylor’s, who wa.s in London. 
I had come from Aylsham with G. Wyndham The 
thought had occurred to me of going to Wrctham, where 
I found Coke was , but want of timely thought and de- 
cision suflered the moments to elapse, till my things were 
taken to my lodgings, and I thought it too late It was 
not too late to liave decided upon going, even after my 
things were removed to my lodgings. Tlie uncomfort- 
ableness occasioned by the whole of this, determiued me 
to livSten to a recpiest of Alpe’s to sup ^^it]l them at the 
' George,’ instead of returning to read iSimson’s ‘Algebra,’ 
whicli I had newly purchased, at my lodgings. 

20th . — Woke jiretty s(H)n and tliouglit earnestly of 
some matters that Jiad occiuTcd in Sinison Breakfasted 
at mu (Bell). Day spent as u'-ual on such occasions. The 
Grand Juiy^ 23 in number I dined with the judge, iSir 
Nathaniel Grove. At dinner Hobart was stating the case 
of a vote objected to at the Colchester committee, to a 
pauper, but admitted as having never received anything, 
though lie had been excused paying ]iarish rates. Mmgay 
coniirmed the decision of the committee m the true spirit 
of a literal lawyei , because he had nev(T received anything, 
and the judge seemed di^jiosed to do the same, aiad so 
most of the others But it is plain that, in the spintjyf 
the act, to have a payment remitted is the same as to 
have a payment made. The only doubt is, as the judge 
also remarked, whether the principle of construing a 
qualification strictly, should not operate in favour of the 
vote. 

22nd . — Went away between eleven twelve and 
expected to enjoy myself as usual during the drive (to 
Cossey), but soon found my attention go away without 
suspecting the cause, which did not discover itself till 
afterwards to be aickaess at the stomacli. 
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24:tk. — Mrs. Lukin and Mary, who had breakfasted 
here, returned to dinner ; and before difmer was on table 
George came in from Aylsliam fair. We dined in the 
library. They proposed, between nine and ten, to go 
home ; I rather pressed them to stay, thinking that I was 
not likely to employ the time to any advantage by my- 
self But the event showed I was mistaken ; for though 
I was excluded from my own room — the fire being gone 
out — 1 remained m tlie library reading Humes " History ’’ 
with great delight and prolit. 

‘d5M. — George and Lukin dined here, I think, 

and ceitainly slept here. I wish I could know at once in 
what year it was that ^ve used pretty constantly to walk 
out just before it ^^as dark, taking a circuit through the 
park and woods and sometimes beyond. 

21th — Day remarkably pleaf^int. This was an instance 
of a ride highly beneficial : I was thoroughly languid and 
jaded before I w'eiit out, the justice business having fol- 
lowed on some liours spent m diligent study, and imme- 
diately np(m getting on horseback felt my spirits revive 
and rise gi’aduully into a state of enjoyment wLich con- 
tinued during the remainder of the day. 

oOth. — Waked in the morning at five by a messenger 
from Norwich, informing me of Coke’s intention to can- 
vass Norwich the next day. Wrote to Forster my reasons 
for not coming as soon as I was up. Another express 
at the same hour. Obhged now to go. Head before I 
went to bed the account m the papers of the comnlence- 
ment of tlie settlement of Botany Bay. 

April — Eeturned to Felbngg about twelve. Came 
in the chaise till wfithin about half a mile and thought 
with great success of questions concerning impossible 
roots and negative signs, the same as had engaged my 
thoughts in going from Aylsham. 

2nd. — Wrote a long letter to Forster and Unthank, on 
tlie subject of the advertisement which had been sent me 
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from the Bury paper, put in by Sir Edward Astley. T 
had some more letters to write, particularly to the })rovo&t 
of Dublin, which I should have finished during the even- 
ing, but did only begin. 

'ird . — At three 1 went to the Parsonage and their 
dinner being Begun, returned and dined in the red room. 
Very comfoitable. I read Hume’s ‘ lli^torv.’ A week has 
now passed, for it is just so long since Brettingham cain(\ 
during which, except abinit a page or two of translation 
and some mathematical work carried on in my head, I 
have hardly had any regular em])loym(‘ut, or thought of 
anything, but cornices, cohmrs, stained glass, (kc. 

— Instead of bet^iking mysc-lf to any earnest em- 
ployment, or contriving how to des])atch most (piickly 
the attention iiecessaiy to be given to what wa^ doing 
below, I rather abandoned myself to the pro‘«'pect of 
interruption and sufiered my thoughts to wander, because 
my tame was likely to suffer some slight disturbance. I 
had hesitated, as the day before, between the red ro<.)m 
and the librar>% but decided differently and dined in the 
library I felt so comfortable as to puij'x'jse to mystif 
as a memorandum, that one of the ways, ‘qua ratione 
queas, etc.,’ was to read English liistor}- in the library. It 
■was near eleven before I was settled m my own room I 
considered then, not entirely without success, th«igh m 
a state too near to drowsiness to be proper for such dis- 
cussions, the question I have had in my mind lately about 
impossible roots. 

<otk — Anniversary dinner. Eetumed to Aylsham with 
Adey in the chaise ; slept during part of the way and for 
part, thought of address which is proposed for Eex, in the 
repeal of the Shop Tax. Though my fiaciikks were not 
clear, my attention was verj^ connected 

lO^A. — Afler^walking out for a littte.lrlaie in a mild 
but hazy mommg, I sat down to trguriiilion. What is 
the advantage, for purposes of pursu^ residence here 
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over residence in London ? One consideration is,'* that 
every day hero is not passed as I am supposing this to 
be ; iK^r every day there as I have supposed the one 
staked to be. There is then, to cover all, the great and 
ruling difTerence ol‘ health, which avails, I anl persuaded* 
more than any other. 

Vlth — Having risen at a little after seven and found 
tlie morning ver)’ fine, was tempted to order my horse, 
the liist tunc of my riding out before breakfast since my 
being liere I went round by Cromer, and called on 
G Wyndluim, win > was ]ust setting off for London. Church 
was 111 llie afternoon; the congregation fuller tlian I can 
remember almost to have seen, even of late, when cer- 
tainly a chanire liad beiai made m that respect, and which 
I cannot help suspecting to have been brought about hj 
tli(‘ iaTaugement of Mrs. Lukir', percemiig at different 
tunes what my opinions were and particularly, probably 
upon occasion of iny giving lo George the living of Eunton. 

13 ^//. — Eose at seven, and the monimg being the same 
as yesterday, followed the same course of riding and have 
found the same eflects. My spirits may be said, in fact, 
to I'lc over g( x )d ; for instead of pressing me forward to 
vigorous apjilication, they have broken out m singing and 
dancing. Upon the subject of singing, I have discovered 
a fact which I am not pleased with, that my voice m 
notes which I used to command, is become harsh and 
feeble. Whether this is only disuse, or some temp<irary 
cause, I cannot tell, but suspect it may be among the 
number of those changes which years are every day pro- 
duciFig, or that it may be the consequence of straining 
my voice, when speakmg this winter in the House of 
Commons, at the commencement of a hoarseness. The 
air 111 which I made the observation was, ‘ Viene o caro.’ 
From trying again and not finding the effect in the same 
degree, I rather hope it may be only disuse, a considera- 
tion which may recommend the practice occasionally of 
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singing to oneself oftener than ones spirits now prompt 
.one, for the purpose of keeping ones voice m proper 
style for other uses. 

14M. — Rose i)y time and rode out ; ride conlined to 
park and \v’r)ods. This was one of a ver^^ few^ occasions 
111 w'hich dinner seemed to make no break in the day, nor 
to occupy more tlian the mere time employed m eating. 
What a difference it w^ould make m tlie quantity of one’s 
time and in the degree of one's enjoyment, if this w^as 
always to be so ! and i^ there not very good reason to 
believe that it dejiends on oneself only to have it ahvays 
so? Surely this is w^orth the ex})erinient. 

\hth . — Rode to llanw^orth. Ihned, as I had purposed, 
at Parsonage. Mrs. Lukin, after dinnm-, ])roduced some 
letters of mine, some of W'hich she liad shr)wm me the night 
before, from dates as early as — (13 Of later dates she 
has a great many, wdnch I am to see. Those wdiich I 
have seen hitherto show^ no powx‘rs of any sort, yet they 
have more regularity than I should have expected from 
my letters of those periods and liavc occasionally, I think, 
something m the structure of sentences resembling my 
present writing. 

— Spent the chief of the morning in the library, 
in a kind of desultory mathematical reading ; and wdien 
the time came for nding out. supposing that a nde was 
to be taken before dinner, found myself so much distracted 
and exhausted, as to stand very much m need of that 
relief. 

YJth , — Justice meeting at Cromer. The weather having 
been rendered by the ram uncommonly p^^jasaut, took a 
ride round by Runton, calhng, m my Johnson’s. 

I had decided to return home before I to flie Par- 
sonage and I continued employed with, '^eat success, 
from seven to half-past nine, in stating -•jat length the 
nature of the argument used by Simpson (Thomas) in 
assigning the sum and of the series 1^, 2^ 3^, (&:c.

18M, — RcKle out with Mrs, L. before ainner/^OOB^ing 
our ride, from the lateness of its commencQOEjWjt,^ the 
park I had to settle the place of some to be 

added to tho^e at tlie IS corner of tUe^^houil. We 
dined in tlie red room. The supper in the library ap- 
peartid to me mon* d(unestic and convivial than I had 
ever pndiably found it before. 

r.h/i — riicomfortable from the same causes that had 
nnnle me so liefore I had not dispatched my business 

1 ouglit, nor felt the power to do so now The feel 
was nicrease<l by some irritation, more than was wise, at 
th(‘ folly of r-reor^e liringing his boy John to breakfast, 
to be stuffed with chocolate, d.c., at the expense of our 
conversation. After \anous delays I set off with George 
in the chaise, not till it was so late as to leave little hopes 
of ri'acliing Ipswich before ele\en. In setting off, it 
o(‘curred to me that I had done wrong not to ride to 
Aylsham I accordingly ran back for my horse and 
tlius had the satisfaction of again taking leave of Mrs. 
Imkin, though my riding back so unexpectedly occa- 
sioned a momentaiT alarm. 

20M — Left Ip'-wich not till near twelve. Saw Hum- 
phries there and was entertained for the first time with 
some sparring : felt much amused with the whole of the 
business. During the whole of the way I was employed 
in thinking — ^first, on a proposition ; then, on some ques- 
tions about combinations, particularlv about the affinity 
between an increase of a rectangle, the nearer the parts 
get to equality, and the increase of the combinations, the 
nearer the numbers being complements to each other, and 
which may be taken an equal number of times out of 
the proposed number, get to equality. There must be 
something of a principle common to these two processes. 
We dined at Witham ; drank tea at Ingatestone, where 
we were detained some time for want of horses. 

May . — It is now more than three weeks aincse I 
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arrived in town. My departure from England last sum- 
mer is the point, perliaps, at whieh I may state myself to 
have made, in this jirogressive improvement, the greatest 
step. It de^er\xs to be remembered that, aeeording to 
this statement, the greatest improvement s(^ems to hav(‘ 
been made at times when least opportunity was afforded 
to solitary study Let me reeall, as far as I eaii, in wliat 
manner my time has been passed, that souk* <'»pinion may 
be formed as to the causes of this effis-t and some infer- 
ence as to the mo.st advantageous application of time 
in future I had (‘ompany to dinner, 1 think the lOth, 
when Byng, Palmer, Courtenay and Maloiu^ dimsl witli 
me. They stayed a short time and 1 walkc'd afterwards 
about the streets, meditating on souk* busuu'ss — the Cc-ii- 
sure, I think, oa Burke and the Managers, which was to 
come on the next day. 1 have sjioki* m the House tins 
tune oftener than usual — once on the C'ensure — that is, 
one day; for I s])oke m the course of tlic* day three timers, 
on the Repeal of the Test, Acts, on the Hawkers and 
Pedlars, viz. 18th. 

To-day (20th) a few words on the bringing up of a Bill 
to ])revent the robbery of gardens. Of thesi^ spei'ches, 
what the estimation was, I don’t know That on the 
Censure, appeared to me to contain a statement of part 
of the question, sufficiently obvnnis, but which had by 
some means been overlooked and which I thought more 
forcible than any that had been urged. PigOftt was of 
the same opinion I dem’t re(*ollect, however, lhat from 
others I heard much commendation of it Let me recol- 
lect, by the way, that there must ^havg been another 
opinion of my speaking on the sam^ qiteslioii, since part 
of what I said now, was, m answer ia retoarks made on 
what I had said before. What I eaM other day, on the 
Hawkers and Pedlars, seemed Iso i|b .have more the 
air and character of a speech, and to be treated in a way, 
more calculated to take ^with the hearers, than anything 
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I had ever done. Some things, too, which have baen said 
to me since, might favour that opinion ; yet, whether it 
IS tliat the thinness of the House and smallnefl# of the 
occasion made less notice to he taken of it, or that all 
praise is relative to previous expectation, and that where 
more is expected more must be done to gain the same 
praise, 1 hiive heard less of this (though certainly as much 
as it deserved) than 1 have heard on former occasions. 
It certainly seems to me very odd and is a proof how 
much th(^ notion of a speecli raises m people’s imagina- 
tion the \alue of wliat it consists, that anything I liave 
ever said in the House should have been thought of a 
second time. MiK'h of the ])rai^e given on these occa- 
sions, certainly depends on the circumstances and estima- 
tion of the sjieaker. 

Let any one lemember the reception and examine the 
language and matter of any of Francis’s speeches and 
then say what the jiropoition is, on mattCTs of this sort, 
between praise and merit. Francis b speeches are regular 
compodtions, exhibiting in many [larts great force of 
thought and conceived, throughout, in language peculiarly 
elegant and energt'tic. I know not any one whose speeches, 
in respect of cleaniess and force of diction, can stand in 
competition with Francis’s. What I have said at any time 
must come infinitely short, since I should despair very 
much, even, of writing sucli language. What I have said 
can, 111 fact, nsc to no higher character, than that of a few 
loose points, acutely argued and sometimes forcibly ex- 
pressed. So much for that. 

I do not recollect when I have felt so gay and pos- 
sessed my faculties ki such good state. Yet I do not fiom 
hence infer that this latter condition is the consequence of 
those preceding it These spirits and this good state axe 
rather the consequences of causes quite opposite, which 
give the greatest proof of their efficacy, by having pro- 
duced an effect capable of resisting the operation of present 
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habits and possibly of being even improved by them. It 
has been by different habits of hfe that I have succeeded 
so well in the present ones. I am inclined to place them, 
as well as everything else that is good, principally to the 
operation of causes more remote and of which tlie seat is 
in the mind. It is exceedingly difficult to ascertain the 
true point. It is exceedingly difficult, to put one’s wishes 
and purposes respecting sleep, in such a state, that the 
effort to wake sliall just have force enough to overajine 
sleep, when sleep is the effect of vicious indulgence and 
not when it is wanted for the repair of weariness. I 
think I am now in danger of extending it too far, and it 
must always be remembered, tliat tlie error on that side is 
the most hurtful, as it mv(jlves in it, not only the abate- 
ment of the use of tunc*, but the absolute and total loss of 
it. 'SMicn I first came to town i went on with what had 
been my employment at Fehnigg, changing only the im- 
mediate object, and resinned the question m Jones about 
the circulating figures. Though my first attempt was not 
quite satisfactory, I seemed afterwards to be making some 
progress, when the interruptions of other concerns obliged, 
or at least occasioned, my laying it aside. From that 
time I can only say that I have hardly done anything in 
mathematics, except a cursory solution of one question in 
Dodson, and the conipletmn of a pro]iositi(3h in Stuart, 
on the day I went to Salt IIill (April 17th). It is re- 
markable that the getting into the country air seemed to 
restore at once all my inclinations and all my powers. 
Probably situation, such, namely, as ex^pted one from

All mathematical studies have, t^p^ore, been sus- 
pended, or as nearly as I have stated, %6aoe 20t}i April to 
now, 3(>th May. A great difference tbis from what I had 
looked forward to. In the midst of ao-much inteiruption 
as business and engagements must give at this time of 
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year, it may be questioned whetbea: mathematical studies 
had not better be wholly laid aside, than prosecuted so 
imperfectly as they must be in such a state Another class 
of studies wholly laid aside have been classical studies. 
Since the year 1785, in which I conceive it was that I 
went to Scotland, I have not passed so long a time as I 
have, measuring back from the present, without looking 
into a C4reek author. I have not read a line of Greek since 
I came to town. Tht‘ same may be said of my stay at 
Felbrigg and even of the whole of my time since my 
return from abroad. The last Cireek I read, or rather 
meddled witli, was in the chaise with Douglas. The last 
I read professedly was m my journey to Bristol, just before 
that Of Latin, I have read none for a much longer period. 
Indeed I hardly know when I have read any, studiously 
or professedly, at any time

30M — Out in the morning, viz. meeting at Burke’s, 
Norfolk Club. Hippisley's afterwards, wliere detained in 
dispute about Slave Trade with an old gentleman, who 
proved to be Judge Gould's brother. 

June — Dinner at Douglas’s. Went with Sneyd to 

Lord North’s. 

2nd.— In my way out of town, called upon Lord and 
Lady Lucan, with whom I sat for a quarter of an hour. 
It was eleven when I got to Booking, where I stopped the 
night. The country was in its highe.st beauty and co- 
operating with the mildness and freshness of the air, 
inspired considerable feelings of vernal dehght. I had 
stopped for a few minutes at Eep ton’s. 

bth . — Arrived at Felbrigg between twelve and one. 
Got to the Hall and into my room about two. • My stay 
at Felbrigg, which lasted only two days, had nothing re- 
maj^kable. excent its having been the time of my begin-

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ning Smith’s ‘ Harmonics,' and acquiring whatever know- 
ledge I have of the subject, beyond the in&poction of the 
fir^t pages of tlie same book, when I bought it ; and a 
similar inspection of the introductory (hscourse of Euler. 
I arrived at Felbrigg on a Friday morning and on Sunday, 
while I was sitting at dinner at the Parsonage, received a 
letter which made it necessary for me to return imme- 
diately. The occasion was the vacancy of the Speakca’’s 
chair, by the advancement of Grenville to be Secretary 
of State. I set off in about two hours after I received 
the letter, taking Mrs. i«iikin in tlu' chaise to Ilanworth, 
wliere we drank tea, and from whence I s(‘t off on horse- 
back, following the chaise My jouiney, \\hich continued 
all night, was not unpleasant ; and if I had executed what 
I had intended and intended in such a way tliat I thought 
the execution safe, I should look back to it with pleasure ; 
but, the vexation I feel at having suffered myself (I know 
not why) to be restrained from speakmg upon tlie occasion, 
makes me impatient to drive from my memor}" the whole 
of that period. The consequences of such omissions are 
probably much greater than one is apt to reckon them. 
The way to estimate them would be to consider, what 
portion such a day would Jfcfcve made, of all the political 
fame and consequence, thkt one has.

lijth, — My stay at Eelbngg, wdiich continued for twelve 
days, had nothing remarkable, except that, in proportion 
to the enjoyment I had lately had in London, T felt more 
the \rant of such enjoyments where I w^as. I missed the 
satisfactions I had left, and experienced that effect, which 
I must always to a degree lay my account wuth, and which 
in the general conduct of life I have never enough con- 
sidered, that as opportunities of study are multiplied, the 
incentives to it are often in the same proportion with- 
drawn. I found certainly, according to Dr. Johnson’s 
expression, a very great and sudden refrigeration of ap- 
phcation. I forget' how much of my time was employed 
in business, which I cannot without inconsistency con- 
demn, since I have long condemned the omisBUin of k, 
namely, in reading letters and papers, transmitted te me 
from my father and which tor the greater part liave

Southgate Farm and Lord 
Turtman’s ; Franci:?'s family, Mr and Mrs Culveden, Gor- 
ing and Ins daughters Very pleasant ; much struck with 
the beauty of tlie place, felt the country perfectly new 
and strange ; sur})rised that there should be so much 
near Loudon of which I knew so little.

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— Dined at Club as a point of duty and at the 
expense of a party from whioli I expected satisfaction, at 
Francis's. (Inly Courtentiy and Sir Joshua, Malone having 
(not \ery fairly) stayed away. 

22?c/. — From the kind memorial furnished me from 
Norwicli, of which mention will be made below, this was, 
I find, a day by no means to be forgotten, being that on 
winch I made tlie motion, or rather, I am sorry to say, 
proposed the motion, for leccumg the mquir}^ about the 
exportation of corn.* It is curious to observe how dif- 
ferently proceedings in Farliament a])pear, accortling as 
they are viewed m their causes or their consequences, m 
the talents necessary to conduct them and the effects they 
pfoduce, or the impression they make out ot doors. This 
motion about the grain is an event almost m the history of 
the times. It has not only occaMoned a good deal of talk 
here, but has engaged c*\ eii tlie attention of a neighbouring 
nation Yet to the production of this so little thought 
went, that the merest trifle would liave turned the pur- 
pose aside, and lu the support of it nothing more was said 
than the most cursory consideration suggested. The mea- 
sure, which may have made an impression on the mind of 
a great nation, was adopted with as little consideration and 
dismissed with as little execution of mind, as could be given 
to any opmion thrown out m a private compafty. 


* Towardb the end of thin seftgion Mr Windham called the attention of 
Government to a requisition from France, which waB then suffering the 
greatest distress from a scarcity of grain. The object of this requisition 
was, to be supplied with 20,000 sacks of flour from this country. So small 
a Foon ought to bo granted, he thought, from motives of humanity and 
might be Mfely granted ; but a committee of the House of Commons having 
decided against it, the Ministers, though they profaased themselves disposed 
to afford the relief sought for, would not, after such a decision, undertake to 
grant it upon their own responsibility. The leading part which Mr. Wind- 
ham took in favour of this requisition occasioned amongst some of his con- 
stituents at Norwich a considerable clamour.

AwjuM ‘^th. — Tev-day I received the letter from Norwich 
enclosing tlu* handbill relative to what I liad said about 
tlie exportation of corn. The necessity of thinking of 
soiiK ‘tiling to be said in answer to this, added to what 
else 1 had to do, occasioned my staying at home till 
dinner, wlieri 1 liad, as I mentioned, company. 

^th . — At woik all the morning and till the post went 
out in ^\ntulg andeopying what I was to send to Norwich 
in answer to the handbill ; well-satisfied wnth my punc- 
tuality and dispatch and not dissatisfied with my per- 
Ibj'inancc lly taking the form of a letter to the common, 
which was likewise the properest, there was less necessity 
foi being solicit! ais about the writing It was good enough 
not to be asliained of, and w'as very w^ell calculated to 
answ^ei its jiurpose. 

llf/< — BrujIdJiebnMLme . — The morning after my arrival 
I saw^ Fox, and liad a very pleasant hour with him before 
Ills going to St Ann's. Till last night I have been in his 
house, an advantage of comfort and retirement which I 
have not made the most of. On Friday, the day after our 
coming, I dined wfith the rrince and had the satisfaction 
of seeing in the morning and again in the evening, a 
fencing match wnth the great St. George ; w^hen every one 
was retired in the morning, I took up a foil with Koland 
one of the fencers, and w^as shocked to find how much I 
had lost, not only in skill, but of strength and activity. I 
think I was CQnsiderably below what I was some four or 
five years ago at Oxford. The mode of life is as new, 
almost, as that of another country^, and though, hitherto, 
not such precisely as I should wish to continue long 
together, yet I am far from thinking that a month or two 
here mi^t not be spent writh equal profit and pleasure, 
and that if it had not been a slackness in me, in the pur- 
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Biiit of satisfaction, that I have never been here before 
with affixture of company, with leisure and good air, 
must give great advantages to this over the sohtude and 
languor of Felbngg. 

\2th . — The regular day of the packet was yesterday, 
but I had given up the thought of going on account of the 
business of to-day, namely, the celebration of tlie Pi nice s 
birthday. Accounts are said to have come from London 
discouraging any English from visiting or staying at Paris ; 
but I cannot prevail upon myself to lay any stress Ujion 
them. Exce]it the danger of accidental iiiisckief to which 
every one may in some mea.^ure be exposed, wlio comes 
within reach of a tumult or of dangers from robbers, 
winch tliese time's may certainly increase, but against 
which prudence may guard, I cannot conceive that any- 
thing more is to be appiehended than m travelling in 
France at any time. 

— The entrance to Eouen was magmficent beyond 
my expectations, though the evening had began to close 
m, so as to take off something of the view. The post before, 
we had seen a notifrcation wdiich prepared us for some dif- 
liculty likely to occur, on account of their having suffered 
us to go from Dieppe without a passjiort. The Garde 
Bourgeoise thought themselves obhged to carry us to the 
Hotel de YiUe, while our chaise remained at thPgate, and 
much ceremony took place, attended, however, with great 
civility throughout. Before it could be settled, that we 
should proceed to our hotel, upon the strength of my letters 
which I mentioned to Messrs. Uuesnel, without them or the 
testimony of some person of the pl^, we should have 
been obliged, they seemed to think, to go back to Dieppe. 

September 8/A. — All the time I had foM||ployment at 
Paris was occupied in reading and wriMf French for 
study. The advantages gained in the ac^^sition of lan- 
guage or in the made for that purpo^fe, would have 

redeemed the time suspicion of having been ill em- 
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ployed. But it is by no means necessary to recourse 
to that consideration ; much pleasure was fehvpad many 
impressions received. The advantages received conse- 
(piently cannot be doubted. The day spent in the Na- 
tional Assembly, the walk to Chaillot, the dinner with 
Dillon, are all instances of that opinion. The day of 
Jej)h son's and my leaving Paris was, it appears, the 6th. 
Gardener, Digby, and Throgmorton called the morning 
of my going, mid sat till near the time of our departure. 
Notlnng could be more gay and pleasant than the whole 
of our hist day’s journey The magnificence of the Castle 
of Gallion,* and tlie views m the first stage from Mantes 
and still more the view in the approach to Kouen, will be 
thought by many sujierior to anything, which the island 
can show. In tlie last instance and in certain respects I 
am inchued to that opinion myseK 

— Arrived at Brighthelmstone. About an hour 
before our arrival I came upon deck and was well 
enough to enjoy the prospect, literal and hgurative, that 
was before me 1 wish I could think that, by better 
management m contriving to come in for the close of the 
Prince of Wah's’s dinner, I had enabled myself to enjoy 
equally the retrospect There never Was any tiling so 
stupid as my not going (notwithstanding the lateness of 
the hour before I was enabled to dress) to see, at least, 
whether I might not have gone in. 

10^^. — Another folly, that, before I set out and quitted 
a dinner so pleasant as was offered me, I did not think of 
inquiring whether Lord North had not left Tunbridge. 
The whole of my dinner was poisoned by the reflection 
of my former folly. Before our eurival, too, it was dark 
and the weather cold and gloomy. When I arrived and

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found Lord North was gone, the measure of my uncom- 
fortabteness was full 

lltA. — The only tlniig well done at Tunbridge was 
the rising in tlie morning (agreeably to what I had pur- 
posed overnight) so early as to be ready a little after six 
o'clock. The day promised nothing but incessant ram 
and the appearance of things was much less gay than I 
had been accustomed to. We went into London, how- 
ever, tolerably cheerful and ariived theie between two 
and three. Having got out at the end of rarliament 
Street, I went to Lord rahnerston's, whom I did not lind 
at home, and to Mr^. Guise, whom 1 did. From her I 
lieard for the first time the story of her daugliter’s mar- 
riage and of the unhappiness she was likely to nn^et 
with. It had e\idently pi eyed much ujxm Mrs. Guise's 
spirit'', nor does it a})})ear too much relief is to be hoped. 
The advice I gave them, of securing a good understand- 
ing with the parents, is, I am jiersuaded, the best. I have 
seen them again since. I had dined, as we had settled, 
at Malone’s, where were Courtenay and Je])hson ; and m 
the evening Sir Josliua, whom I had called upon in my 
way and 'found m as melanch<jly a way, with resjiect to 
liis eyes, as the newspapers had represented him. The 
SIX days I passed in London had nothing m them remark- 
able, particularly after the time passed there*in nearly 
similar circumstances last year. The degree of enjoyment 
in both cases nearly the same, that is, in both very con- 
siderable and proceeding in both from much the same 
causes. I walked the streets with a mixed sensation of 
strangeness and acquaintanc'e, looking at it as at a new 
place, yet enjoying tlie comfortable reflection all the while 
that I was at home. 

12^A. — I should have done more to my ;:«iti8faction if I 
had dined with Lord Palmerston and ^large party at 
Shene. The cause preventing my going was, that t could 
not afford the expense of taking a chaise on purpose. This 
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to me IS nothing new, but would seem very odd to those 
who judged of one’s means of expense by one’s nommal 
income. Iia\ing given up the party to Shene, I went 
after dinner t<.) Kingston House, to Lady Anne and Lady 
Margaret : there I stayed till between ten and eleven. 

lijth . — I don’t recollect fur oeitain but, I think, went to 
a fencing match and sat for a good while with Eamsden, 
the fust time since my ac(|uaintance with him in the year 
1772 1 decided mther hastily upon sending a number of 

books ba(‘k toFelhrigg, particularly my set of Commenta- 
tor'^. which, tliough jiroper enough to be kept at Felbngg, 
are perha[)s too valuable and m too good preservation to 
he trusted to the risk and accidents of a passage by sea. 

11th . — I set otf, it appears, on the 17th. The purpose 
of going by Thetford, and of meeting Lord Hubert, though 
not Fox, I accomplished. The (A'casion is to be remem- 
bered from its having put me upon thinking with more 
care of the puzzle which I heard of once before in tlie 
same society, of the expediency or act of a person mean- 
ing to go to a certain point, changing his place, unless 
he knows lieforehand of the relation and distance to the 
point sought, of that to which he is required to change. 
They state the question Bomething diflerently, but that 
above contains the substance. Lord Hubert, who was the 
pei*son that started the question, showed, as might be 
supposed, that he knew nothing of the doctrine to which 
it belonged. I said at the time what was an answer to 
his objections, but did not understand the full extent of 
the difficulty, nor make out the true solution till I thought 
of it in my post-chaise the next day. I must make an 
entry of the solution in the ‘Adversaria,’ as the reasoning 
is of a sort not quite obvious. 

18M. — I arrived at Norwich early, having risen be- 
tween five and six and traversed the town, not without 
some little anxiety and more I think than I ou^t to have 
teit, for the reception I was to meet with. My anxiety' 
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perhaps was more properly mortification at finding, or 
seeming to find, that my ])ubhcation had not been well 
thought of. Yet, I don't know why I should be much 
moved by that, for the publication certainly contained 
nothing tliat was absurd nor ill calculated for its purpose, 
and more than that, it did not pretend to. I stayed the 
evening and had a supper, neither imjirofitable noi 
unpleasant, at Taylor’s 

October 4f/i. — FeU)ruj<] — My mother went away. 

Vlth . — After tlie SesMons, the next thing seems to ha\e 
been the Camp, which took place to-day. Tin* particulars 
need not be set down, botli because they are ummjiortant 
and beciiuse they are wtdl remembered. 

10^/^ — I went with Mrs. Lukin to Coke’s. I’arty there: 
Fox, Dutton, *E Fawkener and liootliby. There were 
others whom I had not known of before ; Captiiin Ko- 
berts, a relation of Coke’s, who had serv’ed a great deal 
in America; and afterwards Ibshton, &:c. My stay, w'hich 
continued till the Saturday following, was sufficiently 
jileaaant, would have been much more so, if the jitun in 
my face had not at all times given me a certain degree of 
annoyance and occasionally been such, as to destroy all 
thought and comfjit. I contrived, however, notwith- 
standing all impediments, to do something, particularly 
to go on for several more propositions ir^ the treatise 
‘ De Arte Conjectandi,’ which I had judiciously brought 
with me. I read likewise several useful papers. One 
paper, an investigation by Dodson, m the year 1754, of 
some questions of survivorship, which presented a fair 
mark to the exerase of one’s thoughts and on which 
they have been employed till this time. 

24:th . — At my return home on Saturday, I found Dod- 
weU, who, not having received my letter, had been ar- 
rived since the Thursday. The sight of him at Felbrigg 
excited very pleasing emotions ; he is a man for whose 
character I feel great respect, in whose company I have 
much pleasure, and to whom, from early acquaintance 
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and sense of his regard for me, I feel much attached. I 
hardly know any one whose esteem I should feel more 
pain to forfeit, and whom I would go greater lengths U) 
serve 

— I had gone to Fakenham. That night was 
memorable for an event long to be remembered by the 
calamity it has occasioned ; a storm which, from its 
suddenness iis well as its violence, has produced a greater 
(h‘structioii among the slopping on the coast, than any 
that lias lieen r('niembcr(‘d for a long while. The traces 
of it are seen evciywhere, some less shocking, as vessels 
stranded, the crews and cargoes of which have been 
saved and others more melancholy, as the wreck of those 
whicli lia\(' jaa'ished altogether and the carcases of the 
unfortunat(* crews 

Xorr//thcr bth . — Lady iluekitvgham's ball, which was to 
have beim on the 3rd, was put off on account of the 
death rtf poor George By ng, to the 0th. I did not go, 
})artly bei'ause I did not like it, but more because Mrs. 
Lukin did not go. I felt a little dissatisfied at her not 
lienig asked, l)ut was less influenced in staying away by 
tliat dissatisfaction, tlian by a desire of qualifying any 
disappointment which Mrs. Lukin might have felt. 

1th . — Palmer and I and Lord Frederick went to Rain- 
ham ; Lord Frederick slept here the niglit before ; Palmer 
and he went in the chaise, I on horseback. The poor Mar- 
quis is so broken that possibly he may never return from 
Bath ; it is hardly possible that he should live long ; the 
prospect of leaving hfe seems to soften his mind and ren- 
ders him sensible to attentions.

"12nd — The efiect, however, of these reflections seems 
to have ended very much with th^ making them ; for I 
cannot cite the ten days that have elapsed since then as 
among the times when the prosecution of jiaxticuiar jwir- 
suits has been most diligent or most happy.

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eight before I rose, and to dissipate what I thought was 
amiss in myself, ordered my horse and took a short ride.

December — Dined at Lord Lucan’s with a large 
party of French. There were a Madame de Boufflers, 
Due and Duch. de Luxembourg, French ambassador, 
and the daughter of Madame de Boufflers.

Sir Ralph and Lady Payne, Lord Macartney, and in the 
evening, Mr. Walpole. 

4iL — Set off for Norwich. Drank tea at NewmarkeL 
Between Chesterford and Newmarket I had thought wi^ 
great success of Proposition 13~2 of Theodosii^ which had 
been left incomplete, when I came away from the oountry. 
Journey as usual very pleasant.

April — My Joumal has been neglected, it must 

be confessed ; but in returii my neglects m other artudes 
have been less than at any former jieriod It is in sour* 
respects consolatory and in otliers gi'ievous, to consider 
how diflerent my hfc* has been this time from what it ever 
was before I have now began to discover, for the first 
time, that as much may be done in London as at any 
other place. To what is this change owing Is it a fac't 
that has always been true and only now discovered; or 
is it, that some change, not depending on myself, has 
really made the difference ? I suspect that there is a con- 
currence of causes, but that the principal is in my own 
determination. Let us say in what this change consists. 
Internally and substantially, I make a greater jirogress in 
all ^ts of employment. I possess my faci^ties m greater 
perfection and enjoy through r)ut the day, in ever}" situa- 
tion, either of solitude or company, a higher^ degree of 
happiness. The places at which I can recollect to have 
dined are Coke’s, Sir G Ctirnewall’s, Lord Palmereton’s, 
Lord Malmesbury’s, North’s, Francis’s, Mr. Culveden’s, 
Burke’s, my mother’s, Tierney’s, <fec. Of these, the only 
place besides Thomas’s at which I have dined frequently, 
has been my mother’s. Since my coming to town this 
time, I have perceived the first instances in her of a 
decay of faculties. It consists principally in a continual 
forgetfulness and misapplication of names. From the 
moment this has been perceived, whatever impatience 
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used formerly to be felt, has been lost in the general wish 
to alleviate the sense of such a misfortune, should it chance 
to be felt and to render what may remain of life as happy 
as possible. The consequence has been, that I have dmed 
with my mother, as often as I have been disengaged, and 
have sought by eveiy means to contribute to her satis- 
faction, whatever was m my power. 

Previous to my departure from Felbrigg to London 
and from tlie beginning of the year, my chief employment 
was Theodosius and translation. For some time before 
I went, the time spent by myself and in hard and vigo- 
rous a])})lication, came to be more considerable. I felt 
accordingly my powers of application increase and my 
faculties strengthen Many, however, both during that 
jieriod and still more before, were the omissions with 
which I had to reproach myself. Little care was taken 
to regulate the coiu'se of thought, when it was not regu- 
lated of Itself, in virtue of some express and positive 
employment 

My journey into Norfolk on the 6th instant was not 
intended as an excursion of pleasure, nor made in cir- 
cumstances likely to answer that pm'pose. I should have 
liked to have gone down, when first the business requir- 
ing one’s attention was at end, and when I should have 
had before me the prospect of staying at Felbrigg for 
some weeks. My journey both m going jmd coming was 
leas fatigmng or disagreeable, than I had been inclined to 
expect ; so much less so, that if it were not for some 
objection in point of decorum, I should be tempted every 
now and then to obtain by those means a week or two 
in Norfolk, when it may not be convenient to lay out 20/. 
m a journey thither in a postchaise.

\hth . — Though it is now past four, I have sat entirely 
at home ; I have done nothing but meditate a !«>pee(d], 
on the old subject of evidence.* From four till it was full 
time to dress for dinner, I was employed in a letter to the 
Librarj^ Committee at Norwich, who had transmitted to me 
a petition to the Duke of Norfolk, praying that they might 
have the use of the Roman Catholic cliapel for their books. 
As I had formerly applied for this on behalf of the Roman 
Catholics themselves, it \vae necessan,^ to explain to the 
Committee, why I could do no more for their petition than 
present it. Dinner at W. Stanhope’s. A University party ;

I sat next to 
Burke, with Fox next to him, and had a tolerable share of 
conversation, the ])rmcipal subjects of which were Bruce ; 
tlie conduct of the judges on the Impeachment ; Dunning ; 
farming; architecture and ])amting. Fox was stating, as 
a test of the merit of Blackstone’s ‘ Commentaries,’ that if a 
man had all that ready in his mind, he would be a better 
lawyer, possibly, than any man in the country.

23r(i. — Dined at Sir Hemy Englefield’s ; Stanley, Miss 
Stanley, Miss Berr}\s and Miss Seton, Engagement made 
in the moniing very pleasant. Am Hungarian or Aus- 
trian engineer, called in the evening, who had lost an 
eye by excessive watching, five days, as was said, at the 
siege of Belgrade. 

25M. — Stayed at home employed, as I have been for a 
day or two past, on the question started last year, at 
Francis’s, in consequence of a discussion of it, by Lord 
Kaimes, relative to the claim of the owners in case of 
jetsom. At five went to Club, where the question was 
to be put, of filling iq) the number to forty.

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26f/i. — At a little past four set out to the House in 
order to attend a business about the Wool Stayed

The drawings are of views and antiquities, made 
during travels into Greece and tlie countries of the Le- 
vant, in company with Sir Richard Worsl(*y I had great 
satisfaction in seeing them. It was a whimsical I'lrcum- 
stance that the first person who ])reseiited himself to iny 
view, and with whom I was place 1 cheek byjole, wiia 
Mr. Hastings. The conversation, too, or rather the* ex- 
position, by Revely, of some of the particulars of the 
9tSite of Athens, was of a singular character, considering 
the auditors, being an account of tlie violences and mis- 
conduct of tlie governors Mi. Hastings did not stay 
long — not in consequence of that cc»n\ ersation, though 
probably in consequence of the company with whicli he 
found himself joined. Some of the particulars leanit 
upon this occasion, not of the greatest coiu»equence, but 
convement to be remembered, ore; — 

That Alexandria is now a very inooDsiderable place, 
being entirely confined to the isthmus between the two 
harbours.

Suppose I liad stayed only half the time and left 
undone the things, wdiatever they were, that occupied 
the remaining half, should I have been worse, except in 
imagination ? Would not all tlie things which I disposed 
in their places, have been just as safe and remained just 
as quietly, though I had left them where they were at 
first ? They would so certainly, and often much of the 
anxiety wdiich one gives oneself upon such occasions 
might well have been spared. But I believe it may 
generally be said, that the trouble taken at such times, is 
at least the means of saving trouble at some future time, 
and often such, as would not at any future time be equally 
effectual.

Such is almost constantly the 
case with letters : such is very much the case with things 
suffered to get into disorder. 

lOih. — Breakfasting at Newmarket, arrived at Norwich 
about seven in the evening. 

What took place afterwards it is not necessary to detail ; 
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as much of it will be remembered as is worth remember- 
ing. The whole business, on my part, was conducted in 
a manner perfectly satisfactory to myself, except in the 
single instance, of my yielding to the persuasion of others, 
and consenting to let Wilkes go to town. 

\hth — The Tuesday, at night, I had gone over to Fel- 
bngg ; the o(xasion too memorable to be forgotten — 
Mrs. Lukin's illness. 

18M. — Day of election. 

— Slept at Taverham. — Coke there. In great 
spirits luid great possession of myself during the whole 
time of the election. 

July Itk . — IVoimsed Lady Buckinghamshire to ride 
over to Blickling. 

— After walking about very pleasantly and drink- 
ing k‘a, I aoeompamed Lady Buckinghamshire and Lady 
Caroline m their oluuse, till I set off for home by the 
Barningham Load. 

Now for a little criticism on what I have done. I have 
found an amazing droj) or fall, in mathematical studies, 
meaning by that word, in the present instance, my liking 
and appetite, rather than my power. The thought of any 
mathematical book no longer excites the same longing to 
be employed about it, nor the same impatience of any 
thing that holds me from such studies. The times 
which residence here is likely to afford me are no longer 
employed by imagination in great advances to be made 
in that region of knowledge. It is strange that in so 
short a time— not more than six weeks — and with so 
little abatement of power, so great a change should be 
made in what may be called feeling. I suspect that 
during the whole of the time since my return to Felhrigg 
I have not been quite well. 

I9iA.-^ow is certainly the time to make a rigorous 
and steady effort to place myself in some situation in 
those studies, from which I may hope, at the end of &.e 
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race, not wholly to be left behind. So much remains to 
be done, that unless great increase of powers comes with 
employruent, life will not suffice for my completing but 
a vety small part of it. Sgoie increase of powers is felt 
almost eveiy day — a groat one, certainly, within this year 
or two. A fair trials by application to such studies, con- 
tinued from day to day through a long jienod and made 
what it ought to be and wliat it might, m each mstaiK^e, 
has never yet been given. To apply for a certain number 
of hours each day and for a certain number of days, — 
neither one number nor the oilier, being such as to call 
for any extraordinary (‘xertion and to preserve, during the 
times of such a])phoation, a degree of attention as has at 
all times probably been m my power, but is now become 
perfectly easy, will, I am sure, })lac(‘ me in a situa'tion, 
with respect to those studies, alt(>gether new ami lead- 
ing to consequences in all ways the most desirable and 
important. What mhiCuation, bordering upon madness, 
that 111 the number of years that ha\e now rolled over 
my head, such a trial should never have been made ! 

I borrowed from the library at Norwich, Capparonier, 
or Vau\ illier’s edition of Sophocles, which, so far as I have 
used, promises well. 

The plan settled iu my mind at jiresent, though far 
from settled irrevocably, is, that after Sophocles, I should 
read some Pindar, then a book or two of Thucydides, 
then a large portion of Homer, taking Plutarch perhaps 
at the same time ; either then too, or after, I must take 
a good many plays of Aristophanes. He -incidents by 
which the uniformity of life may be varied are of course 
not numerous. Qa Sunday, the 18th, George Wyndham 
dined here. 

The evening of oor going to Cromer was very fine and 
the party ajtogethar veiy^ pleasant. We went, for the 
first time me, New Inn, which promises to be a 

great ac^lpifpn to ijm comfort. Poor Ahop has spared 
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me all difficulty and delicacy with respect to him, by find- 
ing it necessary to abscond. Such a reduction at the 
close of life is very melancholy. The scene on the beach 
was enlivened by an object, quite new to me, and new, 
perhajis, to the ])la(‘e--the unloading of a foreign vessel. 
She was a Norway brig from Chnstiansand. The cap- 
tain spoke tolerable English and wnis a well-behaved man, 
more so probably than the average of such men with us. 

AuijuM — Just previously to my setting off for the 
Assizes and almost, I may say, on the very evening 
t^aturday, 24th July), I felt that strong sense of the un- 
happiness of my own celibacy — that lively conception of 
pleasure I had lost — that gloomy apprehension of the 
conviction which I should feel of this hereafter, clouding 
all my prospects, relaxing all my motives and in an es- 
pecial manner destroying all enjo}Tnent, that I might ever 
have in residence here, that unless I could resolve man- 
fully to fight against such images, and force my miud from 
the contemplation of evils, admitting no remedy, the most 
fatal misclhef must ensue, both to my happiness and to 
my powers. Of this resolution the necessity wa^ not at 
first foreseen, nor the resolution of consequence fully 
taken. These images, accordingly, continued to pursue 
me during the time of my absence at the Assizes. It is, 
indeed, sufficiently plain, that wisdom must condemn the 
thinking on uneasiness, which thinking cannot mend. 
The hint or symbol for enforcing that truth may be the 
reflection on the broken teacup in ‘ Rasselas.’ The precept 
will not come with less weight for coming from Doctor 
Johnson, nor will it be unsatisfactory to me to owe to 
him, what may alleviate some of the sorrows of hfe. 

S&ptem^ber Isf. — In riding from Wrexham, I settled 
some matters about the distribution and constructiem of 
Quadratic Equations, and again more lately, viz; when 
I was last at Holkham, that I repeated the demonstration 
of the proposition leamt from Condorcet : that when, the 
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majority of votes is given (neither more nor less), the 
probability of each vote being supposed always given, the 
probability of a right decision is always the same what- 
ever be the number of votes. 

2nt/. — I went over to Mrs. Lukui with the horses and 
we rode to Cromer — the ride not being uncomfortable 
— and I repeating to her with great fluency, a part, ad- 
ditional to what she had already heard, of ‘ Theodore and 
Ilonoria.’ 

bth . — Many causes occurred to render this visit a period 
of great note — some, indeed, to distinguish it only as an 
interesting passage in the jounials of the year, others as 
making it a marked epoch in my hfe, tlie most fatal, it 
may be, that I have ever knowm. Tlie meeting at liain- 
ham — a party of persons connected with, and newly ar- 
rived from Ireland — could not fail to revive, strongly, the 
recollection of a period which I never think of without 
very particular emotions ; but, wdien these persona were of 
the number of those I had formerly known ^fkere and 
were now seen in a place, having, in itself, always a con- 
siderable tendency to put me upon reflections on past 
times and distant situations, the eflbct would naturally be 
greater. It must be greatest of all, where one of the 
persons was Mrs. Beresford, who made early so strong an 
impression, with whom I have continued since upon such 
a footing of friendship and w^hom I see only at such long 
intervals, the last having extended from the year of my 
going with Mr. Burke into Scotland, a period of five years.* 

The conversation, too, which we had, was more than 
at any other time calculated to increase the impression, 
above alluded to. The two days passed there were, ac- 
cordingly, quite of a distinct character from any that 
preceded or have followed them, and sufficiently marked

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by the impression they made, though not by the conse- 
quences they produced, to become one of the smaller 
epochs of life ; but the great fact which distinguished this 
penod, IS that above pointed at, and which I must now 
proceed to state. Let me state it at once and without 
further circiiinl(X'ution, for it is a subject too painful to be 
dwelt upon. 

It lias hapjient^ to me more than once within, perhaps, 
thcs(‘ threat' or four years — for the instances preceding 
thiM tune liave not c'xciUkI Sufficient attention to be cor- 
rectly remembered — to be seized with sudden suspensions 
of the power of rei'ollection, which have made me [sup- 
]>ose], Avith little serious apprehension, that I thought my 
inemcji^^ was not so good as it had been. The first time 
when this happened — so as to occasion a real al£irm,or to 
make an impression that did not immediately wear off — was 
on Saturday, the 4th inst , the day prei^eding my going to 
liaiiiham In going to Himworth with Mrs. Lukin I found 
myself unable tc> recollect the name of Maria Cosway,* a 
name sufficiently familiar to me to come, I should have 
thought, into my mind the moment it was wanted ; that 
is, to have followed instantly the image on description. 
It was not, however, as I recollect, till after several mi- 
nutes, that the name was recovered ; and the suspicion 
excited by this failure having put me upon trying my 
powers in other instances, the defect seemed so consider- 
able as to leave little doubt of a change either permanent 
or temporary, and to fill me, in consequence, with tkt 
most alarming apprehensions. The impression of these 
was too strong not to remain upon my mind the next 
morning, and to put me upon a continuance of the same 
trials. The result, so far as related to the recollection of 
names, seemed every where the same; I even fancied 
that-the impression of the objects themselves, and of many 

* MaxU wife of the EngEib artist of that nmia, aad Atist httislt 
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scenes, both of an earlier and later date, seemed to be 
tnore faint than they naturally should, and tlian they 
used to be. It may not be amiss to set down some cx- 
flfUpples of each ; a better judgment may be formed 
of these apprehensions, and- something of a foundation 
laid for ascertaining the truth of new ones that may 
arise in future I had one day — I think on tlie Sunday of 
my going to Eainliam — a considerable difficulty of ree\)l- 
leeting the titles of Lord Ashburnham, Lord Lulkeley, 
Lord Belgrave, Lord Deerhurst, and Lord Jersey The 
name of Lord FitzwiUiam’s huntsman I have likewise 
been unable to recover. These Aveie the principal in- 
stances and many of them sufficiently ^^rong. There 
were various others, particularly of tliose whicli, though of 
a sort to come into my mind upon tlie fir^t call, rhd not 
present tfekeinselves till after a sensible pause and interval. 

It lb not to be conceived that one should submit readily 
to the belief of a fact so fatal, as tliat which the above 
instances gave reason to apprehend, or tbftt one should 
not try every means of accounting for the appearances in 
question in a manner less painful. One reaaon to ajipre- 
hend that there was a real change, and to jttove that the 
name forgot was such as one ought to recolk^ct, i. e. be- 
longed to an object knowm-Svith that degree of familiarity 
that the name should naturally follow, was that the failure 
of the recollection came as a disappointment and frus- 
trated an intention which one liad been proceeding to 
execute as matter of course. One’s only mode of ex- 
plaining this, w^as by the effect of a sort of latent prospect 
of failure, operating like wffiat would be called baul^g, 
in the case of any bodily feat ; like that inability which 
seems to take plaoe upon having attempted once or twice, 
without sitcJBcaft, eowie difficult leap. In every other respect, 
so little reweft llj^lto apprehend any decay of faculties, 
that I had been IbJaarking sometime, that with respect at 
least to the effect, wtetber from increase of natural power, 
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or what was indeed more likely, from improved habit, my 
powers seemed to be advancing.

of (■au.''es into taking an uncomfortable ride about the 
])aik, in a beautitul moonlight night, and retiring early to 
l)ed tired and iliS'^atislied. 

— It vas on the 23rd, I think, that John and 
JaiiK's (hirney, Mr Jkirclav and Mr Itobert Herring 
dined with me. Tlie mnnufactui er and the merchant 
showed a .sii])eiiority over the country gentleman, and 
ve had a pleasaiitti day, tliaii I ]ia\e here often expe- 
rienced. 

Ocfolter 11th . — A day uncommonly line. So well cm- 
jiloyed, to make me late in getting ready for the Camp. 
Jly the tune ] wttb dre-.sed, r)oiighty and Isted came, who 
went round the groinuL, ANhile 1 was settling some justice 
buMiiess, &c. We alterwards rode together to the ground : 
perfectly jileasaiit, as was the whole day. 

15^/i — Cromer meeting; day remarkably line; Lady 
] Buckinghamshire liad called and left some violet roots. 
It was so late before I got down, and such in other re- 
spects was the course of circumstances, that though I ar- 
rived at Cromer before Lady B. was gone and found her 
find Lady Caroline, on the steps leading from Terry's, I 
had little opportunity of staying to talk with them. Was 
not at the Parsonage to-day nor saw Mrs. Lukin. Unusual 
this, as it is plain from the fact being so Jong remembered.

The true 
acting of the part may, in many instances, not require 
what she throws into it, but it may admit it ; and if the 
expression so thrown in is of the sort described, the effect 
of the whole will be improved, though the pai t is thereby 
neither better nor worse acted. 

SOM — Trial. Kecollect nothing more. Yes, it was the 
day of Sir James Erskine’s summing-up. I had walked, 
I have a notion, with Fox m the Bark. 

3b<?^ — Something in the llou^e that prevented my 
dining at Club; possibly conclusion of business on Libels ; 
on which, by not speaking, I lost an opnprtunity of stating 
what I may now say with confideru^jjf^l^uld have been cre- 
ditable, because Fox has said in ptttt, previously, jirecisely 
what I had intended and not havmg stated it so distinctly 
as I know I could have done, all the House appeared struck 
with the truth of the statement, and disposed to give to 
the person who made it, great credit for his ingenuity. 
It is very vexatious that I would not jiroduoe tihefee ideas 
when I actually had them and thus have made an im- 
pression, which I know would have been strong at the 
time and not speedily forgotten. The proper occasion 
for doing what I am thus regretting would havj^ been at 
the opening of the business, viz. on' 

June 2nd . — At the House. "nfotion. Spoke. 

The House broke up by aUoti^JpIf^past eleven. I in 
good spirits, probably from,lM^yw<!li^ Having been 
dressed, I had notliing to do bttr -get my domino and pro- 
ceed to the Duke of where I enjoyed myself 

more than at any masquerade for a long while. 

3r<i. — Went home, I notion, to get some dinner 
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with Francis. Don’t recollect what became of me, but 
I conceive nothing good. 

"Jt/i . — Dinner at Lord Kadnor’s. University people. 
After dinner went to Lord Townshend’s, in order to 
speak about Courtenay’s business. I walked to the opera 
at the Pantheon ; there, had a conversation with Lady 
Jersey for the first time ■ | 

— During tlie journey to Bath I don’t think I felt 
quite the same as on other similar occasions. The air 
seemed as usual to refresh me, but I doubt if I felt the 
same enjoyment of the country. 

12th — Went to Abbey church. Walked after church 
with Wilberforce who had arrived the night before and 
whom I had called upon as he "was at supper ; our con- 
versation on religious subjects. He adopts, as I under- 
stand, the Trinitarian doctrine, but not in any absurd way. 
I had settled with Mrs. Lukin to go to Marlborough in the 
evening, but having in the meanwhile met with Elliot, 
he prevailed upon me to stay that evening, to which, in- 
deed, I was further inclined '"by having received intelli- 
genoo of a boxing match that was to take place on the 
Tuesday and to which I proposed to go with him. Went 
in the evening by agreement wdth him to the Duke of 
Devonshire’s, where I settled to dine with the Duke the 
next day and to meet Lord Charlemont. 

l^th , — I could not persuade Elliot to go to the boxing 
match which I had heard of, and was of consequence not 
very eager about it myself. 

lith . — Set o\it nGt till near eleven ; had little prospect 
of being in time for the coipbat, nor felt much expectation 
that it would be both at the place or hour that would 
enable me to see it. To my surprise, however, I found it 
just where I thought to expect it luckily for me, not 
yet begum Nothing could be more unlike a meeting for 
such a purpose in the neighbourhood of London.- No 
great crowd, no traffic of people hurrying along the road 
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notliing that could be called tumult ; it was, as I observed 
in my letter to Elliot, more like a congregation of Puritans 
assembled to hear one of Cromweire preachers. The name 
of the victor was Jones ; of the other, Lawrence. 

\bth . — Caversham. — Miss Itiches dined there. In the 
evening Captain Manley called, the sea officer who had 
been in one of the vo^^ages with Cook, a man c>f remark- 
ably pleasant countenance and manners. I think he and 
Pelham aie the instances of persons with whom I recol- 
lect to have been most struck. 

— Went to play ; the ‘ Clandestine Marriage ’ and 
‘ Midas.’ 

18t/i. — London. — In the morning, I think, in my way 
to Burlington House, whither I was going as for some 
days before, met the Duke’s note with account of Erench 
King s escape. 

24^/i. — Mary went in the evening with the Misses 
Malone to Bauelagh. It was the day <^fore that we had 
the terrible fracas about her neglect of proridiog William’s 
things. » 

29^A. — Nothing done during the whole of this month 
in way of literary labour and very dissipated habits 
contracted. With the practice of literary pursuits tho 
inclination too lost and new sentiments and new feel- 
ings superinduced. I may date a great aUipjration since 
Mary’s coming, which appears to have beeA May 12th. 
All these causes have, of course, been greatly increased 
since the arrival of Mrs. Lukin, since the 18th. 

July. — ^The progress of thia.,^ntk Mtherto has been 
much the same as the time described above. I can recol- 
lect but little of what I have done, nor is there anything 
useful to» be recollected. Somethihg, however, has been 
effected. I have, though late, and after on interval for 
which latterly no excuse can be made, resumed in some 
degree mathematics. The accident of some correspond- 
ence with Maadrea has been the means of this reform. 
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It is dreadful to find how much I have lost during this 
intermission, or perliaps from an earlier period ; not per- 
haps of the power, but of the ardour of inchnation for 
such studies ; I may say, indeed, during the last year the 
ardour or zeal for all studies. Something must be done 
to o})po8e this evU, " cresceiiti et in dies serpenti.’ I fear 
a dreadful cliange in my mind in al) ways ; the prorfiect 
is ver}^ dreadful, considering all circumstances ajid oe- 
gms ah'cady to affect my spirits, though not to any great 
degree. 

Let us pass from this to the manner of late in which I 
have managed my time and to the state of my mind in 
other respects. I have certainly for a long while, perhaps 
lor a twelvemonth, remitted greatly that exertion and 
vigilance which I used to employ in the government of 
my own thoughts. I have lost hkewise much of my 
ardour for study and, since Christmas at least, of my dili- 
gence in the prosecution of it. The relaxation m the 
government of my thoughts is the more inexcusable, aa 
the exertion of the power would have been more easy, 
and the effect more complete ; though it is perhaps from 
this very cause, that so little exertion has been made, 
While my mind wtvi in that strange state, that nothing 
but continued endeavours would preserve any thought at 
all, something was necessarily done and the necessity of 
that something, like the defects of northern climates in 
the production of the finer fruits, led to exertions that 
did more than supply the deficiency to which they were 
called. When without any exertion at all, I could be in 
a state of tolerable oomfort, I acquiesced in what I had, 
and not being below mediocrity, never rose above it. But 
little pains has been taken to streagtiieii my memory, by 
the recitation of passages formerly known or purposely 
committed to it ; no pains hardly taken to confine my 
thoughts to any prescribed course, or to restrain them 
from idle and unprofitable subjects ; no exertions made 
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OD subjects of an opposite cliaracter ; little in short done, 
except at times of stated business, to carry on the great 
work of mental improvement It is with a view, there- 
fore, perhaps to what might have been (certain things 
being admitted as actually possessed), rather than to com- 
parison of what is with what has been, that I complain oi 
the deficiencies of my present state. I am not what the 
same habits that I no\v possess would have made me a 
little while ago. Let us endeavour to find other causes 
for thus besides that most unwelcome one of a cominencmg 
decline in my own faculties. To ascertain these let tlie 
facts be first stated. My readiness of apphcation at least, 
if not my ardour, had suffered no decrease during the 
time that I \vas employed in drawing out an exjilauation 
of the principles of common arithmetic for George and 
Mary and in writing those papers for the newspaper, on 
the subject of Pugilism The latter of these employments 
must have begun a little more than a fortnight before niy 
going down to Bath. My eagerness for a return to literary 
employment subsisted likewise, I remember, when that 
journey took place, for one of my reasons against deciding 
for it, was my ideas of the manner in which I could employ 
the ten days or a fortnight likely to intervene, before" the 
business of Parliament should begin. It is a pity that an 
opportunity of realising these ideas was not giv'cn, and 
that I did not decide against the jourj^. would have 
been well if I had noted the progr^B of it from day to 
day, so as to have had in one view tie numner in which 
they were severally passed, and the by which either 

time had been occupied or thoughi>jJM|nrbed, A few 
only of these can now be called to morning,

Byng there, with whom for part «f the time I sQt in 
Colman’s box The play was ‘Inlle and Yaricd 
farce was a translation. 

— About seven o’clock or past, I went out, taking 
Hobcrt with mo, who had come fresh from Eton (which 
he had loft now finally). Called at Paradise’s, where I 
found Count Zonobio. 

"llth . — Day without a breath of air and very oppres- 
sive. Dined at Lord Loughborough’s. About ten went 
to Paradise’s, wliere I was engaged and where, after some 
time and by means of Boswell, whom I met and brought 
in with me, got some tea : present, Woronzow, Matsante, 
Zenobio, Knox, whom I had formerly introduced to Fox. 

Sl.sl — Stayed at Aubert’s till nine or thereabouta; 
Marsden there, wliom I remarked as a man of something 
more than common. 

August ^rd. — Dined, I think, with Malone. I could 
not for the life of m^ make Malone comprehend that, till 
the game of draughts is brought to a certainty, no man 
can complain that it does not afford him an opportunity 
of allowing the extent of liis skill. 

August bih , — Francis called in the morning, the first 
time of my having seen him since his return from f^aris. 

1th . — Dinner at Sir Joshua’s. After dinner, Sir H. 

^ Englefield and Beattie, whom I saw for the first time. 
Though I was desirous to see more of Beattie, I felt when 
I went up to tea at eight o’clock so desirous of a little 
air abroad, particularly of that on the terrace ctf Somer- 
set House, that I suffered myself insensibly to be drawn 
that way. 

12th , — I had called at Burke’s in the morning and had 
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accepted an invitation to dine at the Ghray’s Inn Coffee 
House, with O’Hara. On the same day I had gone with 
Burke and Sir Joshua to see the Duke of Grafton. The 
dinner at O’Hara’s was far from unpleasant ; there was a 
medley of odd people ; one of whom, however, was very 
curious, a Mr. English, an Irishman, who writes the histo- 
rical part of the ‘ Annual llegister.’

When tliey went away, I walked 
with Porson as far as Somerset House. 

21th. — Canterbury . — After seeing the Cathedral the first 
time since my being there in -the year 17 80, 1 remember

The most important information, however, in its consequences 
to me is, that a letter to find me here should be sent to Mods. 
Perregaux, banquier. I hope I shall not be long without pro- 
fiting by the communication. To earn my hopes by the readiest 
way that the time will allow, let me tell you that on my arrival 
I found at the Hotel de TUniversitd, J# Payne, General Dal- 
rymple. Lord Palmerston, Lord Hardwicke and W. Wyndham, 
I^rd Egremont’s second brother.

health, we shall probably lose the pleasure of her coinjmay. 
This 18 all that I know of company about which you wiljlxjmuch 
iiiterebted, not having yet seen your eon or knowing for certain 
whether he is here. I migb^ have mentioned indeed Lord 
Thanet, who arrived the same day as myself, with a Hungarian 
lady, whom as a brilliant achievement he carried off from her 
husband at Vienna and who, as well as himself, is now suffering 
tor their sins, by the most complete weariness (as I should 
suppose) of one another. Crauford (James) is likewise here, 
and in the same hotel with myself. Hare has likewise been 
here for some time. Having begim, like a good Englishman, 
with an account of the English company, I may now just 
mention the little event that took place yesterday of the King’s 
accc^ptance of the constitution. By the extreme friendly activity 
of Noaillos (ci-devant vicomte) I got a place in the Assembly 
and w^as present at the whole ceremony. There was great 
respect and great applause, but the nature of the proceeding 
was necessarily humiliating and some circumstances in the 
conduct of it rendered it still more so. Before the King 
appeared, two very splendid choirs were placed, one of which I 
was surprised to see occupied by the president, who pronounced 
from thence — he and the King being for some time tJie only 
persons sitting — a long lecture, in which, besides the objection on 
account of its length, there was somewhat too much of ‘ la 
nation,’ and somewhat too little of ‘ le roi.’ I hope that we shall 
be the people to keep up a little of the ‘vieille cour’ in oar 
manners, while we lose nothing of the solid advantagee and 
privileges that the new system can promise. But I get nervous 
and illegible by writing in a hurry, so I will finish with beg- 
ging my, remembrances to all that are so good as to t-hinV of 
me, and professing myself with great truth, iStc. &c.

&c I stayed till near eight and should have stayed longer 
but f(.)r tlie Abbe llogcr, whom at last, by his impatience 
and absurdity, I missed, as on a former occasion. 

8^/i. — Went to tlie Petites Maisons with Madame de 
Flahaut and Stuart. Dinner at Lord Sunderlin’s. I 
should have stayed longer but for the desire of meeting 
liogcr, which I don’t think paid me for my pains. 

— It was, I think, to-day that I went with Madame 
de Flaliaut to the convent at Chaillot, where the religieuse 
lived, Mrs. Trent, under whom she was bred. It was to 
me an interesting visit Mrs. Trent had quitted the con- 
vent where she had spent the greatest part of her life, in 
consequence of the melancholy she felt on the death of a 
fViend whom she lived with, I think, thirty yeare. She said 
that her family, and I think she herself, were of Kent; she 
had left England so young, that, with die long intOTup- 
tk)nB which she had had since in speaking it, her ooBft- 
mand of the language was hardly that of a native, though 
her accent was, except that she had a little tincture of 
the Irish. 

11/A. — Went i^j^the morning to the College Royal to 
meet Coumaud and Mercier, and proceed from thence to 
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the Abb6 Auger. In Coumaud’s room there was Stephens’ 
edition of Plutarch,- which he said he read currently.

\2th . — The evening was occupied in preparing for my 
departure the next day.

For about a week or something more after my 
arrival at Paris, read over again the first half or more of 
Keill’s ‘ Lectio Physica ’ and thought a great deal of the 
prop. : after that nothing but study of French. It was 
only once, I think, that I even looked into the volume 
which I had brought with me of Dodson. I should have

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observed indeed, that during the first fortnight I not only 
read what I mentioned in Keill, but went on with the 
subjeet which I had in my head at leaving England, viz.

‘ Melanges,’ &:c., and employed myself in the consideratron 
of the question about the impenetrabihty of matter.

215^. — All the way as I went to Holkham, occupied 
most earnestly about problem. Thought and settled 
q^ifestion about the difference of the velocity of shot or 
bullet when fired upwards Head sufficiently clear.

31et — At home aU the morning, and employed in 
writing letter to Madame de Flahaut, having heard that 
Bishop of Autun was in London and fearing to meet 
him till I could reflect that my letter to Madame de 
Flahaut was sent. Called in my way on the Bishop and 
M. Truguet,* who was come with him. 

February 2nd. — Dined at Douglas’s, i^v^que d’Autun 
and M. Truguet, Lord Loughborough, Pelham, and Lord 
North.

Afterwards 
to Mrs. Siddons’, wliere were Mrs. Twiss and Mrs. O’Neil. 
(jth — Fox’s motion fai Ijihels ; no opposition. 

1th — Went to the House to attend ^ndian Committee. 
Dined at Hippisley’s by particular desire, to meet DucheiSs 
of Bolton ; ])resent besides, Lady Margaret and Lord Kin- 
noul. Went as soon as cloth was moved to play, to see 
Mrs S in ‘ Queen Elizabeth.’ 

^th — Dnn^d at Mr Rhee s ; dinner intolerably late (full 
seven o’(iock). and by no means pleasant, except that the 
badness of it and the difficulty of getting anything, made it 
to me very moderate. I scarce got away in time for a 
meeting of a few })eo})le at Burlington House, in relation 
to the motion by Maitland for jiapers. 

9f/i. — Calh'd at Sir Joshua’s, where I found Sir George 
Ikiker No hopes ! yet I have urged Miss Palmer to what 
I ouglit to have urged sooner — a consultation. 

T)ebate soon terminated by comjJiance on the part of 
Ministry" ; felt not indisposed to take part if occasion had 
ofiered ; walked away with Francis and called at Burke’s 
to suggest what had been the subject of conversation 
with Miss Palmer. Shown into a room with a whole 
company who had dined there, on occasion of Richard’s 
birthday.

all about the Marylebone jiart of the towm, making various 
visits. 

— Malone and I went to the jday I had got a place 
with Mrs Crewe for M. Truguet I stayed for the fjirce, 
and brought M. Truguet home. 

lo/A — Eumehatrs ; sat till ten and then went to Lady 
Lucan’s It ^^a^ the day, I think, when C’arr would have 
made me believe that all the undergraduates at Christ 
Church, read the ‘I’rincipia.’ 

18//i. — Got to the ])lay, not till Mrs. Siddons’ part was 
nearly over ; there was only the scene of walking iii her 
sleep Truguet was there, wlioni I brought home. The 
dinner at Sir Peter BurreH’s was so pleasant that I was 
ver\^ unwilling to go. I had left a note for Truguet ia 
my way at the Margravine’s. 

20//i. — It was to-day that Grey moved for papers and 
that I spoke. It was the day wdien Pitt was speaking as 
I came in and that I sjioke in answer to him, particularly 
on the proceedings of the year '84. Went m the evening 
to Lady Sahsbur^^’s. 

21.<f/. — Tnal, I apprehend, in the morning, but don’t 
know ; must get an account of the days of trial. Chol- 
mondeley’s dinner, I have a notion. Edmund and, I think, 
Henry Phipps and Lord Winchelsea ; I have a notion, too, 
Pelham. Stayed late and with great satisfaction. Got 
with Cholmondeley on the subject of reckoning by so 
much per cent,, which gave occasion to a paper which 
I drew up the next morning, having thought upon it at 
night. 

2Zrd . — Trial I>mner afterwards with Mr. and Mrs. 
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Gaily and going in the evening to Cumberland House, 
where I stiiyed to supper It Tvas the first time of my 
having been in company since my return, with the 
Duchess of York.

28M. — Called upon Fox about one o’clock, and had a 
pleasant walk with him, on a delightful day, previous to 
our dressing to go to the Duchess of York’s drawing- 
room. 

, 2\Hh . — Business of the Fiussian Aimament, &c ; spoke 

Inter and when I had no reason, from my/D7 to expect that 
I should sjieak widl. I did, m fact, forget much of what 
I had intended, and of wliat had been made perfectly 
familiar to me, and of that which I did produce all the 
colouring had -unk in. Such as it was, lunvever, it was 
thought by some, the best of what I have ever done and 
even gained great credit. So easy is credit gained, with 
us at least, by public speaking One of the topics which 
I had meant to work, I mentioned the next day to Fox, 
who adopted it, and used it with very happy success. 

March ord . — Day memorable as funerd of poor Sir 
Joshua. 

bth. — Some time spent in Debret’s shop reading Bur- 
goyne’s ‘ Narrative,’ by wliich I was a good deal struck. 
Burgoyne certainly is not without powers of writing ; he 
has a noble and amiable character, w^hich he has learnt 
the art of exhibiting in composition. Went to my 
mother’s, who looked ill and was low-spirited, so as to 
make me glad that I had gone thither. Came home and 
changed my dress and went to Lady Salisbury’s, where 
was the Duchess of York. 
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^th . — Am to call tins morning on Duchesse de Pienne ; 
day line. Wc^nt to the House, where was to have been 
the ballot for the Bedford election No house. Not 
being engaged to dine, went with Fox, Lord liobert, 
Francis and Burgopie, to Whig Club. I had (‘ailed on 
Fox when I first went out, and walked with him and 
Thomas Grenville through the Green Park to the House 
Lord Eobert and I went to the ])lay ; Mi's. iSiddons m 
‘ Cordeha.’ Sat in Mrs Bouveru^'s box. Went after 
play to my motlier's, who continues ill. 

S^/(. — Morning very cold, though clear. Among other 
yisits, saw Lord Oilord, i. c Horace Walpole. 

]0M — Stayt'd at home till jiast four, when I went to 
dine 'SN'ith my mother ; afterwards at the jilay, wliithm’ 1 
went — Mrs. Siddons m ' Pol tia.’ 1 hud been invited to dine 
with Fox, but thinhng that the invitation came rather 
in circumstances where it might ha\e been more matter 
of necessity than of choice, did not go. Alter the play 
went, I have a notion, to my mother’s (alas ! now no 
more), and then home 

Wtk . — Dined at Lord Lucan’s, thence to T^dy Hamp- 
den’s ; thence (the last time!) to my mother's. She was 
going to bed and described herself as having been 
tolerably free from what seemed her only complaint — 
attacks of coughing m the night. I took a kind leave 
of her, little thinking then that it waa the last I should 
ever take. 

12fA. — Was to have (hned at Lord Palmerston’s. Came 
home, doubting whether I should remain there or join 
Burgoyne after dinner at Lamb ton’s. How strange and 
how unfortunate that the thought should never have 
crossed me to take the opportunity of going to my 
mother’s ; but that having sent to inquire, I should con- 
ceive that I had done enough I ’Tis true that I had no 
suspicion of danger, but danger ought never to have been 
supposed away with any ailment at eighty ; and had my 
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mind then been rightly prepared, the very pleasure which 
I should have given would have been motive enough. 
Alas ! these ideas come too late. 

The fatal day which took from me a mother who, with 
all her faults, loved me certainly with uncommon tender- 
ness ; whose joy latterly centered in ^le ; whose happiness 
I might have completed by sacrifices so slight as hajdly 
to be known under that character. What a bitter re- 
flection that this was not done! Kow bitter are those 
regrets wlncli spring from the consciousness of omissions 
towiuds persons whom death has taken from us ; to whom 
no compensation can be made ; whom no sentiments f 
kindness can reach ; who cannot even have the satisfaction 
of knowing the jiam which that reflection excites in us ! 
llow dilTerent would my state of mind be at present, 
had 1 acted f(ir some years past under impressions similar 
to those which 1 now teel and such as I should have 
acted under had my mother’s life been extended a few 
years longer ! ’Tis dreadful to tlnnk how much happiness 
has been lost to a person whose happiness I was bound 
by so many ties to jiromote, merely for want of such at- 
tentions as it would have cost me nothing to pay and 
such 08 m a short tune I should have paid with great 
pleasure. That these things were not done at an earher 
period may be accounted for in a way that will leave me 
not without excuse. I must not wholly dissemble the 
faults of my mother, which checked aflection on my port ; 
nor condemn as wholly unfounded the reason I had for 
questioning the extent and nature of the affection on 
hers. Latterly those faults were either worn away or 
lost in consideration of her infirmities. Her affections 
became less liable to suspicion and less mixed with causes, 
that disguised or perverted them, and all that I forbore 
fhen to do, short of a studious attention to her happiness, 
stands as a direct charge against myself and a source of 
lasting reproach which time can never wholly efiace. My 
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only consolation must be, that latterly the difference 
between what was done and what ought to have been 
done, was less than at any former period, and was every 
day decreasing, so as to make, I am sure, a great differ- 
ence in my mother’s happiness — perhaps so as to make 
her feel, reflectmg on what was past and anticipating 
what was to come, that wishes were nearly satisfied. 
I do know, however, how much more a little reflection 
even would have made me do then, and how much more 
would have come of itself, had her life been a little pro- 
longed. That this additional jieriod was not granted, and, 
still more, that that reflection was not made, must be a 
subject of vcr}" painful regret. In the picture of my 
mother now impressed on my mind, nothing is seen but 
what inspires tenderness and kindness ; her faults dis- 
appear, and her merits only remain 

14M. — After staying in the House overnight for some 
time and dwelling on tlie image of my mother as she lay 
in her bed, m which state, as ajipeared afterwards, she had 
wished me to see her, I came home and in an hour or 
two afterwards went to bed. 

17^//. — Examination of will and papers. 

IfhA. — Began now, or perhajis the day before, to recover 
the ordinary tone of my thoughts, which before that had 
been altogether destroyed. 1 don’t pretend to say that I 
was in any state so violent, or that by an effort I could not 
have attended to, perhajis have interested myself in, any 
business in which I should naturally be interested ; but 
certain it is that all other interests were for the time sus- 
pended, and gave way to a strong feeling of regret, 
unmixed with any sentiments of satisfaction, of which I 
have at different tunes been jealous, at the advantages 
accruing to me in point of fortune. 

21sL — Day on which the body was removed, A new 
question had arisen within this day or two, whether it 
would be proper for me to go down ; my own opinion 
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was at that time agamst it, conformably to the opinion 
of Lord and Lady Walpole. 

2bth . — Day of funeral. I did not find myself much 
affected ; the same thoughts as for some time past occu- 
pied my mind, but they had lost much of their effect. 
Should some thoughts which passed in my mind during 
tlie period sjierit m church, be the happy foundation ca a 
system of belief, less bable to doubt and uncertainty 
tlian any that 1 have hitherto fonned, I shall have reason 
to number this occasion among the happiest of my life, 
and to add this to wliat I already owe my mother for 
early habits of piety and devotion. 

2hM — This evening I walked out after dinner, and 
found the walk less unpleasant than walks after dinner 
liave generally l)e(*n. Lut going U> Kitty, she produced 
me two passages in Thucydides, which, though at last I 
did make them out, tasked my attention in a way that I 
know not to ])e uood after dinner 

2SM — Lead over again in Keill, the part relating to 
the precession ot the equinoxes, about which my brother 
liad got s(nm‘ fooltsli notion, which he had supposed him- 
self to ha\e learnt from Mitford’s '• History of Gieece.’ 

2iU/i — During an hour that I spent afterwards in my 
bedroom, instead of thinking on the question of the Slave 
Trade, which was to come on in four days, I went over 
the words marked at the end of one of the volumes of 
Schmid’s ‘ Lucian.’ I could not have thought of the 
other with any effect — the party from the Parsonage 
having stayed to supper. We were plea^nt, from a letter 
from William. 

30t/i. — Wanting a walk, went over to the Parsonage 
before breakfast ; back by ten ; read papers, and did a 
little, very little, on subject of Slave Trade. Went then 
into library, and occupied myself in tumbling over books 
Cluverius, Aristotle, Demosthenes. 

Isl. — Arrived in London between eight and nine 
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occupied on question of Slave Trade almost all the way, 
with tolerable success for a post-chaise, which for such 
subjects d<)e> to me answer well ; found at times my 
thoughts getting fixed. 

2nd . — 1 went to the House at five; no prospect of begin- 
ning for some time ; did not begin till considerably past 
SIX. Wilberforce s])oke three hours or more. Thinking 
that when he had done Tarleton would get uj), I went 
out a little before and got some tea Mind not in a good 
state, little mobility of thoughts. Hearing that a Mr 
Baillie, a West Indian, was speaking, did not go in ‘ Hinc 
prima mail lubes ’ I should have answered liim, taking 
for my cue the ojiening tliat I had at first j)rcj)ared. That 
I did not do so, has been to me certainly a considerable 
loss ; since, however ill-disposed I might Imve fo'uiid my- 
self at the moment, so much was the matter })rcpared 
in my mind, and sucli is always the tension given to my 
mind by tlie effort of speaking, that I ain quite sure I 
should have spoken in a manner to raise the opinion of 
my powers, I know not in how great a proportion. When 
it IS considered how rarely such another opportunity is 
hkely to recur ; how impossible almost, taking in the 
curiosity and anxiety felt about it by the nation ; the 
particularly good efiects, also, that a speech on this occa- 
‘sion would have had with respect to me in balancing 
what I shall be obliged to say whenever the question of 
Parliamentary Keform is brought on, I cannot but feel a 
good deal vexed that the opportunity was suffered to pass 
away. The thought, too, what I might have said, and of 
the impression I might have made, so rush into my mind 
at this instant, that 1 must quit the subject, and turn ray 
mind to other things to get rid of the veocation. Let me 
think, theft, how I may employ the ten days that I am 
come to stay here (Felbrigg), for the advancement of things 
for which, after all, I am much more eager than for any 
fame or excellence to be attained in public speaking. 
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ijth . — Arrived at Norwich by eleven. Went to see 
poor Wilham Crowe,* who lies, I fear, on his last bed. 
Arrived at Felbrigc^ about ten. 

1th — Moniin^^ Ixnng dehghtful, went out to prepare 
for \vliat 1 have so long talked of, the measuring a base 
from tlie single tree to the church, thence to mark B<^e 
trees which I had neglected the last time of my bcnng 
down. 

^th — Head to myself a little before supper in Sopho- 
cles Alterwards U) Mrs. Lukin a little of Swift. We 
supped in the library. 

\Hh —Miscellaneous reading all the morning, princi- 
pally (‘ontinuation of the ‘’V^'spac,’ which I had left 
unfinished when 1 was here m January. Dined at Par- 
sonage. Mrs. Lukin having l)(*en to se(^ her old nurse at 
Thurgaton, where she is lying in her last illness. We did 
not dine till near live. I passed the intermediate time 
with Kitty, who had some jiassages to be made out in 
Thucydides 

]0M. — Up by twenty minutes before seven. Went on 
witli Aristo])hanes. When I was here last, viz. at the 
end of last month, brought up into my bedroom an old 
deal desk which I had remarked below, the comfort of 
which is more than I could have conceived. It is asto- 
nishing upon what little things one s comforts and habits, 
and even the application of one’s time to things impor- 
tant, depends. The use of a desk in London has, I am 
pei'suaded, made the whole difference of London being 
or not a place of study. It has determined my making 
my bedroom my place of study, and that circumstance 
draws after it every other. The putting a desk in my 
bedroom here produces similar, though not wholly equal* 
effects ; in the work of translation its influence -will be 
prodigious. My having a place at which I can write

'with ease, 'where the book 'will he ready to my hand, un- 
mixed with a multitude of other things, w’here it will be 
presented to my eye the moment that I quit my bed, and 
where I can take to it without interruption to my dress- 
ing, both then and in the middle of the day, will be the 
means, I am persuaded, of the work’s going forward Avith 
a degree of facility hitherto unknown. Such being tlie 
virtue of desks, I shall take care to have another for the 
sitting-room ; I have an idea, also, of making the sitting 
my bedroom, and vice verb'll. I must see first, however, 
the effect of its being fitted up, and tlie cliange which in 
this respect also may be made by a desk, by enabling me 
to wnte with my liack to the light The difference of 
Bitting with my face opposite to that large and high win- 
dow, I have discovered lately to have been the cause of 
great annoyance. ’Tis half-past one, and I have done 
nothing as yet but read Anstojihanes, and a tract of 
three leaves m riiilo-Judeeas. 

12^A — Eecollect nothing particular. I had begun a 
day or two before, what I had so long talked of — a 
measurement of the distance from the single tree on the 
east side of the park to the church tower, m order to 
form a base for the measurement of the other distances of 
other obJect^ within view. By making the several stakes 
upright, by means of a plumb-hne, and measuring from 
one to the other on a level taken by the instrument, I got 
the distance with sufficient ease and competent exactness 
The foot of the single tree is about level with the top of 
the great window m the church. 

13^A. — Meeting at Cromer. I did not go down till 
late, having been well employed 'with Simpson’s ‘ Treatise 
of Porisms,’ which I took down by chance, as .1 had 
done once before, and found myself engaged by it, as I 
did then, in a manner to make it very desirable that I 
should not soon lay it by. This promises to be another 
instance where studies, qjringing up of themselves, 
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flourish better, and make more vigorous shoots, than 
those regularly planted. I rode as far as the white gate 
with Girdlestone, and doubted whether I should not ask 
him to come home ; perhaps I might as well, though I 
have a notion that after I came from the Parsonage, 
where I drank tea, I contmucHl pretty well employed till 
bedtime. We drank tea, for the first time for me, at khe 
new liouse called the Hotel at Cromer. I felt amazingly 
the benefit of the party. 

15M. — Eead m the evening ‘Clarissa.’ N.B. We have 
almost always, this time of being here, sat in the bow- 
window room. Emjiloyed well on ‘ Porisms.’ 

— Sat some time with Mrs. Lukin, talking princi- 
pally about Kitty, whose conduct does provoke me very 
much. 

17 th. — Mrs. Lukin and Mary slept at the Hall, the night 
before our depaiture, i. e. the 20th ; after they had left 
the library, I read a little m Philostratus, ‘De Vita Sophist.’ 
I cannot now recollect either the part or the use of a 
word which I met with there for the first time. 

20th — We arrived in London in good time. I went 
immediately to Brookes’s, where I found every one full of 
the business of the Association.* 

April 23rd . — The particulars that have happened in 
this period, such as are either remarkable in themselves, 
and calculated to assist recollection, may be stated to be 
my speaking m the House on the Slave Trade, April 26th ; 
on Grey’s Motion ; on Proclamation ; on Police Bill. 

There were three confidential meetings at Burlington 
House. One the day or two preceding Grey’s notice ; 
the other about the Proclamation ; and the third about 


• The A$ 9 onation was * the Society of the FriendB of the People,* whidi 
wea fomed about this time to agitate the question of Pailiam^taxy Re* 
fonn. It was denounced by the Gbyemment as Jacobinical, and, on the 
2lBt May, a Royal Proclamation was issued for the suppreesioo of seditious 
correspondence and publications. 
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the Address. There was a meeting also at Fox’s the 
night before the debate on the Proclamation. 

The great consumers of time have been, after the 
House of Commons, Westminster Hall, and dinners. By 
these and other interruptions it has happened that I 
have worked lees in any way of literature than during 
any period almost of equal extent. My mind has like- 
wise been proportionably inactive ; free indeed from those 
di^urbanres by whieli it used tn be harassed, when not 
intent on some stated employment, but without being 
occupied by better thoughts, and what was worse, m some 
respects, without impatience of not bem^ so. What a 
prodigious deal might be done if, with the ad\antages 
which I have at length attained, I retained my ardour 
and activity. 

May.—Oi this month, as of the latter end of tlie last, 
no account whatever has been kept ; inueh however has 
been done in it in respect to ])ubhc business, and of such 
events as might make part of a journal. The same cause 
■wull account for tliere having been little of that which 
should occupy a place in the ‘Hist Liter.’ It is mdecd 
to be noted as a period in which there has been less of 
that lost than m any penod of equal extent. It is still 
more to be noted as a period in which the want of that 
has been also less felt. The change that lias taken place 
in myself in that respect is striking, and by no means com- 
fortable. The facility with winch I yield now to engage- 
ment ; the httle desire of avoiding or contracting it ; the 
composure with which I submit to interruption ; in a 
word, the little account which I take of time, or regret 
which I feel at the loss of it, are circumstances altogether 
new and alarming. I cxpcnence now a change of piind, 
such as general experience teaches, I believe, to expect, 
but of which I had no trace till within about this year. 
A great abatement has taken place in the ardour of pur- 
suit. It is but very lately tliat I could not have with- 
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drawn for ever eo short a time, in a way ever bo pleasing, 
from the pursuits that usually engaged me, without feel- 
ing a strong impatience at the interruption, and earnest 
desire to return to my accustomed task ; I may say, I 
think truly, that I never quitted home for any purpose 
with tlie prospect of being absent for several hours, with- 
out feehng at the moment that my inclination was rather 
to stay than to go. The moment too of my return, if my 
state was not such as to preclude my hopes of useful 
application, and indeed even when it was, was always at- 
tended with ])leasure ; I quitted home with reluctance, and 
I was impatient to return. When I add to this the con- 
stant reckoning wdiicli I kept of the times of my absence, 
the estimate I made of the loss thus sustained in tlie pro- 
secution of certam purposes, the constant reference of 
time to objects ; few states can be more unlike one 
another than that in wdiich I lived till very lately, an 
that of which I have been conscious since tliat time. It 
is, m one 'word, that I have lost the ardour of pursuit. 
The consideration must be, wdiether .this can by any 
means be restored. The task is undoubtedly arduous, 
and little countenanced for its success by general expe- 
nence ; yet I do not think it hopeless. In tlie first place, 
this change is not of long standing ; m the next place, it 
seems capable of being accounted for by causes which it 
is in my own powder to remove. The mtermiseion of all 
pursuit, which is the sure 'vv^ay to destroy the ardour of it, 
need never be of long continuance, and except by my 
own fault, need rarely occur in the same degree. I know 
by invariable experience how certainly, in the case of em- 
ployment, the will returns with the act ; aad how much 
of the act has lately been suspended for reasons created 
altogether by myself. To ascertain as nearly as possible 
in what degree this has happened, let me make out the 
best account I can of the manner in which my time haa 
passed. 
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June Wth . — Dined at Lord E. Spencer’s : present, Fox, 
Stanhope, Lauderdale, M. Chauvelin,* fiveque d’Autun, 
Fitzpatrick, Sir S. Stepney, Lord Cbolmondeley. 

13^/i. — Dined for the first time at Lord Ossory’s. Th. 
Grenville, Charles Greville, Mr. Morris, Lord Holland’s 
compamon. 

14M. — Dinner at Hampstead ; f Mary and Canning, 
Pelham, there. 

15^4 — Dinner at the Globe: present, Maseres, Hutton, 
Maafeeiyne, Noel, Dr. Pierce ; talked on subject of pmyer; 
strange stiffness and slowness of understanding in mathe- 
matical men on other subjects. In the mormng before I 
went to dinner, I had a sitting with Nollekens.J 

l(jth — Went after dinner to Burlington House, I think, 
for the first time, since the Duke’s conversation ; if so, 
Fox and Lord Malmesburj’^ came in, in consequence of 
which I soon came away and called at Mrs. Crewe’s. 

17^/n — Called on returning from Greenwich, at the 
Duke of Portland’s, to know whether anything further had 
passed ; stayed but a short time, Lawrence being there ; 
nor was there otherwise anything in fact to communicate. 
What an example this is, of change in the administra- 
tion happening, or being liable to happen, from causes im- 
possible to be foreseen, and by a sort of decay, like that 
which every day terminates the existence of ’our bodies, 
without any distinct cause of failure. 

20th. — Arrived at Felbrigg. I have since been wholly 
occupied with the ‘Loci Plani,’ which I mean to read 
through, at least the greater part of them, with all ex- 
pedition. Great part of the benefit 'Which I propose from 
this, will consist in the use which I pk>pose to make, and

Foi several mornings togetlier I rode out before break- 
fast, commonly to Cromer, and back again, taking Mary 
with me, on a pony belonging to Hicks. 

July Ist —Went over to Norwich, to attend the meet- 
ing on the Address 

WrJ. — lto(h^ to (J unton, to make a visit to Mr. Harbord 
and Lady C^arohiu* , went round by Hanworth. Coke 
dined liere, tln^ first time as it happiaied of his ever 
liaMini been at Felbrigg when I have been here; he 
went away to Ilolkham early in the evening 

\{)th . — During the whole of the time of my being 
here, or at least duinig the greater part of it, it must be 
noted tliat I hav(‘ not been quite well ; the cause of which 
I take to be no more than some little mismanagement in 
point of legimen, with something possibly produced by 
the circumstance of sleeping in an east bedroom. This 
satisfaction, however, remain^, and is generally attached, 
I think, to residences at Felbrigg, that the latter part 
of the time is better than the former, and that as my 
stay IS prolonged my diligence increases. I certainly feel 
that this will continue to be so. I feel well satisfied at 
having abandoned a party, an excursion, namely, with Sir 
William Scott,* to Pans, which in other respects pro- 
mised many advantages. 

2^th . — We had our camp at Sheringham. 

August 2nd , — Came from the Assizes with Lord Lough- 
borough. A great deal of conversation as we came, about 
state of political negotiations ; he sounded me, as I rather

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toderstood it, about going to India. Day pleasant ; 
J^kine at dniner. 

" 4M. — During my stay at Norwich for the Assize'^s, had 
received a letter from Sir William Scott, proposing an 
excursion to France* or the Netherlands, in consequence 
of which, from the time of my return till about the 
16th, I remained m constant exjiectation of being called 
away, and with my things ])r(‘j)are<l for def)arture. My 
opinion about the ad\antages of this tour lluctuated 
Yery much, at some times j)r(‘^entmg, as \va^ natural, the 
eatisfactiou it would jiroduce. and the benefits that would 
result from it. At others, being more busy m showing 
the use that was to be made* of residence here, and the 
prejudice winch that might sustain by such an interrup- 
tion. The inclmation of my ludginent was, upon the 
whol«V against the tour, and this sentiment continued, 
which does not always hap]>en, even after the djfcision 
was taken I ^vas once so near s(^tting off as to Imve 
packed up all my things, and to have the liorees waiting 
only for my orders to come to the door; this I think 
must have been on the 15th I luckily resolved, after 
long deliberation, to Avait at last for one more letter from 
Sir W. Scott ; and it w'as fortunate that I did so, as that 
letter showed me that had I gone to town, our tour 
would hardly have taken place, and that if it had, it 
would have been much against his wishes. From that 
time to the 22nd I continued at Felbrigg, feeling in 
the very intention of going j>art of the benefit which 
such an excursion might be supposed to give, when 
upon notice of Sir Joseph Banks being at Holkham, and 
a message from Coke, I went over there with Mrs. Lukin 
and Mary. 

20tA. — In the morning went as >far as Holt on horse- 
back ; from Holt I went on in a chaise, thinking, as I 
had been before, on the question respecting the paces of 
a horse, and in general the motion of four-footed animalg. 
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The meeting at Walsingham mudh like otheW, except 
that Coke, by some things said, by all possible kindness, 
but Without perhaps an equal degree of prudence, put 
me under the necessity of making what is called a 
sjieech. It may be supposed that I did not let it be very 
long. 

22}uL — Went after dinner to Ilolkham. 

2r>rd . — At Holkham ; rode in the morning, Coke lend- 
ing me a young hor^e of his, ' Carikctacus,’ the hardness 
of w lK»e mouth and disposition to break away made a 
degree of attention, as well as exertion, necessary in 
riding him, that took off something of the pleasure of 
the nde ; it was howexer, on the whole, not unpleasant. 
At ray return I read, partly Lord Eolingbroke’s letter 
on ‘ ratnotism,’ partly Lionysius Hahearnassus. I had 
left a paper in this liook from the time of my being at 
Holkham, two years, I believe, before. 

24: th , — Returned to Felbngg. I do not recollect what 
I thought of during the drive back ; I was employed on 
something pretty diligently; I am not sure whether it 
was not part of the disquisition in Bernouilli on the 
‘ Principles of Evidence.' * 

September bth , — Sir WiUiam Jemingham and his son 
came. In the morning 1 had walked out on the bowling 
green, when Mary came to me and stayed for a few 
minutes. Employed in thinking of the proposition which 
is in page 172 of ‘Adversaria.’ 

1th — Eode out in the morning with Sir W. and Mrs. 
Lukin. I was so exhausted, that I was fain to lie down 
and sleep, and was unable to do that without many of 
those convulsive shocks with which I have for some time 
past, and particularly I think during this summer, been so 
much annoyed, and which I fear are the forerunners of A 
paralytic stroke. A night now not very often 
without my experiencing some of these seizures, in a way

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to make me apprehend that the event is actually taking 
place. 

lOM — I'p as u^ual in good time and with jWl of health. 
Bead on in ^ Loci Plain,’ in my sitting-room till miie, 
when, with a vil*w to spt-udmg some time in the stiovard’s 
room, breakfasted there with the boys, several (_)f whom 
are obliged now to sleep here, on account of tlu* numlxu's 
at the Parsonage. Aftei dinner rode out with Pobert 
round the race-giound, from thmice went vith him 
riding on the heath 

Vlth , — Good deal of talk, not otherwise* mlere^tiiiLT, 
than as it was about the late* dreaelful accounts fioiii 
Pans, liemained in the di awing -u)om rc'ading the ‘Po- 
litical Catechism,' left here by Sir William ,b*rninghain, 
and bearing tin* name oi the Abbe Aiigc'r. 

— Kitty, I have a notion, dined here and stay(*d the 
evening. Bead with her Dioden'us Siculus and Aristot. 
vol. 1 ., till after tea. 

19^4. — Tempted to 'walk round the wood with Kitty 
— \\ ent out on foot, and did a great deal in mark- 
ing trees, and laying out walks — a work much wanted. 

2Gf/i. — Bose well. Seeing G. Wyndham with all the 
horses, felt it a gay scene. 

27//n — Breakfasted 111 the steward’s room. Went up 
afterwards, and continued well employed : first, settling 
the questions about tin* motions of a horse in walking ; 
and then tin* question about necessary projiositions, which, 
I think, I have tor some time past settled pretty satisfac- 
tory. I have a letter from Mad® de Flahaut* 

29^4. — Set off with Ives for Norwich, in way to Lon- 
don. Slept part of the way ; for the rest employed on 
proposition — viz. one of those which are at the end of 
Horsley’s ‘Apollonius.’ No tea to be had at Attleborough. 
Fox being expected every moment from Elden,f where he

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had been dining with the Duke of York, I waited for him 
till near one, amusing myself with a French novel which 
I found there 

—In the morning I breakfasted with Fox, and sat 
tliere, partly from tlie natural motive of wishing to have 
all I could of his company, and partly from uncertainty 
about tlie course I should take — viz. whether to go round 
with him to Dury, and so Msit Madame de Gi^Jis, or 
whethei I should jiroceed straight on my journey. 

( )cf,,h,>r r\rd early. Despatched what was ne- 
cosary, and set oil’ in good time to Bulstrode. Arrived 
befon* the Delegation. Found there Lord Stormont, Mr. 
Llli^, Lord Malnuvsbury, Sii W. Scott, Diwrence, Burke, 
1 )ean of Clu i^t Church, BisIk )p of Oxford. Very sorry that 
I had not come sooner r)mner and whole business very 
phnisant, though not so mucli so, I am persuaded, as if I 
had come sooner Emjdoyed in coming down on problem. 

i\t/i — ( Krford — Called on k^tinton. Sjieiit short time with 
Mah )n(% in tlie Bodleian. Bead letters of Pope and Drydem 
Went into cofh‘e-huuse at ]\Ltre, in hopes of finding some 
later jiapers, but did not succeed. Crisis very anxious. 
Great doubt which way tilings are to turn, whether the 
French aflairs to be overturned, or the combined armies 
to retire, eonfe'=!smg their inability. If so, farewell, for a 
long time to come, to aU good government throughout 
Eui’ope. All establishments at least will be overset and 
everything changed, down to the minutest article of man- 
ners. I cannot help having great apprehensions. 

7 th . — Bose a little before eight, and before breakfast 
did little but dress and read my letters, with a littie 
Sophocles : at breakfast Winstanley came in, afterwards 
Eobert ; and, before I went out, Mr. Osborn, who is here, 
employing himself in some enquiries in his own.-way in 
the Bodley. At a little past one, I went to Malone’s, mean- 
ing to walk with him to Langton’s, at Headington, but iiie 
weather was such as to prevent us. I sat, therefore, some 
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time with him, reading letters of Hobbes, Halley, Sir I. 
Newton, Hook, Lock, and others, of no consequence^ in 
themsehes, but aflbrdingat lea^t specimens of their hand-^ 
writing : they were wTitten upon various occasions, t(.) 
Aubrey, whose hfe and liistory Malone is now einjiloyed 
about We walked out, calling upon Kobert ; and, lastly, 
going into the library at the Uniyersity. I can never enter 
there without particular sensations, partly })l(*asant and 
partly painful. Ha\ing sent some letters off, I had tliought 
of allotting tile remainder of the evening to a diligent 
reading oi‘ Sophocles; but tlie problem came acios< me, 
and having once got j^ossession of my thoughts lia^ carried 
me on, tliougli without success till now, eleven o’clock. 

Though there is iii this something unfavoui abk' to 
satisfaction, I have a jWl ol' enjoyment, sueh as 1 sliould 
hardly enjoy >vere I now in my mansKni of Lelhrigg, 
master of a large house, in the midst of an ample ])ro])erty, 
surrounded by those who look u]) to me as in the highest 
situation of splendour and happiness to which their ideas 
reach. I am, instead, m the \yorst inn’s worst room ; in 
an ordinary room, at least, in an inferior inn, with nothing 
superior in my situation m point of comfort and distinc- 
tion, from that of every ordinary traveller. That this 
should be the happier situation, proceeds from causes, in 
part common to many others, and founded on natural 
principles, m part peculiar to myselt, and the result of 
circumstances. 

12th . — University College : large party ; partly invited 
by Dr. Simpson, and part, by young Wetherall. In a 
morning I have generally sat pretty free from interruption 
till twelve or one o’clock, and have during that time been 
principally employed in attempts at the solution of the 
problem. That I have carried on this in my head entirely 
without any aid fk)m writing or consignment to writing 
of steps occiiskmally made, has been a disadvantage, retard- 
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ing perhaps lx)th the progress of the work and abating 
tlie diligence with which it lias been pursued 

The time that I have been from home has been in a 
morning emjdoyed generally m part intheBudley. That 
more lias not been so employed has been owing to the 
inconvenience felt there iu ^consequence of the cold. 

— Dined at Malone’s: only he. After sitting ^ojne 
time, during w'hich I fimshed mimuscript ‘Life of Milton,’ 
that 1 liad begun before dinner, and had a good deal of 
not un])leasant udk, we walked out, and drank tea at 
C( )tlee-h<Hise at the Angel, where I met Newiiham Thence, 
after another walk, more productive of pleasant images 
than a walk in Felbngg woods, to my new lodgings at 
Kettle Hall. Dunng the whole of my time of being here, 

I have felt strongly the share winch place may have m 
deterniming the course and cliaracter of one’s thoughts: 
all that It has done heie has been lor the lietLer. My 
mind has been more gay ; my thoughts more satisfac- 
tory , strongei impressions have been made ; more of that 
has bei'ii fell an Inch advances us, as Dr. Johnson says, in 
the order of thinking beiiigb. The whole of this effect, 
however, must not be ascribed to the change of place or 
halnts. I cannot but suspect that the sickness which I had 
on the 9 til, was the crisis of a degree of illness which I 
have had for the greater part of the summer. It is a great 
question with me this morning and last night, whether I 
should not leave Oxford bvmorrow, and some time was 
lost in the consideration. I determined at last to make 
trial of a lodging, if it were only tliat I might make trid 
of the difference. The result is, for any time longer 
than a few days, there must be no hesitation about 
taking a lodging. My situation at the inn (the Croea) 
was for the time I stayed by no means uncomfortable, 
I could sit there in an evening or a morning, and tbmk 
with as much effect as anywhere eke. The bvuptie <rf it, 
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too, wa8 not more, than after such a residence atFelbrigg, 
was pleasant rather than otherwise ; but there was always 
an ideaiof exj)osure or interruption in it, and an impos- 
sibility of engaging in anything requiring the use of books 
or papers. Beside.s the feiir of intrusion, there appeared 
Bomething incongruous in tlie^ appearance of an inn room 
thrown into the state of a study ; so that, m fact, during 
the whole of my being there, 1 never did employ myself 
in any way but suclf ^ was mcTely mental or lequired 
only the aid of a book, to be put away without dilliciilty 
on anybody eoming in My enjoyment in my lodging 
continued during the whole of my stay, equal to what 1 
had reason to hope on my lirst oiitiauce. Its situation in 
the town, the dLstriliution of the rooms, and lh(‘ coUegiate 
air which it still retained (its title abo lomams Xettle 
Hall), all made it a jilace of pleasant abode, it 

out to be chosen in case of any luture visit. 

14M. — Dined with Malone. 

Ihth, — We dined, I think, with Vivian. The moming 
had been bad, and I had sat at hotae all the time rea(hng 
till past two, the " Qidip. Col.’ I meant to have finished 
it, and have joined Malone in Corpus Library, but Sir 
William Young coming in detained me. I came home, 
and employed the time before our going to sup in Uni- 
versity Common Loom, in sending to the Duke of Port- 
land an account of what I had heard from Sm William 
Young in the morning. 

\^th , — Dined with the Dean of Christ Church, Dr. 
Stinton, and Mr. Horne, who had read with Lord Hol- 
land,^ a Mr. Kitiier, who w as tutor to Lord Waterford, 
Jackson, the Dean’s brother 

18M. — Had Eobert in the evening, and played at 
draughts with him, as I had done before. Glad to find that 
I recovered my play, which from some games played 
when I was at Felbrigg, I was afraid I had lost, not from 
want of practice, but from loss of the quickness of youth. 
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Debate with myself about going the next day, which 
ended in determination to go. 

— Set off at time proposed. Intent all the way 
on problem, or on one derived from it ; journey there- 
fore not markc'd by any^ particular temper of mind. 
Arrived at IIjppisley'> just before dinner The only qom- 
pany there Miss Caroiiiie Vernon. Children humofiiiod, 
and, at table, disagreeable. 

20M — Went away before breakfast. Breakfasted at 
Ejihani. Still problem. 

22fuL — L<>?id(m — Dined with Tierney at Thomas’s. 
Had a note aniioini ‘it g the arrival of Mad® de Flahaut. 
Went to lier, jiariing ^Mt]l Tierney. 

— At one of the dinners at Cholmondeley’s we 
bad Frederick North and Legge ; and, in the evening, 
kJ. de Narbonne, who was minister a year or two ago, 
and now obliged to Hy. 

I let myself foolishly be 'drawn by Boswell to explore, 
as he called it, Wa])])mg, instead of going wTen every- 
thing was pre})ared, to see the battle between Ward 
and Stanyard, which turned out a veiy good one, and 
which wamld Lave served as a very good intioduction 
to Boswell 

Nin'nnher Atli . — Inuring the whole of this period the 
distribution of my time, and the use made of it, has not 
been wdiat it ought to be, though it has passed not un- 
comfortably. The time has passed pleasantly though not 
profitably, the reasons of which, besides those wBich may 
operate always, have been — first, the prosecution of this 
problem which has engrossed my mind when I have not 
intended it, and then left me in a state in which I have 
been indisposed to or incapable of other employment: 
secondly, the obligation, to -which I have been sensible, 
of putting together my ideas on the great questions about 
to come on, and the inability to set myself earnestly about 
the work. This has had the effect which such a state of 
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mind always has liad with me. I have just thought of wliat 
I ought to do, sufficiently and no more to make me neglect 
everything else. For want of plan or want of adherence 
to such, as had been formed, a foitnight or more has 
slipped ipvay, not unjileasantly nor wholly unprolitaldy, 
but without effei't or exertions adequate to the time and 
opportunities

at CholmondeleCs. Walked thence to Brookes’s, wliere

liam, lii^c All those right. 

[H/i — Called on Malone, who had g(Uie to Blau And 
as I did not choose to follow him knowing that^polifcical 
conver^atlon could not be avoided, and that in present 
state and in that quarter,. it c'fiuld jiroduce tO me nothing 
but mortification, I dined tliereloie at the hotel in Con- 
duit Street. 

10^/i. — Fined, I think, with Malone: present*. Boew^ell 
and Courtenay. Long discussK>n about passage in Parnell : 
amazing noisi* and want of clearness. Malone’s interjire- 
tation right, however. 

IF/i — Went m the morning to breakfast with Burke. 
When I came away from there, called on Mad° de 
Flahaut and found Lord Lansdowne : the first time of 
my speaking to him since 1 called on him in the year 
’81 or ’82. 

12tL — Breakfast with Burke : continued there almost 
the whole morning In returning from there saw Wil- 
liamson, who is just returned from Sir Lionel Copley’s, 
and is a furious Jacobin: one of liis reasons, that merit 
meets with no reward ; and one of his proofs, that he has 
met with none. 

Time and thought from this period occupied almost 
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entirely with the great business of the time. For a long 
while there has been a susiiension of all my usual Hterary 
})ursuits I ]uiv(i neitlier read nor thought of anything but 
what had reference to public concerns. My day, too, has 
been for tlii' gri'ater ])art spcait in ])romoting the measures 
nece^sar}^ at this tinn* to be pur'-ued. Conversation at 
Ihirlington Hou^e with Fox, Cfreii\ille, and Duke^ of 
I)evi 111"}! ire. 

o.iM. — ( 'ailed in tlie moniing in eonsecpieiK'e of a note 
from Fold Ijoughborougli. Adair had called upon me 
before, and Avalked with me the greater portion of the 
way. Heard the lesulf of liis eommuniaitiou with P, 
being a refusal of tin* s^^als : Ins letter very good. It was 
the day before tliat 1 liad lieen wntli Mr Pitt.* I went 
early to Lord Mulgrave’s, who imparted to me the 
measure, in wdneh I ha\e since concurred, and which I 
hope now to extend with ('fleet to this couIitr^^ From 
him I wxait to Mad' de Flaliaut's, thence to Burlington 
House. 

• The following extract from the ‘Ihargof Lord Malmeabury thrown 
additional light nn the relations of the dilhrent aections of the Whig I’arty 
with Mr I’ltl and with one au(»thei at thiH time — 

‘ Lord Loughborough call<‘d on me , he was greatly hurt at the Duke ot 
Portland's ma( tion, and ]’o\V Molence. He adverted to our conference on 
the e\emng of the lUth, said it was one of wrangle — that Lord Derby was 
there to report to Brouli^s’s all that passed He urged the necessity of hie 
talking to the Duke, and also that of forcing him, by taking the sense of the 
party, and gomg to him in a bud\ to compel him to declare himself either 
decidedly for, or decidedly against, Fox. We all agreed it was absolutely 
necessary for the Duke of Portland to declare bis sentimenta and ours to 'Uie 
House of Lords. I was to go to him first, and afterwards Windham. 
This we did, and he engaged to say the next day, when Lord Grenville wm 
to bring in a Bill relati( e to the power of the Crown over aliens, that he 
was disposed to support it, and in general, as long as the circumstances or 
the ensis lasted, to support the Government of the (xiuntry. Lord Fiti- 
william left London from difficulty how to act, and distress of mind relstire 
to Fox. Windham, also, came to me , his opinions entirely coincide with 
ours; he was for an amicable separation, not a rupture with 
Maimssbury'i Diary, vol. ii. p. 47^ 
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1703.

wanted to draw from me, as he had done from others, a 
declaration, that in similar circumstances no su(*h objec- 
tion would have been made on my part. Luckily, the 
singular character of the man put me u])on considering 
the question before I gave an answer ; and that considera- 
tion showed me that no answer oiiglit to be given at all. 
The refusal, which greatly astonished him, put him upon

Among events winch answer the desciiption above 
gn'e**'. \\'^ as beine more important than those usually 
asserted m this account, are tin* two meetings which we 
liave had in thi^ house, and the mi'asure of taking our 
names from the Whig Club ; the dates of them, however, 
I don’t know. 

In other respects, my mind has for now, a period of 
years, almost been so totally free from those disturbances 
which used to afl'ect it, and company and interimption 
produce an effect upon it so much less injurious, that it is 
provoking to think that more should not be done. What 
would have been the enjoyment which I should have felt

21st. — Went down, I think, between two and three to

Mr Townslnmd, 
and afterwards Burke and Sir Gilbert Elliot, had called m 
the morning to announce the late, and I hoj)e conclusive, 
successes of the Austrians airamst Dumouner The last 
and pnncipal action took place on the iMh inst. 

2(jth . — Not out m the morning, nor till 1 w^ent to the 
House. Employed usefully in entering an article in ® Ad- 
versaria.’ Dinner at home. Went with Malone to Mrs. 
Crewe’s, where were Major Crewe and Sir R. Payne. 
Thence to Byng’s, where talked for a little while with 
Byng and Cecy. 

27th. — Went to House early on private business ; back 
by dinner, at home, having refused both Lord Lucan, 
where Burke was to be, and Sir G. Cornew^all, where I 
should have met Lord Malmesbury and t>ir Gilbert Elliot. 
Sat at home till a little before eleven, then went to Halt- 
Moon Street, where I found M de Talleyrand, M. St. CroLx, 
and an Itahan secretary, I Ihink, to the Venetian ambas- 
sador : stayed till near four. 

2^th . — ^By five got to Chesterford, where, before my 
dinner was brought, was found by Sir Charles Bunbury, 
in whose room I dined. We then proceeded together to

P,0M — At SwalTliam by twenty minutes before twelve ; 
aw<»y at twelve, having calhsl on Kussell and Mrs. B., 
from the latter of whom found so hearty a welcome as 
Well compensated for the delay. Finding that the chaise 
Would want greasing at Fakenham and recollecting that it 
was market-day at Holt, got S(nne dinner at Fakeidiam. 
.V hoil/e by a little after six, or rather at the Parsonage 
by that time, after walking from the Aylmerton Gate, 
which I found locked, and going upstairs at the Hall. 

3i.s-^ — Eniployt'd a considerable time m endeavours to 
improve my hand, by trud of different methods of hold- 
ing my pen ; by one, m particular, apparently very little 
promising, but winch I saw lately used by Nepean. I 
cannot yet much lioast of my success, yet the attempt must 
not be relinquished. After what I have remarked myself, 
conhrmed by the remark wdiich 1 once heard made by 
Burke, I am convinced that a good hand is not wholly 
without connection with a good style. I can make out, 
in a manner sufficiently satisfactory, what the connection 
may be. Faculties clear and good, such as to show 
the effect of the journey and country air. Had taken 
down Beveridge’s ‘ Chronology,’ in order to recall the ndea 
respecting the Dominical Letter. 

April — Up before eight. Bead part of an ode of 
Pindar ; wrote some translations ; shaved before breakfast. 
Suffered myself to fall into reveries about military ser- 
vice. Finished first ‘ Pythiad,’ wdiich I find I had r«ad 
formerly, and which remained very fresh in my mini 
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' 3rrf. — At three or a little before went down to Cromer, 
tbe day being very line, and a motive being furnished 
by the arrival there (»f a company ol‘ the Leicestershire 
Militia. The first time of my being on horseback since 
my being down. t:^hip9 on the beach Hide on tlu' wliole 
very delightful. 

4M. — Up by lialf-past six Doubt about going, but re- 
solved that 1 would put myself in a state to have the 
decision in my ])ower, ])repared e\orvtliing, tlnn’clbre, 
and was at the Tarsonage with the chaise by more tlian 
a quarter before eiglit Tlien faiily deteriimied against 
going, and, thoimli T see disadvantages, lioin the ])Ossi- 
bility of having lost an opportunity of distinction, and 
from appearing, jierhajis, to d<‘sert those who may be 
wflShg* to look to m(\ yet such is tlie cliaiire that these 
things may not happen, and su('h tlie satisfactions and 
benefits which I shall find from a few more days liere, 
that 1 cannot as yet think that I have d(‘ei(led wrong.

(jth . — After finishing part that remained of tlio papers, 
read in Maidaurin the account of the theory of the tides 
Went on then with house accounts. At two went out 
walking with Mary, round by Joshua Denny’s, then by 
Aylmerton village, through the Savannah, and home liy 
the Lodge. Found, on coming m, that I had walked too 
much. After dinner, Mary and Ytrs Lukin going to sleep, 
Kitty brought down a volume of the ' Scriptorcs Grsec.’ of 
Stephens, and read part of an idyl of Theocritus, but I 
got to sleep before it was ended. 

Sth . — Up by tlie same time as morning before. Hunt- 
ingdonshire Militia marched out of iovni : good-look- 
ing corps. Went out before breakfast to see them. 
Dined at Eppiiig. Arrived m town between five and six ; 
journey all the way pleasant, and thoughts pretty well 
employed. Got out of the carriage in Holborn, and 
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stopping for a moment in Craig’s Court, where I found 
Kent, Hicks, and Pearce, though it was not with that 
hope that I stopped, went on to the House of Commons, 
being taken ii]) l)y Sir Gilbert Elliot by the way, from 
whom I heard of the meeting at Burlington House, and 
other things that had passed in my absence Debate nottb 
come on till next day. Having gone out therefore during 
a division, and drank some tea, proceeded afterwards 
with Sir Gilbert to Burke’s, where I stayed preparing for 
the question that was to come on till about ten. 

9M. — At home all the morning, preparing, or pretend- 
ing to prejiare, for the debate.* Preparation ill man- 
aged. Instead of securing the reasoning that I had been 
collecting on the main question, lost my time in framing 
exei^djUT./s and traditions, or rather lost my time by not 
prepaiing tliem with assiduity and exertion. From the 
manner iri which the debate came on, no opportunity was 
given for speaking, but by rising immediately after Fox. 
This being sufihnM] to pass, partly by design, partly from 
accident, and no other given, the debate concluded with- 
out my sa^ung anything ; though I had a great deal that 
would, I apprehend, have been said with considerable 
efiect, and that certainly on every account ought to have 
been brought forward. The regret I have felt for this, 
and the effect it has had, on the general course of my 
thoughts since, ought to be a lesson not to trust the feel 
of the momenb noi to decide in any instance but on 
the consideration of what one shall be glad or sorry for 
afterwards.

2^th . — No application next day, nor for a clay or two 
afterwards, to what ouglit, for a long wdiile past, to Ijave 
engaged my attention, viz. the motion about rarliamen- 
tary Reform announced so long ago by Grey * Despair 
of rallying my tlioughts well upon that subject, and un- 
willingness to abandon it altogether, put me m the state 
most fatal for any useful application of tunc, and from 
wliieh I may tliink myself fortunate m having escaped 
before it w'as too late. 

May 2n(]. — Set out with Mrs. Lukin to Clapham. The' 
benefits of the countiy were very sensibly felt, I took a 
long walk, and found my thoughts move witli a di*gree of 
activity to which I had long been a stranger, except per- 
haps during the drive to Gravesend on the 24th. It was 
during this walk that I first got my thoughts in order, and 
prepared in part, that scheme and arrangement, which I 
afterwards followed in my discourse.

tune, v-^'C Found on this, as on many other occa- 
sions, that the Bishop often lays down with great confi- 
dence, ^\hat turns out afterwards to be wrong. Had 
settled before, in my own mind, the true conception of the 
thing, that I was enquiring about. 

\yth . — Walked out in the morning directly after break- 
fast, in order to be at Count Brlihl’s,* where there waste 
be a meeting of the sub-committee. I left the carriage 
fur Mrs. and Miss Lukin, conceiving that the treasure of 
the register shipt was to be brought in, in triumph. Went 
do^\Tl to the House of Commons to announce the good 
report of the workmen, on the merits of the invention.

20^^^ — At SIX, saw Bamsden, who came full of trouble 
about the report, which ls not, in point of expression, 
quite what I could wish it Spent part of an hour with 
Malone, who showed me some letters of Dryden, and 
Vanbnigh to Lintot. From thence home, A\liere, instead 
of g<iing upstairs, I sat eating a little supper, and healing 
Mary on pianoforte Cholmondeley has just made her a 
present ol a new one. 

21-9^ — Went out before twelve, in order to see the 
Chain ellor,'* and comiaunicate to him the substance of a 
conversation wIjk'Ii I had with Mr Townshend, relative to 
the reported appointment of Lord Auckland. 

25M — M as set down at Lord Townshend’s, where wa.s 
Mrs. Beresford, who was going the next morning. Some- 
thing not quite ])leasant m resjiect oi our jiarting. I had 
shown myself, during the last moments of lier stay, too 
intent on talking with Liftus on the subject of the last 
news. Walked homo rather m a melancholy mood. 

2GM. — Was to dine at Hampstead. Canning and 
Elliot went in my carnage : no other persons were of the 
party, except pos&ibly Mr. Wallace. Miss Hainan was 
with Mrs. Crewe, and her brother came in after dinner, 
on his way from Wales to join one of the battalions of the 
Essex Militia, in which he had taken a commission. He 
was a ver}" gentle, })leasant man, with a happy mixture of 
modesty and manliness, and having been in the Army and 
served for nine years in America, including the war, con- 
veyed to me so much the idea of Lieut. Gauntlet in ‘ Pere- 
grine Pickle,’ as to make his company to me very agree- 
able. Miss H. too has, this year, hit my fancy very much. 

28^ — Was to have dined at the Club, but kept so 
long at the House waiting for Wilberforce’s business, that 
I was obliged4o dine upstairs.

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29th , — A wish had come upon me to see the boAvnueu 
at Blackheatli, and if Mlss Ilayman, &c. had not been 
gone ])efore my note arrived, I should have been tempted 
to have quitted my employment and have got a place in 
their carriage. A long conversation with Mrs, Crewe, 
with a view of learning something which the occ^s^n 
requiied, brought me so late, that by the time I reached 
WiiitelialL 1 gave up the mtentioii. My dinner was 
hardly doia* bef<^re Miidge came, and with him and after- 
wards willi Graham, 1 continued employed till near twelve 
o’clock. Alter they went, I continued hir some time think- 
ing of tlie great question iievly submitted to me. 

Jufic loth . — A month now nearly elapsed with nothing 
entered in Journal, and certainly nothing done m the way 

1 hn'ary einphyyment. Everything indeed of that sort 
so long neglected, that the very idea of it almost lost. 
What a charig(‘ of life has taken place since my quitting 
Oxford, about the end, I think, of last October I The 
only return to former habits was during tlic week spent 
at Eelbrigg, fioiii 30ih March to 7th April. Has the 
change been for the better, and has it been necessaiy ? 
I may venture to say to the last, that it has not been 
necessary quite to the extent to which it has been carried; 
and with respect to tho first, that so far as it has not been 
necessary, it has not been advantageous. I may say, in 
general, that my time luus been less happily spent, than it 
would in other occupations. Political events, not a little 
important, have taken place during the same period : 
it is not the least proof, how much my habits have been 
irregular, that even these have been unable to recall me to 
the use of my Journal. 

14^. — The day of my receiving the first note from 
Pitt, just as I was setting out to Wycombe. It was the 
next day, Saturday, that I must have gone there. 

16th . — Dined with the Foreign Ministers, at the Duke 
of Portland’s. 
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Viih, — Saw Pitt ; finished Mudge ; and made speedi 
(a singularly bad one) on Fox’s motion.* Went home, 
and supped with Purkc 

\%th. — Cannot recollect precisely, but Lord Spencer, I 
think, called in the morning, and declared against accept- 
ance Certainly felt it as a great load oil' my mind My 
feel^ both before ami after, a sullieu'ut jiroof of the state 
of my mind w ith respect to real liking of the object. Lord 
Spencer w’eiitoiit of town m the e\enmg. 

Vdth — Intor\iew wnth Pitt to give my nns^vor : not 
wholly satisfied with my own statements, they Avere at 
least much infeiior to his. 

21th. — Xolhing particular that I can recollect, except 
.hat to-da^’ I w'eiit 'With a waiter party to (freeinvicli. 
Being told of an old pensK»ner of the age of 10^, 'we sent 
for him, and found him a man of extraordmar}' strength 
and possession of fitcultios for an age bo advanced Ills 
liearing seemed as quick as any of the company, nor was 
there any ajipearance of defect of eyesight ; Ins memory 
Avas of course not entiie, but such as to enable him to 
speak positively to many facts of his life ; and he seemed 
not at idl inclined to speak positively of facts, of wdiich he 
was not certain Ills name w’as John Ilamson, the son 
of an English father and Scotch mother, and bora at In- 
verness. By sea and by land he had served sixty-seven 
years. 

30fA. — For some days past, fnim the time of public 
business ceasing, all my tmiployment had been the prepara- 
tion of going from London, and all the occupation of my 
thoughts in the intermediate times, the journey that was 
to succeed my return from Oxford As there may arise 
in this, situations altogether new, and not a little import- 
ant, it is necessary ‘ omnia praicipere atque animo ante 
peragere.* 


• Mr, Fox’s motion wee for the re-eetahliamcnt of peace with France, 
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July . — The whole time passed at Oxford was pleasant 
and interesting. Let me impress deeply upon my mind 
the reception, that I met with there, that it may prove an 
incenti\ e to persist in conduct, which may ensure such a 
reception at all future times. That conduct is eminently 
before me. 

5^A. — Frcjin tliis time till my departure I was employed 
very" assiduously in preparing what was necessary", particu- 
larly in settling my will, a draft of which I had had for a 
long time lying by me. 

At a very little after the time nppointCKi was at 
K(mt'^, ready to set off and with a few things left undone. 
'J here I found the Duke of Manchester, who, as Fullarton 
had told me before, was to be of our party. During the 
l.^i\ve that I was waiting there, Fullarton not being ready, 
1 wrote a letter to Madame d’ Albany,* in answer to the 
one, which I had received from her a g(X)d while since, on 
the subject of her affairs. 

— Stayed at Dover. Found there Jenkinson, with 
the Prince and Prmcesse de Leon, and Madame de Bel- 
zunce. Walked m the mormng with Jenkinson to the 
Castle, wliere we were assailed with my old torment, the 
warder or gunner, but luckily a sergeant of the Devon 
came to our rescue, hke the ammal that attacks the Koc, in 
the ‘Arabian Nights : ’ during their conflict we escaped. 

The arnval of Spalding, and the care of his friend and 
countryman F. to settle him as one of the party, increased 
the difficulty considerably of our going in tlie same vessel 
as the Princesse dc L4on, &c. After much doubt, which 
continued till the last moment, and was the cause of some 
succeeding inconveniences, we went in the boat, that had 
been secured for us and in which our horses were. The 
wind was contrary, as much as it was possible to be, but 
the water was smooth.

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The captain's name was Hall, an old smuggler, who had 
lived in that capacity at Cromer, where, as he stated, ho 
had often seen me. 

12ih — After running along the coast for some hours, 
within view of Dunkirk, Fumes, and Nieuport, we arrived 
at Ostend, the sea liaving begun then to be rougli, but not 
so much so as to prevent me from getting upon deck and 
enjoying, m a very great degree, tlie sensations and reflec- 
tions incident to the scene before im*. 

loth . — After s’eeing Gen Ain^lle and Sir Charles lloss 
and others, we set olf for Valenciennes, by the way of 
Courtray and Tournay, wliu'h we were told w^as tlic route 
constantly taken. Xothing could be to me pleasanter than 
the journey. The country, the occasion, the incidents 
that occurred, the health tliat I enjoyed, all concurred to 
give me a sensation of yileitsure greater than most m degree, 
and certainly diflerent m kind, from any, that I had ever 
experienced before : the eflect w'as that of realising a situ- 
ation such as had before existed only in imagination; and 
putting iny mind in a state, in which it is to be lamented, 
that it was not put years ago. 

11th . — About four o’clock in the morning we were 
called u]) by the arrival of the Duke of Manchester and 
Spalding. In the journey of to-day, betw^eiai Courtray and 
Tournay, w^e overtook some troops whose language no- 
body could understand, but I know’ now^ must be part of 
O’Donnel’s corps. At Tournay, the Duke of Manchester 
and Spalding had ordererl dinner, wdiich I w’antod to have 
been at the table d'hote^ but it is lucky that it was not, 
as with all the advantage of dining half an hour earlier, 
the delays of our setting ofif (wdiich Fullarton is a bad hand 
at lessening) retarded our arrival at Coiide tiU the hands 
of the sentinels were actually upon the chain of the draw- 
bridge. This part of the drive w’as amongst the pleasant- 
est that we had had ; the w'ay w’as through part of the 
Bois de St. Amaud. We heard, or w^e suppos^ to hear, 
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some of the firing at Valenciennes,* and as we approached 
Cond^ evidences were everywhere seen of the efio^ of 
military operations. On our arnvnl great difficulty was 
found in procuring a place to put ourselves in ; we at 
length got beds in a private house, and had a supper pre- 
])ared at tlie inn. Oifr horses had nothing to eat, next 
to nothing, and no place to he down. Note hy Mr. 
Windham. — The number of shot, (kc., thrown from the 
LSth June to the 2bth July, without counting the liatteries 
iioin Bngnet and Mount Augin, were shells, 45,000 ; 
(‘imnon shot, 70, 000 ; of all sorts, 140,000 ; making of 
shells about 1,250 })er diem. 

15/4. — We set ofi’ as soon as we could get away and 
uruved in camp about two o’clock. As tins was the hour 
0 +’ dinner at head-quarters, we did not go there directly, 
but dining with the mess of Hulse’s battalion, left our 
names for the Duke in the evening. In our way from 
Conde, we met two carriages, containing, in appearance, 
])erbons of eminence, one of wdiom we heard afterwards 
w^as I’rince Charles, the Emperor’s brother. 

IGM. — It was tills morning, if I recollect right, that I 
had made the engagement to go wdth Hulse to the trenches. 
I had risen early in the morning and written a letter to 
Mrs. Lukin, enclosed in one to Cholmondeley. Just before 
we set out, news was brought of a flag of truce having 
been sent in. Eveiybody was in expectation of its being 
a preliminary^ to a surrender ; but it turned out to be only 
an application from Custine for permission to a Madame 
de SiUeiy^ to quit the towm and withdraw to Paris, The 
permission was given to quit the town, but the termirvus ad 
quern restrained to Mons, Cond<^, or some other imperial 
town. The scene that took place in consequence of this 
truce was the most interesting that can be conceived. We 

• Valenciennes was besieged from May 23rd to July 14th, 1798, whan Iho 
French garrison surrendered to the Allies under the Duke of York. It wts 
retaken by the French in August, 1794. 
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descended on both sides and held an amicable conference 
in a space, which, the moment before, it would have been 
death to either party to enter, and of which, the moment 
after, the po-^session was to be disputed with equal obsti- 
nacy. It recalled to my mind the lines, which I cannot 
recollect in terms, in the second -d^heid, where a descrip- 
tion IS given of what took place, at the supposed departure 
of the Grecians.

Desertosqiie videre locos, litusque rclictiim. 

One of the persons wliom I talked to wa^ of tlie name 
of Petit, of the 2 IHI 1 , or regiiiieiit ci-<Icrcinf J^iiuiAnn, liad 
served on board tlieBrilliante (Fn'ncli fiigate),]n tlic Ea^t 
Indies and spoke English ; in Avliieli languagt* he made no 
difficulty of confessing to me Ins disinclination lo tlie eaus(‘, 
and his wish that tlie town might surrender lie desired 
particularly that it might be signified to the IlaiioVerian 
officers, that two of their corps, Messrs. Kilmauaegge and 
Pcheiter, who had been taken jirisoncrs, were well, and in 
his keeping. After talking together in this way for a 
quarter of an hour, or twenty minutes, and drinking to each 
other’s good health, notice was given to retire ; which Avas 
not so effected, however, in some parts, ])ut that many 
were wounded and some killed, on both sides, before it 
wajs kuowu that the truce Avas expired. The Duke of 
York said, that his orders had been, that five minutes 
should be aUoAved after sounding the trumpet. 

17/^. — Though I had thus seen the plan of the trenches, 
and the manner of their formation, more effectually than I 
could in any other Avay, yet I had not seen, or rather had 
not experienced, wffiat was most the object of my curi- 
osity, the situation of persons employed in doing duty 
there. I therefore accepted readily the offer of Major 
Crawford* to accompany me thither the next mom- 

• Afterwtidi Sir Bobert Crawford, kilUd at Ciudad Bodrigo. 
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iiig. It was not without anxiety that I ventured into a 
situation so new and untried, as that in which I was about 
Uj enter. It was impossible to tell the effect of circum- 
stances, which have been found occasionally to operate bo 
strangely on minds not distinguishable beforehand from 
the rest of the world. How could I be certain, tTlat the 
same might not happen to mo, as happened to certain 
pel^(»ns, that one knows of ? I did all that could be done 
111 such a case, ‘omnia pnccepi atque ammo mecum ante 
])eregi ’ How far I had succeeded could be known only 
by tiial Tlie result of the trial answered, I am happy 
to say, to my most sanguine expectations. I think, with 
confidence, tliat during any poit of the time, I could 
liave mu]tij)]u‘d, if necessary, a sum in my head. Wecon- 
^ nued walking about the trenches for two hours. The 
oliicers that I recollect to. have *seen there were George 
Titzroy, Archer, })oor Tollemache, wlio has since been 
killed, and some of the 5 oid or I 4 th. Of my employ- 
ment during the following days I have no regular ac- 
count; they were employed chiefly in riding about tho 
country, viewing the different posts and hearing the par- 
ticulars of the principal actions. By tliese means, I have 
got an idea of militaiy^ operations, more precise and dis- 
tinct, than ever I had before. The profit of these rides, 
as well as the pleasure, would have been greater had I 
not found myself oppressed with heat and fatigue, 

19tk . — This was tlie day of our seeing the IVenchcomp 
from the httlo mound with a pole upon it. To St. Amaud, 
the Abbey, the Vicoque, and Bonne Eepdrance, and back 
by Augin. This was the day following the preceding, 
and that on which they fired some cannon shot at us, by 
one of which Phipps’ horse was wounded. I ehaU never 
fail to regret my foolish dilatoriness, and want of con- 
sideration, in not having decided then to take my leave* 
Had I gone then I had stayed a blessed time 1 By suffering 
myself to stay on beyond that, I have outstay^ my m- 
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terest, and left myself with a doubt upon my mind, for 
which, before, there could not have been a pretence, 
whether s<')mething more should not have been done. I 
had seen the trenches the day of the truce ; and when 
there was no danger, I had then gone down twice be- 
sides, once by daylight and once by night ; at tlu' 
former of which time there was a good deal of lire of 
cannon and shells, and at tlu^ latter of musketry. It 
was at the latter of those times that a sergeant of the 
14th had his head shot off. I liad rode al)out every- 
where, and, as it happened, had run some risk. I had 
done enough to satisfy myself and to show to othei’s, 
what, if It is very necessary to be coiisciuiis of oiieself it 
is pleasant also to have known. IW not g"ing to the 
storm of the covered wqv, tliough I foibore (Uily, what 
everyone would have said it was absurd to do, except at 
least a few people, whose opinions perhaps are not’l^orUi 
much, yet I felt something below what some might have 
expected. One w'ay of })utting it may be, Was it a 
thing, wdiich would have been more praised or blamed, 
had it been done ? Would it, considering all circum- 
stances, have raised the character of the actor or have 
depressed it ? It is the hope, that it might have had with 
some good judges even the latter effect, that can alone 
reconcile me to* the not having dune it. The decision 
taken of avoiding any intermediate course, if I was not 
wholly to engage, was, I think, right. I observed at 
least a distinct line, that of keeping throughout with the 
Duke of York. It is most fortunate for my own satis- 
faction that the Duke went into the trenches and not amiss, 
that there was, during the time, a pretty smart fire. The 
head of an Austrian was knocked off, who was walking 
a few paces before the Duke, and a guardsman was 
knocked down while we were standing near the battery. 
This was, I think, the 25th. Why did I not go away 
on the 23rd? The two days following the 25tb, as well 
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as all the time since, has lost its enjoyment in conse- 
quence of the regrets above stated. 

29M. — Lord Eljiin and I set off for Brussels. Had 
Fullarton and the Duke of Manchester stayed a day longer, 

1 should have been tempted to have gone with th^. It 
was not till after dinner that we set off. My regret was 
not, and is not, at all done away. One should learn from 
tins, what mu'^t be the effect of doing an^dhing wrong, 
when the suspicion only of not acting to the outside of right 
is sufficient to make such work with one’s comfort. Had 
1 g('>ne away before this question had arisen, I should 
have walked upon down ; had I achieved the adventure, 

1 should have t'rod the air. 

‘Mth — By seven o'ldock we were set out and arrived 
ftt Brussels at ten. I found that my recollection of 
the town from passing through it in the year ’80 was 
ikU very distinct. The course of the day had nothing 
to be observed, but my seeing Mad“® Duplessis and 
the Brincesse de Leon (Mad* de Belzunco was not at 
home), and my meeting James Crawford, whom I 
liad not sc('n since our parting at Paris, in the year 
’90. My attention was occupied during the greater 
part of the day in determining, whether I should go 
back with Lord Elgin, or proceed to England from hence. 
After much consideration, and at a late hour, I deter- 
mined upon going back witli Lord Elgin. Nothing that 
I now do can aflbrd its natural satisfaction. Names of 
persons, chiefly foreigners, whom I saw during my stay * 
with the army : Prince de Saxe Cobourg, General 
Ferraris, Prince Eeuss (he was a small black and ill^ 

looking man, in the style of ; he came on on© of the 

wet days after the capitulation, in a brown clc^) ; Major 
Prone, Orlandini, Diedrichstein, General Dalton, 

Erbach, Count Merfeld, Prince Lichtenstein, Mr. Swin* 
bourne, Marquis de Bouill4, General Jamac, 

August — Up at six in order to be presont 
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grand ceremony of tlie troops marching out, and laying 
down their arms Few scenes in life can bo conceived of 
equal inagnilicence. Such a union of troops drawn from 
countries the most remote, and considered as of tlie first 
cliaracter at this time in Europe ; such a disjilay of offi- 
cers, of tlic* higliest rank, and most distinguished repu- 
tation, such splendour of appearance, such variety of cha- 
racter, such a combination of strong interests, can hardly 
be imagined to have been found on any one occasion. In 
the midst of the general feeling exeited by such a scone, 
it was a fme thing to have liad a'^ })arts r)f it, ror})s of the 
British troops who had either had tlieir share of honours 
in the preceding- duties, or were calculated to do credit 
to the country, by their appearance and equipment. 

The day which at first was cloudy, turned out after- 
wards, to be. as brilliant, as could b(‘ wished I^othing 
wa.s w’anting to me, to tlie feel of enjoyment oc- 

casion, but that I should ha\e been party to the servire 
which immediately produced it, or should at least not 
have been in a situation in which I could liave been 
party to it. 

It Was late before I got into the town, and I was then 
BO uncomfortable with heat and fatigue, that I readily 
yielded to the consideration of my being too late, to give 
up the great dinner, that w'as to bo at the Duke of York’s. 
In this also the same feeling operated, that had governed 
me ever since that fatal night of the storm, I cannot 
help vie^ving myself in the character of a man, who has 
fallen in some measure below, what was expected from 
him. Though that is, I hope and trust, a false impres- 
sion ; yet, even if nothing has been lost, it is difficult not 
to regret, what miglit have been gained. 

2nd , — As soon as the Duke was returned from the 
feu de jaie and breakfast was over, I set off, and after an 
hour or two spent in Valenciennes, where I was eon- 
dilcted round the works by Fitzroy and Thornton, Mr. 
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Lambert lending me a horse, proceeded on my journey, 
and got into Tournay, tune enough to have reached Cour- 
tray, as soon os would have been necessary. I got a 
good bed, tlie same as belonged to Lord Herbert, by 
the interest of Noble, who was then in Lord Herbert’s 
service, having formerly lived at Holkham. 

i^rd . — Notwithstanding my efforts it was lialf-past five 
before I got away. At Oourtray I breakfasted, and com- 
})leted what was wanting to iny dress, part having been 
gone through before 1 set out. The country inspired me 
witli the ‘^ame sensations os it had done in going ; it sug- 
gested tlic ideas of peiTect retirement, without seeming to 
remove one out of reach of the world. I got to Ostend 
about four o'clock, just as the journey began to be tire- 
s( me, and tlie want to be felt of some refreshment. 

Ostend, which appeared to me in coming to be a very 
considerable place, seemed ;iow a vile stinking hole, from 
which one could not be too soon released. The same 
happened to me each time of niy seeing it before, vu. in 
the years 1780 and 1781. 

After dining not uncomfortably, except from the com- 
pany of Mr , wlio upon the strength of having seen 

me ill Norfolk, chose to sit with me, while at dinner, till h« 
became as bad as the nightmare. A man more dull anc 
vulgar, more vacant of all thought, and destitute of al 
refinement, will not easily be found even in a regiment oi 
dragoons. To him succeeded Sir John Peters, whom 1 
menticm from the circumstance ©f his having detained me 
during histories of hie own meritorioua servioet, till lu 
hardly left me time to answer a letter, which I had juat 
received from Hippisley. 

ith , — In sailing through the Downs w^ had theview 
of a fine fleet of West Indiamen, just arrived. I was 
wishing to have found the ‘ Minerva,’ who probably vntt 
among them. 

5^. — The delay of the arrival of the packet, 
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only just come in, and the still greater delay oT tte 
Oustom House, which, by an abominable abuaa, do^ nof- 
open till half-past nine, will make it impossible for me to 
get to London this evening. If Payne should happen to 
be at Chatham, of which I fear there is but little (*hance, 
I shall think the delay no loss ; at all events, Pochester 
is a place at which I can stay wnthout much iin})aUence. 

(jth . — Set out by eight o’clock, and seeing what the 
number of ships were going up the river, conceived the 
idea, which I might as well have had before, of calling at 
Gravesend, and taking my chance of eitlier finding the 
.^iCiAorva there, or knowing when she might be expected. 
ThflHferst answer that I received, gave me reason to think, 
that I had missed the time by a moment only, and that 
it even then Avas not too late to recover it. I accordingly 
got a boat and Avas going in pursuit of the vessel, tliat 
was pointed out, when avc met a man, Avho gave me 
complete information by saying, that he had parted with 
William the day before, and that he was at that time in 
London. 

Ibth . — This AA^as the day of a considerable dinner at 
Sir R. Payne’s, to which I had been invited, and where, 
as I found afterAvards, Pitt dined. I did not think it very 
well that Sir Ralph had not informed me of that circum- 
stance ; for though it is possible, that might have made 
no difference, he Avas certainly not at liberty to presume 
that it would not. 

16^4. — The prospect of my going to Hartingfordbury 
waa continued from morning to evening, as well as from 
the day following. One day, when probably I might have 
gonl^ I was stopped by the news of the action at Lincelles ; 
my anxiety about which, and the fate of the officers, made 
me agree readily to go wdth Boswell, to get intelligence 
at the orderly room. 

A more fkvourable time for pursuing in London any 
.pursuits, which one had in hand, or making London a 
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place of study, could hardly be found, the town being so 
completely empty ; yet it did not seem to answer. 

24 — A fine autumnal evening ; bright, but rath^^ 
cold. Thoughts not unpleasant, principally recollections 
of past times, mixed with late scenes, and present condition. 
Waked at Dunstable and thought of occasions on which 
I had known that inn ; the same at which I had stopped, 
on coming from Ireland. 

2hth . — Pleasant drive next day to Althorpe where I 
arrived in good time. Read a good deal in Hamilton’s 
‘Conic Sections,’ in which I was beginning to read 
again. 

At Althorpe the only company that I found, was the 
Com^te de Coigny, a man of some nf>te ; so well thought 
of as an officer, that he had been chosen to conduct the 
emigrant army in their retreat at the end of last year. 
During my stay at Althorpe. pleasant enough, except that 
I found a considerable deal of that symptom, which is 
altogether new, and not a little alarming, of a relaxation 
of the organs of speech, so as perceptibly to affect my 
pronunciation. Tlie first of this, I think, was felt after 
some times of great fatigue during my being at the 
canm. 

&ptember 2nd . — I think it was to-day that I was sur- 
prised, agreeably, by a visit from young , attended 

by his late pupil, one of the sons of Richard Gurney. 
After talking with them some time below, I went up to 
dress, having engaged them to stay to dinner. this 
token, I recollect that Mrs. Coke, called to say Aw 
would dine here the next day. Mrs, Lukin was Ae 
person from Ae Parsonage Aat dined here ; conversaAm 
very pleasant ; few such visitors to be found here.- t 
however, how much less interesting such a guest am, 
than he would have been formerly. Increase of 
ledge, and contraction of Ae period, to wiuA h<]{)e. em 
extend, are boA enemies to Aat sort of intmrt. 

u 
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^rd . — Some days afterwards, I don’t recoHect^%fc<Bl, 
Ives and Mrs, Ives, Miss Day, Mr. Wright, John 
Harvey and John Gurney dined here. - The day was far 
from unpleasant. I had been at Cromer some days 
before to call upon Harvey ai^d Gurney. 

10/A. — Went to Cossey ; in my way I oaHed at Mar- 
sham’s, and in consequenoe did ^t reach Cossey till 
near eight; it was dark, and I bad taken the wrong 
road. 

The Towiishends dined at Cossey. Both mornings 
were pretty well employed in writing letters. I felt for 
the greater part of the time a considerable tendency of 
former feel ; proceeding in part perhaps from indisposition, 
but more probably from tlie eflect of a state, which has 
always been most injurious, and to which it has always 
been my misfortune or my fault very much to expose 
myself, that of being m company, iu which I was not 
amused. The fatal hours spent in that way during one 
period of my hfe, w^ere the cause, I believe, of a great 
part of the mental maladies under which I have always 
laboured, as were the hours to which I was condemned 
by Norbury, in his pupil room, at a still earlier period. 

21th . — My chief and almost my entire work has been, 
a continuation of the ‘ Organura,’ not so much by ad- 
vancing into the work, though that has been in part done, 
as by examining points, that have been before under dis- 
citssion. I am afraid that even in this less has been done, 
than might have been expected. I have certainly not 
the power of working quickly, though in that probably, 
as m other habits, by the time I am ready to leave life, I 
boot have made some proficiency. 

Today went to Holt, to annual dinner. William and 
I went in chaise. Day fine. I had been employed till 
going axul had my thoughts still employed, on question 
about necessary propositions, on whidi 1 probably have 
now, got all Ae krowledge, that I am likely to get It will 
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be v e ry difficult to show that in ‘Bocardo,’ 0 being ne- 
cessar}% the conclusion shall not be necessary, on any prin- 
ciple that shall not be altogether arbitrary.

pnsoners. Dined with Lord Townshend and the 

2nd . — Called on Lord Townshend : met there Captain 
Berkeley, and settled \vith him to go on board the ‘ As- 
surance.’ Long delay in consequence of tins intention, 
and idea started, of his taking William up at Cromer. 
At North Walsham I was obliged, rather reluctantly, to 
take horse ; tlie ride, however, was less unpleasant and 
less fatiguing, tlian I might have expected. My thoughts 
were tolerably well taken ‘out o’ th’ ignorant present 
time I ’ I got in about eleven to the Parsonage, where 
they were all gone to bed ; the house was raised, how- 
ever, and we stayed and supped there, instead of doing 
what might have been better, viz. removing all to the 
Hall, 

Srd . — ^From the prospect of this vessel coming, I went 
to Cromer, and in that way lost the greatest part of the 
morning.

1th . — Lord Sjiencer a-shooting. 1 rode out to Grgsham, 
as an act of attention to poor Mallet, who is dying. Met 
Vowys, and having led him to nde with me, thought my- 
self obliged in return to go part of the w^ay with him, as 
he was to dine at home, at Han worth, in order to receive 
Sir George and Lady Eobinson ; Aasheton Smith, Doughty, 
and the rest of the party having promised to dine with 
me. Both this evening and before, Lord Spencer and 1, 
after the company were gone, had a good deal of conver- 
sation on what was a principal object of our meeting. 

9th . — Set off in a beautiful morning and in good time.

Her looks, her manners, the circumstances under winch 
we met, all gave me a degree of interest which was wdl 
calculated to lay the foundation of great attachment 
Lady Jerningham, too, -was there ; Coke and Mrs. Coke, 

lOM. — I dined at the Bishop’s.* A party of, I suppose, 
fifty, chiefly clergy. I felt the same enjoyment that I fre- 
quently do at large dinners; they afibrd, in general, wliat 
never fails to be pleasant, solitude in a crowd. My satis- 
faction, however, was much clouded by finding that I had 
acquiesced m calling in my own mind ‘ llandall ’ — ‘ Mar- 
shall.’ It IS in vain, I fear, to entertain a doubt, that the 
event, which excited so much horror, when I first suspected 
it two years ago, has really taken place, and that memory 
gives. signs of decay. 

In the evening Colonel Money’s ball. Stayed tiU past 
one. Not at aU tired nor impatient of the time passed 
there. 

ll^i. — Stayed at home for the greater part of the morn- 
ing. One of my employments sending letter, which I 
had before written to Pitt, wdth^ Hippisley’s papers. Day 
remarkably fine. Dined with sheriffs at King’s Head, 
Eobinson the late sheriff' was there, and much as he may 
be below his own opinion of himself, he is more to talk to, 
than the generality of those, who are found 04 those oc- 
casions. I could not help reflecting on the very low state 
of talents or understanding, in those, who compose the 
whole nearly of the society of Norwich. The Flinch are 
surely a more generally enlightened, and polishod people. 

12ih . — had gone in the evening to Catton, 
first drank tea with TJnthank, and at Mr.

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Rt 'Oatton, where Mrs. Siddons was finishing the reading 
of ‘Jane Shore.’ Biggs was with Ives and made a great 
accession to the society. 

25M. — This w^as the day when there was confusion 
about the papers, and on winch, therefore, the news of the 
murder of the Queen of France must have come. What 
have I been about ? It is certain that I have kno\\Ti, 
since I have been down here this time, fe.Is of ill-heMth 
not experienced or not observed before, and winch are 
perhaps of the most alarming kind, as arguing a gene- 
ral decay, and decay in that quarter wdiich seems con- 
clusive of all the rest, I mean of the powers of digestion 
and appetite. Care may, I l)elK‘V(*, correct much of this ; 
and some, I am incline<l to think, has the conse- 

quence as well as the cause of my not having engaged so 
earnestly in a regular course of study. It is certain tbat 
latterly I have fallen into a great neglect and oblivion, of 
all, that I have had to do, either of study or business. 
Such a state, particularly at this place wbearo there is 
nothing ebe to do, is ahvays unfavourable to spints, 
and through them to health,

The form^ 
bad been the subject of my speculations in my way to 
Norwich. Day very pleasant. 

27^4. — Stay^ this day also at Cossey ; my whole stay 
this time being very pleasant ; and it was a very interest- 
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ing period for news, the accounts having , arrived at thijS 
time of the raising of the siege of Maubeuge, and great 
doubts being reasonably entertained for the safety ^ 
Flanders, and even of that army. 

Noreniher lat — About this time Mary and Kitty began 
the business of putting the library to rights. They have 
performed a task which was very necessary, and which 
had been so long neglected that it is difficult to say to 
what period it might have been deferred. The com- 
fort of having the books m the state to which they are 
alieady brought, 1 feel veiy sensitively. Let me use the 
consideration as a notice fur completing what remains to 
be done. 

loth . — In a morning I have generally gone out, and 
have taken up the employment (not a bad one), and very 
necessary^ for its own purjioses, of directing what should 
be done for the woods : part of these directions have re- 
lated to the larger trees and part to those planted in my 
time in the Oval. The emplojunent has kept me in the 
an and without fatigue ; the occupation, too, is as goodaa 
most that is likely to fall in the course of a ride. If I 
exclude any useful trains of thought, it keeps the mind 
fitted at least, and in motion, and prevents either stagna- 
tion or emptiness. There is a sense also that what one 
is doing is not without its use, though the consideration 
of that cannot be much indulged, for fear of generating 
unpleasant ideas. 

— Norwich . — Persons at dinner with Bamard**-

what they forced on. The fear of appearing too poleisic 
made me hold back, I think, more than waf db^rable.

30th . — Set off Avith the intention of calling at Bodney. 
Found at Watton tliat it would be attended with great 
difficulty and certainty of being in the dark, on a bad 
road and wild coimtry wuth a postboy who did not know 
the way. 

December hth. — London, — ^Dined at Blair’s, to meet 
Mr. Erskine, 

7iA. — ^Went in the morning with Burke to have con- 
ference witJi Pitt.

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ing with Pitt since my being a member of the Club of 
Grr)sveiior Street m ’82 or ’83. Great disposition in Pitt 
to be agreeable. Conversation certainly far from dQ^ci|Dt 
ill livelines'^ or pleasantr}" (but its pleasantry, I 
rather artificial than spontaneous — rather the produMof 
art and culture than the natural growth of tlie soil). The 
day upon tlie wliole not disagreeable. Instead of going 
h©iii(‘ with Burke which I avoided from mere habitual 
dread of consequences, I walked with Elhot to GaUy’s, 
vlioin we found with Mrs G. at home and with whom 
we s(ane time It would have been better this time 
to have gone with Burke. 

Sth. — Went to Sheen by engagement, and dined with 
Francis; nobody tliere but family. My coming away 
at mght wliicli was unexpected, prevented probably our 
liaving any jiohtical conversation. I did not shun the 
Bubj(*ct, but rather, I think, encouraged it, but not much 
so, not being in a talking humour. 

14:th. — I)iiied with Douglas; told him of de Serent’s wish 
that I should undertake the embassy to the Princess. He 
seemed greatly to concur in it, and almost brought me 
over to that side. 

l(jth. — Dined with Edmund Phipps* at St. James’s 
Coffee-house. It was his first Guards’ dinner. I upon tins 
occasion felt again what had ceased for a long while past, 
some regret at not having gone on the storming party. 
My health better since I have been in town, the conse- 
quence perhaps of the last prescription of Fordyce, viz. 
the steel drops, which I had been taking for some time, 
and which appeared to agree with me. 

— Went to Cossey in time for tea ; found there 
an emigrant Abb4 of the name of Couture, who had found 
a reception with Suffield. Quarrelled with Lady J. about 
him.

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" \%th . — My 8tay in London was upon the whole not 
unplea^saiit or un])r<>fi table. I recollect only of dinners, 
Malone’s and Mulgrave’s twice, once tlie day after iny 
arrival and once towards the end of my stay, 'wdA 
Graham and a Captain Hope who had left JTouIoii on the 
13th, just before Sir Gill>ert Elliot’s arrival. From my 
return to Felbngg my time has been passed much lietter 
than during any period of the three months passed there 
before. How very vexatious that wb«t has been done 
now, should not have been done during the wliole or the 
greater part at least of that ]>revious time ! <Jnc cause of 
this was no doubt the difTerence of the season ; more 
time was naturalJy spent at home m the winter, than 
when the pleasantness of the weather, and the length of 
the days afibrd more temptatum, as well op])ortunity, 
for going abroad C)ther‘ causes, depending more on my- 
self, were, that I had become more sensible of the value 
of time as the (|uantity that remained was loss ; and again, 
that I had weaned myself more from the supposed neces- 
sity to health of riding.

Felbngg Dec 26th, 1793. 

I am waitiog with great impatience for the papers. Things 
in Flanders seem to have got round again; and Weisemberg 
opens the proajxjct, I hope, to great consequences. For Toulon, 
too, I hope no i^ers need be entertained. The Queen, the fate 
of the poor Queen, for whom now I begin to justify all Mr. 
Burke's enthusinfim^ saddens even our prospects of snex^ess, so 
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much I wish that she might have lived to enjoy them. Thi> 

Bon e hchool do not think her, I hope, excluded from all 

compassion and respect, though she should be suspected of one 
or two intrigueM which. I believe, was the extent. 

What others’ intentions may be I know not; but ray deter- 
mination is open steady war against the w’hole Jacobin faction, 
and junetioij f(ji that purpose with whomsoever it may be 
necessary to join. That it will be necessary to join anybody 
in iifhce T <lo not mean to say. You need not fear my doing it 
alone ; tir^t, because I do not think it will be advantageous to 
tlo' general eause to do it in that w^ay ; and next, because w^hen- 
the time comes, that that question shall arise, there will be 
othms, 1 ho})e, di^p(»sed to do it with me. These are my ideas 
upon tin subject, and wdiich there is no necessity to make any 
SLMTet <d. The sum of the opinion is, that 1 am a determined 
foe to the new system, and that I shall oppose that, either in or 
out of office, according a^ ciicumstances shall show that one or 
other mode is iiutst effectual. 

Your correspondent from Burton, as w'ell as the other who 
talks about Loid How’e, both provoke me; but I think the last 
the mo-t, as he is perfectly foolish, while the other may only 
be wicked; and folly, though less odious, is more provoking 
than wickedness. These clamours against the Duke of York are 
for the most part utter]} wuthout foundation and in all very 
nearly so.

Deir Wj[I,Jiam, — A letter from you to your mother, which I 
hav^'jufit MuSeived, might remind me, if I had otherwise forgot 
it, I ^^ht to have answered ji^Jetter of yours sent loEdf 
since lo myself. I should, I believe, at any rate, have writteifte 
you by this post It is not that I have anything very par- 
ticulaj to say ; but your former letter, with an account of w'hat 
yoU!^^bserved on the coast of France, deserved an acknowifdi^ 
m6nt; and I foresaw, as the event m the present inJSlM^' 
proves, that without being encouraged by such an acknowledg- 
inent, you would perhaps not send me another. The papers 
yesterday had announced your rekim to the Dowms, with some 
Danish vessels, arrested m conseijuenoe of the late orders. I 
hope it may turn out that theyHiay be made prftes ; in which 
case, this Danish com, I suppose, may come an pretty i^ell t(j 
replace the profits derived heretofore from the transport'^ of 8t. 
VincentV sugars. The conduct of these Sw^edee and DfiBhls is 
so perfectly rascally that I have no sort of compassion fortbem ; 
and none, I dare say, will be felt by those who will findvsucb 
good account in this kind of neutral war. The only danger is 
that they may be driven at last to join themselves openly to 
those to whom they Are now' giving every' kind of clandestine 
assistance. Though they will find their own destruction in this, 
they may, in the meantime, embarrass considerably our opera- 
tions. No great stroke has yet been stmck by any of the armies 
on the Continent Our campaign here too, in the Houses of 
Parliament, is pretty quiet. If it was not for the trial of Mr. 
Hastings, and the delay created by his friends, by insisting on 
the presence of the Judges, and adjourning the proceedings in 
consequence till after the circuit, we might be at liberty in a 
few weeks, and I should then be tempted to make an excursion 
towards the coast, and to meet you probably either at the Downs 
or at Portsmouth. 

There is another business, indeed, that may call me towards 
Norfolk. With a view to the possibility of a descent, troops of 
different sorts are proposed to be raised in aid of the militia, 
one class of which are to be volunteer cavalry, composed of 
persons who are in a state to furnish their own horses, and tilh 
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they are called out of the country, which ig to be onjj in the 
case of actual invasion, are to receive no pay, nor anything from 
G^overnnient but their saddles and arms. What think yob of the 
possibility of my raising a troop of fifty such pergonfl, mcluding 
such as port of those concerned may be billing to hire or bring 
with them in addition to themselves? 

Mr. Courtenay, the memi)er who dined with me yesterday, 
was showing me a letter which be had got from a Mr. Hayes, 
one of the lieutenants, I conceive, on board the ‘ Boston,’ in 
which a particular and inten'stmg account is given of some of 
the principal circumstances of the action.

Kerr, seems to have been singularly gallant, who stayed on 
deck after he had received a canister shot through his shoulder, 
and till a splinter, striking him on the face, altogether blinded 
him. The first lieutenant too, a Mr. Edwards, though wounded 
badly m the hand, came up again after the Captain’s death, to 
take the command of the ship. In a former account it was said, 

I think, that he had fainted from loss of blood. It is said in this 
letter that there was a French fleet in sight at the time when 
the ‘ Boston ’ bore up.

Aftei a thousand vexatious delays they were chased 
in last week — at least, «»hliged to put hack — hy some frigates 
detaclad from a Frt'nch fleet of twenty-five sail, which they fell 
in with off U.slmiit. 

If they should he still at Plymouth and you sliould have an 
opportunity, 1 wish vm would go on hoard of them and learn 
what you can of their ])roceedingH. The expedition is a secret 
(though perhaps net very wtII kept), for it is to carry some 
emigrants to the coast of France. The captain of the ^Earl 
of Cdiathain ' is of the name of McPougal, a sort of half 
smuggler and half king's oflScer, who has executed other ser- 
vices of this sort well enough, hut does not seem to have done 
quite so well in this. The principal French gentleman now 
on hoard is M. de la Pobrie ; hut he, unluckily, does not 
speak any English. I am not sure, how^ever, whether his com- 
panion does not ; and at any rate you will find some means 
of communicating with him. He is a very good sort of young 
man, and will be very glad to see anyone connected with me. 
McDougal also will talk to you freely, if you teU him that you 
come from me. If I have time to-day I will mention in my 
letter to M. de la Robrie, that you may possibly visit him and 
that he may talk to you without reserve. Keep only in mind 
that, in talking before any other people, the object of the ex- 
pedition should be as little known as possible. M. de la 
Robrie is aide-de-camp to one of the chiefs of the Royalists,

At nine 
we were to have gone to a private meeting at Bur- 
lington House, so jirosperous was the Duchess’s situa- 
tion thought to be. But, alas ! a great change for the 
wor.se hapjiened and word was left at the door that the 
Duke could not see anyone. I got this message before I 
came away having 'Stayed after Lord Spencer and Lord 
Grenville, whom I proceeded in consequence to join at 
Grenville’s We sat there talking of what w^ould have 
been the subject of our meeting at Burlington House and 
not much alarmed at the change that had occasioned 
the meeting being put off, conceiving that it might be 
something of no great consequence. Whatever it might 
be, as no effect could be produced upon it by my enquiry, 
I suspended my anxiety, and instead of accompanying 
Lord Spencer, who said he should call there in the way 
home, went home myself. I am rather sorry that I did, 
as I think I should have been better satisfied to have 
received there the news of the fatal event, which had then 
recently happened, than as I did at the committ^ next 
morning. 

^th. — Birthday. Dined with Dundas : present, as nearly 
as I can recollect, Duke of Buccleugh, Powys, Lord Dal- 
keith, Lord Apsley, Stanley, Beaufoy, Lord Douglas^ 
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10/A. — Accounts had been received that day and the 
day before, making it highly probable that some action 
had taken ])lace between the fleets.* The probability 
was so great that it would have been well worth wlule to 
have gone to tlie Opera on the chance of what might 
have been lieard there during tlie course of the evening ; 
I went, however, straight home and by that means missed 
the grand scene which ensued, when the news of Lord 
Howe’s victory was announced, on the authority of a letter 
received by Lady Chatham I continued in ignorance till 
between ele\en and twelve, wlieii, having strolled m at 
Legge’s, T found, as might be ex[»eeted, the whole com- 
pany full of It. Lord Mansfield was one of those present ; 
soon after Douglas, who liad been down at Nepean's, in 
order to get the particulars to be sent to Ireland. 

11^/n — Went to the Ilou^e and on my way back with 
Sir W. Scott called at Dundas’s in order to recommend 
illumination. Continued walking with Wilde and conver- 
sing pleasantly. 

12^/o — Illuminations continued. Dined at Nepean’s : 
present. Lord Mornington, Douglas. Went from thence 
to Lord Spencer’s who had come to town m consequence 
of letter. Sat with him and Grenville till near twelve. 

13f/o — Wrote m the morning to Nepean urging that the 
illuminations should not be suffered to continue. Found 
in the evening that they were continued, though not so 
generally. 

\^th . — Dined with the Chancellor, and met Pitt, Lord 
Grenville, the Master of the Polls, the Speaker, Dundas, 
with Lady Grenville, Lady Haddington, and Lady Arden. 
There had been business in the House, in consequence of 
which I had gone down at four ; but this being put off 
for want of forty members, I was left for two hours, not 
knowing well what to do with myself, and afterwards, \dz. 

» Lord Howe’s victory over the French fleet in the Bay of Biscay, June 
1, 1794 
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from six o’clock, when I went to the Chancellor’s, was 
obliged to wait for dinner till near half-past seven. 

2( )f/i. — This was the day of thanks to the Managers and 
thanks to Lord IToc'.d. 1 stayed for the former and spoke 
a little. 

21.s/ — Wrote in the morning to Lord Mul grave, pro- 
j)osing journey to Portsmouth. Met Grenville who led 
me away and delayed me, parPy by the delay that is 
^rweftsioned by people walking together and partly by 
carr\dng nu' to Lady Melbourne’s, whom I called on for 
the first time tins year. I got off, however, by seven, 
and went on pleasantly enough to Guildford, where I 
arrived about twelve, stopping at the same mn at which 
I laid been so many years ago and m company that should 
make the recollection of it strongly impressed upon my 
mind. 

22tid — I arrived at Portsmouth about two and soon 
found Payne and I’akenham and the rest of those whom 
I looked for. We went immediately to look at the French 
ships and continued so emjdoyed till a late dinner at 
Pakenham’s. Before our going there, Payne went with 
me to Lord Eowe. 

23r(i — After dinner went in Payne's barge rowing 
about at Spithead. 

24:th . — Great enjoyment of prospect in parts between 
Lippock and Guildford, though could not help remarking 
the difference of the impression now, compared with what 
would have been made by the scene formerly, when my 
mind was much more susceptible of that species of enjoy- 
ment. When I got back was to have dined -with Paradise’s 
to meet Mr. Jay, the new American Minister, but felt for 
some reason no gmat inclination to go, and accordingly 
dined at the Club. 

July 2nd . — The continuance of the negotiation occupied 
a good deal of my time and thoughts and prevented my 
engaging in any regular employment. All idea, indeed, 
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of such employmeut seems to have been laid aside for 
a loii^ while jiast. 

4,th. — W'as the day, I conceive, on which the Duke of 
Portland called upon me in the morning with the propo- 
sal of my taking tin* place which I at present hold,* and 
on which there \vas the meeting m the evening, from which 
1 was detiiined by the conversation with Chohnondeley. 

hth. — Went in the morning, before breakfast, to Gren- 
ville and afterwards to Burke’s, and afterwards to Bur- 
lington IIous(^, wiiere I relinquished the objection made 
in my letter of the night before and contented myself 
with apjirising the Duke with wliat 1 conc(‘ived to be the 
misunderstanding. Engaged to dine with Mr. Ellis at 
Twickenham Fell in with Lord ^Spencer on the road 
and jiroceeded m his carnage At this time all seemed 
likely to be at an end, it being found that what I had 
apprehended had completely taken place. 

— I found H message from the Duke and tlie con- 
ference that succeeded w^as of the most important nature. 
It continued till two in the morning and ended in a way 
that left me full of regret and dissatisfaction. Grenville 
and Lord Fitzwilliam, from whom I parted at the top of 
Berkeley Square, went on together without my feehiig 
any wish to continue of their party. 

7 th . — Bose early and went to Burke’s and then to 
Lord Spencer*® ; with him to Buidmgton House. When 
the Duke went to Downing Street, Lord Spencer and I 
came away, he to Li'jrd Lucan’s and I home, where I 
expected M. de la Eobne and La Yieuville. Upon 
recollection, I beheve it was M. Cerderon who was with 
me when Lord Spencer called. This made us so late 
■^hen we got back, especially as 1 stayed to write a 
long note to Cholmondeley, that the D. of P. was re- 
tumed^d the other persons met. We then found that

in Mr. “Si&B «dfVhuata«tion, which he continued to hold till 1801. 
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the whole was concluded and not long after Pitt came in 
to sign and sciil. The history of the canvass or of the 
election need not be given ; except so far as to say, that 
I never w'as engaged in one that proceeded so satisfac- 
torily as to the manner in which itw'as conducted; every 
circumstance being managed as I could have wished, 
except that one of iny not having determined, notwith- 
standing th(‘ remonstrances of a portion of my fnends, to 
be chaired the same night. The ftdly of that decision 
or a<'quies(‘cnce is such as I cannot forgive myself or ac- 
count for. The only way m wdiich I can explain it is, 
that I was driven out of a right opinion by the badness of 
the reason by which it was supported. 

Aw/ust "11 th . — The general character of the time has 
been wholly unlike that of any preceding period and has 
by no means diflered as being more satisfactory. Its first 
difference has been that all improvement of the under- 
standing has apjieared to be at a stand. It may have 
happened that some habits have been acquired of great 
practical utility and wdiich might be applied with advan- 
tage to pursuits of whatever kind ; but no accession of 
knowledge has been acquired, nor any improvement made 
in the exercise of particular faculties. 

It often happened that when I was going to Fulham, 
the impatience of London had grown so strong as to 
make a night in the country an object of great desire, 
and it seemed a necessary relief. It "would have been 
more advantageous and sometimes more pleasant, had I 
found the House empty. 

Such an intermission of the use of books I have never 
known, and reflection, I am sorry to find, haa very 
much gone with them. The times not engaged by 
busmess I have considered as exempt from all necessity of 
exertion and as yielding enough if they afforded 
enjoyment which arises from mere cessation of toil It 
has been a mere animal kind of eadstenoe, having neither 
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prospect nor rctnxspect, but confined wliolly to the pains 
and pleasures of the moment 

30^A. — It was towards the end of this time, the day I 
don’t })rc‘cisdy re(‘olleet, that tlie })ro})osition wa^ made of 
my going witli the revSolution of the Cabinet to tlie T)uke of 
York. Tlie affair continued m suspense or jireparation till 
to-day, when it ap]»ears I left London. Befon* six ])assed 
the Horse Guards. I had sat up working very late and I 
was dreadfully tired After get tine some dinner, and writ- 
ing a letter at Deal, went aboard the *roniona' to sle(']) 
The naval business a})}K*are<l more iiiteiestine than it will 
do now, after seeing the more im})ortant (►j)erations of 
armies 

St^ptemher Und — Land<Ml at Ilelvoet. Got u]) before* we 
came in and very much enjoyed the scene. Went on to 
Eotterdam. Found out i>y tlie Duke du S^rent; earned 
with him to the Comte (T Artois. 

SrJ . — Late m arnval at Bois le Due. Pleasant drive 
over the heath, though not without the opinion that it was 
possible that we might be wutliin reach of patrol es, as it 
turned out afterwai'ds that were. Found the Duke 
w^as at supper m the town, with a large party, particularly 
Lord and Lady ralmerston, Lord Grandison, Lady Ger- 
trude Yilliers — a beautiful and most ])leasing young 
woman — Lord Mountmorns, W. Payne, Moiison, Murray, 
Miss Carter, General and Mrs Harcourt, P. Wilham. 

5^/i, — Went over and took up our quarters at Berhkom. 
Dined wlide I was there with Hulse, General Harcourt, 
General Fox, and Prince Wilham. The day of dining 
with Prince Wihiam was the day of visiting the post at 
Oudenrode, where I saw General Hammerstock and the 
day of receiving the account of the forcing of the post at 
Boxtel. I had been so tired with my ride in the morning, 
that "when this account came after dinner, the slight agita- 
tion which it occasioned (and so slight it was that I could 
say with truth it would in itself have been whoUy unknown 
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to me) threw me into the state which I have known of 
late on many occasions, of being almost paralytic. My 
muscles were moving m various parts of my body without 
my liaving any control over them. 

We soon after set out lor camp, I nding one of Craig’s 
holies which wa^ n‘a<ly sooner and seemed to me to be 
better, than Majoi ^tlurrayV It was so dark before we 
got to cam]) that we could hardly see our way. Tlie 
mulit was sjxaitat (TciKTal Stuart’s quarters, close by the 
^^hn(lmlll (llc^wick): wc got some supper there; and 
soiiK' beds were made and a cot hung m an adjoining 
barn It was a grand and (to me) anew situation; lam 
angry with myself tlnil I did not seek to impress my mind 
with {i t'iill(‘i sense ol‘ the magnilicence of it. The army 
of the enemy, of wliK'h we had heard so much, were ad- 
vaiicmii u])on us The a<‘tion was going on in the close 
country m front. An attack, it was likely, would be made 
U])on us in the morning The fate of the British army 
and with that of the whole cause, probably, depended 
u])on the event What a situation for the imagination of 
Burke or Dr. flohiison ! I am afraid I must say that I 
felt this hardly more than a grenadier ; I hope only that 
I felt aii miu’h as a grenadier, at least, that if I felt it but 
little m one way I felt it but little also in another. At an 
early hour a report was brought, first by a drum boy, 
who had tied on a wounded horse, afterwards by Colonel 
ChurchiU, that the 12th regiment were taken prisoners, 
and, as the latter had got it, that the reserve and General 
Abercromby were cut off. Then, indeed, the prospect 
was bad. The line was ordered out and the Duke of York 
rode along it. I kept chiefly with Craig and .was glad 
to see that the men turned out with alacrity, with no ap- 
pearance anywhere of perturbation and in some parts 
with indications of confidence. I wish I had been more 
particular in my observations ; but with so many thmgs 
to attend to it was hardly possible. I took what oocaeions 
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I could to say something animating to the soldiers ; but 
as that kind of eloqucnre has much of chance in it, I did 
not always succeed The Duke of York, in an attempt or 
twT) that he made, failed most miserably. It is one of the 
talents in which he is defective. It was soon known that 
the reports which w^e had heard were not tru(' ; and after 
a certain time, there was reason to think that the enemy 
would not attat'k us that day It was tlien a qu<‘stion only 
how soon should we retreat, of which the first idea was, 
that the order sliould be given for moving at dark ; the 
second, for a time so mmdi earlier as that the movement 
should actually take place by dark ; the third and rational 
one, that the army should gel m motion as soon as it well 
could, that IS, by four o'clock. 

A wish had eaily occuried to me of going away with 
the reserve ; but the fear of appearing ostentatious and 
seeming to grasp at a show of doing something, where 
what was done was really nothing, had very nearly made 
me abandon the design and resign a purpose which now 
I see would have proved, if neglected, a perpetual subject 
of regret. Luckily, therefore, after riding at first to the 
head of the line with Sir W. Erskine, I came back and 
joined General Abercromby at the mill, enjoying myself 
very much till it was time to go, or rather till General 
Abercromby went; for from that time till about ten, when 
the cavalry" who remained there were to begin their march, 
I lay down and got some sleep. It appeared to me that 
our situation there was not quite safe, if a body of the 
enemy had been willing to push forward and make a 
spirited attempt to surprise some that stayed behind ; but 
the opinion seemed to be overruled and I did not think 
either my belief of the risk, or the state of my wishes, 
which really inchned to go with General Abercromby, of 
weight sufficient to the apprehension of appearing over- 
scrupulous about my own safety. The corps that stayed 
were Irving’s, some light horse under Churchill and a 
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number of Darmstadters. The march was conducted in 
silencu and had something very fine and striking. The 
same may be said of all the remainder ; but fatigue 
destroyed the greatest part of the enjoyment ; for the 
greatest part of the time I found it hardly possible to keep 
myself a^vake. 

IG^A — In the morning I arrived at Grave : the arrival 
there in iJu' morning would have been full of delight had 
1 either been less fatigued, or had the oeaision been more 
sati:>factory. How inueh better pkiased, however, I was, 

1 am sure, at coming in with the reserve, than if I had 
conn* HI with the othei ])arty. My fatigue during tlie 
morning was not so strc^ng as to take from me my satis- 
faction. In tlie evening 1 attemjited to WTite, but found 
it altogetlier lu vain : the thought that I had a trouble- 
some letter to write was amoug the aiuses probably that 
diuimibhed my satisfaction, 

— We went m the evening to the new quarters, 
the place of which was Wiehem. The chateau here of 
the Duke’s was very comfortable ; my quarters not so 
much so, the bed being uncomfortable, the room on the 
grout! ddloor and the house full of bad smells. We con- 
tinued here for four days, during which the Comte 
d’Artois arrived, whom I saw both at the Duke of York’s 
and at his chateau, on the road to Nimeguen. The Duke 
de Castries also came over, and had a long conversation 
with me. In general there was a considerable resort here 
of foreigners of different descnptions. Of the Freneh were, 
besides those already named, M ArchambaudPerigord and 
his brother, the Baron Eolle (a quaai French), the Pnnce de 
Leon, the Comte de la Fare, who came from the Duke de 
Laval, at Cologne, about his dep6t and wanted to go oa 
to Lord St. Helens' ; the Comte de B4tisy, M. Puysegur, 
attendant upon the Comte d’Artois ; the Due de Serent 
Of others a very illustrious one was Pnnce Frederick 
of Orange ; with him was a Colonel Bentinck ; and the 
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same evening I saw for the first and only time General 
Waliiioden. 

December lOM. — London. — Levee. Dined with Pitt : 
besides Cabinet, Douglas, Grenville. Had done no busi- 
ness with the King, as he was to go to the piay 

\2th . — Dined with Dundas and the Cabinet to meet 
the Duke of York. 

l(jth . — Dined at Francis’s : large party. 

llt?i — Did not get to St James’s till Lord Tliurlo\v was 
wdth the King When I came to dinner tound the com- 
pany to consist of the Irish colonels, with tlie addition 
only of Lord Spencer, Lord Hawkesbury and Grenville, 
to winch must be added Lord Chatham. Dinner to me 
singulaily pleasant. 

\Sth . — By delays and interruptions of various kinds, 
kept till late, though I had early ordered the liorses and 
meant to have gone to the office betimes. A sad state of 
hesitation and uncertainty then succeeded, which lost me 
at least an hour and ended m my neither going to the 
office nor sending in time to say I should not go. As the 
only refuge from my owm uncomfortableness, I rode des- 
perately down to Fulham, wuth a determination, wdiich I 
have pretty well kept, that I would not suffer indolence 
and indulgence so to creep upon me after dinner as to 
lose the employment of the evening. 

227id . — Came up to a council at Lord GrenWUe’s ; the 
subject, the accounts received from Lord St. Helens of the 
Deputies sent to the Convention. 

23rc?. — Went to the War Office at twelve, thence to a 
meeting of the Council at the Duke of fork’s, and from 
thence to Burlington House, to det^waine with the At- 
torney and Solicitor Generals, whetfa#* the indictment 
should be pursued against Martin. 
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The Ri<jht Hon. Ertmund Burke to the Right lion, 'William 
Windham. 

October 16, 1794 

My dear Sir, — My state of mind was not the most enviable 
before the present unliappy iniHunderstaudm^. I cannot think 
without horror on the eflects ot a breach in the Ministry m this 
slat, of our affauH, and just ]>efoi(‘ the meeting of Parliament, 
It will coiuplet<' uui rum I Ever\ honest man in every country 
m Europe will by thi-^ lvciiI be cast into dismay and despair, 
it looks as if tlie hand (>t God was in this, as it is strongly 
marked m all the rest. Ilowevei, w'e must still use our poor 
Inminn piudence, and t.iii leeble human efifoits, as if things 
wcr. not, what I gicatly feai they are, piedetermmed. I am 
out of action, but not out of anxiety. 1 feel deeply for 
\ ourself— I feel foi in\ othei fiieiids — I feel fur the geneial 
cause. Ireland, the countii m which I wuis born, is the 
immediate bubp^ct of the dispute: Loid Eitzwilliani, the man 
in the woild I am most obliged to, is the party chiefly con- 
cerned m It. To Mr. Ihtt — th<‘ otlier party — 1 have strong 
and recent obligations. Pc fore I had any such, I was clearly 
of ojiiinoii that his powau, and all the chance we have for the 
rescue of Euiopt*, w’ere inseparably connected. You know" 
that, though I had no part in the actual formation of the 
I'resent s\ btem of a coalesced Ministry, that no pains were 
w'anting on my part to prcjduce the dispositions W"hich led 
to it. You, of all men, therefoie, are the best judge how" 
much I am in earnest that this horrible breach should not 
be made. How" to prevent it I know" not ; I cannot advise. 
I can only make fetatement&, which I submit entirely to your 
judgment. I do not w"iite to anyone else, because you alone 
have desired to heaa: my sentiments on this subject. I will 
trouble you with no other view of the matter than as it con- 
cerns the interest, the stability, perhaps the existence, of Mr. 
Pitt’s power. I was one of those who were of opinion that be 
could have stood meredy on his own basis ; but this was my 
private speculation, and hardly justified, I fear, by the ex- 
perience of mankind in coses any way similar. But to have 
gone on without this new connection, and to bear the loss 
of it, are two very different things. The accession of a great 

Y 
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mass of reputation taken out of a state of very perilous and 
critical neutrality, and brought to the decidetl support of the 
Crown, and an actual participation in the responsibility of 
meoMires renderetl questionable })y yery groat misfortune-, 
wcit^ the advantagt^s \Nhich Mr. Pitt deriyed from a coalition 
with you and your friends. I say nothing just now of yoiii 
in the country, and the abilities wliich, in your seyeral 
■wayfl, you possess. I re^t only on youi character and reputa- 
tion for integrity, indepondfmee, and dignity of mind. This is 
everything at a moment, when opinion ( neytu' without its effect ) 
has obtained a greatei dominion <tver human affairs than eyer 
it possessed; and yhn-h must glow just in proportion as the 
im})li(‘it reyerencefor old institutions is found to decline. They 
who will say tliat the very name yhich you and the Puke f>f 
Portland and Lord Fit/william, and Lord Speiicei, hay(\ as 
men of unlilemished honour and great piihlu- spirit, is ot no 
use to the (Town at this time, talk like flatterers who despise 
the understandings of those whose favour they court. Jt is 
as much Mr, Pitt’s interest, as a faithful and zealous servant 
of the Ckovti (as I am sure he is), to hold high your honour 
and ehtimation with the public, as it is your own. Can it 
he preserved, if Lord Fitzwilham continues in office ‘after 
all that has happened, consistently with the reputation he 
has obtained ; and which, as a sacred trust for the King and 
countrvq he is hound to keep, as well as for his own inward 
satisfaction? I will not say that Lord Fitzwilliam has not, 
in some respects, acted with a degree of indiscretion. The 
question is, wliether Mr. Pitt can or ought to take advan- 
tage of it to his own mateiial prejudice? You are better 
acquainted than I am with the terms, actual or understood, 
upon which the Duke of Portland, acting for bimeelf and 
others, has accepted office. I know nothing of them, but 
by a single conversation with him. From thence I learned 
that (whether authorised or nut) he ^to8i<iered without a 
doubt that the administration of IrelcBB€ was left wholly to 
him, and without any other reserves than what are supposed 
in every wise and sober servant of the Crown. Lord Fitz- 
william, I know, conceived things exactly in that manner, 
an^^JJroceeded as if there was no controversy whatever on 
tlrtrlbl^ect. Ho hesitated a long time whether he 6ho\|ld 
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take the Ptation ; but when he agreed to it, he thought he 
had obliged the Ministry, and done what was pleasant to 
the King, in going into an office of great difficulty and 
heavy responsibility. He foresaw no other obstacles than 
what w'ere found m his own inclinations, the nature of the 
einployment, and the circumatanoes lu w^hich Ireland stands. 
He, therefure, invited several persona to converse with him 
111 all the confidence wuth w'hich men ought to open them- 
to n person of honour, who, though not actually, was 
Mrtually in ufhce. Whether the Duke of Portland and Lord 
I’ll zwul ham had reason for this entire security, you are better 
:d)]i* to judge than I am. I am sure they conceived things 
111 the light I state them, though 1 leally tliiuk that they 
m ver can reconcile it to the rigid rules of prudence w;th 
legard to their own safety, or to an entire decorum with 
legard to the other Cabinet Ministers, to go so far into 
detail as has been done until all the circumstancea of the 
appointment were settled in a more distinct and specific 
manner than they had been. But I am sure they thought 
tliat a very large discretion was committed to them; and I 
am equally sure that their general places (so far as I know 
them) were ijerfectly upiight and perfectly well understood 
for the King's serMCe and the good of his empire. I admit, 
and lament, the erior into which they have fallen. It must 
be very great, as it seems Mr. Pitt had no thought at all 
of a change in the lush Government; or, if he had, it waa 
dependent on Lord Westmoreland’s sense of the fitneea of 
some other office to accommodate him on his resignation 
of the great place w’hich, for five or six years, he haa held. 
This puts ofif the business sine die. These are some of the 
mischiefs which arise from a want of clear explanation on 
the first digestion of any political system. 

If an agreement is wished, criminations and recriminations, 
charges and defences, are not the way to it. If the oom^ 
munication hitherto has not been as full and as confidential 
as it ought to have been, let it be so now. Let it be such 
as becomes men engaged in the same cause, with the inter^t 
and with the same sense of the arduous trust which, in the 
most critical of all times, has been delivered over to them 
by their King and country. In this dreadful situaition of 
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thingR, is it not clearly Mr. Pitt’s int-erest, without consider- 
ing whether lie has a ca^e aa against his colleagues or not, 
to kce]) up the reputation of those who came to Lis aid 
under circumstances liable to niiscoiistruction ; liable to the 
exage:eiated imputations of men, able, dexttioiis, and elo- 
quent; and who came to him when the whole uf the affairs 
auder his administiatmn boie the wmist aspect that can be 
imagined*'^ I am w’ell awaic that there is a soil of jioli- 
ticians who w’uiilil tell Mr. I’ltt that tins disgracing his 
colleagues w'ould be tn him a sigmd trium]>h, and that it 
would be to th(‘ public a splendid maik ot his jtowar and su- 
periority. Put alas’ it woiihl be a trium])}i ovct his own foice. 
His paramount power is well underst()od. His power is an 
object rather of envy and tenor, than ot contempt. I am no 
great dealer in general inaMUi'-. 1 am sensible how^ much tie* 
best of them are contridled bv ciicumstances. Put I am satis- 
fied, that where the most re.d ami solnl power exists there it 
IS the ino''t nocessary, ever} mnv and then, to yield, not only 
from the real advantages of praeticability, hut fiom the advan- 
tages which attend the very apjiearance of it. \Vhat is given up 
by pow’er, is a inaik of moderation ; wdiat is given up beciMise it 
cannot be kejit, is a mark of servility and meaiinesB, Wbafc ooffee- 
lioiise politician is so grossly ignorant as not to k|jitW7,that the 
real seat of power is in Mr. Pitt, and in none of who by 
the courtesy of England are called Ministers. Whatever he 
gives up wull be manifestly foi the King’s service ; whatever they 
yield will be thought to flow^ from a mean desire of office, to he 
held wuthoiit respect or consideration. If he yields any point he 
will be sure to put out his concessions, to be repaid to him wutli 
usury. All this unfortiiuate notion of triumph, on the one 
part and the othei, aiises from the idea, that Ministry is not 
one thing, but composed of separate and independent parties ~ 
a luinous idea, wddeh I have done everything in my powder to 
discourage, and wuth a growing success. I can eay almost with 
assurance, that if Mr, Pitt can contrive (and it is worth his while 
to contrive it) to keep his new acquisition of friends in good 
humour for six months more, he will find them os much of 
his party, and in my opinion, more surely to be depended upon, 
than any which he has hitherto considered as his own. It is of 
infinite importance to him to have it thoiujkt that he is Well 
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connected with otherH besides those who are believed to depend 
on him. 

If it IS once laid down, that it is true policy m Mi. Pitt to 
iipliold th( Cl edit (»f hiS collca^mes in adininihtration, even under 
some diffeience in opinimi, the quotion w'lll be, Whether the 
])ios(mt i^ not a cn^e of too niiich imjioitauce to he included in 
that g('neral jxilicv, and that Lord Fitzwilliam may very well 
^n\L iiji the lieut( nancy, and }et hold his ofhee, without any 
di^L,oace? On that, I think, theio can be little difference in 
Opinion. He must, to be Fuie, lesit^n ; and r(\'M;^n with every 
sentiment ot displeasure and discontent. This Lhavo not ad- 
\ised him to do , for, mov,t certainU, I ha\e had no conversation 
ssith him on the subject ; and I am very ^dad I have not had 
any PUeh discourse. Ihit the Ihin;^ speaks fur itsidf. He has 
con^ulted with many jieojde from Ireland, of all descriptions, as 
it he were viitnally Loi d-Lieiitenanl. Tin* Duke of Portland 
has acted ujxm that RU]tj>o'^ition as a fundamental jiart of his 
arrangement. Lord Fitzwilliain cannot shiink into his shell 
aj;ain, without beino thouj^ht a light man, in whom no person 
can })lace any (‘onfidoiiee. It, on the othei hand, he takes the 
svsord, not onl\ without pow'er, but wath a direct negative put 
upon his ])owa.T. he is a Lord-Lieutenaiit disgraced and degra- 
ded. With inliiiite s(*rrow I say it — wuth soirow' inexpressible 
— he must resign. If be dias, the Duke of Portland must resign 
too. In fact, tlK'V wall both consider theinseUcB as turned out; 
and I know it will be represented to them, hecause I know it 
has been predicted to them, that their being brought into office 
was no more than a stratagem, to make them break with their 
friends and original natural connections, to make them lose all 
credit with the independent part of the country, and then to 
' turn them out as objects of universal scorn and derision without 
party or adherents to resort to I I believe Lord Fitzwdlliam has 
in his bureau one letter to this effect — I well recollect that he 
was much affected by it, and indeed doubtful of accepting — per- 
haps more than one. I am certain, that whether they stay in 
under a state of degradation, or are turned out, their situa- 
tion will be terrible ; and such as wdll be apt to fill men with 
rage and desperate resolutions. Both their coming in and their 
going out will be reviled ; and they will be ridiculed and insulted 
on both by the Opposition. They will affect to pity them. They 
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will even offer to pardon them. Araong^st Mr. Pitt’s old ad- 
herentH, ab perhaps yt)u know as well as I do, there were many 
who liked your coming in as little as Mr. Fox oi INlr. Sheridan 
could do. They considered Mr. Pitt’s enlar^ung his bottom as 
an interloping on their monopoly. They will join tlu' halloo of 
the others. If they can persuade Mr. Pitt tliat this is a triumph, 
he will have it. Put may (rod in His goodness avert the con- 
sequences from him and all of us! 

‘But w'hv,' wall Hdine say, ‘should not Lord Fitzwilliam take 
the Lord-Lieutenancy, and let the Fhancellor remain where he 
is? He will be gntid-humoured and suhtjervient, and let tb(' 
Lord-Lieutenant do as In* pleases.’ Ibit, after wdiat has ]>asqed, 
the true question is. w'hich of these two is to govern Ireland I 
think I know’ what a Lord-Ln'utenant of Ireland is, or 1 know 
nothing. Without a hearty nn<l effectual support of the Minister 
here, he is much w'oiS(‘ than a mere jiageant. A man in the 
pillory is in a post of honour iA comparison of sueh a Lord- 
Lieutenant. ‘ But Lord Westmoreland goes on very quietly.’ 
He does so. He has no discussions with the junto who have 
annihilated English government. Be his abilities and his spirit 
w’hat they may, be has no desire of go\erniijg. He P i^lia 
of Egypt, w^ho is content to let the Beys act think 

proper. Lord Fitzwilliam is a high-minded man.a'ferfbti of very 
great parts, and a man of very (juick feelings. He cannot be 
the instrument of the junto, with the name of the King’s repre- 
sentative, if he would. If Lord Fitzwilliam was to be sent to 
Ireland, to be exactly as Lord Westmoreland is, I undertake to 
affirm, that a worst choice for that purpose could not be made. 
If he has nothing to do but what Lord Westmoreland does, 
neither ought Lord Westmoreland to be removed, nor the 
Chancelloi, no, nor the Chancellor’s Train-bearer. Lord Fitz- 
william has no business there at all. He has fortune enough. 
He has rank enough. Here he is infinitely more at his ease, and 
be is of infinitely more use here than he can be there, where his 
desire of really doing business, and his desire of being the real 
representative of the Crown, would only cause to him infinite 
trouble and distress. For it is not to know Ireland to say, 
that what is called opposition is what will give trouble to a real 
Viceroy. Hie embarrassments are upon the part of those who 
ought to be the supports of English govertiment; but who 
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have formed themselves into a cabal to destroy the King’s 
authority, and to divide the country n» a spoil amongst one 
another. ^ Xoyi sed iiuirfnum Mi^inutm the motto 

whn-li ought to be put under the harp. This is not talk. I 
can put mv hand on th<' instances, and not a doubt would re- 
main on your mind of the fact. His Majesty has the patronage 
to the Pabhahe, as the Grand Seignior has to that of Egypt, 
and that is all. Such is the state of things. I think matters 
recoverable in some d('gTee ; but the attempt is to be made. 

If Ireland be well enough, and safe enough, as it is ; if the 
Ghaneellor and the Government of the pintu is • good for the 
King, the country, and tlu* empire, G^jd forbid that a stone 
Hi that edifice should be ]ucked out to gratify Lord Fitzwilliam, 
or anybody else. Put if that kingdom, by the meditated and 
systtmatic corruption (piivate, ])eisoual, not politic corruption) 
of some, and the headlong vndence and tyrannical spirit of 
others, totally destitute of wisdom, and the more incurably 
so, as nut Ixnng destitute of some flashy parts, is brouglit into a 
very pciilous situation, then I say, at a time like this, there is 
m» making questions about it mere discussions between one 
branch and the other of adunmst ration, either in England or 
Ii eland. The state of Ireland is not like a thing without in- 
trinsic merits, and on which it may be safe to make a trial of 
skill, or a trial of stiength. It is no longer an obscure depend- 
ency of this kingdom. What !s done there vitally affects the 
wdiole system of Europe. Whether you regard it offensively 
or defensively, ii eland is known in Prance. CommunlcatioHB 
have been opened, and more will be opened. Ireland will be a 
strong digue to keep out Jacobinism, or a broken bank to let it 
in. The junto have weathere<l the old European system of 
government there, and brought it into utter discredit. I look 
in this afiair to Ireland, and in Ireland to Great Britain, '«nd 
in Great Britain to Europe. The little cliques there to me 
as nothing. They have never done me a favour nor an injury. 
But that kingdom is of great importance indeed. I- regard*, in 
this point, all descriptions of men with great comparative indif- 
ference. I love Lord Fitzwilliam very well; but so co4Vinced 
am I, on the maturest reflection, of the perilous state into which 
the present junto have brought that kingdom (on whie^ in 
reality, this kingdom, at this juncture, is dependent)! tiMit ilf he

■jyere to go with a resolution to support it, I would, on my knee^, 
mistreat him not to have a share in the ruin of his country 
' under the poor pretence of governing a pait of it. Oh’ iny 
Klear friend, I wiite with a sick heart, and a weaned hand. If 
you can, pluck Ireland out of the unwise and corrupt hands that 
are de^itroymg us! It they say, they wall mend their manners, 
I tell you, they cannot mend them ; and if they could, this 
mode of doing and undoing, saving and unsaying, inflaming 
the people wuth voluntary violence, and appeasing them wuth 
forced concession; their keeping the ^word of proinibe to tJieir 
ear and bieaking it to their hope their wanton expenses, and 
their fraudulent economy ; — all these, and ten times more than 
these, but all of the same sort, aie the \ery things which ha\e 
brought government in that countiy to the state of contempt 
and incurable distrust under winch it labours. It cannot have 
its very distemper for its cm e. You know me, I think, enough 
to be quite sure, that in gning yoti an opinion conceining Mr. 
Pitt’s interest and honour, I have not an oblnpie regaid, at 
his expense, to the honour and interest of others No ! I 
always thought advice the most sacred of all things, and that it 
alw'ays ought tci be given for the benefit of the advised. I am 
now' endeavouring to make up my accounts w'lth my Cj^flator. I 
am, almost litorally, a dying man. I speak with all the free- 
dom, and with all the clearness of that situation. I speak as a 
man under a strong sense of obligation to Mr. Pitt, when I 
assure him, under the solemn sanction of that awful situation, 
that my fii'm opinion is, that by getting rid of the new accessions 
to his strength, and especially upon the ground of protection to 
certain Irish politicians (at w'hat distance of time I cannot say), 
but he is piepanug his certain ruin, with all the consequeuces 
of that rum, which I tremble to think on* (iod bless you all, 
and direct you for the beet !

Beaconsfleld . October 16, 1794. 

Mr DEAH Sir, — What I enclose to you with this is to yourself 
principally ; hut if jfou enter into my ideas, it is ostensible to 
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Mr. Pitt and Mr. Dundas ; and, if jou will, to the Chancellor. 
This I don't desiie, because, in case of our agreement the argu- 
ments will come with far more authority yourself. But if 
you think that my (•pinions would tend in any way to strengthen 
yours, you haye iny peimission to show them to any of the three 
upon wliom you conceiyo they ar^ the most likely to make an 
imprecision. Mr. Pitt is surprised that your friends should 
tliiiik of breaking the Ministry at such atime as this; sure it is 
eijiully fiurpiisiug that he should do so by putting them out of 
tlieir offices, for it ic phiin they cannot stay m them under the 
]>rf‘S('nt ciieiunstances. It is he wdio is cliK^fly responsible 
1 rdmoHt, indeed, \\holl\ so ) for carrying on the public business in 
this dreadful season. It is his system and his power that are to 
lie supported ; and I never knew a minister that would not do 
a tliousaiid things to gam, lyid to keep, men convenient, at 
least, to the supp(jrt of his power and reputation, especially 
wlu'U tho great Obt iiiteiests ever stated were depending. MTien 
he will do no one eartldy thing to keep them, they must think, 
and the world must think, he >vants to get rid of them. I wish 
you to speak fully to Dundas on this business. I conceive all 
others ouglit to be postponed to it. I don’t know what part he 
has in the intrigue. But it he is clear of that, he is open to 
reason, and is not without influence. You mistook me about 
Grattan. I did nut wish Mr. Pitt to reason him into a derelic- 
tion of opposition to TiOid Westmoreland, for I well knew that 
a dread of that opposition w'ould be a principal inducement to 
Mr, Pitt to be reconciled to your friends ; I wished you to get 
the Duke of Portland and Lord Filzwilliam, with whom he was 
in confidence, and to w'bora he came over in order to destroy the 
system of the junto, and to pledge himself to support them in 
opposition to it ; to consult ivith him what it was best for that 
purpose to do, whether to resign or- not, or what other coiirse 
to take. I should have made a great scruple of conscience to 
do anything whatever for the support, directly or indirectly, of 
a set of men in Ireland, who, that conscience well informed teUa 
me, by their innumerable corruptions, frauds, oppressions, and 
follies, are opening a back door for Jacobinism, to rush in ex- 
penses, and to take us in the rear. As surely as you and I exist, 
BO surely this will be the consequence of their persisting in their 
system. As to yourself, you have my most ardent prayers that 
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God would direct you, through your reason, to the beat coursci I 
am glad that neither the Duke of Portland, nor Lord Fitzvvilliam, 
not Von, have called on me for my opinion on your conduct. 
Whatever you do will be well intended and well adviRed. You 
will then smile, and aak me, why I am so free m my advice to 
Mr. Pitt through you, who has asked it as little a? the rest ? 
Why, because the whole depends on him. If he mistakes, so as 
to let this Ministry go to pieces, we shall, along wuth him, be 
all undone. The Lieutenancy of Ireland is an arrangement 
subservient to the reformation, or to the continuance, of the 
abuses reigning in the country, and he who is the real minister 
can alone support oi destiny them. I ought to have sent my 
packet earliei. Put I have been oppn‘q«.f«l with such sinkings 
and dejection of spirits, that in adding, after the coming of vur 
messenger, to what I wrote the night before, I have been obligi^d 
to go into the open aii from time to time, to letresh myself, and 
thus the time w’ent away. Thi^ is dreadful! dreadful! be^oI]d 
the loss of a general battle. I now d(‘Rpair completely. 1 be- 
gin to think that God, who most surely regards the least of His 
creatures ns w’ell as the greatest, took what was dearest to me 
to Himself in a good time. Adieu !

The Right Hon. Rdmund Burke to the Right Hon, William 
Windhemi, 

BeaconsfitOd October 20, 1794 

My DEi.li Sir, — 1 had your letter. Everything is undone, 
if the matter is put upon private and personal ground. If it 
be a question of men and of favour, it is quite clear what men 
and what favour must prevail ; and, as to the public opinion, 
it will be clamorously against those who come in and go out 
lightly in the naost critical seasons. I have thought this matter 
over and over. I have looked back at our former expeiience; 
and I bare (ioneidered the genius of the new times. I have 
considered the character of the men you are come to act with, 
and your own character ; as well os the character of the Oppo- 
sition the bystanders. I have compared all these with the 
•ituatlfe’^of England, and of Poland, and of Europe. 1 never 
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g^ave anything in my life §o thofcrugb a sifting. The result is, 
that I am dearly and decidedly of opinion that the Duke of 
Portland, imr Lord Fitzwilliam, nor yourself, ought to resign ; 
but to -wait — for what I foresee will be the case of some of 
you — to be turned out. You are in a post of strength, if 
you know how to defend yourselves. Whereas nothing but 
oblo(|uv, unpopularity, disfavours above and below, and crrni- 
])lete impotence, will follow you, if you are once out; and 
iiPMU can you come m again but on the ruins of your country. 
Put when I say the resignatmns ought not now to be thought 
<if, T do not say that the matti'rs for which yciu contend ought 
to be abandonf'd ; but the very reverse. You are where you 
aie, only to act with rectitude, firmness, and disinterestedness, 
and particularlv to resist, ad lydcrncnonenrLs the corrupt system 
nt Ireland, which goes directly to the nun of the whole empire. 

I aeemed to tliink, in my last letter, of the resignation of the 
Duke of Portland and Lord Fitzwilham as inevitable. That 
lettei was the rcwsult of my second thought. You know that in 
my first, to which I am now' come back, I stated this position 
to you as a thing between tlie two alternatives. In substance, 
perhaps, mv ojiinions are the same: go out they must I 
believe it is a thing that does not depend on them to avoid— 
the question is on the manner of it. Clearly, the most re- 
putable thing in everv point of view D, that they should UOt 
commit suicide ; but be slain on their post in a battle against 
this Irish corruption, which is another thing than the misappli- 
cation of so much money. If, indeed, my opinion was wholly 
changed on reflection, why should I be ashamed (sf It in one of 
the most difficult questions that ever was? Whatever Is done, 
I am against all sqdab proceedings, such as seem rather the 
effect of temper than principle. They are very ilDtiSed— very 
111 indeed ; but their own conduct has been such that they hate 
put themselves in the wrong ; and It is not by base yielding, or 
by a stubborn perverseness, they can get right, but by produeltig 
such a body of principle as really actuates them, jmd Which 
will make their mode of proceeding, however irregular, a thing 
of very subordinate importance. The closet must be reported 
to, with all sort of gentleness and attention; the matter stated 
the substance given in, in writing ; opinion and direction rather 
asked than resolution declared on their part ; lamentation rather 
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than blame. Honour and principle are never the worse for 
being conducted \Mth address. Two things — not to resign, not 
to nbandt>n the ground of dispute. With good conduct the 
wdiole may yet he gamed — points, office, all. Ibit then, the 
temper to be used, m my mind, ought not to extend to the 
Iiibh job system. You can only defemi yourselves hy open, 
avowx'd uoappearable war, against that, as long as no tempei- 
aments of any kind are held out; when they are, their value 
will ho considereih I shall WTite, 1 think^ a note to tins 
purpose to Lord Fitzwillnun and the I>uke ot Poi tland. I 
wnote, last night, a ihreiioilia to the Chancellor; hut I did 
not enter into any particular whatewn-r it w'ould have ht'en 
quite iiselefls He is a veiy able, good-humoured, friendly 
man; and tor himself, tiulj, no great pdihcr, but where a 
job of patronage occurs, ^ quo iiq}biiiL Iqito lu '>n<>ric iradur!' 
For in the aiticle ot death, in* would cr\, ‘Bring the J"l) I' 
Good Godl to think of jobs in such a moment as this I 
AMiy, it is not vice any longer : it is c<»rruption run mad. 
Thank you for the account of the few' saved at Bois h* Hue — 
Bichegru has nioie humanity than we have. Why are any 
of these people put into garrison places ? It is premeditated 
and treacherous miirdei. If an emigrant governor w'as, indeed, 
appointed, a better thing could not be done. Then we should 
hear of a defence : it would, ^deed, be a novelty ; and one 
would think, for that reason, would be recommended. But 
cowardice and treachery seem qualifications; and punishment 
is amongst the artes perditop in the old governments. I am 
very miserable — tossed by public upon private grief, and by 
private upon public. Oh ! have pity on yourselves ! and may 
the God, w'hose counsels are so mysterious in the moral woild 
(even more than in the natural), guide you through all these 
labyrinths. Do not despair ! if you do work in despair. Feel 
as little and think as much as you can ; correct your natural 
constitutions, but don’t attempt to force them.

My dear Sir, — I am in a state of mind as near complete 
despair as a man can l>e in ; yet whilst there remains the 
faintest pe.s-,il)iht\ of doinn^ I think you whose duty it is 

to at t, an'l wht) liave \ij:^i)Ui' of body and mind sufficient to 
that duty, ought to omit no rational means of removing the 
eMl which pulses the most nearly, and is the ino^.t within 
1 an leat'h. A im diatoi is waintcd in this business. 1 doubt 
wlietlier \ou are exactly in that situation. I think the Clian- 
cellur i>. I feaietl lie might be too much influenced by the 
jobbery t.f his Irish connections, paiticulaily that of Douglas. 
Ibit 1 lathei think I wionged him. I have heard from him, 
and by tlie stiaiu he WTites in, I am sure he wishes this rup- 
ture to be made up in some jiroper way, as you and I do. Now 
I apprehend he may lie a little crippled in this business of 
a u^fful go-bet w'een, if theie be not some confidence shown 
to him by our friends. I just throw’ out this hint, not being 
able to say much more than what I have already troubled you 
with at groat length. How’ comes it that I have heard nothing 
of Dundas in this business, no more than if no such thing 
existed and yet he must ceitamly tell for a great deal in 
it. I know this affair can never come to any sort of amicable 
conclusion wlulst they treat the matter in dispute exactly in the 
spirit and upon the principles of ministers of adverse courts 
(and very adverse courts too), debating on a matter in negotia- 
tion and not os members of the same Cabinet Council and 
servants of the same King. The order of the questiona, and 
all this fencing, tends to keep alive the hostility. There is 
something of the w’orst tendency imaginable in the whole mode 
of their carrying on businesB,

All the p^entleman-like spirit of tlie country being fled, it 
seemts to me that a descent into Jacobmibin, easy^attd gradual 
perhaps, bat perfectly certain, is at this inoiu^flit •OTEAeoced.

There soepis to me to lie but tv, o modes 
of life to be followed with any satisfaction, militar} and bteiary. 
The management of civil affairs, depending, as they do, on the 
consent of others, le liable to be thwarted at cveiy sti'p by their 
sordidnesfl and folly, is the most thankless employment of all.

The world is undone by sbabbiness, at least in this country, 
and by this sacrifice of the right expedient. To a certain degree, 
it must be ma<.le, and it may be the fault of Mi. Burke that ho 
does not make it enough ; but I am suie that, by a habit of erring 
on the other side, as great mischiefs are done, though more 
gradual and silent, and that the counsels and character of a 
country become insensibly debased and impoverished, as is 
eminently the case of ours at present. By this continual yield- 
ing, the higher nature becomes at laat subjected wholly to the 
lower, and we are accordingly not governed by Mr. Pitt and 
others, that we naturally should be, but by Mr, MTlberforce and 
Mr. Thi»-and-t'otber that I could name, and who have not only 
low and narrow notions of things, but their own little private 
interest to serve. There are one or two of our friends that have 
minds of a more plebeian cast than I had been willing to hope.

prove the temporary gleam of comfort that has lately come 
across me.

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been preserved amongst Mr Windham’s papers, ^hich 
enables the editor of this Diary to publish it. It is in 
the following terms : — 

TO THE MEMORY OF DAVID OARRICK, 

Whose remains he interred near the monument of William 
kShakespeare and close to the body of Samuel Johnson. 

He wa« burn at Hereford m the year 1716, and died m Lon- 
don m the jear 1779. 

Under him the English dramatic representation took a new 
form , hf brought it nearer to the standard of nature, and to 
the expression of real passion. 

Shakespeare was the chosen object of his study : in his ac- 
tion, and m hia declamation [inexhaustible] he expressed all 
the hre, the enthusiasm, the energy, the facility, the endless 
variety of that great poet. Like him he was equally happy in 
the tragic and the comic style. 

He entered into the true spirit of the poets, because he 
was himself a poet, and wrote many pieces with elegance and 
spirit. 

He raised the character of bis profession to the rank of a 
liberal art, not onlj by his talents, but by the regulanty and 
probity of his life and the elegance of his manners. His fnend- 
ships were sincere, his manners were amiable. He excelled m all 
relations of domestic and social life. His conversation wa» gay, 
cheerful, and ingenious. His wit was without levity, affectation, 
or malice, and as inoffensive as it was pointed. His society was 
therefore courted and cultivated by all those of his time who 
were the most distinguidied by their taste and erudition. 

His memory will be long honoured by all who are asasible 
how much a eobd, refined, and moral tasto, in its public 
pleasures, contributes to the improvement and gk>iy of a great 
nation.]

Bath May 28, 1797. 

My dbak Sill, — I am to quit this place to-morrow, having 
received no benefit, and expecting no further. Ah to the epitaph, 
I caimot, upon my plan, and m order to do full justice to the 
subject, shorten it very considerably. They who like an impas- 
sioned style upon monuments will not be pleeised with this, 
whether it be long or short ; but for my part I hate all general 
expressions of admiration, which may os well be applied to one 
man as another. I think these things in churches, particularly, 
ought to have a moral turn, and ought to account why it is fit 
that an actor should have a place in so solemn a temple, among 
legislators, heroes, saints, and the ornaments of science, erudi- 
tion, and genius. I think Garrick well entitled to that place, 
though I think that others of the same profession were not ; and 
the reason ought to be assigned, as in that epitaph I have 
assigned it. I could wish that Mr. Windham could see this 
epitaph, together with this, and my last letter to you upon the 
subject. But, to be sure, it is Mr. Wallis that must finally de- 
termine. For my part, I am the more indifferent about every- 
thing of the kind, as I do not think that these memorials, nof 
the temples that contain them, or any of our frail works, can 
long continue. If you can’t get at Mr. Windham (as m the 
present state I don’t wonder that you cannot, for I think he 
must.be neeirly heart-broken, as in truth I am), be so good as 
to hand the papers I speak of to Mr. Woodford, iwho has the 
last chance of catching a dying moment of his leisure.

Strong dissatisfaction expressed by I.ord 
Grenville at the delay and neglect of proper measures 
against the insurgents It would seem by accounts in 
papers, that the mutiny at the Nore broke out on the 10th 
ult. ‘ Lancaster ’ crew returned to duty ; the acceptance 
of their submission settled at Admiralty. 

9^/t. — Council by desire of Lord Grenville on subject of 
mutiny. Agreed that instructions should be sent to Ad- 
miral Buckner not to accept submission of any ship, so 
as to imply pardon, ’v\dthout communicatkai with Govern- 
ment.

Decomber 16, 1797 

Dear William, — Your letters of the 27th and 31 si OctSber 
have both reached me to-day ; and are the first, as far as I 
recollect, that have come directly to me, or that I have heard 
of at all, since your letter to Robert from Madeira, or what- 
ever the island was, where you were so near being surprised 
by the mutineers. I showed your letter upon that occasion 
to Admiral Gambler, wbo had made some civil enquiries after 
you, and he thought so well of your conduct, as to have com- 
municated the account, as he told me, to some of his colleagues. 
Before I have an oocasion of sending this, 1 shall know, pro- 
bably, what orders Lord Spencer has, or purposes to send out 
I flatter myself that positive orders for your return are already 
on their way. Robert, who will probably write by this oppor- 
tunity, will tell you all that relates to the Parsoni^e, which is 
going on very well and the current flews of the day. I can 
only state to you in general, that my opinion of the state of 
things is not more favoilrable than at the worst period of 
any at which you have ever heard it. I do not reckon it 
among the lea^ calamities of — cOi^nty not among 

those that affect me least — that tfe world has now lost Mr. 
Burke. Ob ! how much we rue that hi* counsels wetw aot 
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followed I Oh ! how exactly do we see verified all that he 
has predicted ! — though I do not think that, in the course of 
a few months, perhaps not in many months, any dangerous 
attacks will be made upon this country. I do not, on that 
account, see our fate less certain and at no very distant period, 
if some unlooked-for chance, such as we can now hardly form 
an imagination of, does not come to supply the utter insuffi- 
ciency of our own talents and means. Unless some fortunate 
shift of wind should happen, we are so beset with dangers on 
all sides, so completely embayed, that it is impossible we can 
weather the breakers upon either tack. 

You will have heard of our rejoicings here and the impres- 
sion made by Lord Duncan’s victory. It was a good work and 
as well done, I believe, as was possible; but wl should not have 
heard so much of it had it not been Duncan. Fur Lord 

Vincent’s victory, the greatest beyond all example in naval 
annals, not a candle burnt. For the sameTeitean, hardly any- 
thing mid of Admiral Onslow, though, had Duncan been Onslow, 
and, vice versa, the whole honour of the victory would have been 
ascabed to him.

Sad, sad news, ray dear William, I have to send you ; not of 
a public, but of a private nature, and such as will try your 
spirits and affect your kind heart more than anything that has 
yet befallen you. Your poor sister Mary 1 never will you see 
her more ! never more will she welcome your return, rejoice in 
your success, and glad the hearts of us all by her gay and 
amiable manners, and by her kind and virtuous affections ! 
After a long and bad Labour, which ended in the death of the 
child, and after fostering our hopes for some days by an appear- 
ance of doing well, she failed ail at once, and has left us nothing 
but to lament the breach thus made in the happiness of the 
family, to follow her with our regrets, and to consol© ouraelyes 

* Mary, eldest daughter of the Dean of Wells and Mrs. Luldn. 
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with the reflection that she has escaped at least from all the ills 
of life, and partakes of all the hopes which revelation holds out, 
to those who do not renounce them, by the wickedness of their 
lives, and abdication of all desire and endeavour to recommend 
themselves to the Divine mercy. 

Mrs. W. and I likewise intend to set out to-morrow morning 
to join your mother at Bath. There is an adjournment, for- 
tunately, of Parliament, which will enable me to go without 
difiSculty ; and Mrs. W., as you will imagine, ls clearly on the 
side of our g<'ing. What a different visit from what it would 
have been had poor Mary been there I What a loss to the 
future hajtpinesH of Felbngg !

I really loved her 
as a daughter and not every father has had a daughter attached 
to him so much, as I believe she was to me. You were not ac- 
(juaiuted with ali lie ineiits, nor with many captivating parts 
of understanding and manner, that only developed themselves 
upon ne.irer and longer aci^uaintance. Her death has thrown a 
shade over many paits in the piMspects of life that were before 
full of brightness and hope. As if all was to be melancholy 
ii]»on our arrival here, tho answer I leceived upmi a message 
sent to mujuire alter Mrs. Coke,* w^as that she had died a few 
hours bef<»re. 1 do not mention this loss as coming in competi- 
tion w'lth the other I but it involves in it much, that one had 
been in the habit of contemplating with satisfaction, and from 
which, at different times, ]>art of my own happiness had been 
derived. Our stay here cannot be long — I fear not longer than 
Friday or Saturday. There is business in the House which it is 
necessaiy that J should attend. I could otherwise spend a week 
07 more hen^ wuth great satisfaction, with great pleasure indeed, 
but for the melancholy which the occasion of our coming throws 
over all one’s thoughts. Bath has a charm to me which owes 
nothing to its condition as a public place and to which the 
company, in fact, would be a hindrance.

In war a thousand 
things may happen, but peace once made, the power of Buona* 
parte seems certainly fixed, and I know not then how we are to 
escape. Everything is, however, very bad ; one Emperor mad, 
another weak and pusillanimous ; the Kin^ of Prussia governed 
by narrow, selfish, and short-sighted counsels: no vigour, no 
energy, no greatness of plan, but in the French, and they 
accordingly govern everything. Nothing is so clear to me, 
as that a am^l portion of the soul of Mr. Burke, itxfbaed 
into the counsels of countries and among others of our own, 
would have rescued the world firom this dreadful state long 
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ago. You are very good m excusing that part of our silence 
which took place at Weymouth. Though there was much from 
there that I wished often to write to ^ou about, because I 
thought you would like to hear of royal tittle-tattle, yet the 
life we lived made it almost impossible. You cannot conceive 
anything so strange and so unsuited, it yould seiuu, both to 
me and Mrs. W. ; yet, we reallv did not dislike it ; the extreme 
graciousnebs of the King and Queen, and the extraordinary 
amiablenesB of all the Princesses, made evei\ thing but the 
hurry of it uncommonly pleasing, and has given me an interest 
about them that marks oui visit there as an epoch in one's life. 
It was not for want of thinking of you — if you could suspect 
such a thing — that I did not writ<*, for m my ndcs with His 
Maiesty we had a great deal of converhation about you.

Boaconsfield ‘ July 23, 1809. 

Dear William, — I lioM to my purpose of going to the Assizes, 
.'iij<] sljall accoidmgly leave thib for town to-morrow. Terrible 
lu'WH this from German}, though the learned in London, I un- 
diTstand, at lesint those about the officer, do not consider the 
battle was one of those decisive ones that leaves nothing to be 
afterwards hoped. There is nothing to me in the event that 
at all comes unexpectedly, however it may be to be lamented. 
The most d^couraging consideration is the dreadful inferiority 
of talents that there appears always to be on the side of the 
Austrians. Why is Buonaparte to be able to pass the Danube 
before the Archduke is appiised of what he is about? I cannot 
think that this would have happened the other way. Our ex- 
pedition, I conceive, to he a most injudicious one, whatever be the 
event. My idea is that the whole should have been sent to Spain, 
HO as not to leave Buonaparte, w^hen he has settled the Austrian 
buBiness, to begin, as he did last year, on the banks of the Ebro;, 
but to have driven the whole of the French force out of the 
peninsula. With a view, even to a respite from invasion, the 
total clearance of Spain would have been of more importance 
than the destruction of all the vessels and arsenals in the Scheldt, 
should we even accomplish that object. If I had been tempted 
to any other object, it would have been with a view to remote 
^nd contingent conseqtienoea, the capture of Belleiale^ the troops 
being to prooeed idterwards to Sp«dn.
